The  namber  of  peisooB  la  Algeria  engaged  in  agricnltnre  at  the  end  of  the  jtM  1887 
may  be  estimated  at  :i,246.:)00,  of  which  nnmber  206,n60  are  Eatopeana  and  3,030,341 
are  natiTcs.  Comparing  these  flgnrea  with  thoee  of  the  year  18B()  (187.1)33  Earopoans 
and  3,098,220  nativee),  a  conaidemble  increase  is  noticeable. 

The  vain e  of  agricalt oral  material  has  also  increased.  Intbe  latter  year  3ri7,5a7  at(Ti- 
vnltnral  implements  ure  reported,  and  tiieir  value  fixed  at  24,5D3,^-)IJ  Iruutsj  while  in 
Ibe  former  the  estimated  value  is  24,207,015  franca, 

DOHKSTIC  ANIMALS. 
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Comparing  these  figiiTea  with  those  of  the  preceding  year  (16.624,826  bead)  we  notice 
a  difference  of  nearly  ],5U0,tKK)  in  TuTorof  11^,  and  this  differeiice  ia,  for  the  moat  part, 
inlbe  hands  of  the  uativea.  The  number  of  sheep,  fote\iimple,  owned  by  the  native*  ia 
not  mnch  less  that  one  and  a  half  miilions  in  advance  of  tiiat  uf  1386.

The  roilowmg  table  ahowa,  bydiatricbi  Dodcr  lioth  civil  and  military  jnrisdictiou,  the 
number  of  hectiine /rout  vrhicb  tliis  plant  waa  gathered  dnriug  the  year  ItMJT,  thequau- 
tity  ^tbeied,  et«'. 
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According  to  a  decree  dated  .ranuary  22,  1S86,  a  prim  waa  offered  for  the  beet  treatise 
on  the  working  of  the  aUa  Belds.  Thia  piize  amounted  to  4,000  francs,  the  largest  pro- 
portion of  which  haa  been  attrihat«d  to  Dr.  Trabot,  proteeeoi  at  the  medical  school  at 
Aljtiers. 

Approfiriationa  to  agricultHral  «oci>fi«.~AppropriatioQBamoQntin);  altogether  to  19,250 
fmiiCB  have  been  accordad  to  twenty-eight  different  agiicattural  societies  in  order  to  en- 
courage  them  and  permit  them  to  publish  the  repoitsof  their  labon. 

Prizr  arcarded  to  "cnrnmuneg"  far  encouraging  the  plimting  of  trecu, — As  in  pi«c«diDg 
yesT?.  the  ;p>veriiment  has  accorde<l  special  appropriations  to  act^rtain  nnmber  of  manici- 
palities  Tot  the  parpose  of  encoaraging  the  planting  of  trees  upon  the  grounds  thereto 
belonging.  The  amoont  of  these  siibveotions  waa  during  the  year  9,200  fmocs.  Planta 
and  B^ds  of  treea  have  been  given  to  mnntcipalities  which  have  requested  them. 

Since  187fl  yearly  eihibitiona  of  this  nature  have  snccessively  been  held  in  the  three 
provinces,  that  of  1887  being  at  BonDarik.  The  experience  thus  obtained  sbowa  that 
the  results  are  in  general  satisfactory.  It  has,  however,  been  foand  that  the  m^oritj 
of  agriouUurists  have  leas  interest  in  these  aihibitions  than  if  a  greater  lapse  of  time 
KOparated  one  t^m  the  other.  The  governor-general  has,  hence,  requested  tbat  they  be 
held  leas  frequently  and  that  the  sums  accorded  for  their  enconragement  be  devoted, 
the  yeara  when  no  such  exhibitions  are  held,  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  necMaaiy 
to  the  participation  of  the  colony  ia  similar  exhibitions  held  in  Frauce  or  in  loreign 
countries.  It  is,  hence,  to  be  supposed  ttub  Algeria  will  be  ahie  to  take  a  greater  share 
in  foreign  exhibittoos  and  increase  her  business  relations  with  other  coantries. 

LOCAL  EXHIBITIONS. 

Sach  exhibitions  were  oncaniEefl  in  1887  by  agricultntal  societies  in  the  three  dfr- 
partntents.  During  the  year  two  were  hold  in  the  departments  of  Algiers  and  Conslou- 
tine,  rrspectivcly,  and  seven  in  the  department  of  Ornn.  The  object  waa  in  some  cases 
Kimersl,  wrreaponding  to  the  agricultural  fair  in  the  United  States,  and  in  some  coses 
speciiil,  as,  for  example,  seed  or  animal  exhibits,  plowing  or  vine-trimmiDginatchea,  etc 
For  the  sQpport  of  these  exhibitions  tbe  Government  appropriated  certain  sums,  veryinK 
inamonnlfroMlOV  t4>l,0001Yaticstoench,  in  accordani^' with  their  respective  importance.!

PHYLLOXEBA. 


Tbemetboda  ortlerendiDg  the  viiier«rdsattaiDat  tbephylloxericpeatwidallthalegis- 
iHtioD  on  the  subject  basbeenalreiMljBeDt  to  th«D«pMtmeub(,diapatchdatedMarclilS, 
1887.  No.  76). 

DnriDg  the  yenr  aud«T  conaideratioa  a  general  visit  was  iiwd«,  nnder  tbe  dlTection  of 
the  department  syndIcat«B,  to  the  viiieyards  in  tbe  province  of  Algiei's  and  Oran,  com- 
mencing  aboat  the  middle  of  Apiil  and  finished  in  Aagost.  The  Tineyaitls  of  the  de- 
partment  of  Coostantine  were  ezamioed  by  k  committee  appointed  by  the  I'rSfeC  In- 
dependently of  this  general  visit  of  inspection,  ail  the  vineyards  in  which  any  withering 
of  the  plants  has  been  reported  have  been  particnlarly  examined  by  the  delegates  of 
the  department.  They  have  also  beep  cbarged'wilh  an  examination  of  the  American 
viaes,  in  accordance  with  article  7  of  the  law  of  1886,  tnuuUIJon  of  which  has  been  for- 
warded yoa  (dispatch  So.  7G,  above  mentioned]. 

According  \o  the  proviRiona  of  the  law,  an  iudsmnity  amounting  to  7,396  francs  boa 
been  accorded  to  proprietors  whose  vines  were,  daring  the  year,  dJestzoyed  to  prevent 
tbe  spread  of  phylloxera. 

80B3II>IRS  TO  HOBSB-BKBEDINa  SOCIETIES. 

Tbe  snm  appropriated  to  tbe  diCferent  aocietiea  of  Algeria  daring  the  year  1867 
amoDoted  to  :w,80<)  francs.  This  has  been  employed  ia  premiams  offered  at  Vbe  dlSer- 
ent.  races  of  the  societies.

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INSPECTION  OF  ANIUAU. 


To  prevent  the  attack  and  spread  of  coDtagtoas  diseases  in  animnla,  the  main  fentnres 
oflboUwof  July  31,  1881,  were  by  a  decree  dated  November  12,  1887,  made  applicable 
to  Algeria. 


This  sapervisian  is  in  Algeria  extended  over  a  surface  of  2,785,I86hectaresof  fbrevts 
belonging  in  part  to  tho  Kovernmeot  and  in  part  to  mauidpalities.  It  extends  also  io 
woodx  and  uncaltivaled  lands  of  private  owners  which  are  situated  in  tbe  moantoioons 
districts. 

The  core  of  tbe  foreetaisa  workof  the  greatest  importance,  and  imposes  a  particalarly 
delicate  task  npon  tbe  local  government.  An  intelligent  interveation  of  the  forest-service 
in  the  dispoaition  ol'  the  woods  belonging  to  private  iodividaals,  the  regnlation  of  pas- 
turage, tiie  reclamation  of  moantaia  land?  carried  on  in  virtne  of  tbe  law  of  December 
9,  1^,  will  allow  tbe  state  at  no  very  distant  date  to  re-establish  important  masses  of 
wood  which  are  destined  to  exert  a  moat  bene&cent  effect  upon  the  water  and  climate.

KnowiDgthnt  tbe  Departmeat  is  anxioas  thia  report  8bn aid  be  seat  in  asearly  aapoa- 
aible  ID  tbeoewjear,  1  bave,  aa  nsoal,  made  special  effort  to  obtainflnal  &«<"«»  to  com- 
plete the  tabnlatad  atAtementfl;  for  ahoald  I  wait  to  receive  tbem  in  ttie  ordiDDry  ivaj', 
1  could  Dot  make  this  report  belote  March,  as  the  Gazette  lor  Novomlier  will  not  be 
prioted  before  the  middle  of  JaQDAiy,  and  December  aboat  the  middle  of  February,  bat 
tbrongh  the  kiDduesa  of  the  collector  of  cnstoms  and  the  colonial  secretary  I  am  per- 
mitted lo  (\opj  the  ligDres  from  the  original  mannacripta,  etc. 

AGBICULTUKK. 

This  depaitmeot,  I  am  satisBed,  Devec  will  attain  to  aoything  like  the  importance 
which  it  deserree.     There  are,  no  doubt,  a  gieftt  ninny  reasons  why  it  will  not. 

Qingerand  gronnd-nnts  seem  to  be  tbeonly  two  things  which  are  now  cultivated. for 
export,  and  the  very  low  price  of  these  articles  now  and  for  the  past  few  years  does  not 
ofler  snfBcient  stimulas  to  exertion. 

A  penny  per  pound  lor  ginger  does  not  mncb  more  than  pay  for  the  labor  expended. 
Agaia,  there  are  no  draught  animals  employed  and  no  plowing  done;  the  soil  is  dag  np 
with  atoDt  hoes  and  bat  poorly  done.  Everything  seems  to  lend  to  discourage  any 
yonng  men  from  entering  this  field,  consequently  the  towns  are  overrun  with  younc  men 
and  boys  seeking  clerkships,  servants'  places,  etc,  and  the  supply  greatly  exceeds  the 
demand. 

A  botanical  garden,  on  which  a  good  sum  of  money  raised  by  subscription  was  spent, 
waa  opened  here  in  1S87  with  a  great  Bonrish  and  mundiog  of  trumpets,  alUrwanla  to 
he  entirely  neglected  and  allow^  to  go  tu  ntter  rain. 

Thens  undertAhings  are  usually  started  by  enterprising  and  overzealous  Europeans 
who  are  here  this  year  and  gone  nest,  hence  no  one  is  left  who  luires  to  continue  the 
good  work  begun. 

With  r^ord  to  the  ground-nut  indostiy  whicb  has  been  so  dead  for  a  few  yeara  past, 
in.the  northern  and  odtoining  rivers  I  hear  nothing  of  its  reviving,  bat  at  Butbarst, 
Hiver  Gambia,  480  miles  north,  I  am  t«Id  they  have  quite  encouraging  piospects  for  this 
season's  crop. 

EDUCATION. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  jndge  daring  the  year  1888,  there  has  been  no  improve- 
ment over  post  yenrt,  and,  if  snytbing.  I  think  the  tendency  him  l>Een  a  little  down- 
ward. European  teucberii  get  sick  often  and  have  to  go  away  fiir  tbeir  health,  and  the 
native  teachers  are  too  easily  satisSed  and  content  to  let  things  jog  along  in  the  easiest 
manner  wiih  plenty  of  memorizing  and  singing  of  hymns,  which  suits  the  children  anil 
is  easy  for  the  teacher.  The  inspector  of  schools  has  made  his  round  of  examinations, 
and  1  have  no  doubt  he  lias  learned  by  experience  that  to  make  any  great  reform  isaoy' 
thing  but  an  easy  task.  All  the  schools  of  183T  bave  been  in  regular  sension  dnring 
1888. 

POPULATION  J 


We  have  hod  no  censns  since  1881,  and  so  we  do  not  know  anything  regardiug  the  iu- 
creaie  or  decrease  of  popnlation,  but  1  should  judge  there  is  no  ureat  change,  excepting 
it  may  be  many  aborigines  from  the  interior  temporarily  residiui;  in  town,  called  hither 
by  the  large  amount  of  work  being  done  by  the  Imperial  Goveroment. 

(Sanitary  conditions  seem  to  receive  little  or  no  attention,  as  there  is  no  otKcer  whose 
business  i(  is  to  look  after  this  department.  Tlie  nominal  sanitary  inspector  is  kept  in 
the  interior  most  of  the  time,  until  be  gels  sick,  and  then  has  lo  be  sent  away  to  Eng- 
land  to  save  his  life.  This  has  l>een  the  ca<ie  regularly  in  1887  and  1B8R,  and  now,  De- 
cember 31,  be  is  still  absent  in  England,  having  been  sent  away  ill.  The  health  of  the 
place,  however,  dnring  the  paat  year  has  been  aa  good  as  anj  average  year,  nothing  ont 
of  the  usual  having  transpired. 

The  ralu-rall  bos  been  144  inches,  as  compared  with  1G4  inches  last  year. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Governor  SirRamnel  Gowe  lell  for  England  ill,  and 
only  reached  Madeira,  where  he  died  September  3S. 

C^pt.  .Tames  ^haw  Hay,  formerly  administrator  !vt  the  Gambiif,  has  now  been  appointed 
governor  of  Sierra  l^eone.  Gambia  no  longer  forms  part  of  this  colony,  aa  it  has  recently 
been  detached  and  is  now  independent  of  Siena  Leone,  repotting  directly  to  the  home 
government,

>  Tbe  Fir«t 'Wei't  iDilia  liegiiiient,  which  has  been  here  now  fur  the  laat  three  years,  wa:i 
lelieved  in  Depemher  of  this  year  by  the  Second  West  India  Regiment,  which  raiment 
will  QOw  remain  here  foi  the  next  three  jeiim. 

As  reijurdeil  in  my  last  report,  the  Imperial  Government  ia  utill  working  on  the  for- 
tifications. No  gnna  have  yet  heen  sent  oat.  X  am  now  inlbrmed  that  work  has  already 
been  began  on  new  barracks  for  a  reglmeot  of  white  troopn  which  it  is  said  will  be  sent 
out  to  man  the  IbrtiGeatioua  when  folly  completed  and  guns  mounted. 

TaLKOBAPIl,  ETC. 

The  two  corapaoies  reported  in  my  last  have  daring  the  year  cooaolidated,  at  least  jn 
theii  working  oriangementaj  as  there  ia  now  at  the  close  of  the  year  but  one  oStce  aud 
one  set  of  men;  tbia,  I  believe,  being  foaod  necessary  to  rednce  expenses  of  operating. 
The  AfricKn  Direct  is  tbe  one  now  here,  and  bnslness  goes  on  tbe  sameasQsual;  the  rate 
per  woid  to  tbe  United  States  beinf;  S1.6S. 

QENBRAL  TBADB,  ETC 

As  recorded  before,  thereseems  to  be  notbingnew  or  ofanenconragitig  nature.    There 

Is  t^ueral  complaint  ol  hard  times  and  doll  trade,  owing  principally  to  the  nuaettled 
condition  of  the  interior  and  low  price  of  African  produce  in  tbe  Eniopean  market 

Reanlta  of  the  war  remain.  Leaa  rice  is  planted.  What  little  farmiug  the  natives 
did  was  destroyed,  and  they  are  slow  to  cultivate  more,  as  that,  too,  might  be  despoiled. 

The  price  of  some  produce  seems  to  be  improving,  soch  as  palm  oil  and  palm  kernels. 

The  credit  ayatcm  here  has  been  and  is  a  great  drawback,  as  many  advcntnrers  em- 
bark in  trade  who  have  nothing  to  lose  and  everything  to  ^in.  All  kinds  of  bnsint'ss 
is  largely  overdone. 

There  are  now  Ave  houses  doing  American  trade  where  tbei«  were  only  two  in  1K78.   * 
There  does  not,  nevertheless,  seem  to  be  any  chance  for  pmlit,  and  there  is  do  gain  or 
Increase  in  the  sum  total  of  American  trade. 

To  sum  up,  this  has  been  rather  a  qaiet  and  aueventfal  year.  Tbe  European  mer- 
chants seem  to  be  somewhat  discouraged,  lor  this  place  basso  bad  a  reputation  lor  health 
that  unless  bnsinees  is  good  and  a  chatice  to  make  money  it  hardly  pays  Enropeans  to 
live  here. 

There  are  very  fen  improvements  made  by  the  colonial  government  on  ncconnt,  it  is 
said,  of ''no  fnuds."  Tbe  "chest"  is  always  reported  empty,  allhouiib,  as  will  be  seen 
by  tbe  inclosed  table,  tbe  customs  revenue  alone  amounts  to'£51,2'2)). 

We  are  always  looking  for  better  trade  and  brighter  prospects,  which  we  hope  to  be 
ableto  note  in  another  twelve  months,

\e  ban  been  B(at«d  in  former  repotis,  tbe  attentioD  of  the  people  of  tbia  oonsnlar  Oic- 
trict  is  mainly  directed  to  agriculture  and  tbe  raiaing  of  live-Block;  and  the  monuractur- 
ing  iat«reat8  are  bnt  of  little  coiisequenra. 

The  early  spring  of  ISiS  was  dry,  cold,  and  froaty,  and  vegetation  was  backward,  the 
seaaon  being  two  or  three  weeks  later  than  that  of  1887.  Tbe  moie  advanced  spring  EUid 
early  snmmeT  were  very  dry,  aad  the  rain-fall  wasmnch  leas  than  the  average  for  tbe  six 
preceding  years.  On  the  whole,  the  outlook  for  the  giaia  and  hay  crope  was  Dofovorable, 
and  not  very  ptomiaiDjc  fbr  cattle  and  their  produce. 


Tbe  total  BBSessed  rnral  area  of  tbe  Province  of  Ontario  for  1888  was  something  otot 
22,000,000  acres.  Tbe  total  area  in  crops  was  8,OUO,OOU  acres,  besides  3,535.600  acres 
of  cleared  Isnd  nied  aspastarage.  The  wheat  and  hay  crops  seem  to  have  snffered  moat 
from  tba  early  druaijht  and  unpropitloaa  weather  of  April,  May,  and  June. 


Thongh  wheat  falls  hr  short  of  the  average  crop  in  quantity,  still  tha  ripening  and 
LarvesUng  season  was  so  favorable  that  the  quality  is  good,  being  plump  and  hard  and 
up  to  the  standard  weight.  Hay  was  not  much  more  than  hall  an  average  crop,  and 
the  scarcity  is  greatly  felt  throaghoat  the  oountry.  Harley  was  a  fairly  good  crop  both 
as  to  quantity  and  qnality,  and  altbough  rain  set  in  before  the  crop  coald  be  housed  or 
protected,  causing  more  or  less  discoloration,  yet  one-half  of  the  barley  is  o^brigbt  and 
ezeellent  sample. 

The  following  comparative  tabled  show  the  acreage  of  tbe  principal  crops,  the  total 
yield,  and  the  yield  per  acre  for  the  years  1888  and  1887,  and  the  average  for  six  and 
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OniDg  to  the  Riilure  or  tbe  hay  crop  and  the  acarcitj  of  fodiler  in  general,  farmeis  hare 
parted  with  mach  of  tlieir  stock,  and  prices  are  dowu.

THE  WBLI,^HD  CANAL. 

The  nqaeclQct  and  the  enlarttement  and  improvements  on  the  Welland  Canal  are 
now  fnlly  complete,  and  along  the  whole  1eu);tli  of  ttie  main  line,  from  Port  Colborneto 
Port  DalhoQBie,  a  depth  of  14  feet  of  water  Ib  afforded.  Between  Port  Daihousie  and 
Ailanbiirgh,  a  distance  of  1I|  milea,  there  are  now  two  distinct  lioea  of  oanal,  the  old 
line  and  the  neyi  or  enlarged  line.  From  Allnnburgh  to  Port  Colborne,  15  miles,  there 
is  bnt  one  channel,  the  old  canal  enlarged  and  improved.  On  the  enlarged  canal  there 
are  twent.y-sii  lock".  45  by  270  feet  each.  The  Welland  has  one  entraoce  from  Lake 
Ontario,  at  Port  Dalhonaie,  serving  for  both  new  and  old  canals,  and  two  from  Idke 
Erie,  one  for  the  main  line  at  Port  Colborne.  and  one  at  Port  Maitlanil,  18  miles  farther 
Dp  the  lake,  for  the  feeder.  The  feeder  is  21  mites  in  length,  has  two  locks,  and  adepU) 
of  9  feet  of  water.

AOBICULTCTKAI. 


Haj,  bnrlty,  ontu,  and  nbeat  are  the  principal  prodncta  of  the  soil  in  this  consalar  dis- 
trict. The  past  seawD  baa  beea  favorable,  aud  crops  or  all  kinds  hnve  been  abundant. 
HByandeflTlygrniij  were  harTeated  withont  injury,  but  lategrainwnaeonairferabiy  dam- 
aged by  coQliuual  wet  weather,  ilay  being  a  light  crop  and  the  price  high  in  someaec- 
tioDS  of  tbe  DominioQ,  very  little  if  any  of  the  Hurpliia  here  nill  l>e  exported  to  the 
United  States,  but  will  be  shipped  to  other  poiute  in  Canada. 


Tbe  corporation  of  the  village  of  MorrisbDrg  baa  granted  a  bonna  of  (35.000  to  acotn- 
pany,  for  the  i-onntr  action  ofa  paper  mill  to  be  erected  on  the  bank  of  the  WlUlianwbnrg 
Canal  oppoaitK  Morrisbnrg.  'I'hc  company  ia  to  be  known  oa  the  St.  Lawrence  Paper 
Company,  and  will  manuTactiire  all  f;radeB  of  writing-papeni.  Its  capacity  ia  to  eqval 
the  Toronto  I'aper  Mannfactnring  Company,  of  Cornwall,  Ontario,  which  averajijea  four 
aod  one-half  tons  daily.  If  right  of  water-power  ia  granted  by  the  Canadian  gcvem- 
raent  tbe  work  of  const rncti on  ix  to  commence  tbe  Ist  day  of  .Tntie  of  thia  year,  and  be 
rompleted  in  one  year  from  that  time.  Thia  village  ia  fnrniahed  with  Hawley'a  system 
of  waterworks  and  an  electric  fire-alarm,  both  of  which  have  been  completed  recently.

Thia  line  is  intended  to  rnn  in  n  southerly  iiirection  from  Ottawa  to  New 
York  City,  bridgiu);  the  St  Lawrence  River  from  Morrishurg  to  a  point  in  tbe  State  of 
New  York  near  Waddington.  Application  wm  made  Jor  the  same  charter  at  the  last 
MsaioD  ol  Parliament  bnt  after  pasaiog  the  Honae  of  Commons  was  defeated  hy  the

Tlie  general  bnsineaa  ontlook,  however,  appeared 
to  sbow  some  little  improvement  over  1887,  owing  to  the  crops  beiU);  better,  and  tlie 
prices  of  some  kinds  of  agricultural  produce  higher,  notably  wheat. 

BUSINBSa   DEPBBSSION. 

The  amount  of  freight  handled  hj  the  railroads  centering  here  showed  a  marked  in- 
creaae,  while  some  merchants  claim  that  their  sales  have  been  larger  and  colieetaons 
easier.  But,  notwithstanding  all  this,  it  is  qnite  evident  that  the  business  depreBsioD 
of  the  last  few  yeara  stillcoDtinues  in  almost  all  branches  of  trade,  and  ttiattbe  tendency 
in  the  valnee  of  fiirm  and  city  properties  is  downward,  If  anything. 


The  exports  fiom  this  district  to  the  United  Stales  for  the  calendar  year  ending  Deeera- 
I)er  31,  IBSe  (exclosiveof  the  agency  at  Courtwright),  aggregated  $626, 136.79,  as  per  the 
following  exhibit,  a  decrease,  as  compared  with  1887,  of  $'i4, 779.44: 
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Tbe  leading  items  ot  decrease  were  apples,  barley,  cattle,  eggs,  Iioraes,  aerap-iroD, 
8l«el  antl  brue,  tAlagraph  pol«a  and  piling,  wheat  and  wool;  bat  there  was  a  gain  id 
bleeding  animals,  beans  and  pease,  hides,  lumber,  oil,  staves,  lleading,  boops,  etc,  Hre- 
WDod,  aod  sheep  and  lambs. 

Staves,  hoops,  beading,  sbooks,  and  boltn,  formed  neartj  one-third  of  the  total  ofex- 
portis,  almost  all  of  whilst)  wuH  prodaced  or  cane  ftom  points  along  the  line  or  the  St 
Clair  branch  of  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad,  which  mns  from  Ht.  Thomas  to  Conrt- 
wright  (or  M  it  is  nsaall;  spelled,  Cotirtrigbt)  66  miles distanct.  Tfaissectiouof  Ootario 
has  atill  larf;e  tracts  of  land  covered  with  fine  timber  snitable  Tor  cooperaj^e  material,  and 
It  is  not  likely  the  industry  will  decline  to  any  great  extent  for  some  years  t«  come. 

The  kinds  nf  timber  mostly  nsed  tor  this  purpose  are  elm.  ash,  oak,  and  bawwood. 

The  aggr^cate  of  exports  or  this  commodity  to  the  United  Stiil«8  for  each  of  the  Qve 
fiscal  years  fending  with  June  30,  IB88.  wan  as  follows:  C->1(), 341.-29,  $237,821.37,  $W3,- 
365.65,  1167,660.09.  aud  (iOififfT-OS,  an  averAge  of  about  {2UO,0OU  per  year.  The  past 
wint«t,  owinii  to  Its  exceptional  mildnees,  was,  ap  to  the  latter  part  of  January,  unfavor- 
able for  the  stocking  of  stave  and  other  mills,  bnt  at  that  time  cold  weather  with  good 
sleddingsetinandcontiened  abont  six  weeks.  Thelnmbermen  took  advantage  of  it,  put 
on  large  forces  of  men  and  teams,  and  the  stave  mills  are  as  well  or  better  slocked  with 
logathsn  they  were  the  winter  before,  and  a  large  export  of  cooperage  stock  may  be  looked 
for  ID  the  near  future. 

It  will  be  observed  that  not  a  bushel  of  wheat  was  exported  to  the  United  Stat«a  from 
this  district  in  18H8,  althongb  this  section  of  Ontario  is  noted  for  iu  fine  vrheat  crope. 

Some  years  ago  the  export  of  this  cereal  was  considerable,  but  the  amount  has  dwindled 
until  it  OM  ce&sed  altogether.  This  is  in  a  large  measare  doe  to  the  eatablisbment  of 
roller-process  fiauring-mills  which  now  consnme  nearly  a]l  of  the  home  product.

$32,107;  emigraQts'  effects,  (15,600;  barley,  (10.fi07;  brown  sandstone,  $6,196;  and 
miacellaneoas,  (1,220.     At  tbe  F.iaereon  agency  the  exports  were,  (55,086,  entirely  to

The  importation  from  Eastern  Canada  I  continue  to  aasame,  in  the  atmeace  of  official 
retams,*  to  be  double  the  foreign  Importations,  and  as  the  latter,  including  dnti&bla 
und  free  goods,  were  $2,224,324,  the  quantity  entered  from  Eastern  Canada  may  ba 
stated  at  $4, 448, 648.  As  the  cereal  crops  of  1888  were  greatly  reduced  by  the  concnr- 
Tence  of  rost  and  frost,  whiah  proved  so  disaetrona  in  the  hard  spriog-wheat  dislriclsof 
Minneaota.  Dakota,  and  Manitoba,  the  exportation  of  1888  from  Manitoba  to  Eastern 
Canada  was  reduced  more  than  one-half,  and  did  not  exceed  4,500,000  bnghels  of  wheat 
imd  flour  expressed  in  bnshels,  but  amounting,  at  on  increased  average  price  of  80  oenle 
per  bushel,  to  $3,600,000.  Shipments  of  barley,  oats,  fish,  furs,  oree,  and  other  artidee 
have  increased  this  amount  to  $4,000,000.  The  trade  with  British  Columbia  has  not 
materially  inoreased  since  my  last  report,  when  imports  of  fish  and  lumber  and  exports 
of  flonr  and  provisions  were  estimated  at  $300,000.

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Fiah  firozea  natantl;  and  shipped  in  ballt  daring  winter  U  fr««  o(  doty  b;  tho 
United  States  tftriff,  being  couidered  "fresh  fiah for imraediate consumption,"  but  pre- 
served Bah,  being  salted  or  packed  in  bozae  witb  ait«mate  lajeiB  of  ice,  in  antuect  to  a 
duty  of  50  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Of  this  exportation  the  whiteBah,  Core^tmut  albu».  or  Allihawnieg  in  One  Indian  par- 
lance nas  tbe  leading  article,  tbe  favorite  of  twentj  difTerent  varieties  of  l:ialmimidee, 
including  half  a  dozen  troats,  nhich  abonnd  in  the  Manitoba  and  Keenaten  waters. 
Next  is  value  is  a  variety  ol  tlje  perch  funilj,  ermneoDaly  called  tbe  wall-ejed  pike  in 
Minn«sola  and  Wisconsin,  bat  which  ia  known  in  Canada  as  pickerel  or  doree.  being 
atyted  Stizoitelkmm  vitteum  by  natnralists.

SAILWAT  SrrCATION. 

Tbe  controveny  between  the  authorities  and  people  of  Manitoba  and  tbe  dujadlan  Pa- 
cific Railway  hasbeeDadJoated  by  the  relinquishnnentbytbeeompany  of  tlie  provision  in 
tbdicbarterprohibitingliDee  from  tbe  United  Slates  frontier,  in  considerationof  aOov- 
ammentKnanuityofititeTeBtupoiiOfteenmillionsof  CanadianPadflcsecurities,  andasu* 
pervision  by  tbe  Dominion  Oovemraent  of  all  aach  comniDnicationB  between  American 
linesand  the  main  and  branch  lines  oJ  the  Canadian  FaciflcRaUway,  analogous  to  the  regu- 
lation of  in  teratate  railway  lines  by  cnumissioners  under  ijie  clause  In  the  ConstftutJODKlv- 
ing  Congress  power  to  "r^nlate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  between  the  differ- 
ent States:"  From  present  Indications,  this  satisfactory  adjoatment  hseconcnned  with 
other  circumstancee  greatly  to  increase  immigration  Irom  England  and  eastern  Canada 
to  central  and  western  British  America.  The  Western  States  ale  already  connected 
with  Winnipeg  by  three  railway  lines,  the  St.  Panl,  Mioneapoltsand  Manitoba  Railway 
has  also  TWihed  the  frontier  near  Killamey  and  Deloraine,  in  western  Manitoba. 
Helena,  in  Montana,  will  soon  be  connected  with  thecaalmiDCsatLethbridge.  300  miles 
north  in  tbe  Canadian  district  of  Alberta,  and  there  is  an  equal  probability  of  the  North- 
em  and  Canadian  Pacific  lines  forming  a  similar  communication  at  three  different  points 
acrcee  tbe  international  frontier  between  Waahingtoa  and  Brltdeb  Columbia.  Whenever 
in  this  consular  district  such  railway  croesinga  shall  be  effected,  consular  agencies  will 
be  nccesaary.  There  ore  Canadian  ports  of  entry  at  Emerson  and  Gretna,  and  It  is  an- 
noanced  that  Killamey  will  immediately  be  recognized  as  a  Canadian  port.

The  coromerce  between  this  consular  district  and  the  United  States  la  but  nominal. 
Imports  direct  from  the  United  States  are  very  limited,  although  the  merchants  here 
carry  different  kinds  of  American  goods;  hut  they  purchase  them  through  jobbing 
booses  at  Montreal. 


This  important  fishery  has  not  been  as  good  as  laat  year  in  tbia  consular  district,  or 
along  tbe  St.  Lawrence  and  tbe  island  of  Anticoeti.

The  complete  Hiilure  of  this  Hahery  in  this  diatrict  for  the  past  two  years  is  very  much 
felt  by  the  fishermen,  who  have  ilepended  mnch  apon  this  branch  of  bosineBs  for  their 
winter  nopplies.  The  same  thing,  I  uin  informed,  occurred  many  yean  ago,  but  as  it 
was  followed  by  a  return  of  fish  to  the  old  grnnndB,  ho  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  be  now. 


openast  this  port  about  the  middleof  May  and  extends  to  tbe  1st  of  September.  It  baa 
been  excellent  iu  moat  of  the  rivers,  which  are  leased  and  fished  by  Americans  coming 
from  Chicago,  New  York,  and  Boston. 

WHALB  FIBHIMa, 

for  which  Gasp^  Basin  was  once  noted,  haadwindteddown&om  t«n  schooners,  employed 
twenty  years  ago,  to  only  one  fitt«d  ont  this  last  yaar,  and  the  above  schooner  hss  joat 
arrived  with  only  eighty  barrels  of  oil.  and  the  captain  informs  me  that  this  is  his  last 
vnyHfje,  and  with  this  vessel  will  close  the  whaling  hnsiness  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
sa  this  is  the  only  port  in  ths  Domiuioo  engaged  in  it. 

PETBOLKUM. 

Last  fall  the  petroleum  fever  again  invaded  this  retired  spot.  A  bnnt«i  during  the 
summer  found  a  place  where  besides  a  flowing  well  of  petroleum  there  existed  a  large 
bed  of  asphalt,  commonly  known  as  a  gum  bed.  He  gave  samplM  to  a  leading  mer- 
chant of  this  place  and  there  tbe  matter  ended  for  a  time.  After  considerable  excite- 
ment the  land  upon  which  theee  discoveries  were  made  is  now  the  property  of  the  Inter- 
national  Oil  Company  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  U.S.,  and  is  situated  abont  fifteen  miles  from 
the  village  of  Oaspo  Basin.  This  property  coinprises  a  tract  of  HOO  acres  of  land,  nbich 
was  purchased  this  last  spring  from  the  Quebec  government  and  deeded  direct  to  the  above 
company.  This  oil  baa  a  perceptible  aromatic  odor,  is  very  glossy,  and  is  of  a  brownish 
black  color.  From  analysis  that  has  been  made  it  proves  to  be  one  of  the  finest  Inbri- 
eating  oils  yet  discovered. 


There  is  a  railroad  under  constrnction  called  tbe  Bay  of  Ch^enrs  Railroad,  a  branch 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Intercolonial  Railroad.  It  brancheaoff  from  themainlineatMe- 
tapedia  and  is  to  extend  to  the  villi^  ot  Gaap^  Basin,  adL'itauoe  ofStHI  milea.  Itiaex- 
pect«d  that  it  will  1>e  completed  to  Faspebioc  by  next  fall.  It  is  bnilt  by  the  Dominion 
and  local  government  of  Quebec 
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is  composed  of  four  steamers  and  five  schooners.  The  vessels  of  this  force  have  not 
been  as  vigilant  in  looking  afl«r  American  fishermen  this  year  as  in  the  past  two  years, 
but  oar  fishermen  have  nsed  great  caution  in  avoiding  any  cause  of  complaint  against 
them.  The  steam-cutteis  Acadin  and  La  Oanadienne  are  ttie  two  which  patrol  at  times 
around  this  part  of  the  coast,  their  rendezvous  being  this  port.  The  rest  of  the  fleet 
ke^  more  about  tbe  fisheries  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edwiud  Island. 

NAVIOATION. 

This  cloees  alHtut  the  last  of  November  and  the  last  of  the  vessels  in  port  leave  gen- 
erally within  a  few  days  of  that  time,  when  the  port  becomes  isolated  until  the  month  of 
May.     Navigation  opened  here  this  spring  on  the  10th  of  May.

Partof  the  oommerdal  data  was  ftimished  me  thrangb  the  oonrtesy  of  the  coUectora 
of  this  port  and  of  the  cnstom-honae  at  Nogalea,  on  the  frontier  of  Arizona. 

I  have  been  nnable  to  procare  any  data  from  the  two  small  custom-lionaea,  on  tlie  Ari- 
Bona  AoQtier,  of  Sasaba  and  Palominas,  in  this  consular  district,  bnt  it  is  estimated  that 
the  Imports,  which  are  all  from  the  United  Btatee,  will  amaant  to  (100,000.

The  exports  are  almost  exclneiTely  sent  to  the  United  gtates,  eonaisting  of  gold  and 
silver  bnllion,  gold  and  silver  ores,  coined  silver  dollars,  orangcn,  cattle,  and  a  few  mis- 
cellaneons  articles. 

Oranges. — The  eiporls  of  oraogea  are  alixhtly  in  excess  of  tliose  of  last  year;  yoang  or- 
Ohards  (planted  foar  years  ago)  are  l>eginning  to  produce  fruit.  As  mentioned  in  my  last 
year's  report,  orange  cnttnre  in  this  conanlar  district  will  figure  as  an  important  indus- 
try. The  soil,  climate,  and  (ikcilitiea  by  rait  to  a  market  in  the  United  States  are  all 
ftvoisble. 

The  oraogM  comroence  to  ripen  in  November,  and  by  the  Qrst  part  of  Jannary  the 
gruit  bnlk  of  the  friiit  has  boen  exported.  Deoleis  from  San  Francisco,  Denver,  and 
Chicago  pnrchase  the  orongee  on  the  trees,  and  at  their  expense  they  are  picked  and 
boxed  in  boiea  mode  for  the  parpose  (brought  from  the  United  States)  large  ennni^h  to 
<wntaiii  200  oranges  each.  The  price  paid  this  year  has  been  from  {7  to  $ri  per  l.WO  on 
the  trees.  The  crop  tiiis  year  lis  estimated  at  16,000  boxes.  Before  the  conatraclion  of 
the  3oaora  Railway  bntlittle  attention  was  paid  U>  the  cultivation  of  oranges  as  an  article 
of  export,  as  the  cost  of  transportation  to  a  market  in  the  United  States  was  costly  and 


Orel. — The  exports  of  gold  and  silver  ores  by  rail  to  the  smelting  and  refining  works 
In  the  United  State*  are  more  or  less  the  same  in  quantities  and  values  as  in  tbe  pait 
year.  Host  of  thesilver  ores  of  Sonora  contain  lead,  antimony,  and  copper,  are  difficult 
to  beneflciMte  or  reduce,  and  many  of  the  mine  owners  find  it  more  proiltabte  to  send 
their  oiesito  the  United  States  than  to  reduce  them  at  theirmioesas  was  done  informer 
years,  ibeiece  the  Sonora  Railway  was  in  operation. 

I'^Ue. — Tbe  export  of  cattle  to  the  United  Slates  has  decreased  daring  the  past  year 
jiwiag  tOithdemand  being  less  ibi  them  in  Arizona  and  N«w  Uexlco.     Theimues  ore 
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less  nt  Ihi^  time  than  for  the  last  six  y eora.  Id  the  aorthero  portion  of  this  eoosnltu' 
district  bordeciug  on  \ri-ioaa.  tlie  c1iinat«  and  graas  are  Mvorable  to  stock-raiBiug;  the 
cattle  graze  in  the  opec  air  the  year  Bronnd,  imd  do  uot  aecd  artiflcUl  shelter.

Namgatioa. — The  tonnage  at  this  port  is  calculated  according  to  Mexican  m«asnreineDt 
(and  gives  an  increase  over  the  measarement  of  the  Untied  States  and  England).  The 
number  of  vessel.i  is  less  than  thut  ol'  the  past  year,  which  is  acconated  for  hy  the  de- 
crease of  trade  at  the  coast  ports.  Table  C  is  from  the  Btatement  furnished  me  hy  the 
captain  of  port

One- half  of  the  European  tonuai;e  U  oC  vesaels  that  come  in  ballast  to  load  phosphates. 

The  UwB  governiug  navigation,  exports,  and  importa  are  with  few  modiflc»tions  the 
same  as  of  the  previons  year.  Importers  of  foreign  merchandise  by  Mexican  vesels  re- 
ceive a  rebate  of  2  per  cent,  on  the  import  duties.  This  is  given  by  the  Hezican  Gov- 
ernment as  an  inducement  to  Me.tioan  ship-owners  to  engage  their  vessels  in  Ibreign 
trade  in -which  from  this  port  only  one  vessel  (a  steamer)  is  employed.  As  mentioned 
in  former  reports  the  foreign  commerce  is  controlled  by  the  Mexican,  German,  French, 
and  Spanish  honsea,  there  being  but  two  American  importing  housea  in  this  oonsalai 
district,  whosesales  of  American  goods  will  not  exceed  (-200,000  per annnm,  and  do  Eng- 
lish onea;  yet  tbe  balk  of  the  imports  and  experts  are  from  and  to  the  United  States. 

The  California  and  Mexican  steam-ship  line,  an  American  company,  whose  steamers 
for  years  past  were  eugaged  in  the  trade  between  San  Francisco,  United  States,  and 
Gaaymas  (touching  at  all  intermediate  porta),  suspended  their  monthly  Toyages  daring 
the  year.  This  company  was  under  a  contract  with  the  Mexican  Government  to  carry 
the  mails  and  received  a  subsidy  of  (1,500  per  round  voyage.  When  the  contract  ex- 
pired one  year  ago  it  was  not  renewed,  but  during  the  year  the  ateameis  have  made  ir- 
regular voyages.  The  Mexican  Government  during  the  year  celebrated  with  Joa^ioin 
Kedo  (a  Mexican  capitalist)  a  contract  for  a  line  of  steamers  under  the  Mexican  8ag  to 
tun  between  San  Fraocisco,  United  Sutee,  and  Ouaymoa,  touching  at  all  the  intermediate 
ports,  to  make  monthly  voyages  and  carry  the  mails,  with  a  subaidy  of  (2,700  per  ronnd 
voyage.     This  line  has  not  yet  commenced  making  regular  voyages. 

The  International  Steam-ship  Company,  that  obtained  a  contract  with  the  Mexican 
Government  in  1888  to  run  monthly  or  semi-monthly  steamers  from  San  Diego,  United 
States,  to  San  Joafi  de  Guatemala,  Central  America,  touching  at  all  intermediate  porta 
of  Mexico,  twenty-two  in  all,  including  Guaymas,  suspended  daring  the  year  their 
voyages.  This  company  was  to  carry  the  mails  and  receive  a  subsidy  of  (8,000  per 
round  voyage  and  (^iO  per  head  for  all  bona  fide  colonists  brought  to  Mexico  in  their 
steamers.  Sei^ml  irregnlar  voy^es  were  made,  and  the  alleiMd.  <»tiwi  of  not  Matina- 
ing  was  the  lack  of  remunerative  tralEo. 
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The  PaeiSc  Cout  St«am-ship Company,  an  American  companr,  alnoe  October  last  have 
made  niODthly  Toyaxag  from  San  Praaciaco  (o  Gnayma^,  touchioi;  at  the  intermediate 
ports,  bnt  withoat  sabsidy  from  the  Mexican  Qovernment,  aud  propose  to  conltnae  dnr- 
iog  the  coming  year. 

The  small  coast  ateamera  (aader  the  MeKictin  Sag)  AllalasmA  Rirflrio  Dial  make  an' 
oci-asional  voyage  to  this  port,  the  trade  not  being  aufQcient  fo  warrant  regular  voyages. 

American  aailingveselB  arriving  at  Onayaun  daring  the  year  have  been  feiv.  Inward 
cargoes  are  geoerallj  Inmber  from  California  and  Oregon,  United  States;  retnrn  carRoee 
gypeum,  from  Lower  Caiiforuia.  and  cedar  lo^  from  the  eouit  sonlh  ODtside  of  this 
coDBDlar  district. 

European  sailing  vessels  arriving,  not  chartered  for  phosphat«,  are  laden  with  assorted 
merchaadisB  ftom  Oermaay  and  England;  their  retara  cargoes  ores  and  dye-woods,  also 
ontaide  of  this  cousnlar  district. 

Mexican  sailing  vessels  are  engaged  esclnsively  in  the  coasting  trade,  with  coast  porta 
aa  far  soutli  as  Manzanillo, 

IHTXBHAI.  mPBOTBMBMTS. 

The  promise  of  aniinpaliie  in  this  direction,  asset  ibrtfa  fn  my  report  of  last  year,  baa 
not  bewi  verified  by  the  commencement  of  work  on  any  of  the  pn^ected  railways  men- 
tioned under  the  frandiiBes  or  concessions  granted  by  the  Mexican  Oovemment  to  the 
companies  and  individnsls  holding  the  same. 

The  railway  projected  from  this  port  to  Alamos,  approximate  distance  340  miles  (the 
franohise  or  coDceaslon  was  Kianted  in  1S^7):  A  snrvey  of  tbe  roate  baa  been  made  and 
plans  and  profiles  approved  by  tbe  Oovemment,  and  it  is  said  that  construction  will  be 
commenced  daring  the  coming  year.  Tbe  railway  projected  ftom  the  port  of  Mazatlan 
(cousnlar  district  of  Mazatlan)  to  mn  northwesterly  near  tbe  coast,  entering  this  consnlar 
district  and  coauecting  with  the  Sonnra  Bailway  (100  miles  north  of  Ganymas),  length 
approximately  600  miles):  The  concession  for  this  road  was  confirmed  by  tbe  Qovern- 
ment In  Febmaiy  of  the  present  year.  A  snrvey  of  the  ronte,  I  am  informed,  has  been 
commenced  at  Macatlan. 

The  r^way  pny  ected  from  tbe  frontier  of  Chlhnabna  and  New  Mexico  (United  States), 
to  mn  sonlb  and  west;  to  enter  this  consalar  district  near  Fronteraa:  No  work  of  con- 
Btroction  commenced,  and  tbe  same  can  be  said  of  tbe  projected  railway  from  Eoseoada 
do  Todoe  Bantm,  Lower  California,  which  proposes  to  enter  the  western  portion  of  this 
consnlar  district,  crosaiiig  the  Colorado  River  above  Lerdo,  etc 

The  Sonora  Railway,  which  connects  this  port  nith  the  United  States  at  Nogalea,  in 
the  Arizona  Aiootier,  and  from  that  point  with  the  American  system  of  railways,  has 
be«n  in  operation  since  1882,  and  with  bnt  alight  interruptions  (caosed  b;  waah-oata) 
mn  daily  freight  and  passenger  trains.  The  report  of  tbe  gross  and  net  earning  of  this 
road  has  not  be«n  published,  and  for  this  reason  I  am  anable  to  give  them. 

Beford  the  construction  of  this  railway  all  the  imports  and  ex|>Drta  (excepting  a  few 
that  came  by  wagons  across  tbe  frontier  of  Arizona)  for  this  cousnlar  district  passed 
throDgh  OnaymoB.  The  only  regnlar  commnnication  with  the  ontaida  world  was  by 
steamers  and  sailing  vessels.  American  manufactured  goods  and  machinery  were  re- 
ceived only  from  the  Pacific  sea-board  of  the  United  Statca.  Since  the  Sonora  has  becm 
in  operation  all  daasea  of  American  manufactnred  goods  can  be  brought  here  with  the 
same  fiKility  from  the  Atlantic  sea- iHNird  as  from  the  Pacific  Meruhanlacan  now  receive 
goods  from  Chicago  and  New  Tork  which  before  came  entirely  fh>m  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Veins  of  iron,  lead,  oopper,  and  antimony  are  foond  in  different  parts  of  this  consular 
district,  but  are  not  worked,  owing  to  tbe  lack  of  capital  and  cheap  traosportatloD. 

Veins  of  gold  and  silver  are  abundant,  and  are  worked  with  lairfy  Batisfactory  results 
where  anfflcient  capital  is  employed  for  development.  There  are  fifteen  American  com- 
panies (Inoorpoiated  in  the  United  States)  working  mining  properties  in  Sonora  and  four 
English  companies  incorporated  In  Loudon.  One  of  the  largest  silver  mines  (so  consid- 
ered) at  Trinidad  is  owned  and  worked  by  one  of  the  above  English  companies. 

The  amonut  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  extracted  from  the  Sonora  mines  is  difficult  to 
obtain,  but  it  can  l>e  placed  at  not  lass  than  112,500,000.  The  machinery  nsed  lor  reduc- 
ing the  ores  is  bronght  almost  exclusively  from  tbe  United  States. 

Tbe  coal  deposits  (anthracite)  of  Sonora,  which  are  extensive  and  valuable  (mention 
of  which  baa  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  my  annual  reportal.  remain  undeveloped, 
aud  DO  doubt  will  remain  so  nntil  cheap  transportation  can  t>e  obtained  to  bring  the 
coals  to  tide-water  or  a  railway  to  find  a  market,     (The  distance  from  tbe  coast  is  100 
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milM.)  The  only  nM  made  of  tttia  ooal  in  by  the  mining  companiM  in  thn  immediaite 
vicinitv  of  the  depoaite  or  twos,  who  utilize  them  foi  steam-workB  at  their  mitiiDg  es- 
tabliahniFQta. 

A  miaipg  law,  having  for  its  object  the  fomenling  of  the  mining  interaita,  was  sp- 
piwred  bj  the  Meiican  Conerestt  laat  ffar.  The  law  pvestbe  President  of  the  Bepnblic 
the  power  to  grant  mining  zime*  or  tracts  of  mineral  l&nda  to  indindnals  or  compaoiai 
nndei'  contracts,  with  certain  privileges  and  obligationa.  on  the  conditioa  that  the  mines 
embraced  in  aaid  zones  or  tracts  are  worked,  (^veral  anc^h  grants  have  been  given  Ibe 
past  jreftr  (Tor  mines  of  gold  and  silver)  in  this  consular  district.  If  the  object  oontem- 
plated  by  this  law  (of  June,  18^)  wss  carried  ont  is  good  lailh,  in  working  the  mines 
embraced  in  these  zonei,  which  Tar;  in  extent  from  7  miles  in  breadth  to  15  miles  in 
length  and  aometinies  more,  having  the  capital  read;  and  secnrod  for  the  pnrposa  whpn 
said  grants  are  given,  an  inipolse  woald  undoubtedly  follow  this  important  iudostry; 
bnt  in  maoy  canes  thefe  grants  are  obtained  lor  apeeaiative  parpoaes  on];,  to  tie  aold  to 
others,  and  failing  in  thia  (after  a  certain  time  and  no  work  being  donej  tjie  grants  be- 
come invalid,  in  the  mean  time  no  prospecting  can  Iwdonein  the  zones.  Under  this  law 
deposits  or  veins  of  coal,  iron,  and  qnicksilver  throughont  Meiiware  fceelrom  all  taiee, 
dntien,  or  oontribntiona  and  on  all  prodacla  produced  by  them.  \Mieu  Iherailwaysnow 
prtgected  throagh  this  consular  district  are  constmcted,  it  will  facilitate  to  a  great  ex- 
tent the  development  of  the  mineral  resources  lying  lo  eastward  along  the  foot-hill  of 
the  Siem  Uadie  Honnlaing  that  to^;  are  lying  dormant. 

ACiSICULTUBK. 

Wheat,  com,  and  beans  are  the  staple  agricnltnral  prodncte  of  this  consular  district 
(BononJ.  The  wbeat  crop  was  an  abundant  one  this  year,  bnt  that  of  com  and  beans 
less  than  the  average.  On  the  large  nmchoa  or  farms  agricultural  implements  and  ms- 
(diiner;  of  American  mannfactare  are  coming  into  general  use,  the  old  piimitive  imple- 
ments and  style  of  farming  gradually  being  abandoned.  Cotton  is  produced  in  small 
qnantitiea ;  the  single  cotton-mill  of  Sonora  of  six  hundred  looms  oonsamee  the  crop. 
Kugarc»neis  grown  to  a  very  limited  extent,  and  brown  sngar  made  from  it  into  cakes 
of  from  mo  12  ounces  each.  The  supply  thus  obtained  is  not  sufQcieut  for  home  ctHi- 
snmption.  Bonora  depends  for  her  sugar  on  the  Mexican  coast  south  and  on  the  United 
State*.     One-third  of  tbe  reSned  sugar  consumed  is  iiuported. 

The  agricultnral  lands  an  conSned  to  the  valleys  of  the  riveis  and  streams,  and  theae 
lands  in  proportion  to  the  area  of  the  State  will  not  exceed  one-fourth;  the  remaininjt 
poston  Md  moonltun  lauds  are  suitable  lor  stock  ranges,  etc 

PUBLIC  LANDS  ASD  Cai.ONIZATIOH. 

The  condition  as  to  the  pablic  lands  at  this  con<ialar  (listrict  are  the  same  as  men- 
tioned in  my  last  annual  report;  as  the  surveyn  are  not  finisbed  none  can  be  purchased 
or  titles  given  from  or  b;  tbe  Oovernment  to  those  wishing  to  acquire  tbem.  The  col- 
onization project  at  En-ienada,  bordering  on  tbe  west  of  tliis  consular  district  in  Lower 
California,  at  present  is  in  a  less  prosperous  condition  than  maa  stated  in  lu;  annual  re- 
port of  last  ysiir.  The  model  colony  (so  calleil)  of  Topolohampo,  founded  by  Col.  A.  K. 
Oweuon  tbe  south  of  this  consular  district  in  Sinaloa,  is  said  to  be  on  a  letter  basis  than 
that  of  the  past  year,  more  land  being  cuUivated.  and  the  crops  raised  being  sufficient 
for  the  support  of  the  two  hundred  persons  that  compose  the  colooy,  wbo  are,  with  bnt 
few  exceptions,  tiom  the  United  Slates. 

FOSEIOIT   BESIDBNT3. 

Tbe  number  of  foreign  residents  of  all  nationalities  will  number  about  2,200,  of  which 
one-half  ore  American  citizens.  The  resident  Americans  are  employed  principally  iu 
mining,  as  owners,  employ&i,  meclianics,  laborers,  et«.;  some  have  stock-farma  in  the 
northern  districts,  and  but  few  are  eufmgedin  commercial  purauitd.  Tbe  resident  English 
will  not  number  more  than  200,  also  eng^ed  in  mines  and  mining,  but  none  as  mer- 
chants. The  German  and  Spanish  are  engaged  almost  exclusively  in  commerce,  as  im- 
porters, shopkeepers,  etc.,  and  will  numl>er,  more  or  lees,  3o<J.  The  Pren^.h,  Italians, 
Hud  other  nationalities,  about  500,  engageit  in  various  pnreuita.  aa  merchants,  shop- 
keepers, farmers,  gardeners,  laborers,  etc.  The  foregoing  do  not  include  Chinamen; 
thene  are  about  100,  who  are  employed  as  shoemakers,  cooks,  g!inli:nerK.  etc. 

In  both  Americnn  and  English  mining  companies  Gve-aixtha  of  the  workmen  are 
natives  of  the  country. 
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OONCLUDIKQ 

The  moitaiy  ooDdition  of  the  coast  baa  been  eioellent  during  tile  .Tear,  no  epidemical 
or  cantagiona  diaeases  havluK  appeared  in  any  part  of  this  cunenlar  diatdcL 

ItovolutioQ  and  civil  diaorder  has  appareatl/ceosedin  this  part  of  Mexico;  for  the  past 
tsn  years  there  has  been  peace  and  i;uiet.  Political  qaestioiu  are  BolTed  without  re- 
L-onnte  to  bajODetsand  bloodshed.  The  qneatlon  of  Indian  mle  or  supremacy  in  the  most 
Tertile  portioDa  of  Sonora  has  been  deliuitely  settled,  both  in  (heYaqai  Valley  with  the 
iDdian  tribe  of  the  ume  name,  icho  hod  been  in  open  rebellion  o^ainat  the  State  gfiv- 
eminent  (mja  18B1  to  1887,  aa  well  aa  in  the  northern  district  of  the  State  bordering  on 
Arizona,  which  are  now  ftee  ttom  the  raids  of  Apache  Indians,  who  for  years  desolated 
that  region,  collecting  ''tithes  of  blood  and  pinnder"  from  the  people. 

On  the  frontier  of  this  <»nsnlar  district  and  the  United  StatM  (Sonon  and  Arizona) 
there  exists  a  icood  nnderstanding  between  the  sathoritiee  of  both  coantries,  no  qnes- 
tloD  of  an  intsinational  cliaract«T  exIsUng. 

The  ontlook  for  prosperity  in  the  fnture,  nnder  snch  conditions,  c»d  be  eoDsidered  aa 
hopefnl  and  pn>mising,  and  when  the  projected  railways  mentioned  are  realities,  it  will 
Ipve  greater  commercial  racilities  between  this  part  of  the  Mexican  coast  and  the  United 
States,  and  a  coirespooding  increase  in  the  trade  and  traffic  ahonld  follow.  What  ia 
greatly  needed  ia  a  modification  of  the  many  formalities  that  hamper  the  impoitstiou  of 
fbreign  goods  nnder  the  Mexicao  cnstom-honse  r^nlations  now  in  force,

Pierce  Oil  Company,"  whilst  we  already  have  "  LaConpalliH 
de  Fetroleo."    By  refloingbere  they  save  nine-tenths  ofthedntlea,  which  is  an  object. 

SHI  r  PI  NO. 

Tbe  tonnage,  fiag,and  class  or  tosbgIh  entering  and  leavinir  this  port  is  hereto  onneipd 
and  tabnlstod.  The  whole  nnmber  of  tons  entered  and  cleared  from  this  port  was  Si'i,- 
798,  oT  which  the  United  Stetes  bad  94,6-28,  England  74,9!IH,  and  Spain  107.9:13  tons. 
There  weceof  American  veawla,  64  steamers  and  21  sailing  ships  that  traded  at  this  port 
Of  English,  37  steameni  went  to  the  United  States,  of  a  tonnage  of  65,937,  making  tbe 
whole  trade  from  here  to  tbe  ij bates  a  total  tonnage  of  150,565  tons. 

HABBOR   IJIPBOVEJIBKIS. 

The  harbor  works  have  made  great  strides  in  the  last  year.  Altboagh  the  work  does 
not  yet  show,  it  is  rapidly  progressing;  48,000  tons  of  stone  have  alre^y  been  dumped 
in  their  line  of  the  mole,  and  18,000  more  leady.  to  damp  as  fast  as  the  weather  will  per- 
mit. Of  tbe  inshore  end  1,353  ia  finished,  97^  teet  wide,  and  a  railroad  track  laid  npon 
it,  leaving  3,579  feet  to  be  finished,  bnt  into  that  the  4S,nOUtons  of  stone  above  referred 
to  have  been  damped.  The  whole  length  of  the  mole  when  completed  will  t>e  4,973  feet 
and  97  j  feet  wide.  It  mokes  the  anderlaking  something  of  a  job,  as  some  parts  of  it  are 
60  feet  below  low  wator-mark. 


The  Inter  Oceanic  Railway  is  abont  being  commenced  here.  Ita  title  is  "  Intoi 
Oceanic  Railway  Limited,  London."  It  is  to  extend  from  here  to  Acapnlco  via  Jalapa, 
Pneblo,  to  the  City  of  Mexico,  SSO  miles,  an  1  thence  to  Acapnlco,  300  miles,  making  a 
dlstence  of  580  miles.  It  will  be  a  narnxv  gauge,  3  feet,  the  whole  to  be  finished  in 
twoanda  balfysaiB.  A  part  of  this  road,  some  180  miles,  is  already  bailt,  and  tbe 
whole  will  be  a  great  improvement  for  the  Kepabllu  of  Mexico.

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AEGENTINE    REPUBLIC. 

BBPOST  By  CONSUL  BAKEB,  OF  SaENOB  ArHBS. 

Tbe  ATgeDtine  liepnblic,  ae  never  before,  nppeara  to  be  on  the  high  rosd  to  national 
prosperitj.  Tbe  "boom"  which  I  refurred  to  in  my  last  annaal  report  has  becoms 
eyea  more  prouonnced  and  decided.  In  every  depnrtment  of  indnatrj,  trade,  and  com- 
xoeroe  an  increased  impnlse  ia  everywhere  perceptible.  Tbe  spirit  of  piogreBS  and 
"apecalation"  8«emR  to  pervade  the  whole  conntr;.  A  general  pnsh,  more  emphatic 
thaD  ever  before  in  tbe  history  of  the  Kepnblic,  is  the  order  of  the  day  and  the  programme 
of  the  fatnre.  There  ma;  be  some  weak  points  in  the  morement,  bnt  it  is  neitber  artl- 
6cuU  DOT  Petitions.  It  seems  to  be  real  and  genuine.  Look  where  we  will,  in  every, 
direction  we  sea  the  signs  of  progress ;  and  they  am  too  general  to  be  itlnsive,  and  too 
emphatic  to  spriDf;  ftom  any  other  soarce  tlum  t(  mighty  cnrrent  which  is  bearing  the 
<»onti7  along  with  a  force  which  the  minor  impedimenta  of  bad  financial  manai^ment 
and  a  persistent  disregard  of  th'e  laws  of  trade  can  not  weaken. 

THE  ABOENTIKE  "BOOM." 

The  impnTse  wTiich  commeooed  here  in  Buenos  Ayres  is  now  felt  all  through  On 
different  provinces.  New  farms,  new  estancias,  new  iudostries,  new  railways,  new 
poblic  works,  new  banks  are  cropping  ont  in  all  directions;  and  with  the  increasing  im- 
migration of  new  laborers  from  Eorope  and  the  coustant  accession  of  new  capital  from 
abroad,  seeking  protl table  investment  here,  the  development  whicli  is  now  going  on  may 
be  considered  as  almost  marvelous.  All  classes  of  the  people  are  aronsed  to  the  posai- 
bilitiea  of  the  new  departare.  Many  perhaps  are  being  carried  beyond  the  bounds  of 
prndence  into  new  avenues  of  speculation,  and  some  may  be  overwhelmed  in  the  mad 
raoefor  riches;  bot  the  movement  is  onward— Qumistakably  onward.  The  continuance 
of  the  suspension  of  specie  payments,  the  decree  of  the  Government  making  paper  a 
legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  debts,  aod  the  constnntly  increosing  volume  of  irredeem- 
able currency  which  the  new  national  bnnka  are  putting  into  circulation  make  it  easy 
to  float  the  most  extravagant  schemes  for  ''getting  rich"  quickly;  and  tbe  whole  coni- 
mnnity  is  almost  oft' its  bead  in  the  midst  of  the  excitement  which  everywhere  prevails 

PBACB  AND  PBOQBBSB. 

Wtiat  greatly  addn  to  t1ie  biigii:ess  impulse  and  spirit  of  development  which  novre- 
days  more  than  ever  clinroclerizee  the  people  Is  the  palitiutl  quiet  which  pervades  the 
country.  Kevolutiona  snd- attempts  at  revolution  are  mutters  of  the  past.  All  through 
the  extent  of  the  Argentine  Kepnblic  the  guaranties  of  the  constitntiou  now  have  the 
sanction  of  tbe  people  and  the  laws  are  permitted  to  be  peacefully  e^iecnted.  Labor  is 
more  and  more  respected  and  honored,  and  capital  finds  ready  investment  with  mora 
confidence  than  ever  before.  No  one  an;  longer  thinks  of  or  fears  internal  commotions 
or  civil  disturbances.  Tbe  Argentine  citizen's  love  of  country  oo  longer  manifeets  itself 
hy  trying  to  gettorcible  poBsession  of  the  Government,  but  nither  by  seeking  to  incream 
the  wealth  and  production  of  the  Republic.  The  new  President,  in  his  lat«  mesoge  to 
tbe  Argentine  Congress,  sees  in  all  this  "good  ground  for  congratulation  and  for  new 
and  noble  hopes."     He  says: 

"Hy  polity  has  been  peace,  toleration,  and  conciliation.  The  fullest  liberty  for  the  ex- 
pression of  public  opinion  and  the  free  exercise  of  penional  rights  is  the  most  eloquent 
phase  of  national  life.  The  National  Government  at  last  is  respected  tfarougtaont the  in- 
terior, the  different  provinces  thereof  giving  itfreqoent  proofs  of  support  and  confidence. 

"A  comparison  with  times, unfortunately  not  very  remote,  shows  palpably  the  immense 
progress  which  has  been  made  materially  and  in  tbe  working  of  tbe  institutions  nnder 
which  we  live.    TJntil  quite  recently  the  polibcol  chapter  in  public  docaments  like  thia 
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van  simpi]'  an  tadex  to  all  tiie  horrors  of  dvll  war,  attamptfl  on  the  livesand  properties 
or  citixeos,  and  acatalosneof  oatiAKeemi  an  oppressed  people  b;  ijtnoTant  leaden,  bred 
in  the  desert,  with  an  oat wwrd  semblance  of  civilization,  bnt  none  tbeless  arbitrary  and 
to  lie  dreaded.  Yonog  men  of  Cbe  present  genaration  can  remember  bow  the  moet  trivial 
local  diatarbance  gave  rise  to  blood;  atrugclea,  exile,  and  a  complete  abandonment  of  all 
Inbor,  the  Bconrge  Bpreodinf;  from  province  to  province,  the  only  means  of  finally  conqner' 
ing  the  inaargenta  being  jorce  and  death.  Abroad  the  verj  name  of  the  nation  waa  a, 
'  synonym  foraoaraby,  thus  preventing  all  chance  of  economic  life  and  credit  for  the  oodd- 
try  and  destroying^!  atimnlns  for  labor  by  theinDGBsantstateof  nneasiaesa.  How  great 
were  the  hurdena  ot  those  tronblona  times,  when  compared  with  the  bright  and  hopeRil 
pieMQt,  as  the  measare  of  our  prcq;TeM." 

IHTBBITA'nONAI.  SBLATIONS. 

Onrinf;  the  past  jeai  the  Telationa  of  the  Argentine  Republic  with  the  differeat  na- 
tions ot  i:iiropeand  America  have  continned  to  be  of  the  most  friendly  character.  The 
bonndnry  iiuestion  between  Chili  and  the  Argentine  Government  atill  remains  unaettled, 
'  but  the  negotiations  for  determining  the  line  which  divides  the  two  coaatriea  are  quietly 
proceedini!  wltbin  the  etipalations  of  the  23d  of  July.  1881. 

The  settlement  of  the  limita  controversy  between  the  Argentine  Republic  and  Brazil 
was  relened  to  a  joint  commiiviian,  which,  with  a  technical  staff  of  assistants,  has  been 
at  work  ior  more  than  a  year  in  the  exploration  of  the  dispnted  territory  in  Miaionea. 
'I'be  only  donbC  which  arose  was  in  reference  to  the  identiflcatioa  of  river  San  Antonio- 
gnazie,  anatained  by  the  Argentine  commissionera  and  resisted  by  the  Brazilian,  and 
it  is  understood  that  an  understanding  baa  now  been  reached  on  the  aultiect.  In  regard 
to  the  boundary  question  with  Bolivia,  nothing  ba«  been  done  daring  the  past  year,  both 
Governments  maintainiog  the  existing  ttatut  qua  in  the  most  friendly  manner. 


The  national  territories,  whose  provisional  orfianixation  I  have  referred  to  in  lormer 
reports,  continue  to  give  signs  ot  development  ;ind  vigoroas  growth.  The  ioUux  of  pop- 
nlatjon  into  these  incipient  piovincea  or  Statea,  the  opening  np  of  new  estancias,  the 
Mtablisbment  of  schools,  the  organization  of  courts  of  jnatice,  all  these  things  point 
to  the  fact  that  it  will  not  be  many  years  before  the  four  terriCoriol  governments  intp 
which  Patagonia  ia  divide;!,  togetlier  with  those  of  the  Choco  and  Misiones.  will  b« 
knocking  for  admission  into  the  Argentine  Union  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  original 
fonrteen  provinces. 

nmioRATiON. 

According  to  the  official  returns  the  number  of  immigranta  arrinng  in  this  conntiy 
during  the  year  of  1887  was  137,4a(i,  iigaiust  93,Ufi  in  ItaHi.  Already,  however,  for  the 
eleven  montha  of  the  present  year  the  number  of  arrivals  reaches  to  128,797.  The  Gov- 
ernment has  been  making  more  than  ordinary  eflbrts  to  lomeot  emigration  from  Europe 
to  the  Plato  Kiver  and  the  late  Congreaa  voted  tho  cost  of  fifty  thousand  pasaages,  to  bo 
advanced  to  agricnlturists  and  artisans  to  enable  them  to  come  here.  Dr.  Mavarro,  the 
commissary  of  immigration,  is  now  in  Europe  to  complete  arrangements  for  putting  the 
embarkation  of  emigrants  on  a  I*ett«r  basis. 

There  is  no  doubt  the  efforts  of  the  Argentine  Government  thus  to  indace  immigra- 
tion are  having  a  grand  success  with  the  poorer  classes  of  Europe,  who  are  without 
work  and  without  hope,  and  the  ehange  tbey  make  in  comins  here  is  for  the  better. 
Their  condition  here,  no  matter  how  inadegnato  the  wages  no  matter  how  miserablo 
socially,  morally,  and  politically  they  may  Hud  themselves  here,  ia  tar  in  advance  of 
what  they  have  left  behind  them.  There  is  no  doubt  that  they  can  all  find  work;  and, 
by  hard  atruf^les,  man^ealtera  while  to  become  more  comlbr  table  in  their  snr  round iniis, 
but  under  such  circumstances  and  self-denials  as  would  not  only  discourage  but  (jnite 
overwhelm  with  despair  any  one  who  bad  been  accustomed  to  the  higher  plane  of  civi- 
lization in  the  United  States.  It  is  on  this  account  thaClouce  more  entreat  our  Ameri- 
can citizens  not  to  try  their  fortunes  down  here.  Tbey  will  find  everything  so  ditfer- 
ent  and  so  primitive  in  the  interior  of  the  Argentine  Republic  compared  with  what  they 
have  enjoyed  at  home,  that  they  are  sure  to  be  thoroughly  disappointed;  and  if  they 
come  without  the  means  of  returning,  as  too  many  of  them  do,  tbey  will  soon  find  them- 
selves utterly  destitnt£,  begging  the  charities  of  a  people  whose  lani;uage  they  can  not 
speak.  Such  distreeaing  cases  come  under  my  otiseivation  every  few  days,  and  tax  all 
my  efforts  to  afiaiat  them, even  temporarily.  With  theimmiKranta  from  the  overcrowded 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean  the  Hitautiun  is  ultogetlier  dill'erent.  They  not  only  find 
ttieir  coantrymen  here  in  large  colonies,  bnt  they  are  so  similar  in  laQgn.iue  and  habits 
with  the  people  of  the  country  that  they  at  once  are  able  to  make  thumaelves  lindei> 
Mood  and  soon  imperceptibly  asaimilato  with  the  native  population.

There  continnea  to  be  !t  gKiA  movemeut  tliruiii(hoat  the  Arf^ntiue  Gepnblio  in  tiia 
construction  ot  luilwiiy!!.  A>  ^m.it  uru  the  uuiii'ih;!'  of  iieiv  eiiacessions  gmiited  hy  the 
National  Coofcrewaud  by  the  clilTerent  provincial  Icqiislntnrea  that  I  find  It  impoeBlbleto 
name  them  all.  Up  to  the  meeting  of  the  lost  Congress  there  nere  natioaal  ooDcesBiona 
fcv  Mveoteen  different  liuea,  o(  which  thirteen  eujoy  the  giioranty  of  the  OoTemment. 
These  guarantied  lines  repreaenL  a  total  lenj^th  of  7,961  kilometers  (4,976  milee),  and 
the  aggregate  length  of  the  other  linen  is  1,'iTi  kilometeis  (795  miles),  making  a  total  of 
ri,770  miles.  Among  these  are  the  lollowing,  vis:  The  Chaoo  and  Tartagal  Kailway; 
theReconqnistsaQd  Foimisa  (Choco)  li»ilwa;;  the  Rihia  BUnca  and  Villa  Mercedes 
Railway;  theSan  Jnanand  BalteKailwayi  the  Cbumbicha,  TinoK^tAi  and  Andalgali 
Railway;  the  Goya  and  Monte  Caseros  Railway;  the  lieaistencia  and  Metiln  Railway; 
the  San  Cristobal  and  Tncuman  Railwaj,  etc.  A  line  from  Baa  Jnan  to  Cabn  Corral  In 
Sal  la  la  being  sorreyed;  as  also  one  from  Mendoza  to  Ban  Rafael;  also  the  line  from 
Coboe  to  Balto,  via  Lagnnilla;  as  also  several  otbcn  of  les«  prominence. 

The  followilm  roods  are  in  the  course,  of  conatraction,  to  wit:  The  extensions  of  the 
Northern  Central,  the  road  now  beintc  opened  beyond  Tucaman,  as  far  as  Cbilcas.  The 
branches  fhim  Dean  Fnmea  to  Chilitdto  and  from  Chnmbicha  to  Catamarca  have  the 
road-beds  completed  and  the  track-laying  has  commenced.  Beyond  Cbilcas,  towards 
^alta  snd  Jnjny  the  work  is  still  progresFiio);,  hnt  there  are  many  engineering  difficnl- 
lies  to  overcome  and  not  much  has  yet  been  accomplished.  The  line  from  Bnenos  Ayres 
to  Mercedes,  which  is  a  link  of  the  Transandean  Railway,  is  now  oompleCed  and  open  to 
iralUc.  thns  giving  a  throngh  line  from  Buenos  Ayres  as  far  as  Mendoza,  Work  contiu' 
uesto  pn^resB  on  the  link  trom  Mendoza  towards  ViilparaiHo,  Chili,  some  ofthe  track  hav- 
ing already  been  laid,  and  by  the  eud  of  the  year  it  is  expected  that  the  Uepallata  Pass 
of  the  Andes  will  be  reached.  For  thecnnstmction  of  the  railway  from  Monte  Caseroa 
to  Corrieutee  and  Posadas  In  the  Misiones  the  necessary  materials  are  now  being  received 
and  the  work  tuu  commenced.  The  new  line  from  Koeario  via  Snnchalea  to  Tucnman 
is  being  rapidly  pushed  forward,_and  the  rails  are  laid  for  SO  or  60  miles  beyond  Snn- 

The  last  session  of  the  Argentine  Congress,  in  response  to  the  recommendations  ofthe 
I'mndent,  ntode  a  very  firm  atnnd  against  the  granting  of  any  mure  charters  or  conces- 
sions with  Government  gnarantten,  and  the  fact  that  nnmerons  applications  were  made 
lor  new  linea  without  such  gnarnnties  shows  that  the  condition  ofthe  connlry  is  now  so 
prohusing  that  capital  is  ready  to  emiiack  in  such  enterprises  without  Government  aid. 

One  of  the  csnses  which  renders  the  interior  navigation  ofthe  Argentine  Repnblic  dif- 
ficult and  e^jienaive  is  the  existence  of  h.irs  and  other  obstacles  in  tbe  chaunels  of  the 
rivers.  Ouu  of  the  mo^t  important  of  th&ie  difficulties  is  the  bank  which  sets  across  the 
Ia  Plata  lliver,  near  the  island  of  Martin  Garcia,  and  the  series  of  bars  in  the  Uragnay 
Kiver.  At  the  ibrmer  sometimua,  in  sensoua  of  low  water,  as  many  as  fifty  vessels  at  a 
time  are  estopped  from  passing  farther  up  the  rivers,  ond  linve  to  wiiit  at  anchor  foi  a 
tide  sufficiently  high  to  Soat  them  over.  It  is  now  proposed  to  or;;anize  a  commission, 
inoonnection  with  the  Urnguayan  Government,  for  the  ousttruction  of  certain  works  which 
nonld  remove  these  obstructions  to  navigation.  The  Argentine  Government  wtll  prob- 
ably take  the  initiative  in  the  matter. 

PORT  WORKS. 

The  Govemnient  mole  at  the  city  of  Conception,  on  the  Urnguay  River,  bus  at  last 
been  completed,  together  with  a  bridge  nnd  cu-ttom-hoHMi?,  at  a  total  coat  of  $110,000. 

An  iron  mole  is  also  in  oourse  of  construction  at  San  Nicolas,  on  the  Parand  River, 
and  wotlu  for  the  improvemvnt  of  the  channel  In  Iront  of  the  town  have  been  surveyed. 

The  works  for  the  improvement  of  the  port  of  Kosorio  have  recently  been  stopped,  for 
the  reason  that  recent  changes  and  deviations  in  the  channel  of  the  Parang  have  re- 
qnired  some  modifications  in  tho  plans.  From  what  I  learned  on  a  recent  visit  to  Ro- 
sario,  it  would  appear  that  a  bar  is  forming  directly  along  the  city  front,  which  bids 
air,  unless  wing-dams  are  properly  constructed  above  the  city,  to  send  all  tho  water  to 
the  other  side  of  the  river,  thus  rendering  thu  port  quite  useless.  The  Nntional  Govern- 
ment proposes,  If  possible,  to  avert  such  a  misfortune  to  that  growing  city. 

'CUE  BIACHUELO  FORT. 

The  cansTi  nation  ofthe  Itiachuelode  Barrocas,  jnat  sonth  of  the  city  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
coutiuni's  to  be  nctlvuiy  carried  on  undtr  the  most  odvaiitneeous  conditions.  In  the 
ooorseoflaatyeartheexcavatiousamouuled  to  over  1,000,000  cubic  meters.    The  ooat 
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of  the  work  up  to  tbe  and  of  the  last  year,  since  the  b^nntng,  has  been  $6,500,000, 
The  port  dues,  howeTec.alreadjgive  an  interest  of  6  to  6  pec  cent,  on  tbecapiUI  expended. 
notwithBtaadini;  its  inoomplete  state.  The  followine  table  shows  the  proportion  of  sea- 
going Tessels  nhich  laat  jefti  took  advantage  of  the  facilitiea  offered  bj  the  motee  of  the 
Biacbnelo  por^  as  appeals  by  the  last  aaoud  report  of  the  maritime  prefect:

It  win  be  seen  from  these  Bgnres  that,  whiieaTerjcoasiderableamonnt  of  the  foreign 
ifaipping  DOW  fluds  its  way  to  the  Riftchoelo.  the  coautiBg  or  river  trade  is  almost  excln- 
sively  confined  to  that  port.  This  is  owing  to  the  grent«r  facilities  it  offers  for  handling 
cargoee.  It  now  possessea  4,500  meters  of  moles.  Mid  ia  capable  of  i«oelviug  ships 
drawing  3S  fMt  and  6,000  tons  burden. 

BUESOa  AYBBS  POBT  WOIIKS. 

The  work  on  the  Bnenos  Ayres  port,  which  I  hare  heretofore  mentioned  In  my  anmisl 
reports,  has  been  prosecuted  dnrinfc  the  past  year  withont  intermission,  and  the  lirBt 
seotion  will  probably  be  ready  within  the  stipulated  time.  The  bsain  Is  now  qaite  com- 
pleted to  the  proper  depth  and  the  embankments  are  nearly  finished.  This  basin  is 
1,003  meters  long  by  100  in  width.  About  SOU  meteraof  wharf  areolae  completed,  and 
large  qnantitiea  of  material  are  now  ou  tbe  ground  for  the  rest  of  this  work.  The  ont- 
Bide  piers  are  likewise  piogressiDg  to  completion  and  the  pilea  are  all  in  position.  The 
earth  works  of  the  other  docks  are  also  under  way.  Tbe  company  having  the  contract 
baie  at  present  nearly  2,000  mea  employed  on  the  works.  The  commerce  ot  the  city  is 
looking  forward  with  great  interest  to  the  di^  when  the  ose  of  lighters  and  carts  in  the 
tumdliog  of  cargoes  inll  be  done  away  with  forerer.

The  com- 
paDj  which,  baviof!  bought  oat  all  other  intereeta.  dow  has  tbe  excloBlve  control  ol  the 
river  trade  of  the  Argentine  Kepubtic,  is  owaed  in  i^cotland;  and  it*  intention  ia  atill 
farther  h)  extend  Its  fleEd  of  operationa  by  building  a  smiiller  class  of  ateamets  tonavi* 
gate  tbe  smaller  affinents  of  the  Faraoii  River, 


I  have  seen  no  estimate  of  tbe  approaching-  barveet  in  the  Argentine  Republic  bnt 
there  baa  been  put  down  in  seed  a  larger  breailth  or  land  than  ever  before,  and  the  pros- 
pects at  present  for  ever;  variety  of  crop  were  never  better.  If  no  untoward  events 
shall  intervene  to  defeat  the  generooA  promise,  tbe  harvests  of  tbe  present  year  nil!  be 
tbe  largest  ever  produced  in  the  country.  In  wheut.  maize,  anil  liuseed  there  ia  snrelo 
be  a  very  large  surplu-  for  export.  The  progress  which  ^ricnltare  ia  making  all  over 
the  repablic  is  the  subject  of  general  comment;  and  already  this  country  ia  appearing 
Bs  a  factor  in  the  qnestion  ol  the  bread  supply  of  Europe.  The  following  table  gives  a 
ft  compariaon  of  the  shipinunta  of  crop  products  of  the  Argentine  Kepublic  since  1882: 
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Owing  to  bad  neathet  jiut  before  the  matoring  of  the  crops  of  18B7-'e8,  and  whicb 
cousiUerablT  Tednced  the  yield,  the  eipoits  of  the  preBsnt:  yemr  will  show  a  deciwee  over 
those  of  1887.  The  retunu  fbr  the  tbree  qoartera,  np  to  September  30,  give  Uie  exports 
as  follows:  Floar,  1,559  tons;  wheat,  172,^3  tens;  Indian  com,  1«T,932  tons;  Unseed, 
39,673  tons;  alMla,  6,813  tons;  peanats,  1,370  tons,  etc 

Of  the  eiporte  of  flnar  daring  the  year  18S7,  3,lii7  tons  went  to  Brazil,  1,005  tona  to 
Oermauy,  410  tons  to  Bngland,  and  the  i«at  to  various  porta;  of  the  wheat,  145,977  tons 
went  to  England,  43,486  tons  to  Belgiam,  13.5S2  tons  to  Italy,  17,197  tona  to  Fnnce, 
10,495  tons  to  Germany,  and  the  balance  to  various  poits;  of  the  Indian  ooni,  177.769 
tons  went  to  Englaod,  9»,86S  tons  to  Fiance,  }i7,646  tons  to  Belginm,  24,456  tons  to 
Brazil,  with  various  ports  for  the  balance.  The  linseed  nearly  all  goea  to  England;  the 
peanats  to  France  for  the  manufactare  of  olive  oil,  and  the  baled  aifalia  to  Biazil. 

TBK  MINIHO  INDUBTBY, 

Tbeie  la  nothing  new  or  intAresting  to  be  said  in  ragard  to  the  mines  and  miainK  of 

the  oonntry.  There  is  as  yet  almost  nothing  to  show  for  the  amount  of  money  which 
of  late  yean  has  been  invested  in  costly  mining  machinery.  The  different  gold-miDioK 
companies,  and  especially  those  owned  abroad,  are  periodically  pnblisbing  exaggerated 
reports  of  what  tbey  are  doin^  and  of  the  prospects  of  very  Hpeedily  finding  the  precious 
metal  in  paying  qaantitiea.  This  is  done,  I  snppose,  either  to  keep  np  the  drooping 
spirits  of  aDxioiiB  stockholdeis,  or  iu  order  that  those  who  are  caiiying  heavily  may  un- 
load on  others  who  may  be  iudnced  to  try  their  fortnnea  in  an  industry  which,  wiUi  all 
the  parade  which  has  been  made  about  the  existence  of  gold  in  the  Argentine  Bepublic, 
has  nevei  yet  paid  ^ything  on  the  capital  invested.  The  snre  t«st  by  which  may  ha 
learned  what  the  various  gold-mining  companies  are  doing  is  the  table  of  exports,  for  the 
reason  that  their  product  would  be  at  once  sent  out  of  the  country  for  refinement,  etc. 
The  following  are  the  shipmeul^  for  last  year: 
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Thua  far,  however,  for  the  year  1888,  the  returns  show  qnite  i 
menta  of  minerals  and  for  the  first  time  gold  appears  iu  the  list  ol 
the  mineral  exports  for  the  three  qunrtcrs  eudiuK  September  30: 
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T  tbtnk  the  gold  referred  to  in  the  abote  (able  was  the  product  of  recent  mining  oper- 
aljonsin  Tierradel  Fn^o.  The Biplonil  ions  made  near  the  Bay  of  San  Sebastian  by  Mr. 
Popper  have  developed  the  existence  of  valuable  gold  deposits  iu  tbat  vicinity,  and  he 
lately  returned  to  that  point  with  a  foil  complement  of  miners  and  mining  apparatus, 
for  a  more  exli^nded  survey.  Several  California  miners,  who  spent  some  time  in  eiam- 
iuiug  tbecountry.  have  tufbrmed  mc  that  while  there  are  a  number  of  places  where  gold 
cm  be  procured  in  limited  quautities,  yet  they  doubt,  until  there  has  been  a  more  care- 
I'nl  exploration,  if  any  of  the  present  dij^iugs  will  pay  expenses. 

Google' 
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I  do  Dot  sanvDcler  the  opioloi]  wbldi  I  have  heretofore  fVequeutly  eiprei^sed,  that 
there  are  immense  depoaits  ol'gold,  aa  well  as  of  neatly  all  the  other  valuable  raetiils,  in 
variaoB  parta  of  the  Ai^entine  Republic,  bat  id  order  to  their  developmeut  it  will  re- 
qaire  a  more  careful  HCieutific  inveiitigatioa  into  the  geology  of  tJie  country  than  baa  yet 
been  attempted  by  the  Goveni  meat. 

In  regnnl  to  coal,  thediscovery  of  which  haa  already  been  heralded  with  nnDSoal  par- 
ade, nothing  whatever  has  yet  been  done  towards  itsexploitation.  None  of  It  has  thoa 
fitr  been  alilized.  And  so  also  with  the  immeose  petroleum  reBervoira  which  have  been 
discovered  in  the  provinceaof  Mendoi»,Salta,  and  Jojuy.  Companies  to  work  these  cle- 
poaits  have  been  formed,  and  to  aaoiat  them  in  prodncing  the  home  material  a,  very  hi);h 
protective  tariff  has  been  placed  on  the  article  from  the  United  States;  bat  thos  lar  the 
Argentine  oie  has  not  come  npon  the  market. 

THB  HATIONAL  FDKESTB. 

Th*  Inmber  of  the  United  Sl»tea  still  in  increased  qoantitiea  continnee  to  supply  the 
demand  for  bailding  purpoBos.  While  there  are  forests  of  soft  woods  in  the  Argentine 
Eepablic,  their  distance  from  the  sea-board  or  great  rivera  makes  it  impossible  to  market 
themescheaply  asthey  can  be  pntdown  here  from  North  American  porta.  The  shipments 
to  (be  River  Plate,  instead  of  gradually  felling  off,  seem  to  increase  every  year.  In  1885 
tiie  quantity  of  white  and  yellow  pine  reoeiied  here  from  the  TJnited  Slates  was  9,550,- 
32S  Biiiiare  meteraj  In  1886  it  was  10,789,016  eqnare  meters;  in  1887  it  was  14,579,326 
square  meters. 

At  present  the  Argentine  foreeta  only  fdmish  the  hard  wooda  of  commerce,  the  Oran 
Chaco  and  the  Miscinee,  to  say  nothingof  the  upper  interior  provioces,  offering  inexhausti- 
ble supplies  of  the  most  exquisitely  colored  hard  woods  to  be  found  in  the  world.  Here 
in  the  country  these  woods,  and  particularly  the  qnebrac\o  and  the  algoroobo,  iuslend  of 
finding  such  uses  as  their  fineness  and  Busceptibility  to  polish  especially  render  them 
adapted  for,  are  only  employed  in  supplying  the  heavy  joists  and  beama  in  honae  and 
hydraulic  constructions.  It  looks  like  a  short-sighted,  false  economy  to  make  use  of  these 
piedons  woods  for  snch  purposes.  The  demand  for  Argentine  hard  woods  is  ecsdnally  in- 
creasing among  the  cabinet  workers  of  Europe,  bnt  thus  far  the  amount  which  dnds  a 
market  abroad  is  very  small  wheu  compared  with  the  quantity  that  the  Argentine  Re- 
public is  able  to  furnish.  The  followiog  are  the  retnniB  of  shipmenCa  for  the  last  four 
years: 


If  the  quality  and  the  intrinsic  value  of  these  woods  weremaregenerally  known,  lam 
sure  there  would  be  an  increased  sale  of  them  in  Europe.  In  the  Paris  exposition  there 
will  be  on  exhibition  a  very  large  variety  of  the  hard  woods  of  the  Argentine  Republic, 
and  it  will  be  well  worth  the  while  of  parties  interested  in  the  [natter  lo  examine  for 
themselves  the  wonderful  polish  which  they  take,  andthemorvelotiscoloring  which  they 
present.  A  special  report  on  "The  Woods  of  the  ArKentine  Kepublic,"  which  I  made 
several  years  ago,  and  which  was  published  in  No.  34  of  Consular  Reports,  furnishes  an 
extended  description  of  the  most  lemarkable  of  these  woods. 

THE  CATTI.K  INDUaTRT, 

The  "sftladero,"  or  cattleiodiiBtryof  theArgeutineBepubllcuontlnuestobedepreased 
and  nnsatiafactory.  Owing  to  the  partial  failnre  of  markets  abroad  for  the  products,  a 
ntimber  of  the  cattle-slaughtering  establishments  have  been  closed  dnriug  the  last  year. 
The  shipments  for  1887  ttre  even  lees  than  for  the  previous  year;  and  thisinepiteof  the 
foct  that  the  export  duty  was  repealed  for  the  express  purpose  of  assisting  the  industry. 
The  tbilowing  table  gives  a  comparison  of  the  last  three  years: 
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Except  for  the  d^miiDd  for  ox  and  cow  hides,  which  hat  coutinned  dnring  the  year, 
especially  in  the  UDltsd  States,  the  showing  wonld  be  etill  more  ansaliafaclory.  The 
jerked  beef  has  bereturore  found  a  steady  market  in  Brazil  and  Cuba,  but  as  the  demand 
is  gradually  decreasing  the  product  also  shows  greatly  reduced  proportions.  In  IS6G 
the  shipments  amoanted  to  3T,3Ht4  tons,  and  in  1881  the;  only  reached  to  3.1,984  totu, 
of  which  only  &,ni  tons  went  to  Br&zil  and  7,830  to  Cnba. 

FKKBH-MKAT  SHIPMENTg, 

There  has,  however,  daring  last  year,  tteen  an  increased  movementin  frenh-moat  abip- 
ments,  which  now,  with  large  freezing  ealablishmenls  at  diffei-eut  poibtson  the  La  Plata 
nod  Paranft  Kivem,  have  come  to  be  one  of  the  permnnent  indnstriee  of  the  country. 
While  the  businera,  however,  continues  to  assuiue  Uirger  proportions,  if  we  ma;  infer 
from  the  reports  of  the  companies  engaged  in  the  <!ipart,  Die  proBta  are  not  yet  at  all 
Eatisfactory.  The  following  are  the  comparative  retarna  of  shipments  for  the  last  fonr 
years  of  frozen  carcasaea: 
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Qu.ntllr. 
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Tliese  shipments  consisted  entirely  of  mntton,  and  the  creater  part  wentto  Liverpool 
and  London,  bat  they  failed  to  find  a  market,  except  at  figures  which  barely  paid  coat 
aad  expenses.  I  am  advised  that  considerable  of  the  meat  was  hardly  in  a  marketable 
condition  when  it  leacheilitedestiuatioii.  Toactasa  stimulns  to  the  rrozen-meat export 
the  Argentine  Congress  at  its  last  seasiori  passed  a  law  providing  for  a  bonnty  to  those 
enf»ged  in  thebnsiDesR,  theeffect  of  which  will  doabt]essb«  to  put  the  trade  on  »  more 
satisl^clory  basin. 

This  bonnty  law  also  applies  to  the  shipments  of  live-stoek  on  the  hoof;  bntttia  vary 
qnestionable  ifany  beuefit  will  ever  accrne  froiu  it,  owing  to  the  great  distance  across 
the  tropics  which  the  cattle  will  have  to  be  carried  to  rench  a  market.  Were  there  facil- 
ities for  the  proper  stall-feeding  of  the  stock,  before  starting  with  it,  it  might  be  able 
to  stand  the  Iweuty-Qve  or  thirty  days  of  sea  voyage;  but  to  nndert^e  such  a  passage 
with  cattle  fresh  from  the  graas  does  not  seem  to  lje  at  all  feasible.  To  test  the  matter 
the  Government,  on  its  oivn  account,  proposes  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  trial  shipraeDti 
and  it  is  now  making  arrangements  to  this  end.  01  conrse  it  will  require  steam-^ips, 
specially  fitted  ap  for  the  purpose,  and  with  a  capacity  to  carry  a  very  large  numbeE 
,l^ch,  iu  Older  to  rednce  the  costs  and  expenses  of  shipment 

THE  WOOL  PKODUCT. 

For  vatiom  canses,  which  I  have  stated  in  special  reports,  the  sheep  indnstty  of  tbe 
Argentine  Kepnbllc  has  not  for  several  years  been  in  so  flonriahing  a  coudition  as  it  has 
been  wonttowijoy.  Oneof  the  lamentable  diawbacke  to  the  bosiness  of  growing  wool, 
which  is  tbe  great  and  most  important  business  of  the  conntry,  is  the  disgraceful  condi- 
tion of  tbe  flocks.  So  little  care  is  taken  of  them,  so  little  money  is  expended  in  pro- 
tecting them  from  tbe  weather,  that  it  is  now  the  exception  bo  see  a  bunch  of  sheep  which 
is  not  anfiering  from  foot-rot  or  scab  or  both.  In  some  portions  of  the  "  camp  "  it  isno 
unusnal  thing  for  whole  flocks  to  be  afflicted  with  disesaed  feet,  and  sometimes  so  badly 
as  to  tK  scarcely  able  to  drag  themselves  along  on  their  knees.  No  effort  is  made  to  pre- 
vent or  to  cure  this,  sa  it  does  not  directly  interfere  with  tbe  growth  of  tbe  wool;  bnt, 
as  a  matter  of  self- interest,  the  eatanciero^aTe  generally  solicitous  to  core  the  scab,  and  the 
market  is  overrun  with  specifics  for  this  purpose.  But  scab  is  a  disease  which  is  bo 
readily  propagated  from  fiock  to  flock,  feeding  at  different  timesover  the  same  pasturage, 
that  one  careless  sheep  farmer  has  it  in  his  power  to  sprL'sd  the  disease  tbrongh  a  whole 
neighborhood.  Until  a  law  is  passed  which  requires  that  scabby  sheep  ahali  be  isolated, 
and  killed  if  permitted  to  run  at  large,  there  is  not  mnch  hope  for  improvement  in  (be 
oondition  of  the  Argentine  flocks.    The  wool  shipuenta  for  several  yeara  havv  shown 
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It  will  be  observed  tliat  with  all  the  annranceH  which  bave  been  given  oat  t«  tbe 
world  in  regard  to  tbe  incieBse  in  theDiiinbeTof  sbcap  in  the  Argentiae  IfepuhliudnriDfi 
tbelastlewyeatB,  the  wool  clip  is  QonabonC  the  same  aa  it  was  eight  years  a^o.  And  if 
it  be  trae,  as  it  is  now  officially  compnted.  that  there  aie  one  bnndred  millions  of  sheep 
in  the  country,  it  will  be  Initbereeen,  Irom  theamoQQtof  tbe  shipments,  thattheaveratce 
jield  ia  only  a  little  more  than  2  poonda  to  the  sheep.  And  this  ia  wool  in  the  dirt, 
two-thlids  of  it  being  dirt  and  one-third  of  it  being  wool.  In  other  words,  taking  the 
sfaipmentaof  188T  aa  tbe  average  annual  prodnct  of  the  coontry,  there  are  aboDt75,000,000 
ponnda  of  washed  wool.

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The  shipmeotB  to  the  Uaited  States  were  ezclnsively  of  the  loDg  carpet  wools  Trom 
Coidoba,  it  being  the  only  class  that  it  is  possible  to  send  to  oar  market,  vader  our  taritT 
laws,  at  a  proQt.  Om  tariff',  ao  far  as  the  clothing  and  finer  qnalitiee  are  concerned,  is 
prohibitive  Wbile  thoeefrom  Australia  can  come  in,  those  from  tbeArgentine  Republic, 
owioft  to  the  greater  amonnt  of  greweand  dirt  which  tbey  ooDtain,  are  qnite  exclnded; 
OQT  tariO'  laws  making  no  allowance  or  redaction  whatever  for  gnch  ezceea.  I  referred 
at  length  to  this  discrimination  against  the  Argentine  Republic  in  fairor  of  Great  Britain, 
in  my  aUDOal  report  of  1886.  It  appears  that  tbe  amount  of  dirt  and  grease  in  tbe  wools 
of  the  Argentine  Republic  reaches  tomore  than  TO  percent,  while  the  wools  of  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  have  only  abont  60  per  cent.  In  other  words,  while  the  avera(;e  yield 
of  Argentine  wools  scoured  is  only  30  per  cent.,  that  of  the  other  coantries  named  ia  50 
percent.  "If,"  as  I  have  heretofore  remarked,  "the  mills  of  tbe  Unll«d  States  did  not 
nse  foieign  clothing  wools  at  all,  thia  would  make  no  difference.  The  diacri  mi  nation 
wonld  be  of  no  practical  signiflcance.  Bnt  they  do  nse  foreign  wools,  and  just  sui'h 
classes  of  clothing  wools  as  the  Argentine  Republic  can  furnish;  and,  owios  to  the  more 
intiioiite  trade  relations  which  we  are  striving  to  cultivate  with  the  latter  countrv,  wi;

It  will  once  more  be  observed  that  daring  the  ;ear]887,  as  has  been  the  case  In  all  the 
previoQ!)  years,  the  flag  of  the  United  StaMa  dowi  not  figure  in  the  tables  of  arrivals  and 
departnrea  of  ateamera.  No  merchaot  steamer  bearing  the  ensign  of  oar  conntry  ever 
appears  In  Argentine  waters.  Theofflcial  retnms  Inform  ns  that  daring  the  year  twelve 
■teamers  Bailed  from  this  country  for  tbe  United  States,  and  that  seven  steamers  from 
the  United  States  arrived  here.  The  latter  were  not  r^alarly  engaged  in  the  trade,  bat 
were  "  oceao  tramps"  chartered  to  bring  caigoes  of  kerosene  to  tbe  river  Plate;  while 
the  depnrlnrea  were  cargo  aleauiers  beloaniog  to  tbe  Jjtmport  &  Holt  Line,  whiclj  for 
several  years  have  once  a  month  mode  rejnlar  voyages  to  New  York.  None  of  tbeae, 
however,  ever  return  direct,  but  cross  over  to  Liverpool,  whence  they  make  their  ratnrtt 
to  Buenoa  Ayrea.  Tbns  they  are  of  no  possible  aaslstonoe  to  American  shippers  seeking 
*  market  for  their  merchandise  in  tbe  river  Plate.

The  namberofsailingvease)  which  arrived  here  from  the  United  Stateadnringl!^  was 
316,  with  a  total  tonnage  of  I9H,AT1  tons.  01  these  ooty  74,  with  a  tononge  43,509  tons, 
carried  tbe  United  Stii tea  Rug,  wbile  242  vessels,  witha  toonageof  156,162tOQS,  belonged 
to  other  nationalities.  In  other  words,  thcee-fonrthsof  the  sailing  vessels  which  bronght 
cargoes  from  tbe  United  States  during  ISST  were  nuder  foreign  Sag).  The  reason  for 
this,  as  I  have  time  aod  again  explained,  is  not  because  we  have  no  vessels  suitable  for 
tbe  Argentine  trade.  On  the  contrary,  our  merchant  ships,  in  build,  stantichness,  and 
speed,  are  far  superior  to  those  vrbicb  have  obtained  the  control  of  the  carrviog  trade  be- 
tween tbe  Argentine  Republic  and  the  United  States.  But  our  merchants  and  ship-bro- 
kers will  not  charter  them  at  fair  rates,  whentbey  can  obtnincheaper  and  for  lumpsums 
the  miserable  old  hulks  of  Norway  and  Italy.  Of  course,  a  very  large  percentage  of 
tbe  caVgoee,  when  delivered  here,  are  found  to  have  been  damaged  in  the  transit;  hotof 
what  importance  Is  this  to  the  charterera,  so  long  aa  the  United  States  underwriters  per- 
sist in  giving  these  anseaworthy  vessels  a  class,  and  then  cheerAilly  pay  all  the  damages 
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for  cargoee  delivered  In  an  dd merchantable  condiUoii.  I  repeat  frhat  I  bave  heretofore 
BBtd,  that  "if  ooroDderwriters  were  a  nttle  less  bhiIods  for  all  the  boaiaess  that  offered, 
and  wonld  make  use  of  a  little  more  jndement  in  these  eaees,  b;  eetablUhing  r&tcs, 
which  discriminated  against  aDsaaworthj  bottonw,  a  6(op  woDld  be  pat  to  thta  pbaseof 
our  cUTjinK  trade, "  and  ftrst-cUHS  American  sbipe  would  once  more  have  a  chance.

Id  the  fbregotng  details  of  the  foreign  commerce  do  accoout  ia  taken  of  the  imports 
Bad  exports  of  coined  money.  Tbe  importa  of  goZd  in  1S8T  were  $9,748,596,  while  the 
exports  were  $9,S7T,186.  So  thai,  if  we  ioclade  these  it«ma,  as  does  the  minister  of 
Smince  in  his  report,  the  total  imports  iu  1887  will  amount  to  $127,100,731,  while  the 
total  exports  niJl  reach  to  (94,299,0(15;  total  commerce,  f221,?i99,7':!6.  Comparing  the 
imports  and  exports  of  coined  money  for  the  last  two  years,  the  minister  gives  tbe  fol* 
lowing  result:

Thus,  the  minister  figures  that  there  are  now  (12,139,055  more  coined  money  in  the 
ooantry  than  there  was  In  188S.  These  importationa  of  gold,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind, 
are  Uie  results  of  the  late  loans  made  by  the  Government  in  England,  for  tbe  pBrpoees 
of  internal  improvemeota,  banks,  etc. 

But,  according  to  the  general  laws  of  trade,  it  cnu  not  bo  very  long  before  what  re- 
mains here  of  these  imports  of  gold  will  Qnd  ita  way  back  to  meet  the  Imlaoces  which 
go  on  increasing  against  the  conntty. 


EXCESS  OF  IUF0BT8. 

Leaving  ont  of  the  account,  however,  tliia  inQux  of  gold  into  the  cotiutiy,  the  impor- 
tations of  merchandiBe  for  lB87Hre  mnch  greater  than  those  ol'uuyyear  since  tlie  organ- 
ization of  the  Government.  In  every  department  of  trade  there  has  been  an  iacreoae. 
Tbe  following  table,  which  I  }i;ivo  compiled  trom  the  cnslom-house  retoruB,  gives  u 
comparison  of  the  imparls  of  IS87  with  those  of  the  previous  year:

As  I  have  said  on  a  former  occasion,  it  is  very  evident  that  "the  imparts  are  out  of 
itll  proportion  to  abealthy  condition  of  trade."  The  country  ia  persistently  bnyin;;  more 
than  it  sells,  and  consuming  more  than  it  produces.  The  difference  must  be  met  by 
seudinn  abroad  tbe  gold  that  is  in  the  Kepubtlc,  draining  it,  as  it  were,  of  the  very  means 
which  the  Government  seeks  by  loans  to  provide  for  its  iadnatrial  development.  When 
the  power  of  the  Government  to  borrow  is  exhansted,  the  coiulilion  of  tlie  country  will 
be  nnrortiimite  unless  meanwhile  sometbinjfia  done  to  stimulate  pro<luctionaud  thus  in* 
crease  the  e:i ports. 
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That  much  \b  being  doae  in  tbis  direction,  boffaver,  Is  evident  from  the  last  trade  re- 
turns. As  hM  beenaeen  from  the  tables  already  given,  tbeexporlsori887  are  114,586,- 
979  greater  tbim  those  of  1686,  an  increase  uf  more  tiian  30  p«r  ueut.  on  the  prevloiiB 
year.

The  wonderTbl  increase  in  tiie  exports  of  agricaltamt  products,  as  exhibited  in  the 
above  table,  ia  all  the  mora  gratifying,  as  only  a  few  years  Bfco  it  was  Kenerally  proclaimed 
that  it  was  impossible  for  the  Arfcentine  Kepablic  ever  to  be  an  aicricnttural  or  grain- 
prodacing  conntry.  As  will  be  seen,  the  principal  factors  which  now  enter  into  tlie  ex- 
port trade  are  tba  pastoral  industry  and  oKricnlture,  the  latter  of  which  is  receiving  a 
very  remarkable  development  and  is  nronjising  moat  satisfactory  resnlta  for  the  fatnre. 
Of  oouise,  for  yeais  to  come,  the  exports  of  wool  and  aheep-skins,  and  theprodncta  of  the 
cattle-killing  establisbments  must  contiune  to  be  the  great  items  of  export,  bnttbe  pro- 
duction of  cereals  is  getting  lo  be  a  nio,-!t  important  indnntry;  the  crops  now  not  only 
supplying  tbe  demands  of  the  home  market,  which  heretofore  were  supplied  from  abroad, 
bnt  thesnrpluH  now,  every  year,  adds  lartcoly  to  the  oggregate  of  exports.  With  tbe  an- 
nual increase  of  an  agricnltnral  immigration  from  Europe  it  will  not  be  very  long  beforo 
the  products  of  the  farm  will  contest  for  the  drat  place  with  those  of  the  pastoral  in- 
dnstry.  Until  thero  is  a  very  decided  increase  in  the  eiporta,  or  a  decrease  in  the  im- 
ports, the  commerce  of  the  conntry,  however,  can  not  be  said  lo  be  in  a  pneperona  or  safe 
condition,

"This  Is  all  otring  to  Uie  oeoal  system  which,  in  practice,  atoolately  excludes  Aiigen- 
tliie  wools  from  that  graat  market."

It  will  be  obeened  that  the  great  inctease  in  onr  importa  has  been  in  lamber  aod  ker- 
oeene,  two  articles  for  whicb  the  Argentine  liepnblic  isentirel;  dependent  upon  the  United 
States;  bnt  the  steady  growth  of  onr  trade  in  agricultural  implenianlfl  and  machinery, 
cotton  gooda,  hardware,  and  tools,  and  in  railway  and  tramway  cars  and  machinery  ie 
deserving  of  notice.  The  increase  in  these  lines  is  entirely  owing  to  the  fact  that  we 
fnmiBh  far  better  or  more  serviceable  urCiclea  than  can  be  obtain^  in  the  markets  of 
Europe;  and,  after  trial,  ours  are  forcing  tbeniBelTes  upon  the  attention  of  this  conntry 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that,  owing  to  superior  finish  and  style,  it  may  coat  a  little  more  to 
pat  them  down  here.  Beaidee  the  Increase  in  nearly  all  the  above  lines  of  goods,  the 
returns  show  in  many  othere  the  very  healthy  beginninfts  of  a  considerable  trade,  such 
a«  American  beer,  salt  and  canned  Qah,  abooks  or  barrel  staves,  pianos,  cotton  dnck, 
cookintt-atovea,  etc.  lint  there  are  some  articles  which  ore  a  specialty  with  us  that  aro 
entirely  supplied  Irom  European  markets.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  cheese;  out 
of  more  than  1,5(KI  tons,  valued  at  tl,0T3,62»,  the  United  States  last  year  faniislied  only 
16  tons,  valued  at  (1,043.  And  the  same  with  bams;  out  of  216  tons  impotted  into 
the  Aqcentine  Republic  last  yeiir  ouly  13  tana  came  from  the  Dnit«d  StftM  direct.  Dearly 
ill  the  rtet  reaching  here  by  way  of  England.     We  have  qaite  lost  onr  trade  here  in  n-

estBbllHhments  have  leeenUy  been  stutsd  here  equipped  with  all  the  neccasarj  appli- 
ances for  taming  onli  the  saoM  clasa  of  work;  and  the  Bome  ia  the  oaae  with  Teferenoe  to 


The  American  sample- hooaes  which  have  been  lately  establlabed  here  are,  I  beliere, 

doing  very  well,  and  erhlbit  no  little  eiierKj  and  enterprise  in  pashia^  oar  manubctares. 
Indeed  it  u  \u  part  owing  to  their  efTurta  to  procure  orders  tbat  oar  imports  dnrio;;  the 
]u!<t  jear  have  footed  np  so  well;  bat  it  ia  a  foct  that  there  is,  I  belieTe,  at  the  present 
time  bat  a  single  diabinctire  American  importing  banae  In  the  city  of  Bnanoe  Ayrea. 
There  are  a  □nmbet  of  large  and  nealthyfirms  tluit  are  doing  an  immense  bosinesa  with 
tha  United  Btateo,  and  probably  offer  onr  Koods  on  the  tKst  term*  possible;  bnt  there  are 
eilbei  English  or  Gtermau  hoosea,  whose  moat  intimate  connections  are  with  Earope  and 
which  do  baainen  with  the  (Jnited  States  simply  because  it  pays  them  well 'to  do  so. 

EZPOBIS  TO  IHE  OKITED  STATES. 

The  exports  of  the  Argantine  Bepnbl  ic  to  the  United  Stntea  for  the  last  year  show  an 
inoTeaae  ol  |'},358,403  over  the  dgaras  of  1S8S,  the  returns  for  l>iisr  being  a  little  larger 
than  thoaeof  1885.  The  fallowing  is  a  comporati  re  tableofexporte  of  principal  articlea

Tlie  llnaeed  crop  of  the  Argentine  Repnblio,  laat  year,  amonnting  to  81,208  tons, 
nearly  all  went  to  Great  Britain,  not  aponnd  of  it  finding  a  market  in  the  United  States. 
There  was  an  aaoaaol  demand  for  Argintine  bides  in  the  United  ^tatee,  llie  ahip- 
roenta  more  than  donbling  the  flgnrca  of  the  previona  year.  The  wools  whiub  went  to 
the  United  8tat«a,  aa  heretofore,  we.-e  the  carpet  woola  of  Cordoba,  their  point  of  ship- 
ment being  Roaorio,  on  tbe  Parang  lliver.  Since  the  removal  by  the  Argentine  Oovern- 
ment  of  tha  export  daty  on  wool  there  baa  i>een  no  difficalty  in  bringing  these  carpet 
wools  within  the  lowent  figures  Hied  by  the  American  tariO'.  So  lonf^  however,  aa  onr 
tariff  remains  Bfl  it  is,  it  will  Iwimpjsaible  for  the  fine  clothing  wools  of  the  AnraoUne 
Sepnblic.  handicapped  aa  they  are  by  about  70  per  cent  of  dirt  and  grease,  to  find  a 
paying  market  in  the  United  States.  Of  the  30,447  tons  of  sheep- akina  shipped  iromtbe 
Argentine  Kepnblic  in  18d7,  only  25  tons  were  sent  to  the  United  Statee;  bat  of  the  765 
tons  of  goat-skins  exported,  570  toni  fdond  a  market  in  the  United  States.

The  prt^reasive  increase  which  we  have  seen  In  the  trade  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Argentine  liepabltc  is  n<ib  (he  result  of  any  of  the  modern  methods  nsnally 
adopted  for  tbe  promotion  of  international  commerce.  On  the  contrary,  whatever  devel' 
opment  there  ia  has  taken  place  in  spite  of  the  fact  tbat  we  are  entirely  lacking  in  all 
the  fiuiilitieB  now  employed  by  tbc  commercial  nations  of  tbe  world  for  the  eatablish- 
ment  and  m^ntenance  of  trade.  After  many  years  of  persistent  discnasion  of  the  mat- 
ter, we  ore  still  aa  ^  as  ever  from  even  tbe  proapect  of  steam  navigation  with  tbe  Ar- 
gentine Repablic  Not  a  single  teLrular  merchant  steamer  arrived  here  from  tbe  United 
States  dnnng  the  past  year,  and  onr  trade  continnea  to  be  dependent  npon  the  alow 
and  ancertain  medinm  of  sailing  vesBela.  We  ore  still,  also,  witboat  any  proper  liank' 
ing  dualities  with  tbe  Argentine  liepublic  All  oar  exchange  and  eomniendal  business 
oontinnea  to  be  transacted  through  English  l>ankiag-housea,  thus  increasing  the  idiargea 
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mplicating  the  settleoient  of  bslBDcea.     And  woiae  thftii  ol],  ta  I  havo  already 
,  wears  quite  wiUioat  diftliicUTe  American  importing  houaeein  thisoity,  andoor 
Nitire  trada  b«Lig  thiu  made  to  depend,  not  npoa  oar  BbilKj  to  supply  any  given  lineof 


BTBAM-SHIP  OOHItUNIOATION. 

In  ny  laat  aniiiul  report  I  apoke  of  Uie  praopectB  of  Uie  eetabliahment  of  a  Rteam-ehip 
line  between  New  York  and  ^e  River  Plate,  nnder  a  concession  gnai&nlied  by  the  At- 
geniane  Congien  to  Mr.  R.  P.  Honston,  of  England.  Thus  far  nothing  has  been  done 
under  tlie  eoncessioD,  for  the  reason,  as  I  am  informed,  that  EngLish  capilaliste  are  not 
willlDg  to  embark  in  an  eQt«rpriae  which,  however  aalisfact^ry  in  itaalf,  is  encnm- 
bered  with  eonditiona  which  are  considered  DnneceasHrily  onerons.  Prom  pieaent  ap- 
peaiancM  tlie  problem  of  r^olai  ateam-sliip  com mnni cation  between  the  Uuitod  States 
and  tta  Argentine  Kepnblio  yet  remains  to  be  solved.  Meanwhile  there  is  not  a  mari- 
time nation  of  Europe — hardly  a  conntry  or  South  America  even — that  is  not  in  the  en- 
JoymentofregaUrateamer  navigation  with  the  Biver  Plate.  The  United  States  alone 
oontinnea  to  be  Isolated  and  "bdilnd  the  times,"  and  this,  notwithstanding  onr  uixiety 
to  be  on  cloew  oommeicial  terms  with  the  repaWics  of  Sonth  America,  and  in  spite  of 
oonanlar  nmorta  and  South  American  oommisaions,  which  have  so  exfJioitlT  explained 
the  methoda  by  which  oar  trade  heteaway  can  be  firmly  and  satisfactorily  eataUished. 

THE  APPEABAHCEi  AND  PBOSPacm  OP  TBADX. 

And  what  shall  I  say  in  regard  to  the  proapecta  of  trade,  that  constantly  recurring 
ealjeat  about  which  I  am  eoperaistently  asked  to  give  my  opinion  by  meichanta  at  hornet 
Prom  my  standpoint,  which,  alter  all,  may  not  be  the  correct  one,  I  can  only  reiterate 
what  I  have  here tofoT«  bad  oocasion  to  remark,  that  the  trade  of  the  Argentine  Republic  in 
my  opinion  is  not  in  what  may  be  called  a  healthy  or  normal  condition.  It  continnea 
to  Boffer  from  the  same  nnrortanate  incidents  which  have  accompanied  it  for  the  laat 
five  yean.  There  is  a  continnaoce  of  the  sospeosion  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks, 
luid,  while  all  imports  mnat  be  paid  for  in  gold,  the  bnsinsa  of  the  country  is  transacted 
on  a  depreciated  currency  basis.  Thepremiumongold  which,  ayearago  waa301o35per 
cent.,  is  now  4(J  to  45  percent.,  aodthoDgh  the  Government  banks  are  jost  now  making  omo 
of  tlwir  gold  reserve  on  the  folsa  to  r^ace  the  premium,  yet  with  a  newly  authorized 
isane  of  sixty  miilions  of  inconvertible  paper  money,  nader  the  general  banking  law,  it 
is  not  probable,  however  spasmodically  a  few  millions  of  dollars  may  be  thrown  upon 
the  markettoloweithegoldrste,  that  the  premium  for  years  to  come  isgoing  to  beany 
less  tiian  it  is  now.  Even  under  this  state  of  aC&irs  there  would  not  be  any  partionlar 
caosB  for  alarm  If  the  exports  of  the  Argentine  Republic  were  oommensiuate  with  the 
importa;  bat  the  balance  of  trade  a^nst  the  country  ia  getting  to  be  even  more  marked 
tbu  OTer  before,  thus  greatly  inereaung  tbedemand  for  gold,  ot  what  is  the  same  thing, 
foreign  exdiange  to  pay  the  differences. 

Heretofore  theae  nave  been  bridged  over  by  the  gold  received  from  the  frequent  foreign 
loans  which  the  natiomd  Oovernment  and  aome  of  the  provinces  have  beoi  making  in 
Enrope  in  behalf  of  all  sorts  of  enterprises,  from  the  building  of  railways  io  the  starting 
of  new  banks  under  the  national  banking  law.  But  there  must  be  an  end  of  bonow- 
ing  sometime;  and  the  money  centers  of  Europe  are  getting  tired  of  Uieae  constant  calls 
upon  tbeit  purae  strings,  each  one  of  which  has  a  tendency  to  ultimately  weaken  the 
pDblio  credit  of  the  country.  Only  the  other  A^  a  cablegram  annooBced  that  they  were 
crying  a  halt  to  the  plaoiug  of  one  more  additional  loan,  on  top  of  tboae  already  made, 
for  the  completiou  of  the  public  sewen^  works  of  tbia  dlf .  Wham  the  d^  of  i>i»iring 
no  mote  new  loans  has  arrived,  and  theiKvceedsof  tlMlaat  oneaareexhaoated,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  foresee  the  result,  unleas  meanwhile  then  shall  be  an  tai  to  the  pu^stent 
overtrading  which  of  late  years  has  characterized  the  foreign  commerce  of  toe  Aixen- 
tina  RepuUio.  Some  are  already  predicting  that  a  commmdal  arislsvrlll  vrithdifflenlty 
be  averted.  Whether  the  approaching  clouds  of  danger  will  end  in  a  storm  of  this  ehai- 
aotar  oi  not,  I  would  hardly  ventnre  to  say;  but  it  la  certain  tihat  tlie  oommerdal  out- 
look is  just  now  not  at  all  reassuring;  and  the  apprehensions  of  flnandal  i^tityiFt*!-  and 
bnsinesa  oollapoe  are  looming  up  beforetheviaionof  someof  theshnwdeatbosineaamen 
of  the  country.  I  am  gratified  to  report,  however,  that  ttia  national  QovenunMlt  baa 
at  last  quit«  eeTectnally  shut  down  on  the  old  custom  of  graotlDg  ooncaasiona  witli  guar- 
ties  to  private  parties,  and  has  not  only  gone  out  of  the  bnaloeaa  of  bnilding  its  own 
nays  and  other  poblic  works,  but  has  even  sold  ont  aome  of  those,  for  the  building 
rhlota  the  proceeds  of  many  public  loans  ware  required.     This  coniBe  has  aomewhat 
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icMBDred,  or  at  least  qnietoci,  the  pnblio  mind,  and  pUoed  tbe  aatuiti7  in  •  better  poai- 
tion  abroad;  bnt  the  OTeitindiDg  still  coatinues  with  a  teckleeeDese  which  foiebodei  onlj 
evil.  That  this  maj  be  lUllj  Been,  I  give  the  foHowiug  balanofr-^beet  between  iniportt 
ud  esporta  from  1883  to  the  end  of  1887:

The  customs  tariff  for  1&^9,  coutuoing  the  oCGdal  valnes  fixfd  by  the  Government  fbt 
all  classes  of  imports  that  pay  an  od  ratorem  duty,  ia  now  passing  through  the  press. 
So  soon  as  it  is  issued  I  shall  in  a  separate  report  forward  a  translation  of  ^1  such  poi~ 
tioQS  of  it  as  may  be  interesting  to  importers  and  merchants  of  the  United  States. 

PAJ-XBS  BEOSIVED  AT  THE  CONSULATE. 

I  take  this  opportonity  to  mention  that  during  the  past  year  this  consnlat«  has  been 
auppUed  gratnitously  with  a  niunber  of  valuable  papers  of  the  Duited  States,  among 
which  were  the  South  Amsritan  Kxport  Journal,  American  Exporter,  Sdentiflo  Ameri- 
can, American  Machinist,  Paper  World,  El  Comercio.  El  Progreso,  Anthony's  Photo* 
grapbio  Bulletin,  and  the  daily  New  York  Herald.  They  have  been  plaoed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  merchants,  shipperH.  nnd  ship-masters  here,  and  haTe  besn  a  KKUOe  of  gr«at 
Miefit  to  those  directly  interested  in  trade  and  commerce. 
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CX>NSULAB  COBBESPUNDlUiCE. 

It  Beenn  iiiiiiiiiiiii  j  that  Bome  reference  shonld  be  made  to  tbe  conatantly  increasiDg 
nnmbar of  letten  of  whiuli  this  coasnlate  is  tbe  recipieot.  Ever;  mail  that  reaches  here 
from  tbe  Uoiled  States,  whether  direct  or  via  EeKland,  brings  ite  iaigfi  qnoto.  Not  in- 
freqneotlj  tlie  anmber  reoei*ed  by  a  single  mail  quite  reacbea  to  a  hnadred,  and  ia 
scaroel;  ever  lees  than  tirentj  or  thirty.  A  Is^e  proportion  of  these  are  on  the  some 
snbject,  asking  for  reports  aboat  tlie  trade,  commerce,  indaatriea.  etc,  of  this  oanQ* 
tr;.  The  parties  interested  shonld  onderutaQd  that  I  am  eipreaal;  forbidden  \>j  t^e 
Department  to  give  the  information  requeeled.  The  Consular  Kegalatlona  prescriho 
that "  the  conaalar  pablicationfl  should  be  the  means  of  commanicating  consnlar  leporta 
to  the  pnblic;"  and  oonanlar  officers  "  are  prohibited  from  furnishing  reports  or  arti- 
cles npon  tiwle  or  oommerce  in  their  districts  to  any  pablicatioa  or  to  private  persons; 
that  saoh reports  must  be  oommunicated only  to  the  Deportment."  Under  thesecir- 
cnmstanow,  of  conrse  I  can  not  respond  to  their  requests;  but,  in  a  very  large  m^ority 
of  cBHO^  thesnltjectsof  their  letters  hare  alreed;,  time  uid  again,  been  fally  discnaeed 
by  me  in  oarefnlty  prepared  reports  to  the  Department  of  State;  and  they  wonld  save 
UiBmselves  from  diHappointmeut  by  applying  directly  to  that  source  of  informatton  for 
printed  o^tes  oreach  reports. 

Another  Urge  portion  of  these  letters  ask  as  to  the  prospects  for  business  openiogi,  or 
chances  for  work,  or  opportonitiee  for  employment,  while  tbe  consulate  is  not  an 
agenoy  for  this  sort  of  information,  and  is  not  in  a  condition  to  be  thorouKhly  posted  on 
Itaese  saljects,  yet  I  reply  to  as  many  ofsncta  letters  as  T  possibly  can;  but  the  nnmbec 
is  ao  great  and  so  accamulating,  that,  if  my  whole  time  were  devoted  to  this  class  of  cor- 
respondence, I  would  not  be  able  to  get  tbrongh  it.  I  may,  however,  say  to  this  («te- 
gory  of  letter  writers,  that  except  in  soma  few  special  cases  the  fiist  prerequisite  Jbr  ob- 
taining btuineaB  employments  here  is  a  knowledge  ofths  Spanish  langnage.  It  is  the 
mediamforall  transactions  aod  interchanges  of  thought,  and  it  is  absolutely  money 
thrown  aws^  to  venture  here  without  snch  knowledge.  And  I  may  add  that  if  any 
Americaos,  under  this  restriction,  persist  in  coming  down  here  in  the  bope  of  bettering 
their  condition,  they  should  bring  money  enough  with  them  to  get  back  home  aeain. 
Foriuninecasesonbof  teo,  asl  know  by  actual  experience,  it  will  only  require  a  abort 
wiioam  here,  where  labor  is  cheap  and  paid  for  in  depreciated  ourrency,  to  thoronghly 
Impress  tbem  with  the  blessings  they  have  led  behind  them.

llMmaaema  to  t>e  an  impression  in  the  United  States  that  there  is  a  large  American 
colony  In  this  country  composed  of  fhmities  permanently  reaiding  here,  or  located  bere 
indefinitely,  for  the  purposes  of  trade  and  commerce.  This  is  alti^ether  a  mistake. 
There  area  few  permanent  Ameriiatn  merchants  here  in  Buenos  Ayrcs,  and  a  few  more  in 
Kosario,  bat  of  those  who  ore  engskged  In  the  exporting  or  importing  business  with  the 
United  StatM  the  greater  part  may  be  said  to  be  here  only  temporinly.  There  are  not, 
perfaapB,  In  tbe  whole  country  a  hundred  Americaos,  all  told,  and  these  are  so  scattered 
that  tliey  «n  h«dl7  be  called  a  colony. 

DUTH  OF  SAMUEL  B.   HALB,  BSQ. 

Itia  with  greatpersonaleonowtbatl  am  called  npon  to  record  tbe  death  of  the  pioneer 
of  American  trade  with  the  Argentine  Repnblio.  I  reltr  to  Samael  B.  Hale,  esq.,  the 
fonndec  of  the  well-known  honse  of  Samnel  B.  Hale  &  Co.,  whose  name  for  tbe  last 
foorteen  ye«is  has  so  often  appeared  in  my  consular  reports,  and  whose  high  character 
and  commercial  standing  have  for  tbe  lost  half  centnry  been  recognized  throughout  tbe 
mercantile  world.  Mr.  Hale  quietly  breathed  hia  last,  at  his  beautiful  residence  in  this 
city.ou  the  20th  of  September  last,  in  the  eighty-fifth  yearof  bisaiie.  For  several  years, 
owing  to  increased  inflrmitiee,  he  bad  retired  from  active  life,  leaving  the  business  of  tbe 
great  honae  which  he  had  founded  to  be  eoudoeted  by  bis  son-in-law,  John  F.  Feaison, 
esq..  Mid  tbe  younger  members  of  tbe  firm;  but,  full  of  all  human  sympathies  and  kind- 
new  as  he  was,  he  never  lost  his  intereat  in  human  afibirs;  and  almost  np  to  the  last, 
surrounded  by  a  large  circle  of  warm  personal  Irienda  of  all  nationalities,  be  continued 
to  take  pleasure  in  recounting  the  experiences  of  his  busy  life  in  the  Argentine  Kepnb- 
lic,  or  in  dlscuaeiog  the  aSairs  of  his  native  country,  for  which  he  constantly  expressed 
hie  tender  affbction  and  in  whose  wonderful  progress  be  always  took  the  deepest  interest. 
In  his  death  one  of  the  last  remaining  landmarks  of  the  early  days  of  Argentine  trade 
and  oonuneroe  has  disappeared.  Noone  shall  ever  know — he  kept  no  account  himself— 
of  tbe  nnmberless  private  charities  which  he  constantly  dispensed  or  of  the  hnndreilsof 
distreaaed  Americans  in  this  fiir-off  country  whom  he  relieved  and  sent  back  to  their  ,

tancias  lu  tbe  provinces  of  Boenoa  Ajres  and  Saata  F6,  and  the  Republio  of  Pangaay, 
The  honse  of  3amnel  B.  Hale  &  Co.,  which  ia  now  prindpaily  engaged  in  bnaiDcas 
of  a  fln»ni^nl  cbaracter,  will  continue  on,  aa  heretofore,  withont  an;  change  in  the  nam* 
or  atrle  by  which  It  haa  been  m  long  and  favonbly  known.

The  dattee  on  importB,  which  are  the  great  Bonrce  of  revenne,  con  tinno  to  exMDd  with 
Iheincreaseof  trade,  the  A^eatine  tarts',  which  is  in  great  part  ad  valorem,  being  an- 
□□ally  soa^ji'Btod  as  to  give  tbeamonnt  of  revenne required.  These  dntieafoTtbeye*r 
1887  show  an  Incrsase  of  27  per  cent,  on  tbe  flgorea  of  the  year  1886,  and  the  amount 
is  more  than  donble  what  it  was  Ave  yeare  ago.  Within  the  last  two  years  tiien  has 
been  so  increased  doty  placed  on  wines,  alcohol,  and  etigars,  which  to  Mme  extent  ntay 
Bcconnt  for  the  increase,  bat  on  other  articles  there  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  tate, 
and  the  incrasBcd  receipts  from  this  soarce  of  rerenue  are  mostly  in  oonseqoence  of  tbe 
increase  in  tbe  amonnt  of  ImporlationB.

The  export  dntleo,  which  were  3  per  cent,  on  hides  and  4  per  cent,  on  wools,  etc. ,  wen 
aboUalMd  by  Isw  of  CongnHs  in  October,  1887,  to  take  effect  from  tha  let  of  Jamuij, 
1B88.  This  ramoval  of  export  datiee  mnrkB  s  new  en  in  the  ecoDomloil  history  of  the 
Argeotiiw  Bepnblio,  and  will,  it  is  beliered,  Terymateriolly  aaelstiD  tbederelopment  <tf 
the  indnatries  of  the  eonntry.  This  dnty  wna  Qnt  Impoaed  in  18S4  M  ft  supreme  neoee- 
sity  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  war  In  which  the  nation  foond  Its^  involved,  and  tt 
has  since  been  iet*ined  to  satiafythe  leqnirements  of  the  treMnry  in  spite  of  the  pre- 
scriptliNis  of  the  cooatitatlan.  The  country  Is  indebted  to  ttie  persistent  sffitrts  of  tbe 
Natiooal  lodastrial  Club  for  its  lepenl,  assisted  by  tha  enlightened  upptani  of  Fraed- 
dent  SiuME  Celmam.  . 


Tha  bndget  or  appropriations  for  the  sopportof  the  QoTemment  for  tlie  year  1B87,  ao- 
ooiding  to  the  report  ottlie  minlater  of  Bnance,  was,  for  ordinary  expenses,  147,066,687;

The  President,  In  bis  meceage,  congratnlates  tbe  nation  on  tbe  fkct  that  tbe  revennee 
so  bandsomel;  exceed  the  diebnTsements;  while  the  miniater  of  floance,  in  referring  to 
the  condition  of  the  tnwsnij,  mya:  "The  tcetiinonj  of  these  figorea  ie  very  eloqaent  in 
favor  of  the  vitality  of  the  country  and  the  prosperity  of  its  induBtriea  and  commerce, 
which  in  so  nhort  a  time  have  not  only  recovered  fiom  the  conseqaoncee  of  the  crisis, 
bnt  have  acquired  a  movement  which  ia  far  ahead  of  tliat  of  any  former  period,  and 
wUch  contlnuea  with  an  incKt>«ng  impnlse."

Bnt  sinM  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  national  congress  made  provision 
tor  what  ia  called  an  internal  issue  of  boudn  to  the  amount  of  {40,000,000  as  the  basis 
for^eestahlishraent  ofasystein  of  national  guarantied  banks;  so  that  tlie  national  debt 
may  now  be  stated  as  fbllows:

Whan  we  eausider  that  the  total  amount  of  the  poblicdebtof  the  Argentine  Bepnblio 
was  only  $83,017,391  in  1881,  it  must  he  conceded  that,  in  a  state  of  profound  peace, 
tlie  government  has  made  a  very  persistent  use  of  Its  credit  In  increasing  tbe  Sgnres  to 
(200,000,000  in  tbe  oouise  of  seven-  years.  The  fncility  with  which  the  nation  is  thus 
Inereudng  its  public  liabilities  is  attmctiDgsome  attention  abroad.  Tbe  London  Statist, 
comraenting  on  this  subject,  says: 

"We  do  not  insinuate  that  as  yet  the  Argentine  Republic  has  incurred  too  much  debt. 
No  oouotry  in  the  world  bos  made  of  late  years  more  rapid  prognss.  The  people  are 
enterprising  and  energetic;  their  ayaMm  of  government  is  liberal;  their  territory  is  vast 
and  capable  of  maintaining  an  Jtnmense  population,  and  immigrants  oie  fioching  in  in 
large  numbers.  There  is,  then,  a  magnificent  future  before  the  republic,  if  it  does  not 
compromise  that  future  by  improvident  borrowing;  bnt  if  it  goes  on  at  the  present  rate 
of  incurring  debt,  there  is  great  dauber  that  it  will  comproruise  its  future  very  serloasly 
indeed.  It  would,  then,  be  a  good  thing  for  the  republic  if  English  investors  showed 
themselves  less  ready  to  take  up  everytliing  Argoutine  thnu  tbey  do  at  present,  and  it 
would  certainly  be  a  good  thing  lor  the  investors  themselves,  as  their  securities  would 
be  safer," 

It  isevident,  however,  that  tbe  Argentine  Government  appredates  tbe  neceedty  of 
keeping  its  credit  up  to  the  hieb  standaid  which  it  has  attained,  and  as  I  have  already 
stated,  it  has  decided  that  it  will  involve  itself  inforeign  indebtedness  fornomore  worln 
of  Internal  improvement  which  private  capital  is  willing  to  nnderlahe  on  its  own  ao- 
connt.  Indeed,  the  Goverament,  under  the  auspices  of  President  Celman.  is  rapidly 
getting  out  of  the  business,  andbesidcs  tbe  public  sewerage  works  of  the  city  of  Boenos 
Ayres,  has  also  just  sold  out  two  of  its  moat  important  railways  to  private  parties,  aud 
it  has  seveial  otbeie  that  it  is  ready  to  dispose  oC    Ldst  year  the  public  debt  teqaired 
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no  Um  Uian  $19,880,000,  or  ovei  otw-tUid  of  the  pablio  leTenns,  in  gold,  to  maet  the 
aerriee  of  tbe  intenst.  While  the  GoTemmeDt  nonid  have  no  tronble  in  taking  care 
of  eTen  a  laigei  amooDt  of  iiidebtedHas,  the  questionable  policy  of  its  dtnng  so  is canerallT 
diactuBed  in  financial  drolM.  At  the  same  time  Pi«aideDt  Celman,  in  hia  recent  mrmnun 
toCoDgren,  Ter7  clewljabowa  that  "if  theOoremment  has  an  extenialdebtof  $90,- 
000,000,  it  has  now  a  aafSdent  amonnt  of  mona;  to  pa;  It  off  if  neoMBarjr."  Indeed, 
Argentbu  seoarities  were  never  qaoted  so  high  as  at  the  present  time.  The  6  per  OMit. 
bonds  issned  in  1887  at  86}  oents  stand  to-day  at 97  cents;  and  all  its  6  percent,  bonds 
are  quoted  at  $1.04].

A  matter,  however,  abont  which  there  is  now  a  large  smonnt  of  onnent  critidBm  ia 
Uie  oontinnonoly  inoeaBiiig  amount  of  paper  money  with  which  tbooonnbyisnipplied, 
and  tiie  high  premium  which  gold  coin  commanda  on  the  exchange.  Tbe  snapenaun  of 
specie  payments  by  the  banks,  which  was  sanctioned  by  Cougreas  tJiree  yean  ago,  baa 
not  only  been  permitted  to  continoe,  but  no  provision  is  now  even  thought  of  whl^ 
IooIls  towards  resumption.  Indeed,  Instead  of  contracting  the  volume  of  depredated 
paper  coneucy,  with  which  all  the  exchangea  in  the  country  are  conducted,  the  policy 
of  the  Oovernmeat  boa  been  to  still  further  incraase  it.  Dnring  last  year  the  amo nut  in 
(dicnlatioD  was  increaiied  from  $73,000,000  to  $93,000,000.  Since  then,  under  the  Bys- 
tem  of  national  banlm,  already  refemd  to  by  me,  an  additional  Issue  of  $40,000,000  ia 
pntvided  tor,  the  notes  being  secured  by  a  deposit  of  Ooveminent  bonds.  Theee  notea 
are  Just  now  getting  into  alrenlation;  aotliatUM  volume  of  paper  conenoy  is  now  about 
$130,000,000;  and  yet  with  this  increase  the  banks  are  compelled  to  cortail  tlieii  dia- 
ooiiuta,  M  gi«at  la  the  demand  fiu  mone;  ft>r  speenhriiTe  porposet. 

TOB  FBOOBXSS  OF  THE  OOUKTBY. 

No  better  evidence,  however,  than  this  is  needed  to  show  the  wonderfhl  push  and  pre^ 
re«  which  have  taken  pceseasion  of  the  people  all  over  the  oonntry.  The  spirit  (f  im- 
provement is  abroad  in  every  direction.  I^veident  Celman,  in  his  late  meesage,  well 
says: 

"Theprindpalfeatnreof  the  eitnaliou  of  the  country  is  the  great  national  development 
of  trade,  Indnstiy,  capital,  and  credit.  To  theincreased  valne  of  land  and  dty  proper^, 
to  tlie  development  of  tiade,  to  the  increased  pioductionof  the  connliy,  to  tbe  opening 
of  new  banks,  must  be  added  the  increase  of  tbe  revenue  beyond  all  expecteUon;  the  b- 
eility  with  which  the  ezcbeqner  meets  its  obligations,  undUievery  favorablestateof  Uie 
public  credit  at  home  and  abroad.  Tbe  vigorous  impulae,  with  which  this  new  country 
displays  iia  strength  in  the  iucmase  of  its  trade,  in  the  multiplication  of  its  indoslries, 
in  tbeiufinz  of  immigration,  and  in  tbefrtutsof  hard  work,  ia  the  moat  palpable  proof 
of  ita  snre  and  praspemna  advance;  and  a  pledge  that  this  vast  progrces  trill  oonttibnte 
to  cement  both  peace  and  liberty  in  the  repnblic" 

President  Celman  does  not  state  tbe  case  too  atroufcly.  Nothing  can  now  stop  the  pn^ 
reaa  of  the  countrj  in  the  onward  maich  of  a  great  development.  Political  error*  have 
been  pointed  out  as  the  sure  harbingers  of  impending  rain;  fluandalblundera  have  been 
paraded  as  tbe  precursers  of  general  bankruptcy.  But  in  spite  of  all  thia,  In  epite  of 
critics  and  prophets  of  evil,  the  Argentine  Repnblic  contlnaes  to  move  forwaid  with 
iciant  strides  in  the  race  of  empire.  Mistakes  have  been  made  in  the  administration  of 
afCaira,  and  perhaps  other  mistakes  will  yet  be  madeh  But  the  Government,  with  the 
lights  which  it  has  at  hand  to  guide  it,  and  with  an  earnest  endeavor  to  do  the  beet  it 
can,  is  grandly  struggling  to  laise  the  iwantry  to  a  higher  level  of  national  existence. 
The  tide  of  immigration,  which,  inanananallyincreasiug  current,  is  setting  towards  tile 
Biver  Plate,  shows  the  hope  and  confidence  which  the  world  has  in  ils  promise  and  des- 
tiny. 

Caidtal,  which  is  always  senaltlTe  and  saapicloDS,  now  at  last  under  the  strong  goar- 
anties  of  peace  and  pTogrese,  finds  here  better  opporlnnities  for  good  investments  than 
an  oflbred  anywhere  else'in  tbe  world;  and  it  is  coming  by  each  steamer  in  amoants 
which  seem  almost  incredible,  thus  opeming  up  the  waste  places  of  the  ooontry,  estab- 
Ushinft  newindnstries,  andswetling  the  volume  of  general  onsiness.  Alisady  the  same 
moTsment  westward,  which  was  the  foramnner  of  the  wonderful  impulse  which  has 
made  tbe  United  States  what  it  la,  is  visibls  hsre  in  the  Argentine  Republic.  A  strong 
current  of  labor,  of  indnstiy,  of  trade,  of  specniation,  is  moving  ftom  the  water-wqra 
into  tbe  interior.  All  the  dlArent  pnvlnoss  begin  to  Ael  tJta  pnlaaUons  of  qolckuied 
Ufis;  all  of  thm  Me  beginning  to  take  part  In  the  new  departure.  The  ^ax^  ^ncbo  of 
otiwr  yeata  is  everywhere  giving  pUoa  to  tlw  eunest,  luid-ma^iiig  mgt-mmat  of  £«■ 
IMU  0  B 6  ^  , 
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Topefui  natioiislity;  Uie  slow,  pODderoiu  old  bnllock-out  U  beiUK  mpeneded  hy  tlie 
locomotive  wiUi  ita  loag  pMsengei  and  cargo  tralDs,  not  in  one  direction  only,  not  in 
one  portion  of  tbe  Bepablic  only,  bot  all  over  th«  Interior.  The  railway  track  has 
already  b«en  extended  to  the  Airtheet  frontiers,  north,  sonth,  and  west;  and  all  tlie  in- 
terrening  distancee  are  now  being  nnited  by  these  buida  of  iron.  In  the  wake  ofUmw 
pioneers  of  highest  dvilization  will  follow  a  developmetit  which  will  be  as  nuurelotu 
as  that  which  baa  ehancterized  oniowDjtrcatltepablic.  Well  may  theother  nations  of 
ChrlBtendom  watch,  with  sympathy  and  Mlminttion,  the  promise  of  the  Argenttne  Be- 
pablie.

an  article  naed  ytr^  ezleusiTely  in  Europe  for  the  mHauActare  of  woolen  foods,  with 
which  It  mlzea  lesdily,  on  account  of  its  tough,  strong,  and  long  liber,  ia  prodaoed  abnnd- 
antlj  thTOnghoDt  the  Stau,  after  the  rainy  eeasons,  which  are  periodi<»l  and  oceor  gen- 
eral^ every  seven  years,  and  iBCDltivatiid  alwayatjong  thebanksofiiTeison  lowlands 
irrigated  by  the  overflow  of  atieams.  The  plant  is  arborescent  and  perennial,  and  after 
ttllly  developing  continnes  prodncing  cotton  for  Ave  or  aix  yaais  in  aacceasion,  provided 
there  be  some  moisttite  in  the  ground,  needing,  however,  very  little  of  it  on  acconnt  of 
its  deep  rooting,  thns  reaching  moistnre  at  great  depths.  The  ByetoEn  of  coltivatiDn  of 
Uiis  plant  is  quite  primitive,  the  seeds  being  planted  by  making  holes  in  the  gronnd 
with  spades,  withont  tilling  or  mannring  the  soil. 

The  plant  beooiaes  developed  and  btcina  to  bear  cotton  in  dry  and  saud?  soil  abont 
six  months  after  planting,  vid  sbont  nine  months  in  rich  and  wet  land,  oontinnii^  to 
yield  at  short  intervals  for  five  or  tii  years  more  in  sacccasion. 

It  is  wonderfnl  to  behold  the  same  plant  in  bloesota,  with  pods,  bnda,  and  ootton,  all 
at  the  same  time,  and  giving  a  continnal  yield  for  the  time  above  stated. 

In  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  abont  every  seven  years,  the  rains  are  Inceaaant  here 
fbr  abont  two  months,  both  in  Uie  interior  and  on  the  coast,  and  water  deaoends  in  sach 
abnndanoe  as  almost  to  inundate  all  the  conntry. 

Large  torrente  stream  down  the  mountain  side,  the  valley  of  the  Chira  is  delufcod, 
and  flat  lands  within  it  are  tnmed  into  morafiscs,  and  morasses  into  lakes;  in  a  word, 
the  low  land  becomes  snbmeiged  and  the  Hccnmiilate<3  mass  of  waters  riiBh  with  great 
force  down  the  central  valley  which  forms  their  only  outlet.  The  valley,  however,  is 
wide,  and  the  descent  veiy  gradual.  The  extent  of  the  valley  through  which  the  water 
flows  is  &om  3  to  4  miles  wide,  and  thongb  it  is  nearly  200  milee  in  extent,  the  valley 
for  the  whole  diatance  Is  almost  level.  There  is  only  snfflcient  descent,  ei^>edally  for  the 
last  60  miles,  to  determine  a  very  gentle  current  to  tlie  sea. 

Under  these  drcumstonceB  thegreat  qnactity  of  water  proceeding  ftom  the  monnlaiua 
•ipands  over  the  whole  valley,  and  forms  for  a  time  an  immense  lalce,  extending  in 
length  across  the  whole  breadth  of  the  low  limd. 

The  rains  generally  cease  in  March,  bnt  it  requires  ftom  thirty-five  to  fifty  days  for 
the  water  to  dJBappear  and  leave  the  land  diy.  As  soon  as  that  is  eflected  theresprings 
np  from  the  whole  surface  of  the  eroand  which  has  been  thus  submerged  most  loxD- 
lioDt  vegetation.  After  clearing  the  land  the  cotton  is  planted,  and  then  there  is  no 
ftirther  labor  required  to  preserve  the  plant,  except  an  occasional  cleaning  ont  of  weeds, 
and  pruning  about  every  six  months  or  year. 

This  soil  is  wonderfully  rich,  and  has  been  under  cnltivation  hy  the  aborigines  from 
tiuM  immemorial,  and  ita  lertilitj  is  kept  up  nniinpalred  by  the  slime  (£tmw  terras) 
which  is  abondantly  deposited  during  inundation. 

Cotton  is  collected^  when  the  pods  open,  by  women  and  chUdren,  who  aro  paid  in  pro- 
portion to  the  quantity  collected,  tlie  prevailiuff  rates  being  40  cents  for  ever^  qnintal 
(lOO  ponnds).  Cotton  is  taken  from  the  fields  to  tbe  ginning  houaee,  where  it  la  cleaned 
and  made  into  bales  of  abont  175  pounds  each.  We  have  fiveof  BQoh  establishments  in 
this  province,  one  In  QnerecotUlo,  on  tbe  east  side  of  tbe  river,  about  60  miles  in  the 
interior,  owned  by  an  Engliahman;  two  In  Ballaao,  a  dty  of  about  4,000  inhabitants, 
on  this  side  or  weet  side  of  liver,  about  46  miles  &om  the  coast,  owned  by  natives,  and 
twoin  Id  Htiao,  a  village  of  about  1,000  inbabitttntH,  on  this  side  of  the  river,  21  miles 
Irom  Foit^  tm  liie  nulnwd  to  Puera;  both  ore  owned  by  foreigners,  on  pn|[H<>KmMi  and

In  accordanire  with  inatmctlons  contaioed.  lu  Ck)ii9Ular  RegaUtioos,  I  bave  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  m;  (tniiiial  statementa  of  tiude  and  navigntion  within  tliis  cooaular 
diatriuC,  inaludiDjj  alao  the  port  of  St.  Georfce'a,  lor  the  year  ending  December  'A\,  IWT. 
I  am  unable  to  sepaintA  the  commerce  of  tbe  port  of  SL  Oear)[e's,  as  no  separate  record 
is  available. 

The  imports  from  the  United  States  for  the  year  1387  amoant  to  a  total  valne  of  S850,- 
217.01,  showing  a  devrea:^  in  viilae  Irom  the  previons  year  of  {21,560.17,  which  ia  more 
than  accounted  for  by  the  lower  prices  of  many  of  the  articles. 

The  trade  with  this  colony  is  simply  a  trade  nfderaandandBuppl;  for  the  inhabitants, 
and  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year.  The  merchandise  is  imported  chieQy  by  steamer, 
weekly  or  semi- monthly. 

CommerciuJ  specnbition  and  enterprise  toanyffreatexl«ntiaaDknowa  here,  and  there 
is  but  little  competition,  as  merchandise  ia  lai^ly  sold  on  long  credit,  accounts  being 
settled  once  in  a  year. 

The  crop  of  early  vegetables  this  season  was  a  small  one,  u  blight  having  destroyed  a 
portion  of  the  onion  crop,  bnt  as  they  were  ready  for  shipment  earlier  than  asual  by 
nearly  a  month,  and  there  being  a  scarcity  in  the  market  of  the  United  States,  they 
fonnd  a  ready  sale  at  anusually  large  prices,  and  gave  a  return  to  the  colony  of  over 
(400,000. 

American  viaitore  leave  a  largu  amount  of  money  herednriDK  the  winter  months,  whicli 
atironlatee  trade  to  some  extent,  and  the  condition  of  the  colony  seems  to  be  im^oving 
from  year  to  year.

Tbe  Byatem  of  sugar  packaicea  id  rapidly  chnnf^ing  from  hogaheada  and  tierces  to  that 
of  shipping  in  bags,  the  latter  havinii  increased  in  three  years  from  a  fen  hundred  to  over 
forty  tboumnd  for  tbe  ptist  year.  Theee  bags  are  innaulHctured  in  England  and  are  Rent 
ODt  with  the  estate  marks  upon  them;  and  white  they  are  loss  convenient  for  handling 
pnrpowfl  they  are  cheaper  than  hogsheads  and  And  lietter  stowage  in  a  veesel's  hold. 
They  are  iuteraled  to  hold  250  pounds. 


Only  a  few  Antigaa  estates  failed  to  make  money  last  year,  and  for  the  bestof  rMK^ons, 
i.  e.,  heavy  debt,  distant  location,  light  raia-fHll,  and  inditTereat  machinery,  A  good 
maoy  brought  a  nice  sum  iu  conipeuautiou  to  the  owuers,  who  were  made  grateful  after 
the  aevere  depression  of  thu  past  five  years. 

NAVIOATION. 

The  arrivals  of  United  Stntea  veseels  amounted  to  thirty-two,  an  increase  of  two  only 
over  the  year  preceding.  The  anmber  of  foreign  steamers  ealling  remains  about  tbe 
same  from  year  to  year;  147 — all  English — entered  for  the  past  year.

In  February  the  dysentery  appeared  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reaervoirs  a,\ 
the  Aonrce  ol  ihe  river  that  sappliea  the  capital  with  water. 

ProleaNOr  McCarthy,  Government  anal.vst,  varly  maile  microscopical  examinntiona  and 
fonnd  the  water  to  be  much  impregnated  wilh  decayed  organic  vegetable  and  animal 
niatler,  which  daring  the  lollowing  two  monttia  ro  injurioaaiy  afTected  the  aii  that  the 
disease  apiieared  in  many  parta  of  tlie  island.  Py  the  1st  ot  Joly  it  bad  assumed  six 
distinct  torms  Ibat  were  nlten  attended  with  high  fever  that  in  many  caaeslmffled  med- 
ical akill  and  spared  neither  age.  aei,  nor  cnQditioD. 

Many  people  lelt  the  inland,  others  nned  the  precantion  of  filtering  the  water,  and  the 
Oovernnient  and  phyaiciuna  made  a  free  nae  ot  diainlectants.  At  that  time  a  feeling  of 
annsnal  nolemnity  prevailed  throughout  tbe  island,  as  Aineral  pAcessiona  were  nnmer- 
ons  and  the  belle  of  cathedmla.  churches,  and  chapels  olten  tolleil  ont  of  respect  to  the 
departed.  Tbe  deiul  are  not  permitted  to  remaio  unbnried  long  here  bepnse  ofhaaty 
decomposition  in  thia  climate. 

Generally  the  burial  taken  place  in  about  tivelve  hours  after  dissolntioni  bnt  in  caaea 
of  death  bycontagioaa  di^ase  the  burial  would  lake  place  immediately.  A  climate  that 
ao  early  decomposes  tbe  dead  must  aiRO  be  very  oppressive  and  euervating  to  tbe  living. 

There  are  long  intervals  between  the  epidemics;  cholera  in  18.^4,  dysentery  epidemic 
in  IKflD,  small  poi  iu  lH71-'72,  yellow  (ever  in  1881,  dysentery  in  1888;  but  dysentery, 
remittent,  and  intermittent  feversare  endemic  in  Trinidad,  occasionally  appearing  daring 
tiie  intervale  of  epidemii's,  bnt  in  a  mild  form.  Persons  complaining  with  weakness  in 
any  one  of  the  principal  organs,  as  heart,  liver,  Iniiga,  throat,  etc.,  I  notice,  soon  pass 
away,  whereas  had  they  lived  in  a  cool  climate  farther  from  the  equator  they  woald 
most  iikely  have  lived  many  years. 

The  bnmidily  of  this  atmosphere,  combined  with  excessive  heat,  natnrally  intensifies 
the  cause  of  all  disea-ses  that  are  prodnceil  in  a  tropical  clime.  Tbe  sudden  cbanice  of 
20°  in  the  temperature  in  a  few  honi?  must  be  a  trial  to  throat  and  langa  inclined  to 
weakness,  and  tbe  many  expoenres  to  dmni>htB  because  of  the  peculiar  cooBtraction 
of  houses  in  a  hot  climate  I'lten  bring  on  neuralgia;  bnt  with  persons  of  a  sound  physical 
organism  and  who  are  prndeQl  in  eating  and  drinking  Trinidad  is  tolerably  healthy  ex- 
cepting during  tbe  epidemics.

I  made  to  the  Depariment  laat  year  quite  an  eitenaive  report  upon  this  iBlsnd  and  the 
general  decline  m  basipeaa,  aa  evidenced  by  the  greatly  decreased  revenaea.  saperiu- 
duced  as  they  are  by  the  general  increase  in  ateam  uavigatiun,  as  shown  in  said  report. 
It  voald  be  bat  a  repetilion  of  what  I  said  then  were  I  to  go  into  particulais,  bnt  I 
shall  give  geoeially  the  uoudition  of  the  ialand,  aa  shuwn  by  recent  official  reports. 


The  tonnage  statistics  for  the  year  ended  Jnne  30, 1888,  show  aa  incieaae  iaboth  steam 
and  Bailing;  veaaelH  touching  at  this  port,  thefoimei  being  Id  a  doable  ratio  of  increaae 
to  the  latter. 

There  are  five  regular  st«am-ebip  liuea  whose  vessels  toncb  at  thia  port,  viz:  Ham- 
bar)!  Americaa  Packet  Company,  which  hod  two  steamers  outcoming  Irom  Uambnrg 
ADd  Havre  each  month  and  live  hiMaegoing  during  the  same  period,  averaging  I,3o0tans 
each;  £ojal  Mail,  which  has  two  intercolonial  steamers  each  month  from  the  central 
station  at  Barbadoes.  where  the  Tranaatlaatic  from  Southampton  touch ea,  averaging  1.300 
tons;  the  Compagnie  G^n^rale  TranaatlantiijUB,  with  tviro  steamers  each  mouth  Crom 
Havre  and  Marseilles  and  the  same  number  thither  during  the  same  period,  averagiog

6T.  THOMAa  MBBELV  A  COALING  STATION. 

St.  Thomaa  was  Tormerly  die  center  of  trade  for  ail  the  West  Indies,  merchaata  from 
the  various  other  islands  and  even  from  tlie  PaciQc  coast  of  South  America  coming  here 
to  purchase  merchandise  from  business  bonsee  which  acted  as  middle-mea  in  supplying 
the  West  Indian  trade.  It  is  no  longer  such  an  entrepdt,  for  every  plai«  on  each  island 
which  offers  any  sort  of  a  port  where  steamers  may  anchor  and  which  presents  any  in- 
ducements in  the  way  of  freight  is  in  direct  steam  commanication  with  European  ports, 
and  hence  the  merchants,  whether  doing  a  large  or  small  business,  thron^jhontall  theae 
islands  can  purchase  directly  Irom  the  European  manulacturer,  whereas  years  ego  it 
was  all  done  with  merchants  at  this  place.  One  essential  cause  fbr  the  decline  here  is 
the  fact  that  the  West  Indies  are  now  closer  commercially  with  the  Uuilod  States  than 
formerly  aad  all  the  basinet  relations  are  direct,  whereas  in  past  years  European  capital 
invested  in  these  islands  tended  naturally  to  draw  the  trade  to  Europe.  Hence  tbEa 
port  is  now  a  coaling  station,  but  no  longer  a  point  of  distribution,  as  formerly.  It  is 
still  a  port  of  call  where  vessels  in  Irallast  from  other  points  oin  aecore  charters  Ibr 
fl^ight  lor  the  various  West  Indian  ports  for  Europe  and  America. 

Tbefadlltles  in  this  line  of  business  are  not  surpassed  by  any  other  place.  Infact  I 
might  say  that  St.  Thoiuas  is  better  than  any  other  place  in  the  West  Indies,  since  it  is 
in  telegraphic  commnnicatioD  with  all  the  islands  and  has  a  harbor  which  is  safe,  com- 
modious, and  healthftil. 

There  is  probably  the  same  amount  of  tonm^te  pa^ng  through  this  port  as  in  the 
most  successful  business  years  of  the  island's  hij^heat  prosperity,  but  it  is  mostly  steam 
tonnage  which  nses  this  us  a  coaling  station  and  dlscliari;es  but  little  cargo.  The  num- 
ber and  tonnage  of  Scandinavian  vesels  siucrease  with  each  succeeding  year.  The 
charges  imposed  opon  vessels  entering  and  clearing  in  ballast  are  one  cent  per  lej^tered 
too,  light  dues.     Pilotage  is  not  coApulsory.

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Until  witbtn  tho  past  ten  yeais  thia  islknd  has  alwajH  paid  a  handsDme  revenne  to 
the  home  Government,  bnt  there  ia  now  an  annual  deficit  of  f  40.0(111.  which'  in  dae  to 
mtlilar;  eipenses  and  the  civil  list.  There  ia  no  prospect  in  the  distant  future  that  the 
revenuee  nill  balance  the  eipenditnrej,  nnleea  it  be  that  the  compietion  ol  either  the 
Panema  or  Nicaragua  canal  may  make  this  port  become  more  important  as  a  coaling 
Station  and  poeaibly  advance  other  interests,  bat  this,  however,  has  no  aolid  basis  lor 
realisAtioo.     The  importe  ehow  a  slight  increaae  over  the  previous  year. 


The  import  duty  ia  2  percent.  The  exports  do  not  exceed  $100,  (NK).  mostly  bay  ram, 
of  which  the  Kreafer  part  goes  to  the  United  States,  There  is  no  ofliciat  eta^ment  o^ 
esporta,  so  that  the  above  amount  is  conjectural,  but  approximatelj  correct. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 
The  health  or  the  Island  is  excellent.  In  recent  years  a  canal  has  been  cat  tbronsh  a 
atrip  ot  land  connecting  the  body  of  tlie  island  with  the  hills  forming  the  neetem  shel- 
ter to  the  harbor  near  the  town,  so  that  a  continnal  flow  from  the  sea  towards  the  town 
and  thrucigh  this  canal  takes  off  what  would  be  otherwise  stagnant  waternear  the  town. 
Thedeathiateduriii)!  the  quarter  eud<:d  June  JO,  18SH,  whs  about  29  tothe  thonraod 
for  the  year,  which  has  been  the  anunal  death  rat«  lor  several  yeant  past.

SailroadaiaaneAtz. — Thierailrood.bailt  with  English  capital,  was  originally  ioteoded  to 
con  D^t  Santiago — the  largest  town  in  this  district  and  principal  depot  of  an  pplies  tor  several 
neighboring  towns— with  the  port  of  Sanchez,  but  the  cost  baiiag  already  exceeded  the 
original  estimate,  and  finding  some  difficulty  in  secnring  the  right  ol  way,  this  intealion 
seems  to  have  been  indefinitely  poetpoued,  end  the  termians  ia  now  at  La  V^a,  some 
18  miles  from  Santiago,  by  the  most  feasible  ronte.  Should  it  nltimat«ly  be  eiteoded 
to  the  latter  town  it  woald  still  farther  injure  the  trade  of  this  port. 

There  is  a  rumor  current  here  that  Messrs.  Westendorp  &  Co.,  who  are  alio  allowed 
to  engage  in  commercial  enterprises,  intend  to  aend  engineem  to  survey  a  ronte  fora 
railroad  from  Pnerto  Plata  tu  Santiago. 

Although  Sanchez  is  not  in  this  consular  district,  yet,  as  it  in  oneof  theonly  twoother 
ontleta  for  its  produce  (Monte  Cristy  ia  the  other),  statistics  of  Ita  trade  may  be  inter- 
esting. I  therefore  inclose  tables  of  eiports,  imports,  and  navigation  for  the  past  year, 
previous  to  which  it  waa  not  in  actual  competition  with  this  port. 

Poliiieal. — The  flrat  election  nnder  the  revised  constitution,  which  provides  for  the  for- 
mation of  an  electoral  college,  to  elect  President  and  Vice- Preaident,  took  place  on  the  tat 
and  'id  of  November,  and  resulted  in  a  triumph  for  the  friends  of  General  Heareaui.  the 
present  incumbent,  and  who  at  the  formal  meeting  of  the  college  was  declared  elected. 
He  will  tnke  his  seat  aa  President,  for  four  years  (instead  of  two  as  heretofore),  on  the 
27th  of  February  next. 

There  were  some  attempts  at  diatnrliance  alter  the  result  of  the  election  was  known, 
and  at  Pnerto  Plata  it  was  quite  serious,  the  inaurgents  taking  posaession  of  the  town 
one  morning  and  boldinjr  it  aeveral  hours.  They  wero  finally  driven  out,  aiyl,  not  re- 
ceiving the  support  which  they  anticipated  from  their  friends  in  town.  Uie  moTement 
BOOD  fell  throDgh.  A  nnmber  were  captnred  and  imprisoned,  and  others  presenting 
themselves  with  arms  were  paroled  and  allowed  to  go  to  their  home&

490,176  Hailcwan  taelo,  while  the  ezporta  declined  3^666  H^knan  taela. 

OPIUM. 

The  trade  in  this  pemldDna  dmg  atill  oontnnnn  to  incraaaa,  the  amonnt  imported 
heioK  6,B73  picals  against  6,363  picals  in  1887,  an  increaBeor68,00Opoandaofthednig 
which  ia  at  once  the  'Chinaman's  favorite  J07  and  his  mghtftil  ontse.  The  financial 
proKtB  of  thia  trade  maioly  accrae  to  English  merchants  and  ttie  British  Indian  Oovem- 
ment.  To  moralize  over  the  evils  of  the  opinm  trade  would  be  of  no  valoe;  to  any  In- 
telligent person  the  bare  statoment  of  the  tacts  is  snfBcient  If  the  doctrine  of  rewards 
and  pnniehmente  is  to  be  exemplified  In  this  matter,  some  one  will  have  a  heavy  load  to 
carry  before  the  end  is  reached. 

XXaOBXSX  OIL. 

The  trade  In  this  artide,  Inelnding  that  leoaived  and  re-exported  to  other  Chinese 
ports,  shows  an  increase  of  abont  97,00(1  gallons.  Doling  the  month  of  October,  1886, 
a  direct  ImportAtlon  from  New  York  of  16,000  oases  of  kerosene — of  10  gallons  each — 
oooarred.  It  ia  the  flrat  direct  importation  from  the  United  Slates  which  it  has  been 
my  fdeaaore  to  chronicle.  I  nnderstond  a  ftarther  direct  importation  of  Amerioan  oil 
wtil  be  made  early  ia  1889.  Seventy  thooaand  gallons  of  Russian  oil  arrived  at  this  port 
via  Nagasaki,  Japan.  It  did  not  iiad  mach  favor  here,  and  sold  aboab  60  cents  per  case 
leaa  than  the  American  oil. 

TXA. 

There  was  an  Increaee  in  this  artide  of  export,  tlie  amount  being  182,603  pionls  against 
162,211  plcnls  In  1887. 

I  last  year  qaoted  &t>m  the  report  of  the  then  oommlssioner  of  Chinees  enatoms,  J. 
UcLeavy  Brown,  eeq.,  as  to  the  poor  quality,  etc,  of  the  Amoy  Oolong  teas.  A  new 
oommiasioner.  Mr.  J.  Lloyd  E.  Paljn,  has  snoceeded  him  at  this  port;  and  as  enatainlng 
what  his  predeoessor  said,  as  well  as  that  which  I  had  had  oocanon  to  report  aboat  the 
inferior  qnalltj  and  nndeaiiable  obaracter  of  tlis  Amoy  Oolongs,  I  quote  from  Commis- 
sioner Falm'a  trade  report,  dated  Fobmaiy  18^  1889,  aa  followa: 

"TheStstmiisteisof  Amoy  Oolongewete  on  offer  abont  the  middle  of  May,  or  abont  a 
fortnight  later  than  nsnaL  I  am  told  that  the  quality  tiirongbout  hss  beui  somewhat 
disappointing,  as  the  sole  object  of  tee  men  seems  to  liavebeen  to  prodnce  at  a  low  cost. 
The  crop  placed  on  the  market  is  said  to  have  been  almut  the  worst  thnt  has  been  seen 
for  many  years,  and  the  proportion  of  good  and  snperior  grades  turned  out  to  be  ex- 
tremely dmall.  An  eipectationhavingbeen  entertained  that  the  cropwonldhaveprOTed 
-  even  shorter  than  it  did  tended  to  a  uertain  dqpee  to  foster  aome  specolatiTe  ■^iT'faii^t 
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aod  in  Angnst  the  mairket,  it  ia  said,  was  cleared  at  11.^.50  for  fair  cargo,  while  dnring 
the  Test  of  the  aeasoii  freeb  arrivala  readily  fouad  buyers  od  the  aame  baaia.  The  aver- 
age  price  realized  was  (14.69  per  pical,  or  just  aboat  ID  per  cent,  oyer  the  price  realised 
fur  the  crop  of  18ST.  Althon((h  the  qnality  of  lait  season's  crop  of  Amoy  OoIodks  was 
aboat  the  worst  on  record,  still  the  reealts  to  teamen  are  said  to  bave  been  fairly  profit- 
able, and  the  supply  has  been  sotnewhet  larger  tban  was  at  first  snticipalcd.  While  it 
is  possibte  that  there  may  be  an  increaae  iu  the  yield  next  season,  still  a  good  deal  will 
depend  npou  the  (morse  of  the  American  market  and  the  prices  that  areobtained  for  the 
lirst  crop.  It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  the  producers  will  take  more  care  in  cnltiratlng 
the  leaf,  and  endeavor  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  qnality,  as  otberwise  the  demand  for 
their  teas  is  likely  to  be  gradually  extingnished. "

Of  the  season's  t«a8 18,579  picnis,  oi2,477,200potindB,  were  sent  by  the  Cnoadiati  ateam- 
ehip  line  to  Vaocoover,  British  Coin mbia,  and  tbeoce  by  the  Canadian  PaciSc  Baitroad  to 
the  United  States.  Late  in  the  season — the  United  States  restriction  law  baring  cot  off  the 
revenae  ttom  the  San  Francisco  steamers  arising  from  the  Chineee  (laboreraj  passenger 
traffic — they  sent  two  steamers  into  this  port  for  tea,  and  8,69*2  picnis,  eqaal  to  1,136,- 
680  pounds,  were  carried  by  them  to  San  Francisco.  Bnt  the  bnlk  of  the  season's  crop 
went  via  the  Suez  Canal  in  English  steamers  to  New  York,  tboagb  the  quantity  by  this 
Toate,  owing  to  the  compeCition  of  the  Caoadian.  and  San  Fnuicisco  steamers,  was  less 
than  went  in  former  years.  If  the  San  Francisco  steamers  continne  to  call  at  this  port 
and  properly  look  after  and  accominodate  this  trade,  I  feel  assured  that  they  will  in  the 
fntore  largely  increase  the  quantity  of  tea  going  hence  via  San  Francisco,  and  their  own 
profits  aa  well. 

7A8SKK0EK  TBAFFia 

The  number  of  natives  who  left  this  port  doring  the  year  was  73,6R3,  of  which  num- 
ber 47.908  were  for  tbe  Straits  (Cngluh)  Settlements,  13,269  were  for  tbe  Phtjlppine 
Jslaods  (Spanish  possessioos],  and  416  were  for  the  Dutch  posaeseions  in  Java,  the  re- 
mainder being  for  Hong-Kong  and  coast  ports.  The  number  of  natives  returning  to  this 
port  was  54,714.  showing  an  excess  of  18,919  persons  leaving  the  port  over  the  number 
retnmiDg.  and  niaking  a  total  movement  of  Chinese  population  of  138.347  persons.  This 
shows  how  willing  the  Chinaman  is  to  go  where  he  can  make  »  profit  for  bitnseif,  and  is 
suggestive  of  grave  consequences  following  this  incipient  overfiow  from  the  vast  popula- 
tion of  this  great  empire,  which,  aore^tricted  io  future  years,  foretells  a  human  tor- 
rent similar  to  that  which  onoe  swept  over  toulhern  Europe.  So  this  movement  of  pop- 
ulation, as  yet  only  in  its  infancy,  may  yet  overdo w  all  t)ar[ierB  bnt  force,  and  make 
conqneet  for  itself  of  tbe  richest  islands  of  the  Pacific,  Australia  included. 

It  may  or  may  not  be  political  conquest,  but  none  the  less  will  it  be  a  commercial  con- 
quest ot  some  of  the  fairest  and  most  productive  portions  of  the  earth,  until  the  Facdile 
Ocean  may  become  simply  a  Chinese  sea.  For  they  are  a  "  peculiar  "  people,  with  a 
marvelous  history  behind  them,  and  wonderful  possibilities  befote  them  which  may  or 
may  not  he  realized.

741,322  taeta,  Dative  imports  419,894  taela. 

The  adTsne*  In  fon<|ta  importH  is  mainly  due  to  the  large  Importatiai]  and  enhanced 
T^ae  of  opium  dnriiig  the  yew,  »nd  that  in  native  imparts  is  accounted  for  b;  the  great 
quantity  of  oeieals  bconirht  trom  the  north  in  ODnseqaence  of  Injmy  to  the  local  crops 
byfioods.  ThehigherTalneof  native  exports,  notnithstaading  the  diminished  shipments 
of  t«ais«ipllJned  m^nlr  by  the  &ct  that  nhile  the  quantity  of  tea  exported  decreased, 
its ^ae greatly iDcreasedl  Theteateasonopened  much  earlier  and  at  prices  mnch  higbw 
in  1888  than  in  1687.  TbeprioespaidfoTSonte  "fiucy  crops"  ware  nearly  double  tboM 
Of  1887. 

The  gross  nlaeofthe  trade  dniing  the  year  was:  Foreign  goods,  4,650, 464  taels;  n*- 
ti*e  gomls,  1S,913,63B  taelsj  giud  total,  17,264,076  taela. 


The  Imports  of  opium  are  mnch  larger  than  for  last  year,  6,166  plcals  fpleal=:133} 
ponods)  having  paned  into  coDBnmptlou  in  1888,  while  in  1887  there  were  4,994,  and  in 
1886,  4,903.  The  use  of  the  drug  is  gradually  Increasing  among  the  native  people,  not- 
withstandlnK  its  deplorable  effects.  Halwa  exceeds  by  444  picnls  the  flgnres  of  1887, 
and  the  prices  paid  for  it  were  mnch  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  oonsnmp- 
tiOD  of  Brn^!  was  loeater  than  the  preceding  year.  This  brand  ia  in  high  lavor,  being 
free  from  adulteration.  The  prosperityof  the  opinm  trade  is  said  not  to  iM-neSt  the  large 
fiiTeifni  firms  engaged  In  tlie  bnainees,  for  the  cnstoms  bonding  system  has  made  it  all 
bnt  impossible  to  oorapeto  with  Um  natire  traders.  TtMie  tus  been  an  increased  im- 
portation of  other  foreign  goods,  snoh  as  cotton,  piece  goods,  shirtings,  etc.,  which  show 
an  advance  of  upwards  of  13,000  pieces.  It  is  difficult  to  acconnt  for  this  iocrease. 
Hetels  remain  about  the  sams.  eicepting  tin  and  lead  which  show  an  increase.  Eero- 
seDS  (dl  stands  SO.OOO  higher  than  the  quantity  imported  the  preeeiting  year.  The  con- 
samption  of  kenseiM  oil  is  andonbtedly  on  the  iacreane,  notwithstanding  that  the  hlgh- 
offit^Is  bB*e  prohi)>ited  its  nss,  on  the  allied  grounds  that  It  is  daugeroos  on  aocoonk 
of  fires.    lUa  piohiUtlon,  however,  is  not  rigidly  enforced.

The  qnantitv  oxportod  Id 
1SS7  was  615,673  piculs ;  tn  1668  the  quantity  was  K)3,23&  pioals,  Bhowing  a  daMeaae 
of  62,438  pienle.  The  Iws  was  Id  espOTte  to  Great  BritaiD  and  British  America.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  quantity  snipped  to  tbe  United  States  of  America  of  6,795 

A  competnnt  authority  on  tbe  specialties  of  tbe  trado  in  an  Interaetlng  and  Talaa- 
ble  account  of  the  trade  of  1888,  says: 

"The  i«a  seaaoQ  for  the  year  has  been  obaraoterized  by  mnob  the  same  featnrea  as 
In  IB^,  tie:  A  sbrinkaee  of  sopplles,  with  nnfbTtnnately  bnt  little  rellof  to  the  al- 
ready overstocked  London  and  colonial  markets  except  in  the  negatlvB  sense  tbat 
their  complete  collapse  has  been  averted,  for  witbont  donbt  had  bo  mnoh  tea  been 
pirked  and  forwarded  by  natives  to  Fooobow  as  in  1687,  priocB  woold  have  receded 
to  a  rnioone  point  for  both  natives  and  foreinnera. 

"Tbe  competition  from  India  and  Ceylon  is  beginning  to  be  serioaBly  felt.  It  is  in 
Great  Britain  thai  India  and  Ceylon  are  makine  snob  rapid  progress,  and  it  Is  then 
tbat  Foochon  teas  are  losing  theii  position,  aa  shown  by  tbe  following  export  flfinres:

EXPORTe. 

There  ha*  been  a  docreaae  in  the  followinscaitiolBs,  viz :  Prnit  and  pearl  barley,  the 
oropaof  which  weredeiioient;  prawDHandfifih,whichwereBOBTce  and  dear;  irilk.wbioh 
waa  injored  by  drought  and  floods.  There  was,  also,  a  decrease  in  thevalae  of  skins, 
thongh  an  actnal  increase  in  the  qnantity  exported. 

There  hasbeeu  an  increaaein  the  following  articles,  v\t:  Liqnorioeand  tobacoo-Ieaf, 
whieh  are  very  cheap,  owina  to  the  good  crops  in  IBt)7 ;  eoooans,  for  which  there  waa 
a  great  demand  in  France ;  beana  and  uaator-oil,  for  which  there  waa  a  great  demand 
in  Sooth  China. 

KATIGATIOH. 

Thf  ice  brokeDpoiithe3'2d  of  March,  and  the  first  steamer  arrived  on  the  25th,  bat 
no  sailing  vessel  before  the  tst  of  April.  Tbe  last  steamer  and  the  last  sailing  vessel 
left  uu  the  24Ih  November.  Ice  llrst  appeared  in  quantity  on  the  23d  November,  and 
the  nver  froEe  across  on  tbe  .id  of  January. 

The  figures  given  in  the  tables  which  follow,  show,  when  compared  with  those  of 
1887,  so  increase  in  steamers  of  19  vessels  and  16,160  tons,  and  a  decrease  in  sailing 
vessels  of  14  vesxels  and  5,539  tons,  being  a  total  increase  of  6  veaaels  aod  11,631  tons. 

Two  charters  were  effected  at  this  port,  althoagb  at  times  there  waa  an  uotive  in- 

J  airy  for  tonnage.    Itia  worthy  of  note  that  an  nnnanally  large  number  of  steamers 
principally  German)  were  ander  monthly  oharter  to  Chinese. 
Buaiuess  waa  very  good  in  apring,  quiet  in  anmmer,  and  dull  iu  the  falL  '

yeu)  with  that  of  the  ex  pen  df  tore  for  Uie  preceding  fiaoal  year  (75,3(0,943.93  yen,  the 
unm  of  6,334, 516, H39  yen,  apeoiftl  expenditure  of  the  navy  department,  as  well  aa 
33,394  yen,  the  expense  connected  with  tbe  Inne  of  the  navy  loan  bonds,  which  is 
now  placed  in  the  exn<'iiditnre  of  the  flnauoial  department,  being  deducted),  the  in- 
crease is  1,206,369,829  yen. 

Important  poltits  relating  to  the  annual  CHtimates  are  m  follows : 

(I)  Until  t£e  last  (twenty-flrst)  flsoal  year  revenue  wae  divided  into  three  porta, 
flrat,  second,  and  third ;  and  expenditure  into  four  parts,  first,  second,  third,  and 
fourth.  Also  each  part  of  tlio  revenue  was  classified  into  kwan  (article),  ko  (sec- 
tion), and  moku  (item) ;  and  e»ab  part  of  the  expenditure  Into  kwan,  ko,  mokn,  and 
eetsu  (subitera).  But  in  practice  tbis  classification  was  not  found  convenient.  The 
system  is  therefore  altered  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  revenne,  aa  well  aa  the 
expenditure,  are  divided  into  ordinary  and  extraordinary.  Tbe  revenue,  ordinary  or 
extraordinary,  is  not  divided  into  parta,  but  the  ontinsry  expenditure  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  first  and  second.  The  reserve  fund  in  the  national  treasury  is  notincluded 
in  the  articles  (kwan)  of  tbe  extraordinary  oxpenditnTO,  Again,  thoagh  there  is  no 
change  with  rogardtotheorder  uf  the  kwan,  ko,  mokn,  and  setsu,  yet  certain  changes 
in  the  manner  of  additLon  or  re- arrange tuent  are  wade  for  tbe  sake  of  greater  con- 
venience and  perspicacity. 

(S)  The  maximum  amount  of  treaenry  bills  to  lie  issued  in  the  cnrreut  fiscal  year 
la  now  fixed  by  imperial  ordinance.  According  to  rengh  estimates  mode  at  present, 
this  maximnm  will  be  reached  in  November  only,  of  the  twenty -second  year  of  Meiji 
(1H89).  Therefore,  the  average  estimate  of  amounts  issued  in  each  monih  of  the  fiscal 
year  should  not  be  more  than  7,070,000  yen,  aaara  leas  than  the  tenth  psi^  of  the  total 
revenue  or  exoenditure. 

(3)  Aa  the  time  of  the  payment  of  tbe  sixth  inatallmi'nt  of  the  land-tax  ia  from  the 
lit  bo  the  20th  of  April,  Its  receipt  ia  subseqnent  to  the  expiration  of  the  fia^-al  year. 
Accordingly,  in  the  first  half  of  every  fiscal  year,  the  amount  of  the  revenue  ia  always 
less  than  that  of  the  expenditure,  and  It  becomes  indispensable  to  issue  a jcrealer 
unonnt  of  treasury  bills  during  that  period.  In  the  tweuty-firat  Qacalyearof  Mei^l,  a 
method  to  remedy  thia  inconvenience  was  devised  and  rFceived  the  aanctlon  dl  the 
cabinet.  By  this  method  7,500,000  yen,  correaponding  to  the  estimated  ainonut  of  the 
revetine  to  be  derived  from  the  land-tax  in  the  sixth  period,  it  defrayed  out  of  the  re- 
•ervefund,  and  included  ii  the  general  account.  Tlius  the  amonnt  of  tbe  revenoe 
derived  fl;om  the  revenue  of  the  land-tax  In  the  sixth  period  is  withdrawn  from  the 
twenty-list  fiscal  year  of  MeiJi,  aud  added  to  the  estimates  of  the  curreiit  fiscal  year. 
Hence,  thongb  in  the  last  Hscal  year,  (beanoont  of  payments  of  !ntere«t  on  treasury 
bills  andof  fees  of  management  was  estimatod  as  667,000  yen  (approximately),  jet. 
In  tbe  oarrent  fiscal  year  364,000  yen  (approiimately),  suffices  for  the  payment  of 
interest  on  treasury  bills  and  of  fees.  Tbe  decrease  thus  resulting  (about  302,000 yen) 
ts  Applied  to  the  redemption  of  other  national  debts. 

(4)  The  rates  of  taxes  on  the  export  of  Baik6  and  the  like  from  Okinawa  prefecture 
ftre  fixed  according  to  Imperial  ordinaucu  Vo.  12,  promulgated  in  Morehof  the  twenty- 
first  year  of  Meiji.  The  rate  of  the  tax  on  tobacco  is  modified  in  accordance  with  impe- 
rial ordinance  No.  SO,  promulgated  in  April  of  tbe  same  year.  The  rate  of  tax  on 
shoyu  is  modified  according  to  imperial  ordinance  No.  47,  promulgated  in  Jane  of 
the  same  year.  The  duty  on  the  exportation  of  coal  ia  abolished  in  accordance  with 
imperial  ordinance  No.  56,  promulgated  in  July  of  tbe  same  year.  The  rates  of 
stamps  for  registration   are  determined  according  to  imperial  ordinance  No.  6(1,  pro- 

inlgated  in  October  of  the  same  year.    The  rat^sof  taxes  on  time  bargains  of  n 


exchangee  ia  modified  according  to  imperial  ordinance  No.  7i,  promulgated  in  No- 
vember of  the  tame  year.  Finally  the  duties  on  tbe  exportation  of  medicines  and 
draga  are  abolished  according  to  imperial  ordinance  No.  S3,  promnlgated  in  Decem- 


ber of  the  same  year. 

(6)  By  Imperial  ordiuaooe  No.  62,  promnlgated  in  Angnstof  tbe  twenty-first  year 
of UeUI,  tbe rsTeuae  from  river  banka  in  ku  (nrban  distrlcta)  of  tbecity  of  Toklo  is 
.  traiufemd  to  a  fnnd  for  the  Improvement  of  tbe  city  of  Tokio.  Thus  the  revenue 
derived  from  rents  of  river  banks  In  the  city  of  Tokio  ia  omitted  frnm  the  estimates 
of  the  current  fiMal  year,  tboagb,  hitherto,  it  was  included  in  the  receiptsW  tbe 
national  treamry. 

(6)  On  account  of  transferring  the  coal  mineof  Miike  to  private  ownership,  in  Jan- 
naW  of  tbe  twenty-second  yearof  MeiJI,  and  in  conseqaenoe  of  placing  the  two  mines 
ofSado  and  Iknno  in  the  property  of  Uieimperialboosebold  from  the  tnenty-seeond 
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fiscal  yeAT  of  Heiji,  the  ptofita  to  be  derired  from  ihew  three  mlDM  an  not  Inelnded 
lu  the  reoeipta  for  the  pceeeDt  flsoal  jeax, 

(T)  AlthoQgh  the  railway  id  Hokkaido  vaalet  topriTateoapitallitainHarohof  the 
twenty-flrat  year  of  Meiji,  yet  the  ooDaCraetioD  of  Che  rallw^e  betweeo  Daifa  and 
Hnmamatflu,  between  Sekiyama  and  Karaixawa,  Rud  between  Eodzu  and  Sbfanoka, 
ia  completed.  Thus,  eompared  with  the  budget  for  the  laat  Ascalyoar,  ItwtUbeteen 
that  there  ia  a  conaiderable  inoreaee  ia  the  amoaot  of  the  profit  deriTed  from  rail- 
waya. 

(H)  The  privy  oonnoil  waa  established  aeeordloK  to  imperial  ordinanoe  No.  32, 
pTonmlKated  in  April  of  the  tweDty-flrat  yearof  Mt)iji,aDdthe  Eagawa  prefecture  waa 
ereoted  according  to  imperial  ordinaboe  No.  TJ,  promulgated  in  December  of  tlio  aame 
year.     Theli  expunaea  are  therefore  added  to  the  budget  for  tbe  oarrent  fiscal  year. 

(9)  On  acooimt  of  eatabliabieg  foat  ooasuUtea  at  bromeo  in  Qemjany,  Oiloaaa  in 
Rnsaia,  and  Bombay  and  Vancouver  in  (English  territory,  expenditorea  on  these  aO' 
"e  added  to  the  budget  for  the  oi -  "  -   ■ 

_         _  _,     .  u  in  the  Cabinet  waa  abi-lished,  and 

ite  affaire  transferred  to  the  Teitioku  Daigahn  (Impenal  University).  By  imperial 
ordinance  No.  Bl,  promalgated  in  Deceoiber  of  the  twenty-flrat  year  of  He^i,  the 
obaervatory  hitherto  placed  under  the  three  departments — the  home,  navy,  andedn- 
eatioual — and  boafnees  relating  to  the  making  of  almanacs  hitherto  transacted  by  the 
home  department  were  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  edncational  department. 
Thus,  in  theestinialflsof  thelastfiscalj-oar.theappropriaiion  included  in  the  expend- 
iture of  the  cabinet  for  the  oompllation  of  history,  and  the  appropriation  included  in

(14)' The  navy  special  expendltnre  of  17,000,000  yen  ;  that  la  to  aay,  the  total 
amount  of  the  navy  loau  raised  under  tbe  auCbority  of  imperial  ordinauci?  No.  47,  pro- 
mulgated in  June  of  tbe  nineteenth  year  of  HeiJi,  was  all  inelnded  iji  the  budgete  of 
the  laHt  three  fiscal  years.  Tbiia,  tbia  item  is  not  uientionvd  in  tbe  budget  of  the  cnr- 
rent  flsoal  year,  but  the  expenditure  of  the  navy  deparment  ia  increased  to  a  total  of 
7,000,000  yen  in  consequence  of  contemplated  additions  to  that  arm  of  tbe  service. 
The  I'uaaon  why  tbe  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expendiCurea  of  tbe  navy  depart- 
ment amount  in  the  present  budget  to  7,I50,3I)»  yen  ia  that  a  sum  of  1S0,0U0,D0U  yen 
is  specially  rciuired  to  meet  tbe  cost  of  works  at  Yokosnka  dockyard,  and  a  sum  of 
SOe  yen  to  meet  the  cost  of  worka  at  Onobama  dockyard. 

(I!i)  A  gradual  ext«neiou  of  tbe  functions  of  the  department  of  Justice,  and  the 
devel  >pment  of  business  in  tbe  department  of  com mnnioat inns,  explain  tbe  fact  Ihat 
each  of  theie  departments  requires  an  increnee  of  apprnpriation.  Thus  it  will  iKtseeu 
that  there  is  a  large  addition  to  the  estimated  expenditures  of  both  departments  iu 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

(16)  Matters  relatlug  to  tbe  redemption  of  paper  money  bavlng  been  gradually 
placed  on  a  aound  footing,  there  ia  no  aeccestty  to  truusler  anyliirge  amount  of 
money  to  the  fund  for  this  purpose  in  the  current  fiscal  year.

mPORTS  AND  BXPORTS. 

The  Import  trade  ttwUlbeobservedfoc  the  past  year  shows  an  Inoreaae  of  |474,380, 
irhile  the  export  trade  shona  a  decrease  of  (712,785,  a  total  decrease  in  the  trade  of 
the  port  of  fS3tt,345.  The  tables  appended  bare  as  osual  been  compiled  from  the 
pnbfished  statisuos  of  the  Japanese  Qovernment. 

PETBOLEtTU. 

Kerosene  eontlnnes  to  be  the  principal  article  of  import  direct  ftwm  the  United 
States.  Two  direct  cargoes  airived  from  Philadelphia,  and  some  reebipped  American 
kerosene  reached  here  from  boih  Shanghai  and  Yokohama.  Deliveries  for  the  year, 
however,  show  considerable  falling  off  as  compared  with  those  of  18^6.  This  does  not 
mean  decreased  consumption,  but  la  the  result  of  many  places  in  the  anrrounding 
country  having  drawn  their  supplies  from  Kobe,  where,  owing  to  competition,  prices 
have  ruled  lower.  Some  15,000  cases  have  been  shipped  to  vFadiwostock,  the  neigh- 
boring military  post  in  Siberia,  during  tbe  year,  and  10,DO0  cases  to  Hakodate.  Sam- 
pies  of  Bnseiao  oil  from  Bntoum  have  reached  this  port.  Tbe  cases  and  cans  are  very 
similar  to  the  Americaq.  The  oil  is  water  white  and  called  t^O"  test.  It  is  not  at 
present  so  well  received  as  the  American  article,  but.  its  friends  claim  that  it  will 
eventually  oooipete  with  it,  If  it  can  be  laid  dot*n  in  Japan  cheaper.  The  advanced 
coat  of  oil  in  the  United  Ststee  tbe  latter  part  of  the  past  year  will,  I  fear,  make  a 
good  opening  for  the  Bussiaii  article  in  both  China  and  Japsn,  and  as  in  my  estima- 
tion the  introdnotioD  of  Knssian  oil  is  a  real  danger  to  the  import  trade  of  Japan  with 
tbe  United  States,  I  think  it  proper  to  quote  the  following  newspaper  article  relative 
to  the  matter  which  baa  appeared  in  the  Japan  Mail,  published  at  Yokohama. 

"There  recently  arrived  here  tbe  English  ateanier  Monarch,  which  brougbt  to 
this  city  from  Batoum  o:m;,000  gallons  of  oilin  ailty-Beven  thousand  cans.  It  is  the  first 
time  that  Russian  oil  has  appeared  in  Japan.  It  was  ordered  by  Jardine,  Matbesou  & 
Co.,  one  of  tbe  l.-irgpst  Engliah  firms  doing  bnsiuess  in  East  Asia,  through  the  Commer- 
cial and  Industrial  Company  of  Bnku.  The  Jf on  arc  A  was  chartered  speoinlly  for  thit 
pnrpoae.  At  the  very  news  of  the  arrlTal  of  tbe  Russian  oil  at  Japan,  the  price  of 
American  oil  fell  5  cents  per  can.  It  is  believed  here  thatBuesiau  oil  will  ultimately 
drive  American  oil  out  ot  Japan,  owing  to  its  superiority  and  to  tbe  great  infinence 


here  of  tbe  firm  which  bas  nndertaken  the  bnsineijS.  Both  Enelisb  and  Japanese 
papers  welcome  Bossian  oil,  that  it  may  pot  an  end  to  America's  monopoly  in  this 
branch  of  trade  in  Japan.

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OOBXAH  TBAM. 

A  featuro  of  tbe  Import  trade  at  thi*  port,  whloh  dow  oot  flgnre  In  tti«  MtnniB,  la 
the  trade  !□  oert^n  ataplM  for  Corea,  aooh  aa  ihirtingH,  Tiotoria  lawns,  drilla,  eto. 
The  large  demand  for  ahlrtiaKS  In  Corea  is  moatly  aapplied  with  Maooheater  goods, 
which  are  simply  transhipped  her<'  to  the  steamers  plying  between  this  port  and  ths 
Corean  ports  or  stored  In  bond  antil  sold.  The  demand  is  for  10  and  11  pound  ahirt- 
ings  of  lull  width,  38  and  40  inobea.  This  trade  with  Corea  is  now  almost  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  Japanese  merohants,  wlio,  howerer,  get  their  eoppllei  from  fbieign 
importen.  Victoria  lawns  in  considerable  quantities  also  pass  tbroogh  thta  port  tn 
the  same  manner  dnriog  the  spring  and  Hammer.  In  my  last  year's  report  I  Bailed  at- 
tention, at  some  length,  to  the  fact  that,  with  the  exception  of  drills,  the  bulk  of  the 
import  trade  to  Japan  and  Corea,  in  textile  fabrioa,  was  not  with  the  United  State*.

The  ataple  artlolea  of  export  wgregating  the  sieateet  ralne  In  1B86  baTs  an^n  this 

C 'consisted  of  tea,  Corean  aide*,  oampbor,  tobaoeo,  rice,  and  coal.  Althongb  there 
been  daring  the  past  year  a  iliglit  inereaae  in  onantitT  and  ralne  of  the  aiport 
of  teaftom  Najpuaki  dae  to  ademandforit  in  North  Chinawbereit  iasant  in-origiual 
bale*  without  any  preparation,  anoh  a*  flring.ete.,  tb«  trade  with  America  and 
Earope  ba*  greatly  lallen  off.  At  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  tb«  direot  axporten 
here  closed  his  tea  flring  establishmeDt,  a*  the  Nagasaki  tea*  are  bnt  little  wanted  in 
tbe  United  States,  and  the  demand  from  Canada  has  greatly  decreased.  This  is  partly 
dne  to  over  export  of  tea  in  1886,  which  left  a  large  anrplas  on  hand,  and  partly  to 
tbe  tea-grower  in  this  district  being  caieleaa  In  pTokiDg  and  manipnlatinK  the  leaf, 
thereby  furnishing  the  trade  with  an  article  retr  much  inferior  to  that  of  Northern 
Japan.  Tbe  direct  export  of  tea  from  tbla  port  is  also  less,  owing  to  some  demand 
for  tbe  infaiior  lea  of  this  part  of  Japan  in  the  Kobe  and  Yokohama  maiketi  for  the 
purpose  of  mixing  It  with  tbe  better  leaa  of  those  districts. 

Tne  expert  of  Corean  bides  £rom  this  port  to  the  United  States,  vhlob  two  years 
ago  promised  well,  shows  during  the  paaC  year  a  considerable  deerease  dne  to  vwions 
eauaea,  chief  of  which  are  tbe  smaller  nnmber  of  hidesshipped  flramCoiea,  low  prices 
in  the  home  marketa,  and  the  inoreaaing  demand  in  Japan  for  home  ooQenmption. 
Leather  is  becoming  more  in  demand  in  Japan,  and  the  Japanese  are  rapidly  learning 
to  prepare  it.  The  city  of  Osaka  has  taken.  It  is  said,  about  half  the  bide*  shippea 
from  Corea  during  the  past  year,  and  if  the  demand  ooutinnee,  of  which  there  is 
•very  reason  to  iielieve,  the  export  trade  in  this  article  will  oeaae.  There  was  a 
alight  increase  in  the  export  of  camphor.     Most  of  the  supply  was  taken  by  o-  -  " — 

Government  to  keep  Dp  tbe  supply,  vis,  planting  atreefor  everyonefelled)  isbeitig 
denuded  of  camphor  trees,  and  tbat  there  will  be  a  scarcity  of  the  drug  in  the 
market  sbonld  tbnre  be  an  increased  demand  at  borne,  a*  the  newly  planted  tree  is 
slow  of  growth.  I  may  say  tbat  oampbor  wood  as  a  tlmtier,  formerly  so  common  bere 
and  an  article  of  export,  haa  almoat  ^aappeared  from  the  market.  Tobaooo,  which 
formerly  was  a  leading  article  of  export  from  Naga*aki,is  not  now  in  muoh  dematid, 
owing  probably  lo  the  Enropean  market*  being  fully  snpplled  with  other  cheap  kinds. 
The  shipment*  of  rice  and  wheat  from  thi*  port  to  foreign  markets  ahow  a  eousidera- 
hie  Islling  off  a*  aompan<d  with  1886,  Sea-weed,  outtle-flsh,  medioinaa,  pine  planka. 
and  Umlrar  have  beau  exported  to  atwnt  the  same  extent  a*  the  pMTiona  year  and 
almost  entirely  by  the  Chineae. 

The  past  year  has  seen  an  Inoreaae  In  the  export  of  ooal,  and,  as  In  former  yean,  it 
i*  the  chief  article  of  export.  The  output  of  the  mines  near  here  bas  amonnted  dur- 
ing 1B87  to  nearly  450,00(1  tons-  Every  step  is  being  taken  by  the  partip*  lotereeted 
to  fo*tei  tbe  coal  trade  of  tblaport,  and  the  opening  of  tbei^n  uiiues,  wluobXnMr 
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tioned  in  last  jear*!  i«p«»^,  is  atill  belog  oairiod  on,  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  oom- 
pleted  bj  the  time  the  pTWCDt  working  minea  are  esbacuted.  The  export  trade  in 
ooal  from  this  port  ii  th«  most  promiaing  for  the  fbtnre  of  Nagaaalu. 

DOCKS  AND  KNOINB  WORKS. 

The  doofc,  pateot  dip,  and  engine  works  located  hate  are  still  in  anooenfol  opera- 
tion. A  oottoD-yam  mannfaotory  was  established  here  in  1007,  and  Is  tnming  oat 
about  aOO  catties  of  jain  daily.

Aooording  to  the  present  arrangement,  work 
will  be  doaeflrston  the  following  tines,  beginningatSimonoseld  Strait,  MojitoOnua, 
Ooagato  Hakata,andHakatato  Knrame.  The  respective  distanoeearetjO,  27,  and  Sz^ 
miles,  and  the  respective  cost  is  estimated  at  t839,950,  (1,105,940,  and  $9a4,t»54.  The 
flrst  section  Is  to  be  oonipleted  in  Deoember,  18bS,  the  seooiid  iu  November,  1690,  and 
the  third  in  Jnne,  1891.  According  to  tba  same  arrangement  Nagasaki  will  be  eon. 
nected  by  rail  with  the  principal  places  in  Kiushln  in  Jnne,  m96.

DariDg  lrt88  the  trade  of  Qreat  Britain  inoreased35peroent.,  China's  11  percent., 
United  States'  10}  peroenL,  Germany's  IS}- per  cent.,  and  France's  40  per  cenL  Large 
pnrcliasea  of  eilk  at  the  olow  of  the  year  added  materially  to  France's  trade,  as  well 
d  tb«  trade  of  the  United  Statoa.

It  woaldseem  aaif  tbelangcontiDaed  ooiamerojal  depreesloa  whlcb  baa  al&lotsd 
Paleetioe  had  reacbed  tbU  year  its  olimas.  Tbe  prevailing  droagbt  bas  been  diias- 
troD8  iu  its  coDHeqnences.  In  many  partit  of  the  coDotry  all  agrioaUnrai  produots, 
cereals  as  wall  as  vegetables  and  frnits,  have  been  more  or  Tesi  injnred.  or  com- 
pletely destroyed  for  wantof  rain;  while  sicknesa  and  death  Iibtb  been  alarmingly 
ir^nent. 

Tlie  "former  rain,"  wbiob  generally  begins  abont  tbe  olose  of  October,  was  not 
only  nnusnally  late  in  making  ita  appaanuce,  bnt  carae  in  too  small  an  amount  Ut 
be  of  muob  eOeot.  As  a  resnlt,  plowing  was  delayed  for  six  weeks  later  than  usual. 
Tbe  "  middle  rain  "  was  markedly  deficient  in  qoantity ;  and  tbere  was  little  or  no 
appearance  of  the  "  latter  rain  "  till  tbe  month  of  April,  when  all  bope  of  It  bad  been 
abandoned,  and  wben,  in  most  oaoes,  it  was  too  late  to  produce  tbe  desired  effect. 
Ah  early  as  the  month  of  March  cattle  bad  l>een  driven  into  many  of  the  fields  to  de- 
Tonr  the  pcTlsliing  crops,  which  it  was  evident,  tbrongbinsnStcient  moiatore,  would 
not  come  to  perfection. 

The  volume  of  tbe  export  trade,  thongh  usnally  maoh  smaller  tban  that  of  the  im- 
ports, baa  receded  extraordinarily  this  year,  giving  only  tbe  amonnt  of  |f418,I60, 
against  $1,142,710  of  imports;  a  result  that  must  be  ascribed  mainly  to  tbebadcropa 
in  conaeqnence  of  tbe  f^lnre  of  rain.

TBE  OBANQK  AND  I.KUON  CBOP. 

Tbe  nrodnce  of  the  oranKV  and  lemon  gmvea  of  Jaffa  and  its  neighborhood,  where 
those  frnita  are  >;hieflf  cultivated,  lias  been  comparalively  good,  or  at  loiwt  fair. 
Owing  to  the  abundant  nieauH  of  Irrigation  at  Jallii,  vfherethe  water  ieBuuplieil  from 
DUiuerons  springs  and  wells,  bj  moaUH  of  the  ancient  wooden  water-wheel  propelled 
b;  horse-power,  the  severe  drought  which  so  seriunsly  injured  frnits  in  olber  parts  of 
Palestine  was  there  of  little  effect.  Asa  rule,  about  two-thirds  of  this  important 
crop  are  exported.  Of  this,  the  greater  part  goes  to  Turkey  itself  and  to  Egypt. 
The  price  realized  was  |12  per  1,500.  Tbe  usage  is  that  1,500  oranges  are  reckoned  t« 
the  thousand,  so  as  to  allow  for  all  losses  iu  transportation,  snch  as  deouy,  et<j.  Both 
oranges  and  lemons  were  of  good  qnallty;  the  Jaffa  fruit  being  celebrated  for  Its  ex- 
celleoce  tbe  world  over.  The  proportion  of  tlie  lemon  crop  to  that  of  the  orange  is 
about  oDe  per  cent.  A  small  proportion  of  liTnet  is  also  produced,  tbe  soil  being 
eqnally  well  adapted  for  the  culture  of  this  valuable  fruit. 

The  amount  of  land  at  Jaffa  and' its  vicinity  devoted  to  tlie  production  of  these 
fruits  had  been  largely  added  to  during  the  last  few  years,  and  in  consequence  laud 
sniteu  to  this  purpose  has  greatly  advanced  in  price. 

This  hafl  not  been  as  good  a  year  for  olives  as  was  last  year.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  tbe  olive  groves  ofJern»<alem  and  the  enrrounding  villages  have  produced  abont 
10,000  gallons  of  oil,  which  have  sold  at  |S.15  per  gallon.  Ifeither  the  olives  nor  the 
oil  produced  here  are  of  as  fine  a  qaality  as  those  from  the  Lebanon.  It  is  probable 
that  with  better  care  of  tbe  trees,  which  generally  receive  but  little  culture  or 
attention,  the  qnantitr  and  quality  of  the  crop  would  be  largely  improved.  The 
methods  of  extracting  tne  oil  are  also  of  the  cradest  aJid  most  ueglifi:eut  character. 

WIMB   AKD   GRAPEe. 

The  )p«pe  crop  also  was  this  year  Inferior  to  that  of  the  previous  irear;  hut  still 
was  fairly  abundant.  The  grapee  of  Palestine  are  of  superior  quality  and  of  Im- 
memorial renown.  Tney  are  ripe  from  July  to  November;  and  never  suffer  from 
mildew,  and  are  free  from  the  diseases  which  have  afflicted  the  vineyards  of  France 
and  other  countries. 

An  exoellent  article  of  wine  is  made  here,  and  at  reasonable  prices.  The  Qermsn 
and  Jewish  colonies  have  largely  planted  vineyards,  sud  have  entered  on  the  manu- 
fftctore  of  wines  t«  a  considerable  extent.  These  have  already  attracted  souie  atten- 
tion, and  the  export,  though  at  present  smsU,  will  doubtless  improve  when  tbe  van- 
one  brands  of  wine  are  better  known.  At  the  German  colony  at  JerDsatem,  both 
clarut  and  sweet  wines  are  made  of  excellent  quality,  and  of  tbe  pare  unadulterated 
jnice  of  tbe  grape.  Of  tbe  latter,  one  has  been  pronoonoed  by  competent  judges 
eqnul  to  the  celebrated  LmArgina  Chriiti.  These  wines  retail  at  abont  30  cunts  per 
qnart  bottle.     Lower  grades  of  wine  are  much  cheaper. 

Vinesof  the  Isabella  grape  of  the  United  8t«teshavubeen  Introduced  into  some  of  the 
-vineyards  at  Jaffa  and  elsewhere,  Tliis  grape,  though  among  the  earliest  cnltivatcd 
in  the  Unite4  States,  is  there  retcarded  as  rather  inferiorin  flavor;  bnt  tbe  climate  and 
aoll  af  Palestine  have  greatly  improved  the  fruit,  from  which  a  highly  esteemed  wine 
lias  been  prod  need. 

In  the  Oermsn  Colony  a  regular  press  is  used  to  crash  the  grapes;  but  thronghont 
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uuUt  carments,  nith  feet  and  legs  bared  to  the  thlfch,  HterAll;  tretwl  out  the  Jnloe, 
-which  is  ran  off  iDto  wooden  trongbs,  from  which  ll  is  flDally  drawn  or  dipped  into 
barrels  or  vats,  to  pasa  tbrongh  the  proceaa  of  fermeDtation. 

It  ma;  not  be  considered  ont  of  place  to  mention,  tn  this  cnnneotion,  that  the 
"  Kingfs  wine-prewea,"  referred  to  in  Scripture,  haTe  been  recuntl;  ideotifled  here. 
Thoy  are  reserroirs  oat  in  the  horizontal  race  of  the  mlid  rook,  to  the  northward  of 
the  city,  and  oatotdeof  the  site  of  the  third  wall.  It  is  to  be  feared  that,  in  the  in- 
creused  domand  for  stouefor  bnitdiog  purposes  in  the  immediate  vlci nit;  of  Jeraaalem, 
the;  will  soon  fall  a  prey  to  the  qnarry-mea :  and  so  disappear  a  moot  inUreayug 
relio,  dating  baok  to  the  timee  of  the  kings  of  Israel  and  Jndah. 

PBTKOLKOM  A^tD  OTHER  lUFORTfl. 

An  encoiirnging  featnre  as  regards  imports  is  that  petrolenm  from  the  United  States 
hns  poBitivtlj  refrained  some  of  its  lost  gronnd ;  the  lAbles  showing  this  year  a  sale 
of  IU,000  caws.  As  com[iared  with  the  amoant  imported  in  1887,  which  was  only 
1,1JOO  cases,  this  rniut  ha  regarded  as  a  most  favorable  indication  of  the  preference  for 
tiie  American  article,  and  a  retnm  to  its  nsc,  which  I  have  done  ■everything  in  my 
,  power  to  foster.  The  result  must  be  attributed  largely  to  the  oil  from  Rnssia  not 
satisl^ing  in  quality  Ibe  requiremeuts,  notwithstanding  Che  many  professions  which 
have  been  circulated  as  lo  greater  care  in  its  refinement  and  preparation. 

It  is  unnecessary  I  shnuld  repeat  the  remarks  on  this  sabjeot  wbich  I  hare  made  in 
in;  previnua  reports. '  The  only  possibility  we  have  of  competing  here  with  Russia  in 
this  ftrtirle,  is  in  keeping  up  the  standard,  and  forwarding  here  only  the  beelqnality 
of  Ibooil,  while  keeping  th>;  price  as  low  aaponible. 

As  t«  tlio  oiher  imports,  I  beg  to  refer  to  the  accompanying  tables,  This  is  indeed 
a  restricted  lield.  Articles  of  eyery-day  ose  by  all  olawea  in  the  United  State*,  in  a 
country  so  poor  aa  this  is,  mnst  be  regarded  by  the  masses  as  absolate  luxuries. 


Among  the  principal  industries  nf  Jerusalem  is  the  welMmown  ollre-wood  work. 
An  averuse  business  has  hi^n  dnue  the  past  year,  though  the  nnmber  of  pertwns  en- 
gaged in  it  and  the  eagi'mess  Co  sell  at  low  prices,  would  seam  lo  imply  that  it  is 
somewhat  overdone.  A  great  variety  of  articles  are  maunfactnred.  Amimgtbe  larger 
are  pieces  of  household  furniture,  such  iis  tables,  wricing-deeks,  chests  of  drawers,  and 
trnrdrobes ;  while  the  sm.itlor  artioles  are  of  an  innumerable  desoription,  including 
pictare- frames,  boxes  aud  caskets,  covers  for  books,  paper-knives,  ink-stands,  and  ar- 
ticles of  devottoo,  auob  as  crosses,  crnciGzes,  communion  servioes,  toaaries,  etc, 

UOTEBB-OP-PBiltL  WORK. 

The  town  of  Bethlehem  is  the  seat  of  the  mother-of-pearl  work  manufacture,  which 
it  almost  completely  monopolizes.  The  shell  need  is  brought  for  the  large  pieces, 
from  the  Red  Sea,  For  the  smaller  pieces,  such  as  heads  for  rosaries  and  ohapletathe 
Austrian  and  Qorman  article  is  nsed.  All  the  work  is  done  by  hand.  No  machinery 
is  employed.  Occasionally  work  commendable  in  an  artistic  sense  is  prodnoed.  The 
larger  piecos  are  plaqnes,  often  representing  gronps  from  celebrated  pictares,  snohaa 
Leonardo  dn  Vinci's  "  LaaC  Supper,"  Nativities,  Crucihxions,  Resarreotions,  Madon- 
nas, etc.  The  smaller  pieces  are  in  the  shape  of  brooches,  various  articles  of  personal 
ntility  or  orunment,  orosecs,  rosaries,  etc.  A  large  amount  of  capital  is  invested  in 
this  and  Che  olive-wood  work  business,  both  of  wbioh  have  a  world-wide  repntation. 

lUPBOVBUeMTS  ITT   JIRTJBALEH. 


LiilUiug,  t»  whiub  I  shall  pri'sontly  refer,  accounts  for  the  small  amount. 
Tbe  KassiRD  belfry  on  the  summit  of  the  Mount  of  Olives  has  been  completed,  being 
capped  with  a  pyramidal  roof  surmounted  with  a  large  gilt  cross.  This  conspicaona 
Btruc(nri),  wbioh  exceeds  147  feet  in  height,  dominntes  the  landscape  in  ail  dire.]tion8 
and  is  diHtiuctly  visible  from  the  north  shore  of  tbe  Dead  9ea.  A  ohlule  of  bells  baa 
been  placed  in  it,  among  Cbem  the  great  bell  from  Russia  weighing  S4,000  poandsaiKl 
measuring  nearly  6  feet  in  diameter,  and  which,  when  every  other  meaos  of  trans- 
portation failed,  was  hanled  up  from  Jaffa  to  Jeriisatem  and  theHonutof  Otiyeeover 
the  rougb  and  difficult  roods,  at  that  time  onimproved,  by  Russian  pilgrims,  largely 
-women,  chanting  Cheir  hymns  as  they  dragged  it  up.  Another  belt,  also  from  Rnssia, 
ireighing  47,000  pounds  and  measuring  <H  feet  In  diameter,  baa  been  placed  in  th« 
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rniaod  towBT  oftltebfuiliutofCnnatantine,  io  front  of  the  Cbnrob  of  tbe  Hn1y  Seiml- 
cber.    Those  l>e]lii,  wbeu  rung,'  Ull  ttie  air  with  a  ivonilerriil  tarnalt  of  BOnliil. 

The  obDTch  erected  to  the  memory  of  Her  MnJeHty  the  lute  Empreta  of  lia«aU,  also 
bw  be«D  completed.  It  is  dedioated  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  and  BtaadB  oa  tlie  slope 
of  theUonnt  of  Olives,  Jast  above  the  Oftrdea  of  QelfaseinaDe.  Their  irupecial  hlgb- 
nwtea,  the  Grand  Dnkee  Sergios  and  Panl,  and  the  Grand  Dnoheu  Elizabeth,  of  Rns- 
lift,  w«ie  present  at  the  dodioation. 

ROADS  CONSTRUCTKD. 

The  Toad  to  Hebron  has  been  aomp]et«d j  to  that  now  oarrlagea  oau  pass  over  a 
handsome  maoadamized  road  U>  that  point  from  Jemsalem.  With  the  exception  of 
that  part  of  the  way  crossing  the  plains  of  Sharon,  the  new  road  to  Jaffa  has  been 
Snisbed.  A  new  road  to  Bethlehem  also  has  been  made,  with  the  eioeption  of  abont 
half  a  mile,  still  uncompleted,  bnt  which  can  be  traversed  in  a  carriage.  These  are 
ail  finelf-bnilt  macadamised  rouls,  which  would  be  considered  creditable  in  any 
ooantry.   They  have  been  onastracced,  as  asnal,  by  the  enforced  labor  of  the  peanants. 

Boads  have  also  beencommencedfrtiin  JetDsalemto  Jericho,  Ain  Earfm  (the  birth- 
place of  John  the  Baptist},  and  Beit  DJalla;  alaotroai  Jaffa  to  Nabloos  (aocient  She- 
chem).  Tbe  last  mentioned,  it  is  expected,  will  be  Qoished  by  the  close  of  tbe  year, 
and  like  the  othera  is  a  tine  oarriage-way. 

THR  RAILKOAD  TO  JAPrA. 


The  long-looked -for  railroad  from  Jerasalem  to  Jaffa,  after  so  many  years  o 

pointment,  seems  at  last  about  to  become  a  realized  fact.     His  Imperial  Males. ^ .

r  PALESTINB. 

ColoDizatioD  Id  Paleatlue,  different  from  that  in  other  coantries,  luu  ohieQy  for  ftn 
inoentive  a  reliaioiia  motive.  Americans  have  been  tbe  pioneers  in  tbis  modern  cru- 
sade, opening  tbe  vray  to  the  suooeeding  German  eettMra,  who,  in  torn,  were  Boon 
foUowed  by  toe  Hebrews. 

At»«rieaneoloBS. — On  Anjinst  10,  1866,  thirty  families  of  Americans,  ntimbering  one 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  individuals,  with  abont  a  doten  ready-made  wood  houses, 
famiture,  etc.,  sailed  from  Maine,  in  the  United  States,  for  the  Holy  Land,  and  dis- 
embarked at  Jaffa  on  the  SSd  of  the  following  month.  These  "  Beetoratiouists,"  as 
they  called  themselves,  looked  for  a  speedy  reslwation  of  the  earthly  kin&dom  of 
Christ  1q  Palestine. 

They  must  have  been  considered  by  the  local  Ottoman  anthorities  as  a  species  of 
foreign  invadera ;  for  only  on  snob  supposition  can  we  aoconnt  for  the  really  barbu- 
rona  treatment  to  which  these  immiKrants  were  snbjeoted.  ConslEned  to  a  plot  of 
ground  on  the  Sandy  Beach  onteide  of  Jaffa,  fenced  in  and  crowded  together  like  a 
Sock  of  sheep  In  tbe  open  air,  nnder  the  bnrning  Syrian  snn,  watched  by  the  police, 
knd  all  oommunication  with  the  people  of  the  town  forbidden,  no  language  can  de- 
ooribe  the  snfferines  of  those  strangers  in  a  strange  land.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  in 
^x  weeks  of  this  inhuman  quarantine  they  had  lost  twenty  of  their  number,  who 
died  f^m  climatic  feveis.  though  all  had  been  in  icoo6  health  on  leaving  the  ship. 
Altbongb  the  colony  siibseqaently  carried  out  its  object,  so  far  as  to  buy  the  gronnil 
neoessaiy  for  the  settlement  and  erect  Qft«eu  block  houses,  the  majority  of  the  oolo- 
Dlsta  were  utterly  discouraged.  The  wealthier  members  retomed  to  their  homes  in 
the  United  States,  and  tbe  larger  portion  of  tbe  immigrants,  conveyed  in  a  ship  sent 
for  the  purpose  by  the  United  States  Govemment,  followed  their  example  within  six 
months  after  having  first  set  foot  in  Palestine.  In  November,  lt)68,  but  four  families 
of  the  original  colonists  remained,  determined  to  stay  at  any  risk  in  the  country  of 
their  adoption. 

(i«maa  ooIonlM.— In  1868-'69,  the  Germans  began  their  immigration  into  Pales- 
tine; bnt,  taking  a  lesson  from  the  experience  of  the  Americans,  came  in  Kjsdnally, 
preparing  for  tbe  main  body.  They  have  founded  colonies  at  Jerusalem,  Haifa,  Sa- 
TOna,  and  Jaffa ;  at  the  last  mentiosed  place  piirchaiinc  as  many  of  the  houses  and 
premises  of  the  nearly  denerted  Agterican  colony  as  could  be  recovered. 

The  Germans  belong  to  a  CbrisCian  sect  known  as  the  Templars,  originating  in 
Wttrtemberg,  southeru  Germany,  in  1854.  and  believing  in  tbe  erection  of  tbe  spirit- 
vol  temple  at  Jerusalem  for  tbe  woiabip  of  God  by  all  the  nations  of  tbeearth.  Their 
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aettlflmduts,  in  a  mudeat  Moae,  may  be  called  tbriTiog.  The;  are  at  least  Mlf-aup- 
portinic. 

HebretB  oobniM. — These  Chriatinn  effort*  tovrards  the  oolonUation  of  Paleetine  were 
followed,  in  1^69,  by  a  Jewiab  essay,  lesnlttiiK  Id  the  foandation  of  an  agricultural 
school  near  Jaffa  by  the  Universal  Israelite  Alliance  at  Pane,  the  protector  of  whioh 
Is  the  Baron  Bothsohild.  Mikaa-Urael  (the  Hope  of  Israel),  as  the  Inititntion  is 
named,  is  caloalated  to  become  the  seminary  for  toe  establishment  of  Hel>Tew  Mttle- 
ments  all  over  Palestine.  B;  a  lirniaa  of  the  late  Saltan,  400  acres  of  the  beat  land 
have  beeu  assigned  to  it,  as  a  kiad  of  Aef;  i.  e.,  the  land  haa  been  granted  forever, 
and  free  of  all  taxes,  on  the  payment  of  au  annnal  fee  of  aboat  t340. 

The  persecution  of  Jews  in  Russia,  and  their  eipaUion  thenoe  in  1880,  gare  a 
remarkable  stimalns  to  Hebrew  imtni^ratiun  to  Palestine.  Hebrew  immiKrants 
flocked  into  its  towns  by  Chousaads.  For  those  who  ohose  to  be  famera,  the  Baron 
Rothschild  has  prepared  some  ten  agricultural  settlements.  These  are  at  dlffereut 
points  thronKhout  the  Hulj  Land,  omA  are  named  as  follows :  Bischon,  Gkron,  fmle- 
besse^  Gb£d£ah  (Oadara),  Coatiuia,  Zicron-Jacoh,  Qteun6,  lalied,  Yehoudioh,  and 
Wftdi-Achnan. 

Sevoral  of  these  settlements  have  entered  extensively  on  the  cnlture  of  the  vine, 
orange,  lemon,  and  other  fruits  and  produotsdf  the  soil ;  bnt  so  far  can  not  be  said  to 
be  self' sup  porting,  as  they  depend  more  or  less  on  liberal  endowments  and  advances 
of  the  Alliance  at  Paris. 

About  twenty-Bve  thousand  souls,  or  half  the  population  of  Jerusalem,  are  He- 
brews, the  greater  nnmber  of  which  are.  to  aome  extent,  dependent  on  the  charitable 
aid  of  their  co -religion lata  thronghoiit  the  world.  Uurins  the  last  six  years  the  He- 
brew immignitioQ  to  Palestine  has  been  computed  as  reaching  fifteen  thousand  Indi- 
viduals. 

eiCKNBSS  AND  THB   WATBR  FAMINB. 

As  already  mentioned,  largely  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  the  paataeBsoD,  there 
has  been  an  unusnal  amonnt  of  sickness  and  mortality  in  Jeruaalem  and  Palestine. 
Measles  became,  ut  one  time,  epidemic,  and  of  a  most  virulent  type,  proving  moat 
&tal  in  the  case  of  children,  many  hundreds  of  whom  died  from  thia  disease  iu  the 
city  alone.  In  tbe  outside  towns  and  villages  it  was  equally  severe.  The  want  of 
ordinary  care  and  cleanliness  bos,  no  doubt,  greatly  contribated  to  produce  the  re- 
sult. Thenumber  of  deaths  in  Jerusalem  during  the  year  amounts  to  twelve  hun- 
dred. 

There  never  is  a  aufflolent  aupply  of  water  in  the  city.  In  ordin^y  leaBanB  water 
aells  generally  at  about  4  cents  per  goat-akin ;  but  thia  year  it  coat  from  8  cents  to  12 
cents  per  skiin  and  was  of  infurior  quality,  and  often  could  not  easily  be  obtained 
at  that.  Ill  Huch  a  state  of  tliiuga  poor  people  must  suffer.  Each  evening,  during 
the  rainieHs  months,  the  poor  went  aroiiud  with  Jars,  begsing  the  precious  liqaid; 
while,  in  many  cosea,  offensive  and  impure  water  waa  used  even  for  drinking.  Horses 
and  mules  weregi  vcn  water  once  uuly  instead  nf  twice  a  day ;  and  cattle  and  sbeep  were 
with  diBloulty  provided  with  even  dirty  water,  which  had  to  be  purchased  for  them. 
The  dogs  of  tbe  city  were  so  devoured  with  thirst  that,  on  finding  a  cistern  open, 
they  would  plunge  down  into  it,  wlicre  not  seldom  they  were  drowQM.  The  erection 
of  new  buildings  waa  prohibited  by  tUe  governor,  in  order  to  spare  the  use  of  water 
aa  much  as  possible ;  and,  finally,  a  syeterii  was  organized  to  bring  In  a  snpply  from 
distant  springs,  which,  though  sold  at  a  high  price,  par'ially  helped  to  mitigate  the 
distress. 

Tbe  scenes  which  I  myself  have  witnessed  in  some  of  the  neighboring  villages,  at 
the  almost  exhaasted  springs  and  fonataius,  were  painful  iu  the  extreme.  One  day 
in  October,  in  passiug  throngh  Lifta,  the  first  village  oatside  of  Jerusalem,  on  the 
Jaffa  road,  I  beheld  the  most  pitiful  sight  of  crowds  of  famishing  men,  women,  and 
children  Btrai;giing  for  water  arouud  the  dribbling  aud  nearly  spent  fountain.  And 
I  was  assured  tliat  similar  scenes  to  this,  of  which  1  was  then  a  spectator,  had  gone 
on  from  morning  till  night  for  more  than  two  months. 

Tbe  setting  in  of  the  rainy  season  at  the  close  of  October,  of  oonrse  brought  the 
longed-for  rulief  from  the  worst  pbaaea  of  this  distressing  stale  of  things. 

BDPPLYIKQ  THK  CITY  WITH  WATBR. 

Itwas  impossible  to  pass  throagbsuob  an  exnerienoeasl  here  have  described  wiUioiit 
making  aome  attempt  not  only  to  alleviate  ^he  present  misery,  bnt  also  to  take  such 
action  as  would,  if  posaible,  prevent,  or  rather  eonnteract,  ao  far  as  human  measures 
con  do  so,  the  recurrence  of  Its  cause.  Thenumber  of  diauaed  fountains  throughout  the 
city,  which  are  nownnly  receptacles  for  rubbish  and  filtb,  distinctly  show  that  Jemsa- 
lem  waa  at  one  time,  and  that  within  a  comparatively  recent  period,  abundantly  pro- 
vided with  water.     This  waa  doubtless  conducted  by  the  aqueduct  from  Stdmnou'* 
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Fools,  wbwe  »n  abundknoe  of  water  ia  Btill  foand.  Tradition  saya  this  aqnedaot  wm 
origiDallj  made  by  Solomon  andreoonHtruotedby  PontiuHPilato.  AboDt  two  year*  ago 
tbU  oondnlt,  wbioh  bad  been  suffered  to  get  oat  of  order  w>  tbat  it  brouglit  in  little, 
and  at  length  no  water,  waa  pat  into  antb  a  condition  aa  onoe  more  to  oonvey  a  amall 
supply  iitO'  tl>e  Moai)ne  of  Omar,  tbe  site  of  the  Holy  Temple.  With  proper  repairs 
to  tliia  work,  and  tbe  restoratioa  of  tbe  various  ointeras,  reaervoira,  and  fonntaina  of 
Jerusalem,  so  as  to  have  means  for  storiae  ap  the  supply  for  the  dry  season  and 
asaiuBt  a  time  of  diougbt,  tbe  desired  end  would  be  aaoompliabed.  Even  more 
abundant  moans  for  gathering  and  preserving  tbe  rain-fall  wonid  coutribnte  to  a  sim- 
ilar reanlt. 

With  this  object,  of  the  greatest  importanoe  to  thi 
nsed  auob  iuflaenoe  aa  I  poasesa  to  bring  tbe  matter  U.  _ 

position  to  aid  the  work,  and  with  moat  encouraging  reaulta.  Tbe  "press  in  America 
and  Europe  have  warmly  advocated  the  measure,  aad  snbBoripClons  have  been  taken 
OD  both  sides  of  tbe  Atlantic  to  carry  out  the  object.  Twenty-six:  years  ago  the  pres- 
ent Lady  Burdett-Coutts  offered  £30,000  fur  thepurpoaeof  supplying  Jerusalem  with 
water ;  but  waa  fhutrated  in  her  benevolent  dtiiigQ  by  varioas  obatrnotiona  and  ob- 
jeotious.  There  would  now  be  no  inch  dif&onlty.  All  alike,  whether  HoHlem,  Jew, 
or  ChristiM,  favoring  tbe  proteot,  and  testify ing  that  the  work  woold  l>e  an  inoalon- 
lable  bleMing  to  tbe  people,  mere  can  Iw  no  doabt  the  neoesaary  firtoan  would  bo

SBPOBT  BI  OOSSUL  WSBB.  OF  UASILA. 

Bef(M«  pTMenting  wliat  ia  Intended  for  my  first  annual  report  of  the  trade  aud  com- 
meroe  of  the  Philippine  Islands  it  ma;  be  proper  for  me  to  poaob  upon  the  preserves 
of  the  historian  and  geographur  aufflcientl;  to  shoir  American  merohante  and  manu- 
factnrsTS  what  kind  uf  a  field  for  basineiis  is  to  be  found  here.  In  order  to  do  tbia 
effeottvelf  it  ma;  be  necessary  to  carr;  this  report  ont  to  what  may  be  at  first  ood- 
sidered  an  nnnecesaar;  length,  bat  to  anderstand  the  oommeroial  possibilities  of  a 
country  one  mnst  have,  at  looat,  uti  idea  of  its  distiuctive  faatares.  the  habila  and 
needs  of  ita  people,  the  ongtoms  prevalent,  and  its  nataral  products.  These  with  other 
important  (eatnros  I  shall  endeavor  to  cover  aa  briefly  aod  concisely  as  possible. 

Before  leaving  the  United  States,  in  November  lost,  1  acarcbetl  unjung  my  own  books, 
as  well  aaamouethe  remarkably  extensive  colleotioD  of  the  Public  Library  uf  St.  Louis, 
Ho.,  foradeacHptionof  Munilaand  the  Philippine  lalauds  that  would  give  me  area' 
eoDably  aeontate  idea  of  the  country  to  which  I  was  about  to  go.  The  moat  volami- 
□oiu  and  graphic  work  I  could  find  was  written  nearly  one  buudred  and  fifty  years 
aeo,  and  of  course  oould  not  be  taken  as  a  guide  to  the  ialauda  lo-ilay.  to  aay  DOthing 
of  the  exasperating  character  of  the  typography,  and  the  matter  of  modem  date,  itt' 
eluding  the  varions  encyclopaedias,  I  have  since  discovered  was  not  strictly  aconrote 
in  many  important  statements.  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion,  therefore,  tbHt  Amer- 
icHD  business  men,  as  a  rule,  know  comparatively  little  of  the  vast  and  populous  ter- 
ritory embraced  in  the  Philippine  acuiilpulngo  or  of  its  commercial  possibilities,  and 
that  they  will  gladly  receive  something  mure  than  a  merely  stBtisttoal  etatemeiit  uf 
laat  year's  trade  and  commeroe 

Ideaire,  also,  to  explain  that  the  delay  tu  making  this  report  la  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  annual  commercial  report  of  tiie  local  governmnut,  npoo  which  I  have  been  com- 
pelled to  rely  for  the  mi^or  portion  of  my  statistical  matter,  was  uut  issued  until  the 
14lh  instant,  and  the  laborof  prepariog  tables  and  reducing  the  (quantities  from  kilo- 
grams to  tons,  Bud  the  pricea  from  Manila  silver  to  Americati  gold,  has  occupied  the 
major  portion  of  my  leisure  time  since  chuu.  However,  tlie  inforced  delay  has  given 
me  an  opportunity  to  become  better  ac<iualutcd  with  the  couutry  and  its  [leople,  and 

I  oan  write  more  confidently  aud  accurutely  than  I  could  have  doue  six  months  ago. 
Spanish  is  the  offloial  lauguage,  aud  is  practically  the  only  language  spoken. 
Those  American  busiuess  men  who  desire  to  extend  their  trade  to  this  particnlar 

Sjrt  of  the  woi'ld  should  nnderstand  at  the  outaet  that  a  knowledge  of  Spanish  is  iu- 
speoaable,  and  that  they  will  greatly  advance  their  interests  here  if  they  condncC 
their  correspondence  in  that  language,  nnless  it  is  addressed  to  the  one  American  or 
five  or  BIX  English  honacs,  and  even  in  those  all  the  employ^  speak  Spanish.  A  bet- 
ter idea  of  the  situation  will  be  obtained  from  a  knowledge  of  the  general  oharacter 
of  the  population.     Frimi  the  most  reliable  statistics  obtainable  there  are  in  Manila 

II  Amenoans  and  ii50  Europeans,  excluaive  of  Spaniards,  perhaps  100  of  which 
somber  are  English,  the  other  156  being  Germans,  Italians,  French,  etc,  It  is  pos- 
sible that  there  are  ISIi  persons  who  speak  English,  and  against  them  are  6,169 
Spaniards,  30,loT  Chinese,  46,066  Chinese  Mestizos,  I3,H49  Spanish  Mestizos,  and 
513,4tjy  nativee,  all  Speaking  Spanish  except  a  small  peroentage  of  natives,  who  apeak 
only  Tasaloc,  Paiigaainiin,  Visayas,  or  other  native  dialects.  As  soon  as  a  Chinaman 
arrives  be  immediately  sets  to  work  to  learn  Spanish  and  TBBalc)c,  and  with  the  help 
of  his  fellow -count  run  en,  who  have  already  learned  these  UiLgaages,  he  soon  knowa 
enough  to  begin  trading  or  usurping  the  functions  of  a  dray-borse.     It  is  ijiiite  nn- 


OBOORAPHICAL  AHD  UISTORIGAL. 

The  Philippine  Islands  are  situated  between  latitude  b°  32'  and  19°  3S'  north,  and 
longitude  117  and  1^  east.  The  islands  are  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Pacific 
Ocean ;  on  the  south  by  the  South  China  Sea ;  on  the  east  by  the  Celebes  Sea  and 
Borneo,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Channel  and  Island  of  Formosa.  They  form  a 
Spanish  colony  and  comprise  over  five  hundred  islands,  some  of  which  have 
never  been  explored,  having  an  area  of  about  52,647  English  eqnare  miles. 
The  total  population,  as  given  by  the  cenHus  of  1883,  including  the  Spanish  army 
and  navy,  was  7,636,6%i,  but  these  figures,  it  is  believed,  do  not  truthfully  repre- 
sent the  whole  unniber  of  persons  who  exist  on  the  various  islands.  As  stated 
above,  some  of  them  have  never  been  fully  explored  and  on  others  it  is  extremely 
dangerous  for  a  white  man  to  set  foot.     There  are  also  parts  of  the  island  of  Loson, 
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which  iBUnd  baa  probably  the  Iwx^t  oivlllEed  popnlation  of  any  ono  of  the  arohf- 
pelago,  frb«re  whit«mea  never  so.  In  aomooftlioinoautainons  parts  the  ■avagM»r« 
■till  DDanbdned,  and,  I  am  foild,  Date  the  Spaniards  with  all  the  iateoBity  of  thdr  fiery 
untamed  natnre,  and  being  nnable  to  distinEiiiih  between  a  Spaniard  and  any  other 
nationality  of  pale-faoed  men  foreiniors  aeldom  eater  those  districte.  It  is  generally 
believed  that  if  a  white  man  shoold  penetrate  into  the  wild  parts  of  some  of  the  Isl- 
ands he  wonld  never  retnm.  It  Is  qnlte  certain  that  white  men  seldom  or  never  go 
very  far  from  the  outskirte  of  olvillsation  unattended  by  a  native.  I  know  an  Ameri- 
can who  hoe  lived  in  the  PbilippiQes  for  about  thirty -five  years,  who  is  married  (to 
oil  inlenta  and  pnrposea}  to  a  native  woman,  and  apeaka  flnently  Tagaloo  and  vi- 
•ayas  as  well  as  Suaniab.  He  bos  probably  gone  as  far  into  the  interior  aa  an;  whita 
man,  bat  he  frankly  admits  that  there  are  places  where  he  wonld  not  dare  to  go,  know- 
ing that  a  whjt«  man  would  be  promnrly  killed  on  sight.  Under  these  ciranmstauoea 
it  is  iuipoMible  at  prexeut  to  aeonre  a  true  census  of  the  popnlation. 

The  principal  lalandl  are  divided  Into  twenty-seven  provinces,  thirteen  of  which 
are  on  the  Isle  of  Lniton ;  four  on  the  Isle  of  Ne^oB ;  three  on  Panay,  and  foar  OQ 
Uindanao.  Kaoh  of  these  islands  has  its  governor  and  eaob  provincn  and  distriot  has 
its  "gobemadorcillo"  or  lub-goveinor.  The  prluoipal  citiM  and  shippiog  porta,  and 
the  only  ones  that  do  any  foreign  trade,  are  HaaJIa,  on  the  Isle  of  Lozon;  Iloilo,  on 
Panay,  and  Cebu,  on  the  island  of  that  Dame. 

It  would  be  sapererogatiou  for  me  to  attempt  to  more  than  briefly  allade  to  the 
early  history  of  the  ialands.  It  is  given  in  varioai  forms  in  diSerent  works  aod  those 
who  are  anztons  to  ascertain  how  widely  some  bietorians  may  differ  in  their  state- 
ments ol  what  are  chronicled  aa  historical  facte  ehoald  conanlt  the  encyclopndias  and 
and  other  published  records.  It  Is  a  reasonably  well- established  fact  that  the  islands 
were  formally  annexed  to  the  croiru  of  Spain,  in  1565,  and  tbxt  for  many  years  that 
nation  bod  its  hands  full  in  itsefforts  to  hold  on  to  them.  Not  ouly  was  there  con- 
tinual trouble  and  couQict  between  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  aulhoritiea  on  the 
inside,  but,  on  tlie  outside,  Portugal  and  the  Netherlauda,  feelinz  that  they  never 
wonld  be  really  prosperons  until  tliey  had  acquired  possession  or  the  rich  and  v ri- 
aable  proiierty,  ware  making  tbe  tnost  annoying  and  harassing  elTorta  to  accomplish 
tbis  end.  Attacks  were  also  ma<le  by  poweriTol  Chineaa  piratical  fleets,  and  In  1762, 
while  Spain  was  very  bnay  attending  to  all  these  troublesome  elements,  the  English 
stepped  in  and  captured  Manila,  which  they  held  for  two  years  and  then  relarued  it 
to  Spain  in  conaideration  of  a  ranaom  of  £1,000,000.    Thia  ransom,  however,  was 

An  English  writer  saya  that  "  England  never  exacted  the  payment,"  bnt  he  doea 
not  say  why  Spanish  hlatorians  give  tbe  impressiou  that  Spain,  having  disposed  of 
some  of  iu  most  urgent  bnsiness  turned  toward  Mauila,  and  thai  England,  aoaclading 
that  that  city  was  not  such  a  wonderfully  desirable  piece  of  property  after  all,  aban- 
doned it.    Between  the  two  records  the  truth  may  perhaps  be  found. 


Soon  alter  the  diaeovery  of  the  islanda,  Bomau  Catholic  missionaries  flocked  to 
them  in  large  numbera,  and  the  work  of  converting  the  natives  was  carried  on  with 
great  vigor.  It  waa  a  moat  excellent  Seld  for  these  aelf-saori doing  and  earnest  men, 
for  they  fonnd  tbe  natives  leligloos  by  natare  and  ready  to  adopt  the  first  attroctiTe 
form  of  worship  that  came  to  them. 

To-day  all  the  civUiied  natives  arc  Catholics  and  no  other  religion  baa  any  de- 
clared repreeentntion  nor  place  of  worship  on  any  of  the  islands.  They  are  most  de- 
voted adherents  to  tbeir  cbnrob,  and  one  has  nut  to  go  about  any  of  the  oities  or 
towna  during  Lent,  Holy  Week,  or  any  other  religiona  festival  to  beoome  impreaied 
forcibly  with  their  earneetnesa  and  loyalty  to  tbe  prleatbood.  The  pure  native  haa  a 
Strong  element  of  soulfulness  in  his  nature  that  munifesta  itself  in  love  of  music  and 
an  Inolinatioc  toward  the  forms  and  ceremooiea  of  religioua  worship,  and  while,  aa  a 
mie,  he  has  no  capacity  for  money-getting  or  the  ordinary  duties  of  life,  he  never 
neglects  his  prayers  nor  fails  to  hft  his  hat  and  bow  reverently  when  he  passes  a 
church  or  wayside  altar.  Unquestionably  the  church  has  done  much  good  for  tbe  na- 
tives, as  it  haa  raised  them  from  a  oondition  of  savagery  and  vagabondage  to  a  bAr 
degree  of  citizenship,  and  tbe  olersy,  who  now  numbei'  nearly  2,000, 1  aoi  totd,  have  a 
bold  mion  their  affection  and  loyalty  that  no  civil  power  can  disturb. 

Bntdest>iteallthe  itivillzlnginfinenceebroughtto  bear  upon  them,  them^ority  oftbe 
natives  cliogto  many  of  their  half-savage  onstoma  and  practices.  For  instance,  they 
havcnoideaof  tbe  useofknife,  fork,  or  spoon,  bnt  aqnat  upon  the  fioorof  tbeir  uipahata 
and  eat  witii  their  flngera,  jnst  aa  their  anceatora  did  centuries  ugo.  Tliey  sleep  on 
the  dour  or  earth  on  thin  mats  of  woven  strips  of  bamboo  or  a  fibrous  [ilant  of  the 
lily  family,  and  only  remove  their  clothing  in  tbe  morning  to  wniih  themselves,  which 
they  do  by  taking  a  pall  of  water  and  pouting  it  over  tbeir  heade.  The  ordinary 
dreta  for  a  man  isathin  maslin  or  ganze  shirt  and  a  pair  of  abort,  baggy  trousers  of 
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tbe  Mme  material.  He  doeao't  mi  nil  havf  ng  his  eintbing  wet,  tot  the  air  la  generally 
warm  and- he  cau  dry  himself  In  Ibo  sua  at  almuBt  any  time.  His  food  is  iic«  and 
finh,  g«iiiera1ly,  but  of  late  yean  many  of  tbe  Qativen  have  folloired  the  example  of 
Enropeans  anil  eat  meat  when  thoy  osd  get  it.  Of  course,  thisdescriptloD  applies 
only  to  the  middle  and  lower  claases  of  natives;  there  are  many  nfao  have  attached 
themselvea  1o  European  honseholdB  and  bOHinesa  honses  who,  although  they  still  eat 
with  their  Angers,  dress  qoite  tastefally,  and  are  rery  Dsat  in  their  outward  appoar-

UninkenneBB  is  the  rare  exception  among  the  natives,  and  although  there  are  more 
than  half  a  million  of  I  hem  iu  Manila  and  itiisuhnrbs,  I  liave  not  seen  one  under  the 
influence  of  li<inoi  in  any  degree  since  I  have  heeu  here.  Although  tbe  majority  of 
the  Enropaaos  drink  wine,  liquor,  and  beer  freely,  the  natiTos  do  not  yet  seem  to 
have  acqulMd  the  habit  to  any  extent.  Strong  drink  is  sold  openly  on  almoat  every 
attMt. 

UKCITILIZBD  KATIVEB. 

As  I  have  aaid  before,  there  are  a  number  of  nnsubdned  tribes  in  Tarions  parts 
of  tbe  archipelago  who  still  refuse  to  recognize  the  Spanish  Oovemment  or  pay  tribute 
to  it,  but  the  latter,  iDstoad  of  resortiug  to  force,  which  would  be  followed  by  agreat 
deal  of  bloodshed  and  no  really  benofcial  resultfl,  is  pursuing  the  wise  policy  of 
paduallj  bringing  the  recalcitrant  or  reboUiniia  leaders  luto  Um  charob  and  impree- 
sing  them  witb  the  wisdom  uf  (graceful  submi.SHinu  to  tbe  dominant  authority.  Less 
than  four  months  ago  two  petty  uhiefs  were  hapliseil  and  taken  into  the  church  with 
nnusually  impressive  ceremonies,  and  it  is  reanonable  to  suppose  that  at  least  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  their  tribes  will  soon  follow.  It  is  apparently  only  a  qoea- 
tion  of  time  when  every  native  in  (he  entire  archipelago  will  pay  tribute  to  Hpaiu  and 
worship  devoutly  before  a  Catholie  altar. 

The  Inst  census  returns  show  tbe  number  of  natives  not  subjeot  to  theoiTll  govern- 
ment, and  paying  no  tribute,  to  be  &ii,Sj3,  but  how  the  oensua-takera  obtained  these 
•eemlngly  exact  dgares  I  can  not  imagine,  when,  as  I  have  shown,  white  men  are 
not  permitted  to  invtitle  tbe  monntaiuous  districts  where  these  people  live.  From 
reports  that  have  reached  me  I  am  Inclined  to  believe  that  tbe  figures  are  too  small 
and  that  the  censns-tntcets  have  enumerated  only  those  who  were  approachable  by 
the  civilized  natives.  It  Is  said  amoog  tbe  inorngililes  that  the  natives  who  have 
submitted  to  civilization  are  in  quite  as  bod  odor  as  tbe  white  man  ;  that  their  wild 
brothers  are  ashamed  of  them  anil  will  have  nothinji  to  do  with  them.  But  there 
are  tribes  who  are,  apparently,  "  on  the  fence"  as  it  were;  who  are  ready,  under 
slight  provocation,  to  topple  over  into  civilization  or  book  into  extreme  savagery, 
And  who  receive  their  civilized  brethren  witb  some  show  of  cordiality  and  hospitalily. 
These  are  probably  the  ones  counted  by  the  census- taker. 

Hut  these  unfrieudly  tribes  hare  one  redeeming  quality — they  are  not  aggressive 
and  never  attempt  to  raid  their  ciTJIizud  neighbors.  They  sre  quiet  and  peaceable 
until  their  haunts  are  invaded,  when  they  promptly  and  vigorously  resent  the  in- 
trusion. I  am  told,  also,  that  at  stated  times  tbey  will  trade  with  Chinese  peddiors, 
but  will  not  allow  tbe  latter  to  approach  near  ihem.  The  peddler  deposit's  his  pack 
at  a  designated  spot  and  walks  away  to  a  considerable  distance  while  the  Indians 
oome  forward,  take  such  goods  as  they  want  and  leave  in  payment  various  rare 
gnms,  fine  woods,  leaves,  roots,  plants,  etc.,  wliisb  tbe  peddler  can  dispose  of  in  the 
cities  at  an  enormous  profit.  There  is  an  eihibition  of  mutual  confidence  iu  these 
transactions  that  is  exceedingly  beautiful  in  these  degenerate  times.  The  Indians 
seem  to  be  very  honest  and  liberal,  aud  the  peddler  is  generally  well  satisAed  with 
what  he  finds  on  hie  return  to  his  pack.. 

TRB  MATITES   AMD  TBX  CHOIXa*. 

The  number  of  natives  paying  tribute  is  5,501,356.  Tbe  nnmh«r  of  Hestlzos, 
Chinese,  and  Spanish,  as  shown  above,  is  very  large.  Tbe  Chinese  aud  natives 
affiliate  quite  readily,  although  there  in  a  manifest  disposition  on  tbe  part  of  the  lat- 
ter to  treat  their  almond-eyed  ueighora  mther  oontimptnously.  Tbis  feeling  is  due, 
to  some  extent,  to  the  fact  that  the  Chinaman  makes  money  readily  and  rapidly, 
and  knows  how  to  keep  it,  while  the  native  bos  not  the  remotest  Idea  how  to  do 
either.  Tbe  Chinaman  always  has  money  and  the  nstive  is  in  a  ohronio  condi- 
tion of  im pectin ioaity.  Then  rhettpaniards  look  upon  John  very  much  aw  the  Cali- 
foraiaaa  look  npon  him,  but  he  is  very  numerous  and  pays  heavy  taxes,  and  no  at- 
tempt, of  late  years,  bas  been  made  to  drive  him  from  the  islands.  Of  oonrse  tbe 
nativea  ahore  this  feeling  with  the  Spaniards  and  are  inolined  to  aneer  at  and  anab 
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)iiu.  UuL  |)uiwibly  iLe  luust  iiutiml  ri'usun  for  n  fi^elingof  Biiperbrity  un  tli«  part  of 
the  native  )b  tbat  he  is  a  Catuolic  kdiI  John  in  a  bcuilien. 

But  JohD,  ajipftreDtly,  doea  not  notice  the  attitude  of  the  nativea  toward  him,  for 
he  courts  their  fricndahip  and  treata  them  bb  if  be  felt  that  the;  were  every  bit  aa 
f{Oixl  as  himself.  He  has  been  marlyinE  the  native  women  for  the  past  seventj.five 
or  one  hundred  years  and  the  miitore  of  the  races  has  prodaced  some  very  handsome 
women  and  eioellent  quality  of  men,  the  latter  being  fiuely  formed,  robust,  enter- 
prisiog,  and  honest,  as  a  rule,  having  the  iudustrtous,  trogal  traits  of  the  Chinaman 
and  the  simple  honesty  and  affectionate  dispoiiition  of  the  nntive. 

It  i»  );enera!ly  snpposed  that  the  native  women  seldom  ntairy  Chinamen  volunta- 
rily. althnnKh  such  niarriages  are  frequent,  and  that  the  latter  use  stratSKT  in  order 
loobtaiu  tbeooveted  wives.  The  oiieratioitiasnmi'tbiuK  tike  this  :  John  Mis  in  love 
with  a  dusky  Dinideu  and  reaches  the  coDcluaiou  that  ebe  is  the  proper  pbibod  tfl  do 
his  cooking  and  make  his  clcilbos  for  the  reat  of  his  life.  He  baa  very  little  trouble 
in  seouriiiij  permission  to  cnll  at  her  father'g  nipa  hut,  and  If  she  receives  him  in  a 
fi'lendly  manner  and  encourages  him  to  call  a  second  time  her  fate  »  sealed.  lie 
gives  lier  at  first  an  iuexpeneivu  present,  merely  a«  a  matter  of  courteay,  aad  aiibee- 
^uently  fullows  it  with  something  a  little  more  valnable.  Just  a  littlu  inclined  to 
covetoiiBiii-sa  she  accepts  hisgifbi  until  she  haa  aooumnlated  (60  or  (100  worth,  of  more. 
Then  John  proposes,  but  is  indignantly  refased.  But  that  doesn't  distnrb  him  In  the 
least — he  expected  it.  He  goes  away  smiling  conteniedly,  and  the  next  day  calls 
aronnd  with  a  larger  smile  and  a  bill  for  all  the  preaents  he  has  given  bis  victim. 
Of  course,  she  can  not  pay  it,  for  the  whole  family  probably  never  had  more  than 
(10  at  a  time  in  their  lives,  bnt  she  generousty  offers  to  return  his  presents.  These 
be  does  not  want  as  they  are  now  second-hand  and  have  depreciated  In  value  ;  ha 
wants  the  money,  but  will  compromise  the  matter  if  she  will  marry  him.  This,  she 
declares,  is  impossible  as  he  is  not  a  Catholic,  and  no  priest  would  consent  to  solemn- 
ize snch  a  marriage.  This  obatacle  is  easily  surmounted  by  bib  promptly  offering  to 
Join  the  cbnrcb  and  be  an  good  a  Cathoiio  as  anybody.  There  is  no  escape  for  her  ; 
she  knows  that  a  lawsuit  will  foUow  if  sho  refuses  to  marry  him,  so  she  makes  the 
best  of  the  situation  and  conseuts  He  applies  in  [imper  form  for  admission  to  fhe 
chnrob,  is  baptized,  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  prnpor  time  is  regularly  morriBd 
to  bia  choice.  As  a  rule  he  miikes  a  good  husband,  aud  tbe  Rir1  has  little  cause  lo 
regret  having  been  conGdanced  into  muiiLniony.  Of  courBe,  no  celestial  who  coeiem- 
plates  a  return  to  his  native  land  in  the  near  future  ever  tnkesa  step  of  tUisaorr,  but 
when  be  does  he  usually  settles  down  to  pBas  the  remainder  of  bis  days  here.  It  is 
rumored  that  easesjhave  occurred  in  which  Cbiiiameu  have  deserted  their  native  wives 
after  a  few  years  and  have  rotnrned  to  China  and  the  religiou  of  Buddba  or  Con- 
fnoius,  but  I  have  never  heard  of  a  well  authenticated  inatancu  of  this  kind. 

TIIR   PUBLIC   RRVBNllR. 

The  total  public  revenue  of  the  Philippines  for  1866  was  (11,538,178  In  Philippine 
money.  Of  this  amount  ^,^2,'^  wrM  from  direct  taxes;  ti,nii,5W)  for  cnstomi 
duties;  (1,254,400  from nioiiopolies, and !ii25,O00  from  tbogovernmentlottRriee.  The 
total  amount  of  reveoni'  stated  does  not  include  tlic  special  tax  for  tbe  now  harbor 
works  now  in  course  of  construction  in  Manila  Bay.  This  very  important  work  1 
will  describe  in  detail  further  on. 

THE  CURRESCY.' 

Tbe  omounto  given  above  are  in  the  Philippine  dollar,  or  peso,  which  is  usually 
worth  from  tJO  to  85  cents,  American  gold,  T ho  condition  of  tbe  local  currency  is,  and 
has  been  been  for  a  nnmber  of  years,  most  unsatisfactory  to  business  men  tlirougbont 
the  islands,  and  particularly  so  to  Htran^ers  lempornrily  sojouniiug  here.  Tbe  coins 
In  circuIatio[i  ore  the  Spanish  peso,  tbe  Mexican  dollar,  the  Spanish  half-peso,  two 
reals  (&'■  ocnte),  peseta  (20  cents),  real  12]  cents),  half-peseta  (10  cents),  half-real 
(6}  ceuts),  and  "doe  cuatros,"  the  latter  a  copper  coiu  worth  'ik  cents.  All  the  other 
coins  are  silver,  there  being  no  ^old  in  ceneral  circolation.  There  are  a  few  bank 
bills  in  oircnlatiou  issued  by  the  Spauiab  bank,  hill  they  are  not  plentiful.  There  is 
also  a  smaller  copper  coiu  called  a  "  cnatro,"  aud  worth  IJ  centabut  it  is  seldom  seen. 

Not  only  is  the  currency  much  depreciated,  but  its  value  flnotunfea  frequently  and 
is  most  exasperatin^ly  uncertain.  'Die  iuiportalinn  of  Mexlcun  dullHra  ie  prohibited 
by  law,  and  any  bron<;htii)  tlio  ialnbdH  are  liable  to  seizure  by  thoOovn-uiiionC,  while 
the  person  who  brings  them  in  is  subject  to  linn  or  imprisuumunt,  ur  bulb.  Yet  there 
are  many  more  Mexicnn  than  Spanish  pesos  in  circulation.  In  18TT  the  Government 
declared  all  Meiicaus  contrahunil.  except  those  in  circulation  in  the  Philippines  al 
nsol  lias  Batiiiiat«d  tbe  PblUpplne  or  peso  dollar  at  83  ouiU  Id  rtdao-

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that  time.  The  (t vowed  objeot  was  to  altiniatel.v  witbdran'  ILts  foiti  from  ciraalation 
en lirelj.leaviDgnotlimg  but  the  Spamah peso audBuullercalua,  auil  giving  the  nhule 
volniQe  of  the  cnrreucy  a  certain  and  ODenaogiiiK  value.  There  were  a  large  number 
of  Mexicaos  thea  in  oirovlation,  andaait  wonld liave  been  hard  to  their  poaaeasora 
to  bare  depreciated  tbeir  valne  at  onoe,  tbey  were  allowed  to  circulate  at  par  with 
the  peso.  The  decree  failed,  however,  to  eSeot  the  dealred  reanlt,  and  Uezicans  oon- 
linned  to  poor  into  UaniU  and  tbe  otaer  ports  qait«  coplonal;,  not trithatan ding  the 
rigid  preventive  meaanrea  adopted  by  the  cnatotuB  officials.  Shrevrd  travelera  and 
Hpecnfators  foond  it  quite  profitable  to  biing  Mexicans  into  Maniia  from  Hoag-KonL'. 
for  thej'  were  worth  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  more  here  than  at  tbe  latter  port,  and  all 
kindsof  Btrategema  were  reaarted  to  in  order  to  deceive  thenatchfalanstomaoffloials. 
Whenever  a  auiujiglerwaa  canght  in  poeseeaion  of  a  snail  amonut  of  the  contraband 
coin  he  pleaded  ignorance  and  innocence,  and  escaped  with  only  the  loss  of  his  Mex- 
icana;  bnt  if  the  amount  waa  large  enonrh  to  warrant  the  ooniuasioD  that  it  was  a 
clear  case  of  amngglinc,  he  not  only  loet  hia  Hexioana,  bat  was  oompelled  to  pay  a 
lieaTv  fine  besides.  Not  long  aince  a  ateanier  plying  regalarly  between  this  port  and 
Hoilg~Eong  waa  fined  f500  for  having  Mexicans  on  board. 

Ou  the  19th  of  July,  1686,  another  decree  was  iaaned  from  Madrid,  instnioting  the 
goyemment  of  the  Philippines  to  rigidly  enforce  t^e  ordfir  of  ISTT  and  rapidly  with- 
draw all  Mexicans  from  circulation.  It  was  again  declared,  however,  Chat  Mexi' 
cans  dat«d  1BT7  and  prior  to  that  year  would  be  allowed  to  oircn1at«  only  until  they 
conld  be  withdrawn  together  with  those  of  snbseqnent  dates  for  tlio  pnrpose  of  re- 
colning  them  into  the  Spanish  half  peao.  It  has  been  asserted,  by  the  way,  that  this 
coin  contains  10  per  cent,  less  silver  than  the  Mexican,  owing  to  shrinicage  and  the 
prasence  of  alloy;  bnt  two  of  them  willbny  a  dollar's  worth  ofgooda  quite  aa  readily 
as  a  Mexican.  Of  conrse,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  second  decree  the  government 
officials  here  became  more  vlsilant  than  ever,  and  it  was  hoped  and  expeoied  that 
tbe  nnweloome  Mexican  would  soon  be  frozen— or  melted— out  of  circulation ;  but 
notwithstaudinK  all  tbe  precantions  taken  it  continued,  and  still  continues,  to  pour 
in.  None  of  a  later  date  than  1877  are  accepted  in  trade,  bnt  that  and  earlier  datea 
■till  circntat«  at  par  with  the  peso,  which  is  comparatively  scarce.  Tbe  same 
conditions  favorable  to  makine  money  by  smaggling  Mexicans  still  exist,  and  Iliave 
been  told  that  a  man  who  left  nere  aeveral  months  ago  made  over  120,000  in  about 
fbnr  years  by  ^tting  this  coin  at  70  and  7B  oenta  Id  Hong  Kong  and  realizing  80  and 
B5  oenta  for  it  in  Manila.    My  InfonnatioD  In  this  case,  Eowever,  is  not  reliable,  and 

)  a  very  unstable  and 
unsatisfactory  condition.  Merchants  here  who  bny  goods  in  America  must  of  neces- 
sity pay  a  high  rate  of  exchange,  as  all  transaciions  nunt  be  npon  thebasisof  Amer- 
loan  gold.  Mexicans,  which  are  quoted  by  the  Uniteil  States  Treasury  Department  at 
75.09  cents,  are  accepted  at  par  with  the  Si)anisli  peso  valued  by  the  aaine  authority 
at  95.15  cents,  while  both  are  worth  from  15  to  20  oenta  leas  than  the  United  States 
gold  dollar.  There  seems  to  be  no  immediate  prospect  of  a  change  for  the  better,  as 
the  Oovemment  aiipears  to  be  unable  to  keep  uie  Mexican  out  or  to  get  the  cnrrency 
upon  a  Bubatnntial  baais,

,    .._...      „  the  cities  is  due  undoubtedly  more  to  the 

very  nnftvorable  eanitary  conditions  prevalent  than  to  climatic  influences.  To  the 
forngner  who  walks  about  Manila  it  Is  at  once  apparent  why  the  cholera  and  other 
contagions  diseaaes  are  so  fearAilly  destraotlve  wnen  tliey  obtain  a  fair  start  here. 
The  ^ermometer  ranges  from  60  to  90  d^rees  the  year  round,  and  remains  st«adi1y 
about  the  latter  figure  dnriog  Hareta,  April,  and  May.  Dnriog  those  months  tbe  beat 
is  very  oppressive,  and  during  tbe  middle  hontsof  the  day  everybody  and  everything 
seems  to  sink  into  a  lethargy  ftilly  awake  only  an^rsnoset.  Owing  probably  to  the 
humidity  of  tbe  atmosphere  the  beat  is  mnch  more  oppressive  and  enervating  than  a 
corresponding  degree  would  be  in  the  Uoited  States. 

In  Jnne  the  rainy  season  b^us,  and  itdrizKlesand  pours  almost  continually  antil 
about  the  first  of  December.  The  rivers  and  creeks  overflow  their  banks  and  the 
fields  and  streeta  and  roadways  are  inundated  sometimes  to  the  depth  of  from  2  to  4 
feet.  For  six  months  traveling  in  the  interior  is  almost  impossible,  and  in  tbe  cities 
everything  is  wet  and  moldy,  the  honsea  are  damp  and  dismal,  and  the  people  are 
depresaed  and  gloomy.  I'rade  beoomee  comparatively  lifeless,  amusement  snd  recre- 
ation langnish,  and  adisagreeablenineTealltyaettles  upon  everyliody  and  everything. 
The  floods  in  the  Belds  and  gardens  drive  tbe  snakes,  centipedes,  and  other  venomous 
orsatnrM  into  high  places,  and  they  even  find  their  way  to  the  second  stories  of  dwell-

AboDt  the  first  of  December  the  cool  Beasonaetn  In,  and  lasts  until  about  the  first  of 
Uarob,  during  which  period  very  little  orno  rainfalls ;  theiiighte  and  early  niorninj;!) 
are  refrelbingly  cool  and  pleasant  and  the  wbule  facR  of  the  country,  densely  clad  lu 
tropical  verdure,  ia  very  beautiful.  During  the  day,  or  from  about  9  a,  lu.  to  4  p, 
ID.,  the  then  no  meter  sometiiueB  Htriki'S  the  Dineties,  and  white  people  niuinia  aa 
tnuchns  posKilile  in  the  abade,  bnt  between  4  and  Ti  o'clock  p.  m.  a  sitodk  breecu 
almost  invariulil?  springs  up  from  the  China  Sea  and  blows  for  three  or  four  hours 
quite  brisiiiy,  when  It  grailually  subsides,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  night  all  tboM 
oharmlng  conditioue  prevail  wfaich  poets  so  graphically  ascribe  to  the  tnipios. 

Not  iofivquently  during  the  cool  Boason  long  droTif^hts  prevail  which  parch  the 
gronnd  and  destroy  the  crops  ;  and  locustB  occasionally  make  a  descent  upon  a  prov- 
ince, denuding  it  en ti re iy  gf  herbage,  bnt  this,  I  infer,  doea  not  occur  very  ofti'D.  Aa 
a  rule  the  crops  are  good, 

TTPHQOMB. 

The  Philippines  are  within  the  typhoon  belt,  and  most  terriflo  wind-storms  some- 
times accompany  the  rain  in  September,  October,  and  November.  In  July  and  AngDst 
the  careful  native  anchors  the  roof  of  liis  uipa  hut  by  lashing  together  with  rattan 
thongs  the  small  ends  of  several  heavy  bamboo  poles,  and  placing  them  natridu  of  the 
ridge,  while  he  pins  the  larger  ends  lirmly  to  theenrth.  Similar  precantinnary  meas- 
ares  are  taken  also  by  the  occapants  of  some  of  the  larger  houses  where  the  roofs  am 
not  eeonrely  bolted  to  the  rafters,  and  a  threatenioK  clond  in  the  typhoon  season  ia 
generally  looked  nponwjtb  grave  apprebenstona.  Bnt  after  November  no.  damage 
from  wind  is  feared. 

EAKTHQUAKKS. 

Host  of  the  Idanda  of  the  archtpelagg  have  been  badlv  shaken  np  by  subterranean 
diatarbanoea  atvarioas  times,  and  the  natives  and  older  residents  seem  !«  live  in  a 
oontinnal  state  of  fear  whenever  the  aotive  volcanoes  ara  less  active  than  nanal. 
These  are  popalarly  supposed  to  be  the  ootlcts  nr  escape  valves  for  tbe  gases  gener- 
ated by  fleroe  subterranean  fires,  and  so  long  as  they  are  belching  fortb  amoke  and 
lava  at  the  oanal  rat«  it  is  felt  that  there  ia  comparatively  little  danger  of  a  violent 
dlstorbsnce;  bat  when  they  become  partially  or  completely  inactive  the  people  at 
once  conclude  that  the  craters  have  become  clogged  and  that  an  outlet  for  the  gas 
will  be  foroed  open  at  some  other  point,  which  action  will  be  preceded  by  a  violent 
earthquake. 

Thereare  traditions  of  terrible  "  terremotos,"  astheSpaniardaoall  them,  that  have 
overtarned  mountains,  filled  valleys,  desolated  extensive  plains,  opened  pasaagM 
ftom  the  sen  far  iuto  the  interior,  and  from  tbe  lake  to  the  aea.  One  is  recorded  aa 
having  talien  place  in  17Shi  whiah  was  fearfully  dnstnietive  of  life  and  property.  In 
1924  one  of  tbe  most  violent  earthquakes  that  ever  afflict^Ml  the  ialunds  is  said  to  have 
occurred.  It  completely  wrecked  several  ohnrcbns,  tbe  principal  bridge  aoroae  tlie 
Pasig  Kiver  and  the  harrackB  at  Manila ;  destroyed  many  private  houses  all  over  the 
archipelago,  and  opened  a  narrow  chasm  in  the  earth  nearly  four  miLes  long.  The 
InhabitaulB  lied  In  terror  to  the  open  flelds,  but  hnndreds  were  ornshed  to  deatb 
nnder  falling  buildings.  Six  vessels  were  wrenked  in  tbe  harbor  and  an  inoalcniable 
amount  of  general  damase  was  done.     Thennmberof  the  dead  was  never  ascertained. 

In  1645  the  oldoity  of  Manila  was  almost  entirely  destroyed  and  over  300  lives  were 
lost.  During  an  earthquake  in  lifX,  it  is  said,  the  vibration  of  certain  hanging- 
lamps  desoribed  an  arc  of  4j  feet,  the  huge  corner-stone  of  the  principal  gate  of  liie 
eity  was  displaced,  and  the  great  l>ells  of  the  ohnrehes  were  set  ringing.

Manila  Is  tbe  chief  olty  of  tbe  Pbillpptnes  and  ia  situated  on  the  north  nliAre  of 
Manila  Bay.  spreading  over  a  comparatively  level  tract  of  land  foraboiitSuila^orth 
and  4  6ast  and  west.  I  refer,  of  coarse,  to  what  is  now  known  as  Manila,  aud  not  to 
tbe  nailed  cily  alune,  which  is  located  □□  tho  ea«t  bank  of  the  Pasig  near  fta  mouth 
and  overlooking  tbe  shore  of  r.he  bay.  Old  Manila,  which  was  fonmledin  1671,  is  coni- 
paotly  built,  covering  abont  thnie-ranrChB  of  a  mile  sqnare,  and  is  inclnsed  hy  a  niasalve 
stone  wall  10  or  12  feet  higb  and  abont  6  feet  thick.  It  has  five  or  six  great  gates,  each 
named  after  a  Spanish  king  or  queen  and  each  having  an  old-faBhioned  draw  bridge 
over  the  bmad  moat  which  snrronnds  the  wall,  Tbe  latter  has  a  very  ancient  a|i- 
pearanee,  being  covered  in  many  places  with  thick  moes  and  heavy  shrubbery,  and  its 
general  aspect  enggeate  tales  of  the  Middle  Ages.  It  looks  like  a  mediaival  castlu, 
eomewhat  mnsty  and  dsorepit  hnt  still  on  dnty.  At  tbe  sonthwest  corner  of  the  wall 
la  an  ancient  fort  which,  with  several  lines  of  earthwork  along  the  shore  of  tbe  bay, 
forms th^  protection  to  the  harlrar  and  month  of  the  river.  But  while  the  old  city  ia 
eiill  oalled  Uanila  the  distrlota  of  Binondo,  Santa  Cruz,  Qniapo,  Ban  Sebastian,  San 
Hignel,  Tandnay,  Sampoloc,  Santa  Mesa,  Santa  Anna.  Malate,  Ermits,  and  a  number 
of  others  are  considBred  as  forming  the  whole  city  of  Manila.  Each  of  tbeae  districts 
is  about  the  siie  of  one  of  New  York's  lower  wards  and  they  merge  so  coniplettly  into 
each  other  that  there  are  no  diatingoisbabla  dividing  lines.  It  seems  as  if  a  number 
~'  villages  had  gradually  grown  until  they  melted  Into  each  other  and  formed  a  city,

seneral.  vrho  has  his  palace  in  the  UalacaDan  district,  Manila,  is  appointed  I: 
Qneen  Regent  of  Spain,  and  holds  his  ofQoe  for  three  years. 

Manila  lays  no  claim  to  arohitectnml  beauty,  hut  it  has  a  number  of  very  pretty 
Btreets  and  drives,  notably  Malecon,  a  well  paved  boulevard  extending  about  a  mile 
along  the  shore  of  the  bay  In  front  of  old  Manila ;  the  Lunetta,  an  oval-ebaped  drive 
about  a  mile  in  circumference  into  which  the  Malecon  bonlevard  merges  and  in  the 
oenter  of  which  is  ahandsome  stand,  where  a  fine  military  hand  gives  free  concerts  every 

itieasant  eveniogallthe  vear;  and  tbeCalle  Iris,  a  level  gravel  road  75  feet  wide  and 
inedon  either  aide  with  bamboo  trees,  ranning  from  3nm  pal  ao  to  Tondo,  a  distance  of 
nbont  a  mile  and  a  half.  The  dwellings,  although  strikiogly  large  and  roomy,  are 
bnilt  with  special  reference  to  safety  during  earthqnukKs  and  typlioous.  As  many 
poata  or  beams,  from  6  to  12  inches  In  diameter,  as  are  required  sre  planted  with  one 
end  deeply  imbedded  in  cement  and  atone  underground  and  extending  to  the  roof  of 
the  house,  the  latter,  aa  well  as  the  floor  supports,  being  firmly  bolted  to  them.  The 
houses  ore  only  two  stories  high,  tbe  first,  the  floor  of  which  is  level  with  the  street, 
being  asnolly  devoted  to  a  stat>le,  corriage-honse,  and  servants-qirarters,  althoujch 
occasionally  a  first  floor  room  is  used  as  a  dining-room.  The  second  floorlsessentially 
the  resldenc«.  The  outer  walls  of  the  fint  story  are  nsually  bnilt  of  stone,  while  the 
second  is  always  of  wood,  with  sliding  panela  for  windows,  rendering  it  possible  to 
throw  open  the  entire  upper  port  of  the  house  in  warm  weather  or  close  it  tightly 
darinK  tbe  cool  and  rainy  seasons.  These  panels,  instead  of  glass,  have  square  pieces 
of  transparent  shell  set  intothe  light  frame-work,  letting  inplenty  of  light  when  the 
Jtoase  Is  closed. 

The  nails  and  ceilings  have  neither  lath  nor  plaster  to  drop  on  one's  head  when  th« 
bouse  is  being  racked  by  an  earthquake,  hnt  are  covered  with  sheets  of  woven  ham- 
Ikm},  grass,  or  mnslin,  upon  which  very  pretty  designs  are  often  painted  in  water 
oolore.  The  honsc  is  so  constructed  that  if  »u  earthquake  shakes  tbe  first  floor  wall 
f^m  nnder  it,  the  npper  story,  where  the  family  sleep  and  eat,  will  be  supported 
firmly  by  tbe  upright  beams  described.  This  idea  may,  perhaps,  be  profitably  ap- 
plied hy  the  hnilden  of  Cbarleslon,  S.  C,  and  other  earth quake-siiaken  cities.  It 
-would  require  tbe  beat  eflbrts  of  an  unuBually  able-bodied  typhoon  to  more  than 
unroof  one  of  these  straotnres. 

Since  the  last  earthquake  a  number  of  handsome  ehurchaa  have  been  built.  The 
Santa  Tglesia  Cathedral  in  old  Manila,  flrst  built  In  I57tj,  has  been  destroyed  by 
eartbqoakes  several  times,  and  did  not  escaj>e  In  1863.  In  1880  it  was  badly  shat- 
tered, and  Its  tower  had  to  be' pulled  down.  To-day  its  interior,  withits  vast  donritig 
of  tessellated  marble,  its  grand  and  massive  arches  anil  pillars,  its  pure  white  marble 
altars,  rich  in  gold  and  silver  ornamentation,  and  its  immense  organ  prcHcnts  nn 
■tppearanee  of  substantial  eleKanoe  and  solidity  not  at  all  suggestive  of  fear  of  earth- 
qiutkM.     The  Cathedral  of  San  Franoiaco,  also  In  old  Manila,  !■  ft  TUT  far' 
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HtnictDj-e,  gorgeously  famished ;  aud  each  district  of  the  city  has  its  chttroh,  tko 
greater  Dumber  beinfi;  substantial  iy  linilt  and  richly  decorafed.  An  irou  cbaroh  ia 
now  in  course  of  erectioD  in  the  district  of  San  Sebastian,  the  entire  frame-work 
having  been  imported  from  Germany,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  a  luaf^ificent 
edifice. 

Hnnita  Bay  is  27  milea  wide  and  theanohorage  is  abont  Smileabomthemonth 
of  the  Fasig  River  which  will  not  admit  vesaels  that  draw  more  than  13  feet-  The 
principal  shipping  houses  are  fully  half  a  mile  fro  >i  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  nearly 
all  the  goods  shipped  are  taken  down  tbe  river  and  out  to  the  ships  in  lighters,  pro- 
pelled by  natives  with  long  bamboo  poles,  or,  in  some  ooaes,  towed  out  by  steam-tngs. 
When  the  monsoons  Mow  strongly  the  bay  is  very  rough  and  lighters  can  not  be  taken 
aloDgside  the  ships.  Tlias  shipping  Is  sometimes  at  a  standstill  for  a  wenk  or  ten 
days  at  a  time,  and  even  the  tugs  of  the  ship-cliandlera  do  not  go  beyond  the  month 
of  tlierivor.  All  this  trouble,  it  is  oxpeoted,  will  beovetcome  when  the  OoverameDt 
finishes  theexteuaive  harbor  improvement  now  underway.  This  iHsimplvamaMiva 
stone  pier  or  britiik water,  nitendiug  about  a  mile  sontbeaat  from  a  Iddk  pisr  fanning 
out  from  the  mouch  ofthe  river,  and  formtng  a  large  harbor  where  ihipB  of  heavy 
draught  can  tie  np  to  stone  docks  or  ride  quietly  at  anchor  in  ron^h  weather.  The 
undertaking  is  a  gigautic  one  and  it  will  require  many  yean  to  hnish  it.  To  pay  for 
the  work  a  tax  of  2  per  cent,  is  levied  on  imports,  1  per  cent,  on  exports,  tonnage 
dues,  and  a  tax  on  fishing  boatn.  Over  S4, 000, 000  have  already  been  cnllectcdforthe 
work  and  it  is  expected  that  it  nil!  be  rapidly  pnsbed  to  completion.  The  harbor  is 
certainly  needed  very  badly  and  will  undoobtedly  cause  a  marked  increase  in  the 
eofMunila.

Tbe  police  force  of  Manila  is  cnmposed  of  natives  with  Spaniards  as  chief,  captains, 
and  lieutenants,  and  is  exceedingly  well  orj-ntiinecl.  The  low  average  of  crime  in 
Hnnila  is  most  surprising.  Hore  is  a  city  witli  a  dorlared  population  of  over  half  a 
inilliou,  the  majority  of  whom  can  neither  read  nor  write,  and  yet  during  the  year 
there  is  hardly  any  more  crime  than  in  an  American  or  European  town  of  5,000  in- 
habitants. Tbe  vast  majority  of  the  arrests  made  are  for  very  slight  misdemeanors, 
and  a  murder, burglary,  highway  robbery,  or  serious  assanlt  is  of  very  rare  oecnr- 

There  seems  to  be  a  generally  prevalent  feeling  of  socurily,  and  it  is  not  oonsiderod 
necessary  to  tiike  extensive  precautions  agoiust "  midnight  mechanics."  I  have  been 
here  nearly  eight  months  and  have  seen  bnt  five  men  who  were  at  all  under  the  in-

AHUaiUBNTS  IN  MAKII.A. 

One  of  tbe  leading  amnsement  features  of  the  year  are  the  spring  raccA,  which  are 
attended  by  everybody  who  claims  to  be  anyl>ody.  Admission  is  charged  only  to  the 
grand  stand,  and  as  the  surrounding  flelds  are  free  tbe  natives  gather  there  by  thou- 
sands.   The  course  aud  fields  present  a  very  aniniatiug  sight. 

There  are  several  theaters  where  plays  are  sometimes  given  by  amatenra,  but  none 
of  them  are  open  regularly.     Occasionally  an   opera  company  comes  from  Spain  or 
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:a  here  tn^o  or  throe  monttig,  aud  gnex  anay  well  laden  with  silver.  A 
circus  came  here  once,  I  am  told,  aud  reiitaiutd  here  a,  month,  the  csuvas  beinj; 
hardly  large  eiioogh  to  hold  the  crowda. 

In  September  1a«t  the  first  street  car  line  in  Maulla  wm  opened  for  business,  Tbe 
pmJectbM  proved  eiceeiiingly  profitable,  Rlthoii|-li  predictioosn'ere  made  ft:eely  thut 
it  wonld  be  a  complete  failure.  One  of  Ilia  reasons  why  it  was  generally  felt  that  tbe 
line  wonld  not  pay  was  that  every  one  who  has  nny  social  statns  whatever  owns  one 
ormoreconveyaDoesof  thuirown.  It  is  not  considered  the  proper  thine  for  a  white  mnn 
to  walk  unless  be  does  it  for  eieroise  and  has  his  carriage  within  call,  and  I  am  told 
that  there  are  faniilits  who  live  very  plainly,  even  Bhabbily,  at  home,  and  wboKe 
credit  with  tbe  retail  dealers  is  not  rikkI,  and  yet  who  appear  on  the  streets  Id  quite 
decent  cnrriages  with  coacfaman  anit  ail  thenecesuiry  appDrtenance«  for  a  oreditalilH 
show.  There  are  rnniors,  too,  of  inatanree  whrre  nxin  ol  snail  incomes,  after  having 
made  their  appeamooe  on  the  drives  early  in  the  evening,  send  thetr  carriages  out  to 
pick  np  paseengers  for  two  or  three  honrs  to  pay  feed  bills  and  coachmen's  wages. 
With  all  the  white  people  owning  their  carriages  snd  the  natives  and  Chinamen  able 
to  ride  anywhere  in  the  numerous  two.wbeeled  one-hurse  "  cnromatas"  for  5  cents, 
tbe  ontlook  for  a  street  railway  project  whs  not  considered  encoaraging. 

Tbe  line  begins  at  the  fountain  in  the  Hi  lie  phiza  at  the  bead  of  the  C'alle  Allxe,  in 
Sampaloc,  runs  south  throuifb  tbe  Pluxa  Santa  Anua  in  front  of  the  United  Stiit«e 
consulate,  int^i  and  throngh  San  Sebastian,  Qiiiapo,  SnntaCruz,  and  the  Eeculta,  west 
througb  thn  Rosario,  and  terminates  at  the  church  in  Binondo,  covering  a  distance  nt 
about  'i  miles  over  asingto  track,  with  short  side-tracks  at  intervals  to  allow  the  care 
to  pass  each  other. 

The  fare  was  Hied  at  6  onatros  (\ii  oentf,)  for  firsC-olaw  passengers  and  4  onatros 
(31  cents)  for  second  claes.  This  was  cbenp  enoutcb  for  anyboily,  ftud  the  natifes  and 
Chinese  at  once  be^an  todexert  the  ''car«niata«"  and  patroaise  tbe  street  cars  most 
liberally.  Tbe  diflerence  between  the  first  and  second  class  accommodations  was  that 
the  former  had  cushioned  seate  in  tbe  middle  of  the  car  while  the  latter  were  stand- 
ing-TOom  in  the  front  and  rear. 

The  cars  are  very  cheap  aud  rather  shabby  looking  affairs  when  compared  with  the 
handsoine  Americiin  streetcars,  but  answer  the  purpose  quite  well.  They  were  bnilt 
in  Germany,  largely  of  sheet-iron  and  rough  lionrdH,  and  are  painted  a  dingy  red  and 
yellow.  At  either  end  is  a  small,  square  Incloauru  Jitet  large  enough  for  the  driver  to 
stand  in,  and  at  each  side  of  this  are  two  very  awkward  steps.  Each  car  will  seat 
twelve  or  fourteen  first-class  passengers  and  will  fnrnish  etanding  room  fur  fifteen  or 
twenty  second-Ciaes  standing  closely  together. 

At  first  the  pntrThnge  was  confined  almost  exclusively  to  natives  snil  Chinese,  but 
gradimlly  it  begnn  to  d.lwn  upon  the  clerks  ami  business  men  along  the  line  that  it 
was  a  great  deal  handler  sometinies  to  Jump  iutn  a  cut  and  ride  smoothly  down  town 
than  to  watt  tor  their  horses  to  lie  harnessed  ann  ilioi  to  lie  Jolted  over  the  rongh 
paverflenf.  Then  it  was  soon  nnderstood  that  a  man  did  not^eoparili/e  hie  social  po- 
eition  by  riditig  in  a  street-car,  and  one  by  one  the^  dropped  into  the  habit  as  readily 
as  Americans ,  and  now  in  the  morning  and  e""—""  t-"-™  ti.^™  ™n-  >...  ^..-n  i..  *i.. 
street-cars  English,  Spanish,  and  German  mm 
who  seem  to  enjoy  the  novelty  of  such  a  ride. 

Patronage  increased  rapidly  nntil  the  lifloen  carH  with  which  the  line  began  opera- 
tions were  found  insnfficienl  and  two  more  were  added  ;  not,  however,  the  dingy,  un- 
sightly German  ones,  but  two  handsome  specimens  of  the  work  of  J.  Q.  Brill  Sc.  Co., 
ofrblladelphis.  Rut  it  proves  rather  expensive  to  bring  street-cars  from  America. 
I  am  told  that  the  prico  paid  for  each  waa  ^00,  and  that  the  freight  and  other  ex- 
penses amonnt«dio  nearly  $600  each.  Stiti,  the  new  cars  are  so  much  more  attractive 
and  acceptable  to  the  public  that  I  have  no  donbt  more  will  be  imported  and  that 
the  old  ones  will  be  gradnally  retired. 

THK  CITT  OP  ILOII.O. 

Iloilo  is  250  nilee  sontbeost  of  Manila  and  ie  the  next  city  of  importance  in  the 
uchipelago.  It  is  the  chief  city  of  the  province  of  Iloilo  In  the  Isle  of  Panay,  lati- 
tude 10  degrees  49  minntes  west,  near  the  southeast  extremity  of  the  island,  close  to 
theaea  on  the  border  of  a  narrow  channel  formed  by  the  opposite  island  of  Oulmaras. 
Tbe  etty  is  bnilt  on  low,  marshy  gronnd,  partly  fronting  on  the  sea  nnd  partly  along 
the  left  bank  of  a  creek  or  inlet  which  runs  towards  laro  snd  after  d escribing  asemi- 
cirele  again  meets  the  sea  near  Iloilo.  The  harbor  is  well  protected  and  the  anehor- 
MO  good,  tbe  island  of  Guimaras  forming  a  shcKering  passage  where  heavy  draught 
B&ipamay  anchor  comparatively  well  protected  from  heavy  seas.   Thedeptnof  wBt«t 
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ou  tlie  liar  nl.  tlie  outntnoe  to  tbe  river  is  about  Z  fathoms  at  low  water  nnd  a  abort 
diatsoce  inside  deoreaaes  to  15  teat,  deepening  again  a  HhoitdiBtacce  farther  in.  Dur- 
ing the  spring  tidea  the  town  is  flooded;  but,  notwiihstanding  the  apparenllv  im- 
favorablii  sanitai?  oonditionB,  it  is  said  to  be  a  mnch  hvaltbier  place  than  UaDirn.  A 
striking  ppoDliaritv  of  the  location  is  that  the  bieh  groand  of  GuimaruB  forma  a  sort 
of  fannel  irith  the  Pauay  shore  and  acslnt  at  lloilo  is  of  rare  ocouirence.  There  in 
almost  always  a  strong  breeze  there,  and  when  it  comet  from  the  nortbeaat  it  is  very 
heavy.  It  is,  of  course,  mnoh  cooler  at  all  times  of  the  year  than  in  Manila.  It  is 
here  that  the  famons  "pina"  fabric,  woven  vei?  finely  from  the  fiber  of  tbe  pine- 
apple leaf.  LB  made.  Another  very  rich  fabric  called  "  Jubi,"  woven  fVoniBilk  in  while 
and  colors,  is  also  modo  here.  The  surrounding  conntry  is  rery  fertile  and  1b  com- 
paratively well  cnltivated,  bnt  nnder  the  direttion  of  experienced,  energetic  formers 
the  yield  conld  nndonbtedly  be  increased  incalcnlably.  Sngar  is  the  principal  prod- 
net  of  this  portion  of  the  archipelago,  and  the  annnal  crop,  it  is  estimated,  averageH 
about  a  million  piculs,  or  nearly  70,000  tons.  Tobacco  nnd  rice  are  qnite  largrly 
cnltivatL'd  ;  but  none  of  the  latter  ia  shipped  and  very  little  of  the  former,  as  com- 
pared with  the  shipment  of  this  article  from  other  ports.  Earthquakes  seldom  occur 
on  the  Isle  of  Panay,  but  it  seems  to  be  a  special  mark  for  the  typhoons,  which  quite 
fVeqneutly  do  great  damage  there.  The  principal  traders  are  Chinese  Mestizos,  al- 
thongh  there  are  three  Americans  and  a  number  of  German  and  English  iradeis 


This  is  the  third  city  of  importance  in  the  Philippines,  is  noticeably  well  boilt,  and 
basflne  roads,  but  islackingin  oommercial  enterprise.  This  is  the  leading  oenterfor 
hemp,  the  neighboring  islands  of  Leyte,  Miudanao,  and  Camiguin  having  very  ex- 
tensive plantations  and  sending  the  greater  port  of  their  products  to  Cebn  for 
shipment.  Thore  is  said  to  be  ooal  on  the  island,  bnt  no  one  seems  to  uare  to  take 
the  trouble  to  mine  it.  Cebn  was  at  one  time  the  seat  of  the  ad  mini  strati  on  of  rev- 
enne  for  the  whole  of  the  visayae,  but  this  was  removed  to  Manila  In  1B49.

The  foreign  trade  is  confined  to  Manila,  (which  is,  of  coarse,  the  leading  port) 
Hollo,  and  Cebn,  and  the  )>rincinal  articles  ol  export  are  hemp  and  ingar.  llarge 
quantities  of  tobacco,  coBue,  indigo,  hides,  and  ylang-ylang  are  also  shipped,  M  well 
lis  some  fruits  and  cnma.  But  the  rcnlly  prominent  feutures  of  the  export  trade  are 
hemp  and  sugar.  The  total  nmciuiit  of  these  products  shipped  last  year  was  S1,9S>9.1 
tonsof  the  former,  and  1>^.9-21I. 67  tons  of  tbe  latter;  45,462  tons,  or  mora  than  half  the 
hemp,  weotto  the  United  States,  and  123,6r:5tous,  or  nearly  two-thirds,  of  the  sugar'. 

The  folloning  table  will  show  the  total  amount  of  hemp  and  sugar  exported fh>m 
the  PbllipplDes  dnring  the  past  eeveu  years:

Of  tbe  total  ainonnt  of  bemp  and  sngar  exported  to  tbe  United  State*  only  15,454 
tons,  uT  aboDt  one-third  of  the  former  and  60,249  tons,  or  less  tbsn  one-third  of  tbe 
latter,  were  oanied  by  American  ships.  Notwi  that  an  ding  tbe  foot  that  America  re- 
ceives more  than  half  the  hemp  and  sugar  exported  trtim  the  Philippines,  onrsbowiog 
of  abipl  here  is  remarkably  smalL  Oiii  captains  explain  it  by  eaying  that  onr  gov- 
ernment does  not  offer  tbem  the  same  onconragement  that  is  given  to  the  ships  of 
other  natloDB,  and  tbat  if  an  American  ship  does  not  lose  money  now-adays,  it  is  do- 
ing remarlisbly  veil.  Almost  every  captain  1  have  seen  since  I  have  boon  here  baa 
expressed  the  most  intense  disgust  over  tbe  sitnation,  and  has  declared  that  be  would 
atnndoD  a  seafaring  life  at  once  if  be  felt  competent  to  do  any  other  bnsiness.  Tbey 
nwert  tbat  tbe  sbips  of  other  nations  ara  rnn  sC  mnch  less  expense  than  ours,  and 
that  they  are  mbBidi^ed  by  their  own  government,  so  that  tbey  can  carry  freight  si 
mnch  iowercates  than  American  sbips  can  and  still  malie  money.  How  troe  this  is 
I  can  not  say,  bot  it  la  a  fact  tbat  but  29  American  8hi|>s  entered  this  port  last  year 
against  383of  otbar  natioDe,exo)iuiveof  ateam  Teisele. 

In  snpportof  their  aaaertlona  tbe  captaina,  amout;  other  tbinsB,  point  to  tbe  record 
of  (^ignt  rates,  whiob  have  steadily  neclined  dnring  the  past  fifteen  j|ear«,  and  tbls, 
the;  aay,  la  finest  wholly  dne  to  the  fact  that  the  sliips  of  other  nations,  receiving 
sovernment  eapport,  are  able  to  carry  freight  profitably  at  rates  against  which  Amer- 
ican sbipa  can  not  compete.  The  folio  ^iiig  table  will  show  the  fielght  rates  from  tbe 
Philippine*  to  the  United  Stalea  for  tbe  past  twenty  years  :

Fr<imIloilo70,H83.t)5  tons  of  SQgur  were  sbippod  in  vetwela  of  a1]  nations,  41,074.33 
tons  from  Manila,  anil  11. T3  tuns  from  Cebu.  Iloilo  is  esaentiallf  a  sugar  port,  and 
Cebii's  specialty  is  bHmii.  No  heinp  was  exported  from  Iloilo  last  year,  while  Ceba 
exported  6,Ti^.lMi  luue.  All  tbe  riue  exported  fromtho  islands  was  shipped  from  Ceba. 
Iloilo  sbipped  no  tobacco,  nhile  781  poands  were  exported  from  Cebu.  Besidee  the 
artiules  nunied  above  there  were  exported  last  jear  over  4  toos  of  pearl  sheila,  about 
43  tons  of  gum  atmaciga,  and  smalt  quantities  of  other  gnms  and  fine  woods. 

IMPORTS. 

The  total  value  of  imports  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  as  giveu  by  the  official  re- 
port of  the  Government,  was  |I6,530,000  (peso  $  =  84  cents  AmerloaQ),  of  whiob 
1533,421  worth,  in  Manila  cnirency,  or  (434,439.43  United  States  f^ld,  oane  from 
America.     But  these  flfrnres  do  not  represent  halfthe  quantity  of  American  goods  im- 

Sorted,  forthe  same  difficult;  is  experienced  here  as  Is  complained  of  by  other  United 
tatee  consuls  in  the  eaat.  American  ((oods  are  shipped,  to  >lnng-Kong,  reshipped 
there  to  Manila,  and  credited  to  Houg-Konx  in  the  ofllcial  reports.  Other  American 
(roods  ore  purchased  iu  Ijondnn  and  are  enlered  as  imports  from  England.  In  tbe 
t  report  of  imports  the  United  Btatea  are  credited  with  aboot  3^  tons  of 
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floor,  a  ridicnlouHl;  low  ficure  wLea  one  aacertaiaij  that  neml;,  if  not  all,  the  flour 
ased  here  comes  fiom  Sao  Francisco.  Tbe  amount  stated  isaimplfanashipnieDt  that 
came  direotl;  from  Califontia  io  an  Amrrioan  ship.  Over  100,000  sacks  (SOponnds 
each)  oome  heTeeven';ear,  of  the  saciekiDd  of  flour  that  has  been  shipped  from  San 
Fruooisco  to  Hong-Kong,  and  In  reported  aiooiiK  tbe  imports  troA  the  latter  city. 
ThoiieoucU  of  barrels  of  American  pork,  1  aui  told  by  a  prominent  merchant,  come 
here  every  Tear  from  Hong-Kong,  aud  yet  tlie  United  States  is  uot  credited  with  a  bar- 
relofit  Toe  same  is  true  uf  canned  gooda  and  almost  every  kind  of  mercbandiM 
shipped  from  San  Francisco,  nnleu  it  is  billeA  to  Manila  direct.  Perhaps  the  merchant 
nil!  think  this  fact  of  comparatively  small  importance  so  long  as  the  goods  get 
on  the  market  here  aud  are  promptly  paid  for,  but  I  am  enre  the  local  ^ovurnmont's 
annualreport  of  imports  wontd  be  mnoh  more  attiaotive  and  readable  if  tbe  United 
States  had  a  more  conspicuoQs  repre

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Here  la  another  point  that  may  be  of  interest  to  American  merchanto.  Ons  of  tlw 
proprieiora  of  the  largeat  light  hardware  aud  hoaae  furDishiug  eatabllBbineDt  In 
Manila  told  me  recently  that  he  boitght  A-Diericaii  tools  and  some  other  nlntnnii  of 


American  goods  ia  London  because  he  conld  get  better  diaconuts  there  than  h«  ooold 
from  the  munufactnrers.  Assuming  that  the  Loudon  firm,  because  U  bnya  large  qnui- 
tities  of  goods,  receives  better  disoonnla  fhlni  the  msnnfactnrer  than  are  offered  to  a 
firm  that  buys  snialler  bills,  how  can  it  offer  the  best  discoonts  to  a  Manila  hooae 
after  paying  freight  from  New  Turk  to  London  I  The  merchant  referred  to  admitted 
that  American  goods  as  arnle  were  farsupeiior  to  those  of  other  ooantries,  batheaaid 
that  bis  efforts  to  deal  directly  with  our  maunfactarers  had  always  been  nnsatiBfao- 
tory,  as  they  had  manifested  no  special  interest  in  selling  their  goods  here.  HiatMinble 
eeeins  to  have  been  his  inability  togetdetinita  replies  to  his  in<iairieBoonoomingdi»- 
oonnts. 

"I  have  asplendiri  handsomely  printed  oatalogae,"  he  said  "of  jnat  the  goods  that 
I  want,  but  it  oobtaius  only  the  list  prices  with  nodlsconnt«.  I  Imow  there  are  dis- 
oounta,  for  I  get  them  whenl  bay  the  same  goods  in  Loadoo,  m  what  is  tbeoseof  my 
bothering  with  the  maDufuoturais  when  I  oaa  bny  to  better  advantage  and  with  lese 
trouble  somewhere  else." 

Although  one  frequently  encounters  American  goods  in  the  batan  and  shorn,  by 
far  the  greater  proportion — nearly  all  of  theui,  in  ^t — have  been  purohaeed  in  Hong- 
Eong  or  London.  Except  American  petroleum,  which  is  used  pxclnsiveiy  here,  and 
In  Immease  qnantities,  aa  it  ia  the  only  illnminating  material  to  be  had  beside  oocoa- 
nnt  oil  and  candles,  and  a  few  American  buggies  and  carriages,  there  are  no  direct 
shipments  of  goods  ftt>m  the  United  States  to  the  Philipciiues,  and  apparently,  no 
effiirt  of  any  importance  has  been  made  by  our  maonfaotnrers  to  pnt  their  goods  into 
this  market.  I  have  heard  that  a  year  or  two  ago  an  agent  for  an  Aiuerican  silver- 
plated  ware  manufactory  visited  HaniJa,  bnt  found  that  he  could  not  compete  with 
tbe  prices  offered  by  German  and  English  manufncturers.  This  is  undoubtedly  trae 
ofsume  clnstjes  of  goods,  but  not  of  all.  I  am  satisfied  that  there  are  American  mana- 
factururs  of  silver-plated  ware  who  can  make  a  better  article  of  table  ware  than  any 
of  the  English  or  German  goods  sold  here,  and  that  it  can  be  imported  here  and  sold 
at  the  samu  price,  with  fnlly  as  good  a  profit.  IKiere  are  large  q^uatitities  of  Belgian 
enameled  ware  sold  at  prices  that  seem  to  me  fully  r>0  per  cent,  higher  than  American 
enami'led  and  granit«  ware  ia  sold  at  retail  in  tlie  United  States.  If  there  is  any 
difference  in  tbe  quality,  I  think  it  is  in  favor  of  the  American  ware.  Tln-waie  and 
all  sorts  of  cooking  nteusilit,  1  feel  qnite  confident,  conld  be  supplied  by  American 
manaiacturen  as  cheaply  as  by  those  of  Germany,  England,  or  any  other  country. 
The  same  is  true  of  woodeu-ware,  tools,  cotton  cloth,  calico,  mnaUn,  linen,  canned 
goods,  preserves,  statiouery,  drugs  and  cheznicals,  agricultural  implements,  sewing- 
machines,  and  numerous  other  articles  that  would  find  a  ready  sale.  The  Singer 
sewiugmaahlQes  may  be  fouod  iu  many  homes  In  these  islands,  and  aa  tbe  company 
has  established  a  salee-rooiu  i[i  Manila  and  another  In  Uoilo  I  infer  that  the  market 
is  found  reasonably  good,  at  least. 

The  only  objection  [  have  lirard  to  American  goods  Is  the  pricfi,  and  tbe  Idea  that 
they  cost,  as  a  cIusb,  moie  tlinn  tbe  manufactures  of  other  countries  is  acqniivd 
by  comparing  line.1  of  goods  that  America  never  did,  and,  I  think,  never  can  make 
and  sell  as  chcajily  as  Germany,  England,  Switzerland,  andFrance.  I  referto  to^, 
fancj'  articles,  uud  what  are  known  as  "  notious."  There  ore  ahio  laces,  eilka,  embroid- 
eries, etc.,  in  the  sale  of  whioli  in  tbe  east,  of  course,  the  United  States  can  not  yet 
compete  with  Europe.  Some  of  the  stores  are  filled  with  articles  that  look  very  at- 
tractive, bnt  are  cheap  in  every  sense  of  tbe  word.  They  are  made  in  Earope,  sell 
readily  at  what  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  price,  and  afford  a  large  profit.  It  is  ad- 
mitted that  Anieriaan  goods  of  a  similar  class  are  much  superior  in  every  respect,  bnt 
they  cost  mors  and  afford  less  profit.  The  same  objection  is  raised  to  Spanish  gooda, 
and  OS  a  result  Germany  and  England  have  tbe  largestshoreof  the  trade,  not  only  in 
"■.ntini,."  and  fancy  goods,  but  m  many  lines  which,  it  seems  quite  possible,  conld  be

1  want  to  call  attention  to  the  item  of  paper,  2,3^.6  tons  were  imported  lost  year, 
of  wbicb  three  kilograms  or  6.6  pounds  are  orediled  to  the  United  States  and  3,3311 
tons  to  China.  Considerable  of  this  paper  was  probably  made  in  China,  the  m^or 
portion  of  which  was  tbe  coar«e  stuff  used  in  the  Chinese  "tiendas"  or  shops  here  for 
wrapping  purposes,  but  roost  ol  it  was  nudoubtedly  made  in  some  other  oonntoy  Mkd 
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■hinp«d  to  Hong^oDg,  from  whence  H  was  aeot  heie.  The  Uuitcd  States  may  hftve 
iMilaaiMn  of  tbla  trade  amountinK  to  more  than  6  pounds.  * 

Paper  bags  and  good  wrappin)!  paper  and  twine,  snch  aa  one  sees  in  the  stores  in 
tbe  United  States,  are  anknown  liere.  Ton  make  a  pnrchaseat  .1  grocery  siore,  and  if 
the  article  is  in  atin  can  orbox,  you  are  expected  to  takeit  aait  is  witboolawrappet; 
if  it  la  something  that  reqnirea  a  wrapper,  jon  vill  get  it  rolled  np  in  an  old  Spanish 
newspaper  or  a  scanty  piece  of  Chinese  paper,  sontetbingliLe  the  inside  wrapper  of  a 
bnnob  of  flte-orackers,  wbicb  mill  tear  npon  the  slightest  provocation.  Ji 

bat  joo  get  no  string  tied  aronnd  it,  and  must  take  the  chance  of  spillins  year  pnr- 
ohase  btfore  yoa  reaoh  your  destination.  If  you  ask  for  a  string,  as  I  did  once,  the 
•alesinan  will  smile  in  a  sarprisad  way,  elevate  bis  sbonlders,  holding  the  palms  of 
Ids  hands  out  toward  yon,  and  reply : 

"No,  itnor,  no  lo  lengo  "  (No,  sir,  J  haven't  it). 

He  knows  at  once  Chat  yon  are  u  stranger  in  Manila,  and  bis  face  and  manner  show 
that  he  pities  yonr  ignorance. 

In  the  small  Chinese  "  ticndns"  and  native  shops  pieces  of  thebananaleaf  arensed 
for  wrapping  goods,  and  the  package  is  tied  with  a  blade  of  stronc  swamp  grass, 
banaua-tree  fiber,  or  thin  strip  of  rattan.  There  is  a  mission  here  fir  the  Amerioan 
paper  baj[. 

A   PENCHANT  TOK  PBRPOMBBT. 

Florida  water  aelle  in  large  quanties,  and  the  familiar  bottlea  and  labels  may  be 
seen  on  die  shelves  of  everj  drug,  dry  goods,  and  &noy  store  in  Manila.  Allow  a 
Chinese  peddler  to  open  his  pack  atyonr  dnnr  aud  it  is  bfRbly  probable  that  tbe  drst 
thing  be  will  pr«dnoe  will  be  a  bottle  of  Florida  irat«r.  Colognes,  toilet  waters,  and 
nnmerons  varieties  of  perfumua  have  large  sales  among  the  natives  as  well  as 
MDODg  the  foreigners,  and  there  are  two  qnite  large  stores  here  devoted  almost  ex- 
clusively to  the  sale  of  that  olass  of  goods,  while  saferal  of  the  drng  stores  carry 
qnite  large  stocks.  The  majority  of  the  people  seem  to  have  u  passion  for  fragrant 
odors,  and  not  only  perfume  their  clothing  lilMrally,  hot  bnrn  Bweetsmelliug  gams, 
woods,  and  leavea  in  their  homes,  fillingthe  air  abont  them  with  delightful  fragrance. 
As  many  of  the  natives  keep  their  pigs  and  dogs  under  their  houses  and  empty  their 
stops  there  too,  tbere  are  generally  several  lourl-brealhing  oess-pools  below,  and  the 
contest  for  sapremaoy  between  the  odors  is  often  vigorous  aud  interesting, 

AMERICAN  PATENT  MEDICINKB. 

A  few  Amerioan  patent  medicines,  notably  Jayue'e,  Holloway's,  and  Mother 
Sigel's  Sirup,  have  been  sold  here  quite  largely,  bat  can  come  here  no  more  nnleaa 
tht*  manufacturers  consent  to  comply  willi  tlie  provisious  of  a  decree  istned  about 
fnnr  weeks  ago  which  requires  that  the  formula  by  which  patent  medicines  are  made 
ahall  be  printed  on  the  outside  wrapper  of  each  package  ao  that  it  can  easily  be  read 
by  all  purchasers.  This  is  considered  by  local  clniggista  aa  an  effectual  bar  to  the 
entry  of  all  patent  medicines,  as  it  is  not  prnbiil'le  that  l>he  m.i nu foot urers  will  oon- 
sent  to  make  pnblic  their  formulas,  except  in  vp.17  rare  oases.  When  the  supplies  on 
ha!id  are  exhausted  the  medicine- takers  will  have  to  find  new  remedies  for  their  ail- 
ments or  give  np  being  sick. 

AMBBICAH  CAXRIAOES  AND  FRIUFPINE  HOBBEfl. 


Amerioan  bnggies  and  carriages  are  quite  Dnmerooa  on  the  streets  of  Manila  and,  I 
believe,  are  airshipped  here  by  a  Philadelphia  flrm.  Light  broughams,  dt^-oarta, 
Uid  victorias  find  a  ready  sale,  but  they  must  be  very  liubt,  aa  all  the  horses  are  very 
■mall.  They  are  very  much  like  Anatralian  poaioa  both  in  aire  aud  poweta  of  endnr- 
Buoe.  Large  horses  of  tbe  breeds  oomtnon  in  tbe  United  Stales  are  not  often  brought 
here,  it  being  popularly  believed  that  they  can  not  stand  the  climate.  1  have  been 
.  told  that  quite  a  number  of  persons  have  tried  to  keep  and  breed  the  larger  horses, 
but  that  the  experiment  has  always  proved  a  &tlure ;  that  they  soon  became  unable 
to  work  and  in  a  short  time  die.  I  do  not  understand  bow  the  little  horses,  or  ponies, 
need  by  the  native  "  oaromata"  drivers  manage  to  keep  alive  mider  the  treatment 
they  receive,  to  say  nothing  of  the  olimaie.  Thnv  are  thrashed  np  and  down  the 
Htreeta  from  early  inorniug  until  far  into  tbe  night  hauling  passeogers  hither  and 
tbither;  probably  only  half  fed,  and  yet  appareutly  bealtiiy  and  vigoroua  at  all 
times.  Some  of  them  look  a  little  discourag^,  bnt  tbe  m^ority  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. They  are  never  used,  however,  for  hauling  freight  or  other  heavy  loads ;  that 
sort  of  work  Is  left  to  the  Chinese  cooliea  and  ''corabaos"  or  water  buflaloa.  The 
latter  animsl  ia  abont  tbe  size  and  shape  of  a  balf-grown  ox,  with  a  hide  like  an  ele- 
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Shant'a  and  »  pair  of  grent  cniv«d  honu  about  6  iaohM  in  diamttter  at  tbe  baiw  and 
rom  21  ti>  3  fent.  totii;.  Tliese  beasts  kto  hilcfaed  ilngly  to  small,  low,  two-wh««led 
diayB  autl  haul  ODormuDB  liwda  si  a  most  aggniVBtiDgly  alow  pace. 


AM   OPBKINO   FOB   4   DAIRY  FARMHR. 

Duiry  prodaobi  are  exceedingly  eoaroe  and  very  high,  and  there  is  apparentlv  no 
reason  nliy  an  enterpriHinE  dairy  farmer  oonld  nut  make  a  great  deal  of  money  here 
with  a  fciT  fiooi\  cowa.  Butter  in  tin  boxe*  and  glaB4  buttles  impurled  from  Eu- 
rope sells  at  the  rate  uf  a  dollar  a  ponnd:  small  Huluind  obeeses  at|1.50eacli ;  a  very 
inferior  articfe  of  Koglish  and  German  uneeae  at  from  50  to  75  cents  a  ponnd,  aad  tbe 
Swiss  cbeese  at  Qii  to  7!>  cents.  One  boose  occasionally  gets  an  American  cbeese  and 
soils  it  oil' at  a  guoii  profit  almost  as  fast  as  it  can  be  cat,  but  tbe  intervals  between 
ohecscH  it,  vnry  long,  ng  it  is  less  trouble  to  get  anil  keep  tbo  otber  kinds.  It  is  not 
coasideroiL  nice  to  be  too  active  and  enterprising  in  this  climAte. 

Tlieru  are  ii  few  cows  Owned  by  private  families,  wbu  cousume  the  niilk  and  bavo 
little  or  nnne  to  sprire ;  but  occasionally  cow's  roilit  can  bo  bad  at  tbe  rate  50  cents  a 
qusft.  Native  milkmen  sell  tbe  milk  of  the  carabao  at  2A  cents  a  qunrt,  but  it  bns  a 
strong,  disagreeable  taste,  which  renders  it  nnpopular,  except  witb  tbe  natives,  who 
have  never  been  accustomed  to  any  other  kind.  It  is  nsed  Homutiinesjor  cooking  by 
some  of  tbe  foreign  families.  As  a  nile  everybody,  except  tbe  very  few  wbo  otin 
cows,  nses  the  American  condensed  milk,  Kiwle  brand,  anil  it  ueils  at  retail  for  37)- 
cents  a  can.  There  are  one  or  two  bnods  of  milk  powder  on  the  market,  bnt  they 
am  not  extensively  used. 

Cows  apparentiv  thrive  here,  and  1  have  beard  of  no  good  reason  why  there  are  not 
more  here,  nor  why  a  dairy  farm  on  the  American  plan  coald  not  be  made  a  most 

Srotitable  investmeut.  There  is  good  grazing;  nipa  stieda  to  protect  tbe  animals 
uring  the  rainy  season  coald  be  oonetructed  at  a  comparatively  alight  cost.  Coru 
is  very  pleDtifnl,  and  palloi,  or  unhullcd  rice,  the  food  given  to  horses  and  cattle, 
ia  compantively  ioeiiiensiva.  In  fact  a  man  with  an  eye  to  economy  would  raise 
his  own  com  and  palloi.  He  conld  sell  all  the  milk,  batter,  and  cheese  he  could 
produce  at  the  prices  I  have  quoted. 


I  have  not  yet  been  here  ayear,  and  of  course  I  have  a  great  deal  to  learn  of  the 
islands  and  the  resonrces  of  the  interior  of  the  country ,^ut  my  olMervatioos  thna 
far,  which  have  been  as  extensive  as  my  offloial  duties  woold  permit,  lead  me  to  be- 
lieve that  the  possibilities  bere  for  men  of  temperate,  intlustrious  bal>ito  who  are  not 
afraid  of  the  climate  aie  very  promising.  I  may  have  nndereatimated  the  climatic 
conditions  and  o'^-Ji cent i mated  a  white  man's  abilitv  to  endure  them,  bat  at  prwent  I 
believe  tb't  Ine  statements  I  have  mode  are  strictly  accurate. 

Li'.tle  attention  is  paid  to  ogrionlture,  and  yet  tbe  land  is  rich  and  fertile  and  Iba 
climate  is  favorable  to  Te<^talile  growths  of  all  kinds.  Delicious  fruits  and  veget- 
ables grow  wild,  and  nature  seems  to  be  only  waiting  to  respond  to  intelligent  effort 
and  pour  forth  her  treasures  most  lavishly.  Every  white  man  who  conies  here  drops 
at  oooe  into  trade  in  tbe  cities,  unless  he  oomea  as  an  officer  in  tbe  Spanish  aervioe  or 
has  a  special  missruo  that  will  not  admit  of  his  doing  anything  else.  No  one  thinks 
of  tryiugtogeta  fortune  fhim  the  interior  of  the  eonntry,  and  the  exportation  of 
hemp,  an  gar,  coffee,  indigo,etc.,  is  considered,  apparently,  the  only  oconpation  that 
an  American  or  Englishmanougbtto  engage  in.  Coffee  is  a  comparatively  new  arti- 
elo  of  export;  a  few  years  ago  none  was  shipped,  bnt  last  year  5,447,74  tons  were 
exported,  none  of  it,  however,  going  directly  to  the  United  States.  About  40,000 
manila  hats  were  shipped  to  the  United  States  last  year. 

FSOFESSOK  steere's  exfloratioms. 

There  are  many  things  which,  although  abundant  in  varions  parts  of  the  arohipel- 
ago,  are  euldom  or  never  exported.  Natives  come  into  Manila  with  great  bamboo 
trayH  on  their  heads  loaded  with  the  finest  kind  of  ginger  root,  which  they  dig  in  the 
woods,  where  it  grows  plentifully,  but,  as  far  as  1  have  learned  none  of  it  la  ever  ex- 
ported. They  sell  it  to  the  small  Chinese  dealers,  who  retail  it  to  the  city  natives, 
and  the  latterniuke  a  wnnk  tea  with  it  to  drink  with  their  rice  and  fish.  Prof.  J.  B. 
Steere,  professor  of  loology  ot  tbe  University  of  MiciiigBn,  Ann  Arbor,  Hich.,  wbo 
has  been  exploring  these  isIaiidH  for  the  pMt  year,  tells  lue  that  arrowroot  grows  in 
great  abundance  on  Home  of  the  southern  islands,  but  none  of  it  la  exported.  Pro- 
fi'ssor  Steeru,  who  has  been  aooompanied  by  Messrs.  Dean  C.  Worcester,  Frank  8. 
Buums,  and  E,.  L.  Mosley,  has  mode  a  number  of  most  intetMtlDg  discoTeriea  in  tbe 
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Wfty  of  new  species  of  birds  and  beuta,  and  inci dentally  bos  studied  qnite  olo«ely  the 
•  trera,  frnita,  uid  plants  of  the  archipelago.  He  ii  now  on  hie  way  home,  and  I  bare 
DO  doDbt  thoit  the  report  which  he  eon  templates  making  eoon  after  his  arrival  will  be 
looked  for  with  great  int«reflt  not  onl;  by  seientlSa  men  but  bj  merobanta  and 
traden,  who  will  find  It  a  mine  of  moat  valuable  inrormation.  Thii  is  Frofeaeor 
Steere'e  aecond  visit  to  the  PbilippineB,  and  I  am  quite  sntiBfted  that  there  is  no  man 
living  to-day  who  has  explored  the  islands  bo  tbaroQf^bly  or  who  bae  any  thing  like 
the  vast  knowledge  of  tbeii  resources  that  he  has  acquired.  He  is  etrongfv  impreved 
by  their  immense  wealth  in  rare  woods,  gums,  plants,  etc.,  and  the  an  developed  poaai< 
bilities  for  meo  of  intelligence,  indnstry,  and  eapital. 

The  janglee  are  filled  with  rattan  of  all  varieties,  and  quantities  of  It  are  used  by 
the  natives  instead  of  nails  in  ballding  their  houses,  while  the  Chinese  make  pretty 
fnmitnre  of  it ;  but  I  have  never  hea^  of  any  of  It  bein^  exported.  Coooa-nuts  are 
very  plentiful,  and  millions  of  them,  formed  into  immause  rafts,  are  floated  down  the 
rivers  nnd  creeks  to  the  cities  and  towns,  where  they  are  sold.  Quite  a  large  namber 
are  eaten  in  the  raw  state,  while  many  are  made  into  preserves  of  Various  kinds,  but  by 
far  the  greater  portion  are  converted  into  oil,  which  is  burned  in  t(ie  native  lamps 
or  need  to  grease  the  raven  truses  of  the  native  belles.  Vory  few  are  exported.  Oc- 
casionally an  enterprising  Chinaman  will  fill  asbip  nilbtbem,  top  the  cargo  off  with 
a  few  bidee  and  betel  nuts,  and  ship  them  to  Hong-Eong  or  some  other  port  in  China, 
but  I  think  they  go  no  fai-ther. 

Fragrnut  woods,  herbs,  and  gums  and  medieinal  plants  and  trees  grow  profusely, 
bntnoonepaysany  attention  to  them  except  tbe  natives,  who  gather  small  qnantities 
auil  sell  tbem  as  their  necessities  prompt. 

I  inadvertently  omitted  to  say,  when  referring  to  the  habits  of  theaativee,  that  the 
average  countryman  does  not  take  kindly  to  labor,  and  indulges  in  it  only  when  he 
finds  it  nei  essary  to  supply  some  of  bis  pressing  needs,  If  be  should  happen  to  need 
something  for  his  r'amily  that  could  not  be  procnred  without  money,  or  desired 
to  contribute  something  to  his  church,  be  wontd  go  ont  and  gather  ftuit,  or  zinger 
orpitie-apples  enongh  for  tbe  purpose.  But  bis  wants  ore  very  few,  and  he  doesn't 
feel  the  necessity  of  work.  This  statement  does  not  apply  to  the  city  native,  nor  to 
those  living  in  toe  adjacent  suburbs,  who  as  a  mle  are  quite  indnstrioDS. 

tHFOKTKD  aiCK. 

As  an  illustration  of  ttaepreTailingindifferenoeloagrionlture,thefiMtthatItisfoimd 
necessary  to  Import  rice  is  very  striking.  Rice  is  the  staff  of  life  for  the  natives  and 
i.akes  the  place  of  bread  ;  there  is  plenty  of  fertile  land  in  these  islands  npon  which 
it  might  be  cultivated,  and  yet  Jast  year  |l, 304,000  worth  was  import«id  from  China 
and  .Japan  to  supply  the  market  here.  I  have  .neither  seen  nor  heard  of  a  farm  not  a 
farmer  since  I  have  been  here,  and  yet  I  have  seen  tracts  of  rich  land  that  I  believe 
an  American  farmer  would  go  into  eoatacies  over. 

Many  of  the  natives  have  little  patches  of  com,  and  tor  roasting  or  boiling  when 
vonngitisfnllyM  good  as  tbe  average  American  sweet-com.  When  ripe  and  dry  it 
Is  hara.  and  flinty,  like  our  best  red  corn,  but  I  have  never  seen  any  of  it  shelled  for 
sale  on  the  market,  not  is  eom-meal  mode  as  far  as  I  know.  It  is  apparently  raised 
only  for  roasting,  and  when  green  it  is  peddled  about  the  streets  oy  the  natives, 
oooKed  and  raw,  for  one  cuatro  (1^  cent)  per  ear  and  three  leale  (371  cents)  per  one 
hnndred  ears  at  wholesale.    I  am  told  that  it  reaches  maturity  five  weeksafter  plant- 


Large  quantities  of  indigo  and  ytang  ylang  are  exported,  but  it  is  an  exceedingly 
smalJ  percentage  of  what  might  he  sbip)ied.  Ylang  ylang,  it  is  asserted,  is  pecnllar 
to  these  islands  and  in  found  nowhere  else.  The  fragrant  blossoms  are  hawked  abont 
tbe  streets  of  Manila  in  large  bamboo  trays  by  native  women  who  sell  them  by  tbe 
handful  to  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  desire  to  perfume  their  trunks  and  wardrobes. 
A  handful  worn  in  tbe  inside  pocket  of  tbe  ooat  will  soon  make  a  man  smell  like  a 
wedding.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  other  aromatic  blossuoix,  leaves,  and  roots 
nsed  for  similar  pnrposes,  which  grow  in  profusion  in  the  interior  and  are  sold  abont 
the  streets  in  small  qnantitlee. 

THK  MAMIIA  MASOO. 

Among  tbe  many  Inscions  fhiits  of  the  isiands  tbe  mango  is  tbe  most  famous.  It 
is  asserted  that  nowhere  in  tbe  East  does  this  fruit  reach  aacb  perfection  as  in  the 
Plulippines,  and  the  "Manila  mango  "lias  a  great  reputation  throngbont  this  side  of 
the  world.  It  is  abont  tbe  size  and  sbapeof  a  slightly  flattened  goose  egg —probably 
a  little  larger — with  a  yellowish  skin  aud  meat  a  light  shade  of  lavender.  It  is  — '— 
Juicy  and  has  a  rich,  peachy  flavoi 
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of  fruits,    or  ooone  it  c»nuot  be  abipped  in  ita  uatiiral 

fruits  might  be  presnrved  or  canned  and  exported  to  I  _..   

oouDtries  quite  proBtably.  Wbeu  the  mango  first  makes  ita  appcaranoe  in  Manila, 
in  Jannaty,  it  aells  for  most  extravagaut  prices.  This  year  the  early  ones  sold  for 
SO  eeuts  eu:h,  and  I  heard  it  said  that  some  of  the  wealthy  Spaniards  paid  ««  higli  •• 
$10  a  docen  for  them.  But  after  the  first  week  or  two  the  price  dropa  to  35  cents  eAoh, 
then  1o  a  dollar  a  dozen,  and  ooiitinuaa  to  dealiue  antil  the  market  is  foil  of  them  st 
12  and  15  oenta  a  dozen  at  retail.

that  are  spread  over  the  land  to-day.  Thia  has  Dot  been  done  without  a  great  attas- 
^le,  a  straggle  that  boa  been  more  severe  tban  in  most  new  ooloniea^wiug  U 


irregularity  of  tho  rain-fall  and  the  consequent  scarcity  of  water.  The  nnmerona 
cheoke  that  the  colony  has  received  in  its  onward  march  may  all  be  traced  primarily 
to  dry  eeaaous  and  tlieir  iuevitable  reanlt,  bad  crops,  and  depression  among  the 
sheep-raisers.  Until  very  lately,  wheat,  wool,  and  copper  have  lieen  almost  the  only 
products  of  the  colony.  When  from  any  oaoae  the  supply  of  the  two  former  boa 
failed,  or  the  price  of  copper  has  fallen,  the  result  has  beea  disastrous  to  the  colouy. 
But  now  that  the  resonrces  of  the  land  have  been  better  developed,  and  gold,  ntlver, 
copper,  and  liu  mining  are  Nourishing  indnstriea,  and  the  mnnnfucture  of  jaoiB, 
agriculturat  implements,  wine,  and  oil  are  carried  out  upon  a  targe  scale,  the  proo- 
perity  of  the  land  depends  less  than  formerly  on  the  one  hazard  of  a  good  wheat 
crop.  Thns  the  reault  of  seasona  of  drought  will  not  be  Bo  wlilely  felt  or  so  gener- 
ally disostroaa,  and  the  colonj  in  all  probability  wilt  make  for  greater  progresH 
during  the  next  Qf^  yeara  of  ita  existence  than  it  baa  doue  in  the  half  century  that 
hasjnat  paaaed  away. 
la  the  details  of  the  progress  of  the  colony  and  ita  present  status  the  first  item  is: 

POPULATioir. 

The  population  at  the  end  of  loat  year  was  estimated  at  317,446,  which  is  only 
4,000  more  than  in  1885,  but,  ns  the  eaiitnate  for  18t»  was  only  312,758,  it  shows  an 
increase  of  nearly  5,000  for  last  year.  The  subjoined  table  sbowa  the  estimated  pop- 
ulation of  the  culony  for  the  pose  ten  years:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  iu  population  from  187B  to  1379  was  over  10,000 ; 
from  1879  to  1880,  over  8,000;  from  ISSO  to  ItMl,  over  18,000;  from  1881  to  1882, 
over  7,000 ;  from  1882  to  1083,  over  11,000 ;  and  from  1883  to  1884,  over  6,000.  Since 
1884  tbe  increaae  has  not  been  5,000-  The  average  access  to  population  ftom  1879 
to  188i  was  over  9,000;  bat  Arom  1884  to  1887  it  hod  fallen  to  1,500.  This  is  mainly 
dne  to  the  depressed  times,  resulting  from  over  apeoalation  iu  land,  combined  witn 
continued  bad  borveata.  The  phenomena  of  decreasing  ponnlation  in  trad  times  Is 
common  to  all  the  colonies,  and  seems  to  be  tbe  outcome  of  the  osoillatlon  of  what 
may  be  called  a  "  floating  population"  who  wander  from  colony  to  eolony  in  •earch 
of  prosperous  times^  and  have  no  home  or  ties  sufficiently  strong  to  Induce  them  to 
eetde  permanently  in  any  one  province  In  addition  to  that  tbe  newly-formed  min- 
ing towns  of  Sitverton  and  Broken  Hill  have  been  chiefly  populated  by  South  Atu- 
trajians,  to  whieh  colony  those  towna  geographioally  belong,  though  they  are  nndei  . 
tbe  New  South  Wales  acDiiniatration ;  but,  oonsideriiig  ttiat  oU  the  business  in  thOM 
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placM  ill  tmusaoted  thniiigh  South  AnrtnJlo,  this  colonj  reapa  the  lahBtaatial  benefit 
of  tbepopnl&tloD,  About  15,000  of  the  popolation  irere  Itnt  Id  tbi«  w>r  dating  lt>8&, 
It^  aoa  iSB7.  However,  pupulation  is  Ht«adily  iocreftaiiig  dovt,  eepeoiftUy  in  Ade- 
Ifttde  and  anburba,  where  tue  former  deoieue  waa  moat  acutely  felt.  Adelaide  and 
■aliDrba  now  contain  113,000  bouIh. 


The  whole  province  contains  an  area  eqnal  to  576,361,liO0  mmb,  which  gifca  the 
proportion  of  'A  sonare  niUea  of  country  to  every  sonl  in  the  colony.  The  total  acreage 
alienated  up  to  Jannary  1,  IS^,  waa  9,860,9*^7,  or  in  the  proportion  of  31  acres  per 
head  of  the  population.  Included  in  the  total  are  T,3D8f  acres,  which  were  taken  np 
last  year  as  workiugmen's  blocks  containing  from  5  to  iM  acres  eaoh  and  leased  for 
tweuty-oue  years  at  an  average  rental  of  32  cents  per  acre. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  laud  alienated,  outside  of  city  and  townahlp  property, 
has  been  sold  under  the  "Credit  selections  act," which  permits  farmers  toeeleelUnd 
on  paymeut  of  a  deposit  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money,  and  spreads  the  pay- 
ment of  the  balance  over  a  number  of  years.  The  act  has  worked  .fairly  well,  bnt  it 
has  been  found  that  the  prioe  of  $5  per  acre  has  been  in  a  sreat  many  inatanoea  too 
high,  and  has  teuded  to  make  tbe  lot  of  nambers  of  the  suiall  farmers  a  simple  etnig- 
gle  foe  existODoe.  Of  the  9,860,927  acres  alienated,  6,310,497  acres  have  been  taken 
op  on  credit  at  a  price  of  (41,902,640. 


About  2,@00,000  acres  of  the  land  alienated  from  the  Crown  were  cultivated  last 
year,  and  most  of  it  ('J,006,100  acres)  were  utilized  for  growing  wheat,  and  prodnced 
abont30,0-23,000buBhel8ofeTain,  or  an  average  of  10  bnshela  per  acre.  It  will  be 
seen  from  tbe  following  table  that  this  ia  tbe  beat  yield  the  colony  has  had  since

The  figures  sive  an  average  yield  of  6  bashels  55  pounds  pet  acre  far  the  last  tbir- 
t«eD  years,  which  is  3  bushela  aud  55  pounds  less  than  last  year's  yield.  The  low 
average  for  the  last  thirteen  years  is  due  in  a  great  weaanre  to  tbe  improvident  man- 
ner in  which  tbe  farmers  sterilize  the  land  by  sowing  whfat  iu  tbe  some  laud  year 
after  year  without  auy  attempt  to  irrigate,  rest,  manure,  or  in  any  way  vary  the 
crop.  A  second  factor  may  be  traced  to  the  large  area  of  land  npou  whiuli  wheat  is 
grown  which  is  situated  beyond  what  is  known  as  "  Goyder's  line  "'  --'"-'-"  "  t''--

}f  the  30,023,000  bushela  of  wheat  produced  at  least  2,000,000  bushels  wiU  be  re* 
quired  for  seed  pvrpoaes,  and,  say,  1,732,500  bushels  for  borne  consumption.  There 
would  then  rcmaia  available  for  export  16,290,500  bushels,  and  this  with  some 
1,440,0(;0  buabela  still  «u  band  at  the  end  of  m87  make  a  total  of  17,730,500  bnshela 
available  for  export  thin  year.  This  at  the  low  averaee  prioe  of  75  cents  per  bushel 
means  a  sum  of  113,297,875  to  the  colony.  Though  the  yield  bos  been  prolific  the 
sample  is  not  quite  up  to  tbe  average  for  tbe  past  ten  years.  The  sample  this 
weighed  66  pounds  UJ  onuces.

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ATeferenoe  to  the  table  of  the  average  jield  will  show  tbnt  the  weight  or  the  sun- 
pie  does  not  depend  upon  the  ubundance  of  tbe  yield,  for  tbongb  the  sample  bos  beea 
geoerally  of  good  weiebt  in  good  BeiBonii,  still  the  beat  wheat  has  been  produced  ia 
(be  bod  BCMODS,  notably  in  1H83.  when  tbe  yield  only  averaged  4^  bnahela,  but  tbs 
sample  weighed  tbe  beavieet  recordad  in  the  ten  years,  viz.,  ^  ponnds  9  onnoea.  The 
reason  of  thia  appeaia  partly  ftom  tbe  fact  that  bad  harvests  have  been  the  result  of 
other  oanaea  than  dry  seasons.  Heavy  Btorms  when  tbe  Krain  ifl  read;  for  reaping, 
red  met,  and  grasshoppers  have  all  added  Ibeir  quota  at  dilTereut  times  towards  toin- 
Ing  tbe  harvest. 

THE   FLOUR  UfDUSTBT. 

The  manufaotnre  of  floor  In  South  Australia,  always  a  great  industry  here,  has  Im- 
proved in  a  wonderful  manner  daring  the  past  few  years,  and  the  fntroduotion  of  the 
roller  system  has  given  it  a  groat  impetus.  The  qnality  of  our  wheat  enables  the 
miller  to  tnru  out  an  article  which  cotomands  attention  m  every  part  ofthewoiid, 
and  it  is  not  so  surprising  therefore  that  a  ready  sale  is  obtainable  in  places  where 
competition  is  not  BO  keen  as  to  oanse  too  creat  adiffarenoein  price  between  tbe  borne 
and  South  Anstralian  produced  article.  It  ia  only  lately  that  China  has  been  drawing  . 
supplies  from'  South  Australian  four,  but  during  the  present  ijeason  a  large  quantity 
has  found  its  way  to  Hong-Kong.  New  South  Wales  boa  for  many  years  purchased  most 
of  het  flonr  in  thin  colony,  and  during  the  last  twelve  months  close  on  to  20,000  tons 
have  been  sent  to  Sydney  and  some  1U,000  tons  to  Queensland,  anotbur  old  customer. 
About  3,1)00  tons  have  gone  to  Sonth  Africa,  and  Ceylon,  New  Caledonia,  and  Cochin 
China,  have  aUo  drawn  small  lots.  For  tbe  twelve  months  cudiitg  Sepr^mber  30, 
76,349  tons  had  been  exported,  representing  a  valueloffl,  :l7,:il.';.  Of  this  60,U00  tons 
are  credited  to  Port  Adelaide,  Port  Firie  coming  next  ni  rli  SfiiS  tons.  For  tlie  man- 
nfactnre  of  flour  there  are  65  mills  in  the  oolony,  witba  total  horse-power  of  1,951  and 
employing  644  bands 


In  DO  country  In  the  world  Is  the  rain-fall  a  matter  of  so  much  consequence  M  in 
this  province.  A  succession  of  dry  seasons  not  only  oaoses  wide-apread  depression, 
hut  absolutely  paralyses  all  the  business  of  tbe  country.  The  one  great  cry  of  tbe 
land  is  for  water,  of  which  it  is  almost  impossiljle  to  get  too  much.  The  Governuient 
has  awakened  to  this  fact,  and  to  minimize  tbe  effects  of  loug  droughts  is  carrying 
out  1  arse  schemes  for  water  conservation,  snob  as  the  construction  of  large  dams  anil 
reservoirs  where  the  raln-rall  is  good  and  the  conformation  of  the  country  adbnla 
facilities  for  sacb  operations.  In  drier  districts  where  rain  is  mora  scarce  ri'course 
is  had  to  boring,  and  artesian  wells  are  now  fairly  nuiuerons  in  the  arid  liack  country, 
and  promise  to  be  a  great  source  of  benelit  to  the  farmers. 

Only  twice  ia  the  last  twenty-fl  re  years  has  the  rain-fall  exceeded  the  amount  re- 
corded last  year,  25.701  inches.  In  1883  tbe  fall  was  26.761  incbes,  and  in  187.'>, 28.964 
inches  were  registered.  By  eompliriog  thelullowing  table  of  tbe  rain-fall  since  1875 
with  the  table  of  the  wheat  yield  during  tbe  same  period  it  wilt  be  seen  how  uni- 
formly the  heavy  rain-fall  is  succeeded  by  a  good  crop.

EXPORTS. 

The  annual  value  of  the  exports  of  tbe  colony 
the  crops,  but  tbe  highest  ligure  theexports  ever  reached  was  S26,4til,  lio'in  1964,  wtien 
there  was  only  a  medinm  harvest.  Tile  ex)iorts  for  1887,  owiug  to  the  failure  of  the 
harvest  of  ISSC,  and  the  dullness  of  the  times,  only  reached  |16,74-j,805.  Of  this 
amount  $8,754,360  worth,  consistiuKof  everything  the  colony  produced,  found  its  way 
to  tbe  United  Kingdom,  whilst  only  1140,530  worth  of  eiports,  consisting  chiefly  of 
kangaroo  skius,  reached  the  United  States  from  here.  The  total  value  of  Kan- 
garoo and  oposBom  skins  exported  was  $949,S25,  and  they  were  chiefly  for  the 
American  market ;  hnt  as  the  total  exports  for  tlio  States  direct  was  only  $140,530, 
it  sliowe  that  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  tbe  exports  from  here  to  the  States  found  itit 
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way  tbare  ftoin  Mime  other  couafrr.  This  U  accounted  for  by  tbe  fact  that  owing  to 
the  wBut  of  direct  commuuicatioQ  betvreeu  thin  colony  luid  Auerica,  parcels  for 
Auierlca  aro  oonsigued  to  England,  aud  tlience  re-exported  to  tlieir  dettioatioii.  Of 
the  total  exports,  abont  116,750,000,  nearly  tl4,000,000  weie  made  ap  of  tbe  six  fol- 
io wi  eg  items.

The  item  of  wine  has  hecii  steadily  increasing  in  the  anioitnt  exported,  and  since 
the  Indian  and  Colonial  and  Adi'lsido  Jubilee  Exhibitions  tbe  trwle  has  assumed 
maoh  larger  proportions.  The  wines  made  here  are  finding  great  favor  in  the  En- 
glish market,  where  they  are  considered  to  compete  favoiaUly  wiib  the  best  Fnnoh 
wines.  The  amount  of  wine  annaally  prodaoed  now  is  WKJ,000  gallons  from  4,850 
aoTM  of  vineyarda.  In  1886  tlisocTeoKe  nailer  cnltivatiou  for  thin  industry  was  6,679 
acres,  and  the  wine  proiluceil  woa  895,000  gallons,  but  of  ranch  inferior  qnslity  to 
that  DOW  mannfaotured.  The  large  wine  makers  now  buy  tbe  f^nit  of  the  small  nape 
growers,  and  by  tbis  means  the  produce  is  kept  mare  anitoim  in  obaraeter  ana  oau 
be  reproduced  year  after  year

The  snpply  of  wattle  bark,  which  this  colony  prodnccs, is  practically  nnltroited  in 
extent,  and  is  nue  of  the  finest  tanning  agents  in  tbe  world ,  The  fonowiug  is  the  re- 
port of  the  royal  imperial  commiasianern  for  the  Colonial  and  Indian  Exhibition: 
"Tbeyhavean  admirable  tanning  agent  in  tbe  bark  of  tbe  Aoaairia  niimo>(i,or  wattle,  b« 
it  is  spoken  of  in  tbe  country.  Tbe  leather  priHlticed  by  this  berk  is  some  of  it  of 
bright  color  and  liigb  excelleuce,  aud  largo  quantities  arc  sent  to  England,  where  it 
sells  as  readily  as  the  prodnction  of  tboir  tan-yards.  The  black  wattle  bark  is  the  rich- 
est In  taDDtn^  properties,  and  tbe  best  Is  that  shipped  from  Adelaide,  where  the  chop- 
V^^Bi  grinding,  packing,  etc.,  is  as  well  done  as  they  are  capable  of  being.  The  wat- 
tle grows  Willi  now,  but  would  prove  an  immense  source  of  revenue  to  cultivate,  as 
the  trees  woold  yield  easily  a  ton  to  tbe  acre,  and  thot  at  5;l7  or  $40  per  t«n  would 


pay  the  small  expenses  incident  to  cnlliv 


u  aud  an  almost  princely  profit. 


The  Import  trada  of  tbe  colony  for  the  past  yoar  reacbod  the  value  of  135.481,465, 
and  tlioagh  thia  amount  la  less  by  (5,750,000  than  tbeiinT>nrt8iu  ISn'i,  it showsa  large 
increase  over  tbe  past  year  for  wbicli  the  ligures  are  lUdii,  |24,1IJ,T50,  and  a  slight 
decrease  on  the  (SS  446,070  imported  in  188!i.  The  imports  from  tbe  United  Slates 
declined  Tram  |914,8ffi  la  1S8S  to  9852,590  in  1H86,  and  last  year  there  was  a  further 
drop  to  |571,220,  a  clear  todioatioo  that  from  some  cause  tbe  trade  between  this  col- 
ony and  the  United  States,  which  might  be  develiiped  to  sn  unlimited  extent,  haa 
gradually  fallen  away.  Tbe  English  imports  have  iifso  fallen  oil',  especially  between 
iee&  and  1886,  when  tbe  decrease  amounted  to  S»,!)'1U,000,  and  lust  year  was  |135,000 
leas  than  In  1896.  The  increasing  trade  between  tiija  colony  and  Xew  South  Wales 
has  been  mainly  responsible  for  this.  In  1886  the  trade  between  bare  and  Sydney 
showed  an  increase  of  nearly  t6,(m,Wi)  dver  lOcC,  and  last  year  about  tl,WI,tm  OT«r 
1886.    The  imports  from  Queensland  have  also  grown  a  houdred  pet  oaiiL  ainoe  1886, 
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when  Obey  ir«n  v»la«d  &t  $370,000.  Tude  between  thii  and  the  renwinfng  eoloaies 
dnriog  the  Uit  throe  jean  hM  ahown  a  decided  downirard  tendenoy,  At  all  ereots 
the  DgUMB  ahoir  that  the  merohsute  in  this  oolony  are  not  so  wedded  to  English  msii- 
iiiiuitans  at  to  deelina  to  go  elsewhere,  «nd  a  little  energy  on  the  part  of  American 
hooaes  ooald  tneroaaa  a  hnndred  fbld  their  preeent  exporte  to  this  oolonr  whioh,  in 
the  nadoTeloped  state  of  Ita  mauufactnrea,  affbrda  aaoa  a  aplendid  field  &r  the  more 
matand  mann&otnrea  of  older  nstlona.  That  there  ia  a  wide  field  here  for  American 
enteiprise  and  trade  may  be  eaaily  gathered  from  the  following  table  of  aitiolea  im- 
ported laet  year,  and  whoM  import  raloe  exoeeded  (25,000 :

TARIFF, 


The  protective  tariff  whioh  woa  adopted  laat  November  will  probably  have  a  de- 
terrent effect  npon  the  import  trade  dnring  tbe  ourrent  year,  and  tbia  will  probably 
he  more  marked  as  time  ;coe8  on  and  mannlactures  whioh  have  risen  under  the  abef- 
terioK  wing  of  protection  commeuce  to  pnt  forth  their  aupply.  However,  the  tariff 
thoagh  dtBtioctly  proteotive  is  by  no  meaoa  prohibitive,  and  the  troe  list  is  tlie  most 
extensive  of  ali,  cooslating  chletly  of  articles  which  the  colony  affords  no  facilitiea  to 

Kidnc«.    Thelargeimport  of  wool  into  the  colony  ia  dae  to  the  SaathAnstralian  porta 
□K  easier  of  access  to  many  of  the  back  oonntry  stations  in  Victoria,  Qoeeusiand, 
and  New  Sonth  Wales. 

VITAL  STATIBTICB. 

It  is  a  featnre  iu  Sontb  Anstralian.as  well  as  in  tbeBtatisticsof  all  the  ooloniea, 
that  there  has  been  for  some  years  a  steady  decrease  in  the  birth  and  marriage  rates. 

It  is  somewhat  difBcult  to  account  for  the  falling  off  in  births,  and  the  explanation 
if  any,  wonld  probably  be  more  readily  ascertained  by  an  inqniiy  into  the  morals  of 
the  oominnnity,  than  by  an  analysis  of  ita  commercial  atatns.  The  marriage  rate  is 
always  low  ia  depressed  times,  and  the  present  falling  off  IntheDDmberof  marriagea 
may  possibly  be  doe  to  the  wave  of  dull  times  which  has  swept  oveitlie  whole  world 
during  tlielastfew  years.  In  IHTB  there  was  an  average  of  38.S3  births  per  thonaaod  of 
popnlation  in  this  colony,  and  thongh  the  average  has  tlnctnated  a  littleainoe  Jtnow 
atanda  at  3.5.07  per  thousand.  Marriages  in  1878  averaged  9.47  per  thooaand  but  in 
1BB7  they  only  reached  6.40  per  thousand,  a  fall  of  nearly  :)3  per  oent. 

The  death  rate  has  declined  from  15,44  per  thousand  in  1078  to  13.77  in  1837,  which 
ia  the  lowest  death  rate  in  the  colonies.  This  low  rate  may  be  traced  pretty  olearly 
to  the  adoption  of  tbe  denp-draiuage  system  in  Adelaide  and  some  of  the  snborbs, 
and  It  ia  mainly  there  that  the  great  decrease  in  tbe  nambei  of  deaths  has  been  ap- 
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Possibly,  all  the  birtU,  death,  &□<!  marriage  rates  wonld  be  aomewhat  lower  if  the 
actoftl  popnlation  of  the  colouy  uonld  be  deiluitely  ascertained,  but  thnie  has  been 
an  cenaiiB  taken  since  1081.  A  census  should  have  been  made  in  18dG,  but  oiriog  to 
the  bad  financial  position  of  the  colony  theo,  it  vraa  decided  for  economy's  sake  to 
make  aa  censiiH  and  to  abandon  the  annual  collection  of  the  live-stock  and  agricolt- 
nral  rotitnis.  In  those  matters,  therefore,  all  the  lignrea  mnat  be  takeu  as  approxi- 
mate. Tliey  are  chietly  coDi]iiIed.  from  the  returns  of  tlie  daily  pauera  who  8|iare  no 
Eaina  to  iusnre  thuir  uccnrscy,  bnt  being  unsupported  by  act  of  parliameit  they 
ave  no  muana  to  compel  those  who  are  unwilling  to  furnish  returns  to  send  them 
iufonoatiou. 


The  mining  industry  in  this  colony  has  received  a  great  impetus  by  the  disooTflry 
of  the  Broken  Hill  and  other  mines  in  the  Barrier  district  of  New  South  Wales,  about 
9  miles  fn>iii  the  South  Australian  border.  As  mentioned  before  these  places  belong 
Keograpliiculty  to  this  colony.  Thongh  situated  in  Kew  South  Wales,  the  population 
is  mostly  derived  traat  here  and  the  greater  part  of  the  trade  and  the  substantial 
benefits  of  the  discovery  duw  into  this  province.  A  brauch  from  this  colony's  main 
trunk  line  of  railway  briu);s  Broken  llill  witliio  sixtecu  hours'  journey  of  Adelaide. 

The  Broken  Hill  proprietary  mine  is  oue  of  the  richest  silver  minesever  discovered, 
and  it  is  said  to  rival  even  the  j^rpat  Comstock  lulue.  The  lode  is  several-mites  in 
luntrlb  and  varies  from  GO  to  lOii  feet  in  width.  Tlio  weekly  output  of  ore  from  the 
mines  varies  from  1,200  to  1,500  tons  which  yield  from  40  to  45  ounces  of  silver  per 
ton.  The  capital  of  the  company  is  $I,t')OU,000  in  shares  of  {100  each,  issued  as  being 
paid  up  to  t^5.  Dividends  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  (tO  per  share  per  month  and  already 
ti,f30,W0  have  been  paid  in  this  way.  The  shareholders  have  sIeo  received  for  block 
14  Hhares  in  thut  company  whose  value  was  12,160.000.  I'^cr  blocks  15  and  I6,t2,t)80.- 
000  in  cash  and  B0,000  t^  shares  fully  paid  up.  For  block  10,  they  received  96,000 
$50  shares  paid  up  to  ^6.  All  the  skilled  labor  for  the  mine  has  been  imported  from 
America,  notably  Mr.  Patlou,  the  manuger,  who  tilled  a  similar  position  at  tlie  great 
Comstock  mine.  Hr.  Schlapp,  the  oudrrground  manager  occupied  a  like  sitnaliOD  at 
that  renowned  mine.  The  aSBnyer  is  also  an  American,  There  are  numerous  other 
mines  In  the  district  which  are  not  doiug  as  well  as  they  niit>ht  owing  to  the  difflonlty 
In  ubtainiDg  mnchinery  to  concentrate  ores  which  are  easily  obtainable  from  eiteu- 
sive  lodes  that  are  not  of  a  rich  description.  There  is  a  wide  field  open  here  for  the 
inceouity  of  mnchinists  in  America,  n-Jio  might  make  au  inimeuBe  trade  with  this 
colony  by  manufaoturinfj  machinery  of  the  nature  indicated. 

Souie  silver  mines  of  great  promise  are  also  being  developed  in  Bontb  Anstralia 
proper,  about  350  miles  from  Adelaide,  aud  bid  fair  to  bu  eqiiiilly  us  productive  as  the 
Barrier  mines.  The  deposit  is  said  to  be  '20  or  30  ftjuaru  miles  iu  extent,  with  lodeci 
that  exceed  100  feet  in  width.  Assaysof  ore  from  the  field  have  given  from  GO  to  100 
ouncesof  silver  per  ton  and  from  40  to  GO  per  cent,  of  \ead. 

In  spite  of  all  these  llndsihe  share  market  is  dull,  owing  partly  to  Ihe  reaction  aflcr 
the  excited  state  of  Ihe  niniket  when  the  discoveries  weio  firnt  ui:id<>,  »nd  partly  to 
the  natural  delay  that  mast  occur  hetwceo  the  lloating  of  the  companies  and  the 
proper  develojiment  of  the  mines. 

The  revival  of  the  price  of  copper,  throngh  the  operations  of  a  French  syndicale, 
has  given  a  fresh  impetus  to  the  working  ofthecoppermines  here.  Miistof  ihemiuee 
were  closed  and  the  towns  aronnd  them  robbed  of  half  their  inhabitants,  aud 
the  boDses  fnllen  to  decay,  bnt  the  rise  In  the  price  of  copper  has  stimulated  th« 
mining  companies  to  fresh  exertions,  and  baa  induced  the  opening  np  of  new  niines 
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g  good  dividends.  Uaciog  1687  there  was  a  larger  amount  of  copp«r  eiported  tliau 
in  aof  ;ear  previouaiy,  except  ia  1684.  wben  tbe  amoniit  exported  was  91.441  owts. 
of  copper  and  Z3,9<>ti  b>DB  of  ore,  as  compared  with  (T,4i>0  cwts.  of  copper  anA 
iS,^5  (one  of  ore  eiported  lost  year.  Thongh  the  amounD  of  copper  and  ore  sent 
awiy  last  year  was,  except  one,  tlielftrgest  amount  eiported  in  one  year,  the  money- 
return  for  it  vas  the  lowest  but  ouce.  viz,  |1, 599,770.  The  lowest  ralue  was  in  1B86, 
tl,»T6,400  for  72,711  owtfl  of  copper  and  UJ&i  tons  of  ore. 

Qold  mining  is  progressing  steadily,  and  in  addition  to  the  Toetnlpa  and  Woodside 
finds  a  fresh  disoovery  is  reported  beyond  Terowie,  about  IHO  niiles  from  the  capital. 
The  ree&  appear  to  Im  of  an  exceedingly  rich  description,  and  quartz  that  has  lieeii 
t«sted  has  given  from  6  to  140  ounces  per  ton.  Qold  has  also  beun  found  in  the  He- 
Donnetl  ranges  near  the  reported  find  of  rubies.  The  reefs  there  are  eitensivo  and 
rich  and  offered  a  great  opportunity  for  thorough  miners  to  taako  a  fortune. 

Thero  has  been  a  great  deal  of  escltemetit  over  the  reported  find  of  rnbiea  in  the 
McDonnell  ranges  in  tbe  fat  North,  but  from  the  report  of  experts  in  Eiigland  it  ap- 
pears that  the  gems  are  only  i;arnets  of  a  very  superior  kiod.  It  is  probable  that 
mining  In  all  its  branches  wilt  receive  a  very  great  stimnlue  nhen  the  act  legalizing 
mining  on  private  property  which  is  now  before  the  legislature  liecomes  law.  Now 
that  the  finds  of  gold  are  so  extensire  it  mif;ht  be  pointed  out  that  America  might 


and  the  other  colonies. 
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as  the  greater  facilities  for  transferriogcargo  and  tbe  shorter  times  in  whic 
deiivei  it  increase.  There  are  two  lines  of  mail  steamers,  the  P.  and  O.  Company  and 
the  Orient  Company,  both  of  which  receive  aid  from  the  Euglish  and  Colonial  Gov- 
emments.  Their  fleets  are  composed  mostly  of  steamers  whose  tonnage  exceeds  5,000 
tons.  In  addition  to  these  tlie  Messageries  Maritime  Company's  boati>  and  those  of 
the  Nor<l  Deutacher  I.loyds  StaHmship  Company  call  every  jnunth.  Both  of  these 
lines  are  sabsidised  by  the  Governments  of  the  countries  to  which  they  belong.  There 
are  several  lines  of  British  cargo  steamers  that  call,  and  the  British  India  Steam  Nav- 
igation Company's  l)oats  put  in  an  appearance  occasioually. 

It  is  most  noticeable  that  there  are  uo  steamers  from  the  United  8tat«e  calling  here, 
aitliough  there  is  a  splendid  opening  for  them.  Most  of  the  prominent  mercantile 
marine  countries  in  the  world,  eicept  the  Unit«d  States,  are  represented  by  steamers 
colling  for  onr  trade,  Tiie  San  Fmncisco  mail  steamers  only  come  as  far  as  Sydney, 
and  as  a  result  this  colony  hoH  to  pay  38  cents  per  pound  for  the  carriage  of  letters 
that  come  by  that  route,  from  Sydney  to  Adelaide,  and  for  which  the  Uiiite<l  States 
makes  no  allowance  to  this  Qovemment.  This  conld  easily  be  obviated  by  the  steam- 
ers oslling  here  via  Melbonrne,  and  wonid  be  the  means  of  opening  up  direct  com- 
mnuication  between  here  and  America. 

In  course  of  time  the  vessels  that  are  trading  here  no  n  wilt  have  obtained  such 
deep  root  in  commercial  circles  that  any  oppouition  then  will  be  a  tedious  and  eipen- 
sive  undertaking.  Only  17  vessels  arrived  here  from  American  ports  last  year,  and 
ont  of  this  nnmber  only  two  ships,  whose  combined  tonnage  only  reached  1,400  tone, 
were  Hying  the  American  flag.  The  remainder  were  all  furuigii  vessels  that  were 
doing  the  trade  tliat  America  itself  neglected. 

Latest  advices  slate  that  a  large  company  bos  been  formeil  i  i  Ilamhnrg  for  the 
purpose  of  running  a  line  of  boats  from'tliere  to  Australia.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  decennial  statement  of  the  nnmber  and  tonnage  of  voshcIs  arriving  at  Port 
Adelaide  that  IK84  wus  the  best  year  in  the  List  t^u  both  ns  reg;irds  the  nnmber  of 
veaaels  and  tonnage  outward  and  inward.  Since  then  the  large  stcainers  calling  here 
have  naturally  decreased  the  nnmber  of  smailor  veasels  catling  hero.

jt  department  was  first  established  In  1870,  and  since  then  natnral  forests  have 

been  protected  and  reserves  granted  which  have  been  planted  with  trees  of  a  nsefnl 
description.  These  have  all  been  wonderfnlly  sucoessfut,  and,  as  tree  nurMries,  bring 
in  a  good  income.  In  the  northern  district  of  the  colony  there  are  6  reserves  oontain- 
ing  23,1:14  acres.  In  the  western  district  one  reserve  of  4,174  acres.  In  the  southern 
district  9  reserves,  containing  altosether  45,440  acres.  In  all,  24  Teserves  containing 
an  aggregate  of  165,324  acres.  Additional  to  this  are  6,665  acres  of  lanil  inoloeed  and 
devoted  to  the  parpose  of  planting  and  the  enconrogement  of  a  nntarat  growth  of 
trees  in  the  indigenous  forests.  There  are  six  nnrsenes  nnder  the  department  of  an 
aggregate  area  of33  acres,  from  which  alM>ut  1,000,000  t-rees  have  been  raised  an  n  nail;, 
but  it  is  hoped  with  recent  improvemente  to  double  this  number  in  future. 

Last  year  the  expenditure  for  this  department  was  $27,315,  and  the  revenne  $40,615. 
Since  the  establishment  of  the  department  Uie  expenditure  has  been  9290,000,  ana  the 
revenue  $295,000.  Thus  the  whole  work  of  the  department  has  been  carried  on  with- 
out noy  actual  exptnse  tu  the  oountry,  and  at  the  same  time  the  leaerves  are  valned 
nt  1750,000,  and  arc  a  permauent  source  of  reveune.  A.  contract  has  been  entered  into 
by  the  forest  department  with  the  Broken  Hill  proprietary  mine  for  the  supply  of 
200,000  feet  of  sawed  timber  per  month  for  the  next  three  years.  Beside*  smaller  eon- 
tniuM  large  quantities  of  railway  sleepers  are  supplied  to  the  Oovemment  as  required. 
To  enconrage  the  planting  and  culture  of  trees  an  act  hae  been  passed  anthorisiug 
the  payments  of  f  10  per  acre  for  evei?  acre  planted  by  a  land-owner,  nnder  certain 
BpeciHed  conditions. 


The  railway  system  of  South  Anetrali^  now  extends  over  1,499{  mtles  and  there  are 
27:ti  miles  In  course  of  construction.  The  lines  extend  nearly  090  miles  to  the  north 
of  Adelaide,  and  nearly  200  miles  to  the  south. 

The  most  important  line  yet  opened  is  the  line  t«  the  Victorian  border,  which  con- 
nects this  city  with  Melbourne  and  Sydney.  The  distance  by  rail  tcom  nere  to  Hel- 
bonme  Is  510  miles  and  the  express  train  occupies  13  hours  in  performing  the  jonme;. 
There  is  railwny  couimuuicntion  with  Broken  Hill,  a  distance  of  310  miles,  which  t^ 
all  the  trade  from  tLe  Barrier  district. 

The  transcontineiitai  line  from  Ailelaldo  to  Port  Darwin  is  completed  nearly  as  far 
as  Anglo  Pole,  GOO  miles  uortli  uf  Adelaide.  There  Is  a  line  l>eiDK  ooostruoted  from 
Palmeoitou  in  the  Northern  territory  to  Pine  Creek,  H6roiles,  which  line  it  is  proposed 
to  push  inland  and  eventually  connect  with  the  trausccintlnental  line,  of  which  there 
are  sti I i  1,000  miles  to  construct.  There  is  con^derable  difference  of  opinion  about 
the  construction  of  the  intervening  1,000  mijes  to  complete  the  line,  Many  are  averse 
to  the  cjolony  increasing  its  ptibilc  debt  to  the  extent  that  would  be  necessary  for 
flnishioK  the  work.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  disposition  to  have  It  finished  on 
the  laud-grant  system.  American  capitalists  who  have  had  anv  experlenoe  in  Uils 
kind  of  work  would  And  here  a  splendid  opening  for  them.  The  line  will  traverse 
some  of  the  richest  pastoral  and  mineral  country  in  the  whole  continent,  beside* 
opening  up  a  route  that  would,  with  efficient  steam  service,  bring  the  colonies  iu  the 
matter  of  mail  oommnuicution  several  days  closer  to  Gnglaud. 

The  railway  returns  sbow  that  the  total  cost  of  construction  of  the  railways  iu  the 
colony  has  been  148,531, 165,  and  the  re  venue  was  (4,298,140,  or4. 45  per  cent,  on  the  tot«l 
cost  of  construction.  The  averuge  Interest  on  tlie  money  borrowed  for  oonitruotloa 
is  4  per  cent.,  so  that  the  money  invested  iu  railways  has,  after  paying  interest  on 
money  borrowed,  contributed  0.45  per  cent,  profit  to  the  general  revenue.  The  total 
workfiiff  expenses  were  $2,170,000  and  the  earning?  $4,330,000,  leavinc  a  profit  of 
$2,mo,oa0.  This  is  thebestretnru  the  rallwaysof  the  colony  have  made,  rorin  no  pi«- 
Tious  joar  has  the  excess  of  recelpta  over  expensee  been  sufficient  to  cover  the  interest 
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on  the  original  cost.  The  railways  hftve  sow  been  placed  nadei  aboard  of  IbrMoom- 
misslonerBi  who  atB  not  ■nbjeot  to  pailiameotar;  ooiitrol.  Tha  ohsinnaii  of  the  board 
is  Ur.  J.  W.  Smith,  who  was  mansgor  of  tlie  Otaat  Westeni  line  in  Englaod.  HIh 
two  oolleagne*  ore  Mr.  Hill,  who  has  been  nianaser  of  a  large  coaching  company  foi 
many  yean,  and  Mr.  A.  8.  Neill,  a  gentleman  of  wide  commercial  experience.     It  in 


Feibaps  the  largest  it«m  of  trade  between  this  colon;  and  the  United  Btatee  con- 
■ista  of  kangaroo  and  nallftb;  (a  smaller  marsupial}  Bklns.  Owing  to  the  growing 
demand  for  these  skins  Iftrge  parties  are  engaged  catching  these  animals,  male  and 
female,  old  and  f  nnng,  in  season  and  ont  of  season,  and  as  they  are  classed  as  vermin 
by  the  Governioent  thnre  is  no  close  season,  and  Ihese  marsupials  will  very  soon  be 
extenninated.  Considering  the  prospects  of  this  trade  and  (he  extent  to  which  it 
might  be  developed,  the  Government  shonid  take  some  steps  to  prevent  the  total 
destmetioD  of  these  animals  and  enconrage  their  piodnction  within  inclosed  areas. 
The  tails  and  hind  qnarters  are  considered  a  delicacy,  and  a  large  trade  might  he 
done  by  preeerving  them.  At  present  the  slaughter  is  conducted  on  a  wholesalB 
principle.  The  animals  are  driven  In  great  numbers  iuto  an  Improvised  atook-yard, 
•nd  are  then  knocked  on  the  head  with  waddiex.  This  isfonnd  preferable  to  shooting, 
beeanse  skins  that  have  been  perforated  by  shot  lose  coDBiderab);  in  market  valoe. 

Babbits  have  aimply  overrnn  the  colony,  aud  many  thousands  of  dollaia  are  paid 
onnnally  for  their  aoalps.  They  are  exceedingly  destmclive,  and  in  thoM  districts 
where  thoj  are  most  nnmerona  make  almost  palpable  deoreaae  in  the  wheat  yield. 
The  snpply  of  theee  skina  is  practically  unlimited. 


The  financial  position  of  the  oolony,  which  has  daring  the  past  few  years  been  the 
oanse  of  so  mnoh  anxiety  to  all,  has  at  length  ossamed  a  brighter  aspect  Setrench- 
menthaabeeutheorderofthedayinallGoTerninoot  departments,  and  thie^  combined 
with  the  inoreaaed  trade,  due  to  the  plentiful  harvest  and  the  development  of  the 
mineral  wealth  of  the  oolony,  h»Te  tended  to  assist  the  treasurer  in  putting  before  the 
eonnti?  a  statement  whieb  shows  on  estimated  surplus  of  1866,000  of  revenne  over 
ezpenditnre  for  the  present  flnanoiol  year.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  fol- 
lowing table  of  revenae  and  expendltnre  that  siuoe  18^  the  expenditure  has  been 
in  exeea  of  the  revenue,  until  now  there  is  a  de^fof  |6,S93,S95. 
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The  Qoremment  proposes  to  provide  for  this  deficiency  by  issuing  treaenry  bills 
tm  the  unonut,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  4ji  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  $1U5,D00 
worth  of  these  bills  have  already  been  issued  at  a  satisfactory  rate.  The  public  debt 
of  the  colony,  inclndiug  the  amonnt  of  the  deficit,  nnw  totals  |10I, 685,395,  which 
averages  (306  pet  head  of  the  population.  The  interest  on  this,  which  variex  in  rale 
from  4  to  6  per  cent,  is  14,236,790  per  annnm.  Thos  nearly  one-lifth  of  the  yearlv

.    je  ooiony  goes  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  hut  as  most  uf  the 

principal  has  been  e^«nded  on  reproductive  works,  such  as  railways,  jettits,  reser- 
Toira,  wharree,  etc.,  ft  oan  only  be  looked  npon  in  the  light  of  a  good  investment, 
which  will  in  ooone  of  time  be  the  backbone  of  the  colony.

Sinee  the  opening  of  the  telephone  exchange  in  IS83  the  business  has  Increaied  at 
•  gnat  rate.    Now  there  are  1,100  Inatmments  in  nse  and  1,620  miles  of  wire.    There 
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are  6  telephone  iizcbmnges,  and  439  lubeoribeiB.  In  Ailelnido  alone  tbere  are  382  Bah- 
SDribere.    The  revenuea  from  tbia  source  Cor  188T,  (55,&30. 

The  postal  arraugeDients  of  tbe  colony  Are  very  extennive  and  are  a  fair  Mnrce  of 
revonae.  Last  year  the  somof  |130, 000  was  expended  od  the  carriage  of  [aland  m^ls, 
aud  ^,00U  was  paid  for  tlie  cBtTiaKS  of  Engliati  nmils.  Tbero  are  586  poat-offices  in 
the  colony,  lb roui;b  wbicb  no  lew  than  1!),1H1,309  lotturs  and  post  caido,  708,543 
packets,  and  7,:l7(i,95.t  newapapere  were  trsDSniiCtPd.  Tbe  reveone  from  thia  depari- 
meut  was  $S23,375.  There  ate  174  money-order  ofBcos  in  tbe  colony,  tbroagb  wbich 
64,753  monev-ordera  for  (955,780  were  iaaned;  64,207  orders  were  paid  for  $9^1,415. 
The  reveniiu  amounted  to  tll,420. 

In  connection  with  thia  the  aoomaloua  state  of  tblogs  in  exiatenoe  aa  regarda  the 
postal  rates  between  bete  and  the  United  States  might  be  mentioned.  Letters  for 
the  United  Statea  via  Sau  Franciaco  cost  13  cents  per  balf  ounce,  aud  via  England  16 
cents  per  balf  ounce.  Letters  from  tbe  Statea  here,  however,  only  coat  5  cents  per 
half  ounce,  tbungh  aa  a  matter  of  practice  it  continually  happens  that  double  and 
treble  the  required  amouDt  is  put  ou  letters  for  this  oolony. 


r  tbrou(;h  all  Australia.  As  far  aa  this  colony  ia  concerned  the  influx  of 
\.iiiiiainHa  baa  bt^on  very  amall,  and  the  whole  Cliinetie  population  does  not  exceed 
351)  in  South  Australia  proper,  exolnalTe  of  the  Northern  TerFitorf.  In  none  of  the 
coloni>«  ia  tiie  Chinese  population  auffioiently  nnmerous  to  oauae  any  alarm,  bat  the 
people  have  beard  ao  much  of  thf  ir  evil  influences  in  California  and  other  portions  of 
Anierioa,  that  they  are  determined  by  preventive  measures  now  to  obviate  tbe 
iiece«alty  for  curative  legislation  in  the  fature.  Of  course  the  greatest  outcry  is  from 
the  laboring  ctaasea,  who  fear  the  competition  of  tbe  Chinamen  in  the  tabor  market ; 
and  as  meinbers  of  parliameut  ar«  so  largely  dependent  upon  tbe  working  olaaaea  for 
tbeir  seata  in  tbe  legislature,  they  find  it  absolutely  necusary  to  cry  down  the  China- 
man, rigbt  or  wrong,  aud  endeavor  to  hide  the  real  cause  of  the  agitation  (the  com- 
Setition  with  European  labor)  behind  tbe  moral  reason  that  the  Chineee  are  not 
esiralile  colonists.  To  illuatrate  this  view  the  most  degraded  representatives  of 
that  nation  are  held  up  as  a  sample  of  them  all.  The  consequence  ia  that  almost  the 
whole  laud  cries  out,  "Exclude  them." 

There  are  really  two  classes  of  Chinamen  who  emigrate  to  these  colonies,  the 
loafiug  criminal  and  the  trader.  The  former  class  is  gnilty  of  those  crimesand  oSenaea 
for  which  both  classes  are  blamed.  Tbe  latter  are  a  steady,  thrifty  law  abiding  peo- 
ple, whose  presence  in  our  midst  ia  a  direct  gain  to  tbn  country,  and  whose  oommeniial 
lutegrity  is  beyond  cavil.  Tbe  proper  course  of  legislation  therefore  should  be  not 
to  exclude  all  but  a  class,  and  iu  this  they  would  have  the  co-operation  not  only  of 
alt  right-thinking  colonists,  but  also  of  the  Chinese  Oo  vera  men  t  itself.  Some  ex- 
tracta  from  tbe  report  of  Inspector  FoeUcbe  on  the  Chinese  in  tbe  Northern  Territory 
will  be  found  interesting,  and  tend  to  bear  out  this  view  of  thesiibject.  Hl'  estimates 
tbe  number  of  Chineoe  in  the  Northern  Territory  at  6,000.  In  Pumerston  (the  capi- 
tal) the  number  varies  from  800  to  1,300.  They  have  in  that  town  39  iitorus,  3  car- 
Knter  shops,  2  shoemaker  sbopa,  3  laundries,  &  tailoring  establishments,  4  eating- 
uaes,  SSsbing  establishments,  3it  frnit  and  vegetable  gardens,  G  gaiabliug-liouaes, 
7'Chineae  brothels  (ocoupied  by  SM  proBtitut«s),  and  there  ore  about  5,000  employed 
on  railway  works. 

The  gambling-housea  ore  attended  by  all  classes  of  Cbinamnii.  The  brothels  kt« 
eoudaoted  quietly  and  dmnkenness  among  the  prostitutes  ia  uukuowu. 

"  Tbe  Chinese  engaged  in  the  various  buisinessae  and  ucoupatlooa  before  enumerated 
with  few  exceptions  are  thrifty  and  law-abiding,  and  ao  are  a  portion  of  the  laboring 
class,  who  came  hero  under  the  auspices  of  the  leading  store-keepers,  who  na  a  m!e 
obtain  work  for  them  on  commission  ;  but  bj  far  the  greater  nutnber  of  tbe  Chinese 
popnlstioD,  who  came  here  of  their  own  accord  to  get  a  living  as  best  they  can,  are  of 
tbe  lowest  and  most  undesirable  class,  and  give  the  police  a  great  deaf  of  trouble. 
They  monopolize  our  gold  flolda  without  paying  for  miner's  rights,  and  if  they  do  not 
get  sufflciont  gold  to  supply  their  wanU  tbey  steal  and  rob  each  other,  A  groat 
man;  of  them  are  old  gaol  birds  from  China  and  Uong-Kong,  and  would  just  oa  soon 
be  fed  in  gaol  as  having  to  work  for  a  living  themselves." 

He  further  points  out  that  the  punishment  by  imprisonmont  has  no  terrors  for  tbe 
Chinaman,  and,  aa  they  are  accustomed  to  live  on  a  much  more  meager  diet  than  that 
provided  at  the  gaol,  they  have  no  efflcient  control  over  the  m^ority  of  the  lower 
closseH. 

THE  LABOR  MARKBT. 

With  the  gradual  decay  of  the  depression  in  the  colony  tbe  glut  in  the  labor  mar- 
kets became  daily  less  pronounced.  At  present  tbere  is  a  fair  demand  for  all  kinds 
of  labor,  especially  traaesmen*and  artisiins,  who  can  always  And  employment  at  le- 
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manorat'ive  ratea.  Domeslio  seivnuts  find  plenty  of  openings  for  their  nerviceB,  nnil 
farm  aud  BtBtiau  liAiidsliave  uodiCQoalty  in  obtsfuiDg ODgageiueutB.  Thq  rollotring 
u  the  ruliog  rate  of  wages:

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The  savioga  bank  returns  fbr  January  lost  show  an  increase  of  498  in  tbe  onmber 
of  depositors,  which  brings  the  total  number  up  to  5U,507.  The  receipts  from  the 
depositors  during  the  month  amoiiutc^d  to  (4U7,020,  and  the  repayments  totaled 
(545,;)65,  which  shows  a  balance  of  (58,445  in  favor  of  repayments.  Taking  tbe 
agencies  apart  from  the  Adelaide  oEBco  au  increase  is  abowu  of  duposita  over  with- 
drawals of  (43,465.  The  actual  decrease  in  Adelaide  was  (101,010.  The  large  amount 
witbdrawu  from  tbe  Adelaide  branch  can  lie  accouuted  for  by  the  excitemeut  in  the 
niiiiiDg  market  at  that  time.  Since  January  the  number  of  depositors  has  grown, 
and  so,  also,  have  tbe  amouuts  deposited.

at  Adefaide.    Tbe  idea-of  fielding  au  exhibition  waa  first  mootecT  during  the  ai 

stage  of  the  depression,  which  we  have  Just  passed  through,  and  the  scheme  had 
mnny  opponents.  However,  thron);h  the  deteri  tti  nation  of  Sir  E.  T.  Smith  it  was 
c.irripd  out  by  private  individuals  for  the  public  benefit.  The  Government  ooly  paid 
for  tbe  permanent  buildings.     It  woa  a  groat  success  and  paid  for  itself. 

Tlie  baildiug  is  a  fine  structure,  situated  on  North  Terrace,  from  whence  tbe 
grounds  slope  gradaallv  down  to  the  Torrens  Lake.  The  site  commanda  a  flue  view 
of  the  hills  at  the  hack  of  Adelaide,  and  waa  in  every  way  eminently  fitted  for  the 
objoct  for  which  it  was  selected.  The  grounds  extend  over  an  area  of  IH  acres,  and 
was  more  than  half  covered  by  the  main  boildiDgs  and  temporary  annexes.  The 
total  expenditure  was  (396,000,  of  which  some  (255,000  were  spent  on  buildings, 
(50,000  on  general  working  cKpenses,  and  (20,000  on  eleclric  lighting.  For  receipla 
(165,000  wero  leceived  from  tbe  Goremmeut  on  ascnunt  of  the  porniaoent  bnlldinKS. 
The  money  received  for  space  was  (30,000 ;  odmisaiona  totaled  (112,500,  and  snndnes 
(9,500 ;  BO  that  it  ia  estimated  that  by  the  time  the  temporary  hnildings  were  dta- 
poaed  of  all  expenses  would  be  paid. 
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lb  tb«  matter  of  exhibits  Oreat  Britain  waa  more  cnmeronBly  lepreaentod  tlian  an; 
other  conottT,  and  was  veil  Tepreaented  in  almoat  eveiy  branch  of  trade.  Aastria, 
Belgnim,  aod  Oenaany  were  also  well  repiesented  and  were  fairly  BDCoeaofiil  in  the 
matter  of  awarda. 

Hew  fioDth  Wales  was  by  fsr  the  best  represented  amonp;  the  colonieB.  The  ex- 
-  hibits  were  Toried  aud  excellent  and  inclnded  mineral  prodncta  and  gems  of  sreat 
Taloe  aud  beaoty.  All  the  conntries  of  Enrope  contributed  to  the  exodllance  or  the 
afaaw  and  Algiers,  Pyi,  India,  Johore,  Manila,  The  Seychelles,  and  North  Borneo  were 
represented  by  interesting  exhibits.  To  a  citixen  of  the  United  States  it  was  not  a 
flatterint;  thing  to  see  his  conntry  so  poorly  represented  at  an  eihibitlou  which  woald 
have  afforded  so  many  opportunities  tor  opening  up  a  trade,  jrhioh  it  ooald  easily  ob- 
tain, hut  is  left  Hithont  an  effort  to  restrain  it,  to  flow  into  other  obaunals  from 
which  in  years  to  oome  it  will  be  difficult  to  divert  it  The  only  exhibit  from  the 
United  States  that  attracted  any  ^aC  amount  of  attention  was  a  centrifugal  amalga- 
matot  for  saving  gold  from  palverized  quartz.  It  was  generally  considered  a  first-claaa 
machine,  and  was  far  superior  to  anything  else  of  the  kind  exhibited,  This  in  the 
olassof  thing  which  considering  thegrowingimportanceof  cold  mining  iu  the  colony 
a  great  trade  might  be  made  l>etn'eeD  here  aud  the  States,  but  unless  the  bnsinens  is 
poshed  the  trade  wilt  go  to  the  other  colonies  or  tn  England.  The  following  is  the 
number  of  awards  issued  to  the  various  coautties  represented :  Anstiiaand  Hnogary, 
9*;  Belgium,  159;  British  North  Boroeo,  3;  Denmark,  2;  France,  19:  Germany,  llo;

The  attendance  at  the  exhibitlou  numbered  769,673.  an  BTerage  of  abont  3,700 _per 
day.  In  proportion  to  oor  population  the  show  was  more  numeronsly  attendeid  tnau 
eltner  of  Uioee  in  Melbourne  ur  Sydney.  The  proportions  were  Sydney  (18T9)  158.934 
peroent.,  Melboaroe(lHgO)  154.363pei  cent.,  Adelaide  (18H7]  354.8I6peroeDt.  Tak- 
ing it  altogether  the  uchibition  was  a  most  gratifying  succeesandiu  no  small  measure 
tended  to  give  that  impetus  to  the  trade  of  the  colony  which  it  so  much  needed  after 
the  troublesome  times  it  had  gone  through.  It  was  the  first  step  around  the  coroor 
and  it  was  speedily  fbllowed  by  the  disooveiy  of  the  alluvial  gold  diggings  at  Tee- 
tnlpa;  then  followed  thediseovery  of  the  Barrier  silver  mines,  then  a  bonnlifut  bar- 
vest  and  finally  the  revival  In  the  price  of  copper,  so  that  now  the  colony  stauds  in 
aporitlon  of  greater  prosperity  than  It  has  at  any  time  siuoe  its  foundation  fifty  years 
ago. 

If  the  colony  is  able  to  stand  Ave  such  disastrous  years  as  those  from  IBS3  to  1887 
it  mast  have  great  resources,  and  surety  iu  the  prosperons  times  that  are  now  npon 
lis,  we  may  expect  to  make  rapid  strides  in  overtaking  the  other  coluuies  iu  the  on- 
ward march  ofprogreas,  population,  wealth,  and  civilization.

It  ih  a  matter  of 
muoli  diffloult;  to  collect  fresh  and  recent  luaterinl  so  as  to  preiient  eveu  a  very  enper- 
fidal  and  tolerably  cocreut  view  of  tbe  niuTemuiite  of  trade  and  tbe  geuerol  condition 
of  biulncse. 

KXPORT   AMD   IMPORT  TRADE. 

Aa  lo  tbe  export  and  import  trade  of  Bohemia,  it  may  safety  be  itaid  tbat  no  ata- 
tiatica  are  known  or  pafalished,  beyond  the  titatemeuta  Qiaile  liy  tbia  consulate  and  the 
United  Stat«a  commercial  ogenuy  at  Eicheubcr);.  All  reuurta  concerning  foreiftn 
trade  are  merged  Is  the  general  cotDmeTclHl  aintmtica  of  the  Anatiian  empire,  and 
whatever  may  be  of  any  general  iulereat  in  that  regard  ia  fully  aud  ably  laid  before 
the  Department  of  State  id  the  eoinmeioial  reporta  of  the  Uniied  States  oonealat^- 
gsneral  in  Vienna. 

The  declared  eiporta  from  the  contDlar  diatrict  of  Prajfue  to  the  Ignited  fitatea  in 
the  year  IH»8  were  $3,091,044.61  in  valae,  aa  against  $2,450, 4 IH. 4 7  during  the  preced- 
iug  year,  abowiug  an  increasu  of  $640,6-26.34. 

I'be  leading  articles  of  export  were  the  aame  aa  thoae  eunmerated  in  my  report  on 
the  commercial  rclatioiia  iu  IB8T,  with  one  aililttiou,  nfliucly,  raw  engar.  Of  thia 
article  only  an  amount  worth  $35,^16.66  waa  uhipiieil  from  this  district  to  the  United 
State*  In  16H7,  whereoa  last  year  it  rose  to  $4l>3,21U.94,  thus  accouuUng  for  more  than 
one-balf  of  the  total  increaae  of  exports,  Itcsidea  raw  sugar,  there  was  a  large  in- 
oreue  in  tbe  shipment  of  leather  gloves,  which  rose  from  tl-.i1 ,660.97  iu  ltM7  to 
9900,644.21  last  year ;  then  a  moderate  increase  in  Ihe  uKport  of  buttons,  glassware, 
chinaware,  linen,  and  cotton  goods,  wood  pulp,  beer,  nnd  a  lew  other  artiolee. 
Silka  and  velvets  show  a  marken  decline ;  the  same  ia  true  of  hops,  whereaa  malt  ap- 
pears for  the  flrat  time  iu  the  list  of  Bolieuiian  exports  to  America.  Carlsbad  aprudel 
salt,  a  Bohemian  apecialty,  Isahippad  to  the  United  States  in  increasing  quauHtiea. 

In  relation  to  tbe  importation  of  Auericau  goods  into  Bohemia,  there  haa  been  no 
change  of  any  note  since  my  laat  report  ou  the  commercial  relations,  with  tbe  etcep- 
tlou  of  an  unmistakable  decline  in  the  quantity  of  genuine  American  petroleum 
brought  to  this  market.  The  correspondence  which  has  recently  taken  place  be- 
twesti  this  consulate  and  different  American  hardware  firms  or  their  agents  tends  lo 
■how  tbat  the  efforts  made  to  introduce  American,  hardware  into  Austria  have  ao  f»x 
not  mrl  with  the  desired  sncceaa.  However,  one  of  the  leading  AmerlcaD  agenoiea  in 
Hamburg  saya:  "We  have  had  more  encouragement  from  our  connections  in  Fragne 
than  almost  anywhere  else  In  Anstria.  We  have  aold  agricultural  implements  In 
Piit);tie  in  good  quantities."

Tbe  slgna  of  continued  peace  in  Europe  innltipliod  during  188S,  and  Bohemia  leems 
to  have  reaped  the  full  beneQt  of  the  good  effecta  thereof  on  trade  in  general.     A  few 
comparative  quolalions  of  ordinary  railroad  and  bank  ahares  will  tend  to  show  that 
the  past  year  was  a  prosperous  period  in  the  busiaeaa  affaire  of  thia  country. 
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The  receipts  of  tbe  railroads  of  Bohemia  in  lB88  eiceeded  tbose  of  tlie  precading 
year  by  n^art^  two  millioa  florins. 

Tbe  Bobeuiiau  SnvingB  Bank  of  Fragoe,  the  leHilmg  saviDgs  inBtiluUon  of  the 
coDDtr;,  had  a  anrnlas  nf  U,^00,000  florins,  aad  its  ruaerve  faad  has  ieach«d  the 
euonnuus  sum  of  17,000,000  florins. 

Among  the  induitrial  stock  oompauioB,  tbe  Bbares  nf  tbe  rragoe  Iron  Industry 
Compauy,  show  a  phenomenal  rise  duriug  tbe  pant  year  fromSO'J.SO  to303.&0 — »]moBt 
50  per  cent.  This  oompan;  paid  a  dividend  of  fil  per  cent,  for  tbe  fiscal  year  eadinc 
June  30,  mee.  During  tiie  remaining  aix  looutbs  of  1BB8,  tbe  compiuiy  produced  Mid 
sold  600,000  meter  cpntuers  of  manu^otured  goods,  or  about  100,000  more  tbao  in  tbe 
correspoading  period  of  18B7  (tne  met«T  oetitner  beinf;  eqnal  to  2211  ponnds).  Tbe 
production  of  bard  coal  from  the  uiinea  of  Kladno  and  Njrahau,  owned  by  the  com- 
pany, reached  iu  the  same  period  3,500,000.nieter  centner*,  150,000  more  th»n  in  tbe 
previous  year.  Tbe  ontlook  is  good  for'a  continuance  of  this  prosperity,  and  tbe 
company  will  most  likely  be  able  to  declare  a  dividend  of  9  or  10  per  cent,  for  th«  Oqt- 
rent  fiscal  year. 

AORICDLTURE. 

The  reanlts  of  Bohemian  agriciiICuie  in  tbe  poat  year  were  iu  spite  of  the  cool  and 
somewhat  rainy  seuHon  highly  satinfactory.  The  crop  of  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats,  and 
sugar-beet  was  oonsiderably  largei:  than  tlie  average  at  the  previous  ten  yean;  the 
wheat  crop  was  19  per  coiir.,  the  crop  of  barley  34.5  per  cent,  higher.  The  (|nantity 
of  Bugar-lieetraisedlaat  year  was  27,400,460  meteroentuers,  worth  at  least  27,000,000 
florins  delivered  at  tbe  sugar  mills. 

The  export  of  beet-root  sugar  from  tbe  Austrian  empire  in  188B  reaobod  1,406,000 
luetrical  centners,  of  which  about  three-fifths  oame  from  Bohemia.  There  bas  been 
a  considerable  deoline  of  the  shipment-s  of  Bohemian  sugar  to  tbe  East  via  Triesto 
since  1686.  This  decline  the  exporters  charge  to  French  competition,  wbiob  is  said 
to  enjoy  the  advantage  of  much  lower  ocean  freights.  Tbe  new  contract  reoeotjy 
ooncluded  between  the  government  of  this  empire  and  the  Austrian  Lloyd  Steam-sbip 
Couipany  tu  Trieste,  according  to  the  views  of  Bohemian  4)iisiness  mou,  has  not  >e- 
cured  to  the  Anstrian  export  biulneas  any  relief  from  the  diaadTaatages  nuder  whicb 
it  is  said  to  labor.

Althongb,  BO  fkr  as  tbts  ooDsalar  dintrlct  goes,  it  can  not  be  s^d  of  tli«  yokr  1@87 
that  Its  oommeroiat  prosperity  baa  been  very  remarkable,  althongb  flti«l  roaalls  have 
proved  moderately  satisuotory,  oonaidering  the  repeated  threats  of  icapendiiig  war 
and  their  eonsennent  distarbauoe  of  bnainega.  Tbe  competition  in  all  bTanoCes  of 
agrionltnre  has  been  a  heavy  strain,  to  ease  which  it  will  he  neoeaaary  for  Flanders 
t«  pnt  forth  her  best  effort.  Tbe  improved  machinery  of  Amerioa  and  (he  immeDse 
resonroes  of  nnlimited  areas  are  sniely  drivlog  to  the  walJ,  all  (and  in  these  proriDces 
I  am  told  they  are  many)  who  yet  cling  to  the  methods  of  the  past.  Again,  oommenie 
is  more  and  more  afleoEed  by  the  ever  increasing  dntiea  imposed  on  fonign  goods  by 
Hnob  oonntriet  as  France.  Germany,  and  Italy.  Belgian  manafaotnrers  depend  to 
ancb  an  extent  on  foreign  markets  that  if  these  close  disaster  most  stare  tham  in  the

this  organization,  whereby  d 

reqniiements  of  the  conntries  with  wblcb  they  desire  to  trade,  profitable  enterprise 
has  been  tn  many  cases  aaocessfally  fofltered.  This  idea  is  one  which  might  perbaps 
be  advantageonely  considered  at  home. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  give  a  separate  acoonnt  of  the  Tarions  trades  and  maonhot- 


LIMBN  TKADB. 


This  branch  continoes  to  feel  tbe  effects  of  tbe  oommerclal  crisis.  It  seems  as 
tboDgh  linen,  were  steadily  losing  Kroand  witb  tbe  oonsniner,  wbose  favor  is  now 
more  generally  given  either  to  wholly  cotton  fabrics  or  to  those  of  miied  flax  and 
ootton.  Overproduction  of  linen  yarns  has  cansed  snob  a  depreciation  in  valae  tbat 
many  manafaetories  have  had  to  close,  This,  althonsh  the  natnral  remedy  for  a 
■itnation  niist-abio  and  rninous,  has  been  accompanied  by  keen  oomplaints  and  lond 
demands  for  more  prcMotion.  This  expedient,  however,  wonld  probably  be  a  harm 
rather  than  a  benebt  to  Belgian  linen,  sinoe  the  prodaotion  in  excess  of  the  conntry's 
wants  is  so  great  that  if  conHned  to  the  home  markets  seven-eighths  of  the  flax  ma- 
ehinerj  woold  stand  idle. 

As  to  llnea-weaTing,  there  baa  been  practically  no  change ;  for  If,  on  the  one  band, 
lionie sales  have  diminished,  foreign  oncshave  increased.  Raw  materials  being  cheap, 
linen  baa  never  been  prodnced  nader  more  favorable  conditions;  bnt  it  is  a  fact  to  be 
regretted  that  the  better  class  of  snch  goods — the  staples  of  Flanders — has  been  less 
soag:bt  than  Ib«  inferior  qnalitiee.  The  maunfaotnre  of  linen  mixed  with  cotton  is 
now  exoessive.  Ite  prodnutioa  in  tbe  last  year  amonnted  to  18,000,000  meters,  con- 
siderably more  than  tbe  demand,  whenoe  a  gradual  sinking,  the  end  of  vhieb  is  ovt 
yet. 
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Jute-gpinniDg,  vhioh,  like  linen,  Ima  also  saffered,  ia  now  imnvviDg,  and  th«  d«- 
tUAnd  cont.iunee  well  snstained.  Jute  weaving,  In  contrast  to  laSS,  hai  kept  all  tlta 
looms  going.  Prices,  too,  have  kept  np,  although  raw  materials haTO  been  more  thao 
iisnallf  expensiTe.  The  present  derelopment  in  this  direction  is  not  anfflolent  to  meat 
its  opporttmities,  as  is  shown  by  the  well-known  fact  that,  owing  to  a  restrioted  plant, 
Iw^  and  InorittiTe  orders  have  been  passed  to  Sootoh  oompetitOTB. 


.  tnd  Fehrnar;  the  polltioaT  outlook  affected 
trade  to  far  that  even  doable-lblded  yarus,  ntnally  very  drm,  were  slight!}'  affected. 
But  in  March  came  a  rapid  ohange,  inaugnrated  byarise  of  the  raw  atnff.  American 
cottoD  Joined  in  the  movement,  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  it«  yam  had  risen  S 
cents  a  Kilo.  Daring  tbe  entntner,  thinse  became  qnieter ;  consumers  were  working 
nnder  contracts,  and  moi'eovcr  the  rise  had  stopped  short  of  the  mannfaotured  artl- 
ole.  In  Augnst  Walloon  millH  offered  their  prodncts  at  a  loss  of  1  cent,  and  then  of 
'i  cents,  pel  kilo,  when  of  course  Fleuish  spinners  had  to  follow  snlt.  In  October 
greater  firmness  characterized  tbe  market,  wHich  remained  thus  settled. 

It  is  said  on  good  authority  that  during  the  year  no  leas  than  40,000  new  spindles 
were  pnt  into  operation.  However,  futare  prospects  are  not  deemed  very  enconr- 
aging.  A.  constant  threat  hangs  over  the  spinners  in  the  shape  of  a  proposal  for  the 
rednction  of  tbe  duty  on  cotton  yams,  while  all  branches  feel  the  effects  of  tbe  com- 
mercial orisis.  Ooods  are  often  sold  at  absurdly  low  prices;  and,  as  in  the  case  of 
thread,  it  is  not  that  too  mach  of  it  is  produced,  hut  that  thebuyiugcapaoity  ofoon- 
snmers  is  sadly  impaired.  Tbe  aKrionKural  element  is  approaching  ruin,  and  thus 
mannfacturers  are  deprived  of  their  trustiest  cnstomers. 

In  hosiery,  work  is  not  wanting,  but  prices  are  insufSclent.  The  wages  of  women' 
knitters  barely  snffloe  to  provide  the  necessities  of  life  (at  times  less  than  15  cents  per 

Cotton-weavinfcis  steadUy  dBcreaslng.Biid  nnloM  eDenjetic  measures  of  aproteetive 
character  are  taken  by  tbe  Oovemment,  it  is  oonsidered  that  this  tndnstry  will  soon 
disappear. 

Dyeing  In  its  relation  to  cotton  tissues  Is  also  in  a  preoarions  state,  owjdk  to  tbe 
extremely  active  home  and  foreign  competition. 

On-inK  to  the  persistent  drooght  iu  June,  IS:^,  the  outlook  grew  unfavorable,  and 
tbe  beet  crops  failed  to  a  large  exl«nt  (SO  to  40  per  cent,  in  the  several  countries  of 
Enrope).  Sugar-beet  then  rose  from  30  to  41  &ancs  per  bag.  In  spite  of  these  fluctu- 
ations, no  general  improvement  can  be  reported  in  this  district,  and  yet  other  sugar 
manufacturers  and  refiners  have  gone  to  the  wall.  In  BelginiQ  ten  years  or  so  ago 
there  were  173  sugar  factories  in  activn  operation;  now  (pecember,  18a7)  tbere  are 
but  102,  which  faot  is  of  itself  a  sufficient  commentary.  To  the  soaroity  of  the  beet 
and  to  its  poor  quality— three-fourths  to  I  per  cent,  poorer  in  saoehaHue  matter  tbaD 
the  crop  of  1886— must  be  largely  attributed  tbe  unfavorable  results  of  the  ye»t.

Tbe  production  of  whisky,  gin,  etc.,  for  tbe  year  1887,  was  66,846.46  hectoliters, 
on  which  a  tax  of  7P4,199.ri9  f^iucs  was  paid  to  the  Oovernmeut.  The  figures  forthe 
year  previous  were  66,^88.04  heatolit-crs,  on  wbioh  848,811.44  franos  were  paid  to  the 
Government.  Decrease  in  1B87,  8,641.58  hectoliters,  which  would  pay  64,611.85 
francs  Oovemment  tax. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  distiUers  haye  now  commenced  t« 
import  barley  direct  trow  Russia. 

THK  BRKWINO  INTXRBBT. 

Owing  to  the  cheapness  of  hops  this  branch  is  one  of  tbe  few  really  prosperous  In- 
dustries, and  it  is  ofHcially  stated  that  in  the  province  of  Eaetem  Fianilers  alone 
there  are  534  breweries.  If  satisfactory  to  tbe  brewers,  this  state  of  affairs  is  not  so 
to  the  hop-growers  who  oftcntinies  have  had  to  sell  their  products  as  low  asiiO  frauca 
for  50  kilograms,    Tbis  depreciation  is  due  to  over  producliou  Id  other  conutiies,  and 
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to  Ita  aordHtrloted  entrauoe  into  Belsium.  Ttili  U  particularly  true  of  Qerman  bops 
of  low  Krade — admitted  froe — while  Belginm  hops  are  chnrgsd  10  tnarka  for  6u  kilo- 
grams  whea  import«d  mto  QermaDy.  AccordiDRly  hops  are  b«mg  abandoned,  as  in 
the  District  of  Alont.  where  the  field  for  IHHT  waa  but  92,000  bass  of  100  kilograius, 
or  aboDt  18,000  compreased  hftlea  of  the  meau  weight  of  135  kuograins,  as  against 
44.000  hales  In  letafl  repreMntlog  nearly  36,000  oompreaaed  hales.

These 
makers  have  organised  themselves  Into  a  cooipary  for  the  purpose  of  extending  their 
operations.  So  saccessfiil  have  they  been  in  disposing  of  their  stock  that  Canadian 
poplar,  tho  principal  mat«riBl  used,  has  cnnsiderably  advanced  in  prioe,  now  fetcbiug 
I&  to  20  francs  a  cubic  meter.

in  tne  valoe  oF  the  Import.a  and  which  may  easily  be  aoeoanted  for  by  the  dimlniabed 
market  ralne  of  man;  of  the  principal  .articles  of  import  in  lBd7  upon  the  prioee  of 
the  preoeding  years;  the  coUectiTe  Taluea  of  Denmark'i  Imports  and  eiportt  with 
foreign  lands  baviog  amounted,  aa  will  be  «een  on  reference  to  annexed  Table  1,  to 
43e,£«0,00Ukroneraiu  18%;  and  against  433,880,000  kroners  for  the  five  years' average

Proceeding  next  to  a  review  of  the  exports  of  18S7,  the  aj^'icnlturol  prodnotsof  the 
Itingdnni,  it  will  be  seen,  take  an  abeolate  promlneut  position,  oe  these  figures  with  a 
valne  of  158,500,000  kronen  or  a*)  per  cent,  of  tbe  total  exports,  the  remaining  S9,300,eO0 
kronera  beins  mode  up  with  the  rft-exports  of  colonials  and  foreign  maunfactnrse. 
Looking  at  the  different  groups  of  the  export  lists  it  is  plainly  brought  to  view  that 
Denmark  vest  by  year  is  fast  losing  her  old  position  qh  one  of  the  grain  exporting 
lands ;  and  that  with  the  exception  of  barle;  and  wheat  flonr  all  the  other  grain  aorts 
show  an  exoesB  of  imports  over  exports,  and  of  foddexing  stuffs  (maizs,  bran,  and  oil- 
oakea)  there  were  imported  into  the  kingdom  to  tbe  value  of  no  leas  than  16,000,000 
kronen. 

On  the  other  hand,  however,  the  argicnltnral  interests  in  IB87  have  met  with  ftall 
requital  for  the  loss  of  their  cerea'.  exports  in  the  increased  exports  of  their  live  atook 
and  prodnots,  with  the  reapective  vnlnes  of  41,000,000  kronera  fot  live  atook,  and 
53,800,000  kronen  for  tboir  Beverat  proitncta ;  these  showing  a  oonalderable  advance 
aeoom^ared  with  thoyeara  1885  and  1886.  A.nd  comparing  more  eapecially  the  exports 
of  provisions  in  1887  with  the  average  of  tbe  five  yenral88:i-'87,w]ien  the  so  rplns  ex- 
ports were  only  of  '10,600,000  kroners,  the  progreaaive  movement  is  fonnd  to  have 
been  very  great;  and  when  going  etill  furtber  bnck  to  the  years  1883-*t<6,  the  in- 
creased valne  of  the  eorpliiH  eiporii!  in  1887  ia  found  to  be  no  less  that  60  per  cent.

The  statistical  reports  for  the  year  lB67-'88  show  a  amaU  decrease  in  the  inward  and 
outward  traffic  of  the  port  of  Dnnkirk.  Specially  laita  connection  with  the  United 
States  the  inward  traffic  has  been  almost  esolnsively  limited  to  the  import  of  aboat 
35,000  tons  wheat,  16,000  tons  petrolenm  oil,  which  are  far  inferior  qaantitiea  to  tboae 
shown  in  preTions  reporta.  I,  however,  understand  the  experience  made  by  some  oil 
mannfantnrers  in  getting  their  oil  carried  by  tank  steamers  via  Calais  la  each  that 
this  latter  decrease  eoti  only  be  temporary.  There  baa  been  no  import  whatever  of 
American  maize  and  niolaeaea  for  the  whole  year,  which  is  due  to  a  aerions  difference 
in  the  value  of  same  articles  from  Black  Sea,  Qermany. 

The  export  principally  oonsista  lu  empty  petroleum  beirelei  eome  hnndred  oaaea  of 
pipes,  wool-waste,  coarse  woo!,  eto,  these  latter  goods,  beinc  sent  via  Eagland  for 
want  of  regular  steamers  rnnDlng  between  Dnnkirk  and  the  united  States.  A  very 
small  qaantity  of  old  rails  has  been  exported  this  year,  being  the  remainder  of  a  con- 

The  general  tradeof  imports  is  alBoleB8importaiitthaninlB66-'87,whiob,  however, 
is  the  conseqtienoe  of  an  anivcTBal  depression  dne  to  many  different  oaoaes,  whioh  it 
wonld  be  superfluous  to  enumerate ;  but  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  port  of  Dunkirk 
has  comparatively  been  standing  as  welt  as  possible  such  a  bad  state  of  things. 

The  import  of  wheat  from  India,  Black  Sea,  Australia,  and  United  StAtea  has  not 
been  so  much  affected  by  the  rather  high  duty  raised  in  order  to  protect  French  aRri- 
cnlture  as  by  the  aatiafsctory  crop  in  Franco.  The  prospects  for  current  year  are 
quite  different,  aa  the  crop  in  Prance  is  expected  to  he  most  onsatisfaotory.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  trade  with  the  Blauk  Sea  has  nmch  increased,  owing  to  lai^  imports 
in  barley,  oate,  tto. 

Over  65,000  tona  of  wool  have  been  iinported  by  many  regular  lineaofsteamen  mu- 
ning  between  this  port  and  the  Kiver  nate,  which  figure  speaks  by  Itaelf  wb«o  we 
oonsider  that  the  whole  wool  imported  into  France  h&  years  ago  waa  fmpoTt«d  via 
Havre  and  Antwerp.  This  trade  had  to  be  diieoled  from  those  two  ports  in  favor  of 
Dunkirk. 

The  large  northern  manufactures  of  '  Sooi6t4  Annnyme  des  Aei^riM  da  PraiMse,' 
Soci*t6  Anonynie  dos  Hants  Fournaanx  et  Forges  de  Denain  et  d'Anzin  receive  large 
qnanlities  of  pyrites  and  iron,  the  latter  having  exceeded  U50,000  tona  per  annum. 

But  ihe  most  serious  progress  to  unte  is  the  import  of  nitrate  of  soda:  about  150,000 
tiius  were  brought  tbiH  yiiar,  one-fourth  of  which  is  used  for  iiidnntry  and  three-fonrtbs 
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for  itiftnnn.  Dnnkiib  aod  HMaboTgcui  aov  becoDsid«Tedthe  tnu  principal  luarkets 
of  tbe  woild.  Tlifl  figures  a«  follows  show  the  proportioDal  port  taken  by  tbi»  port  in 
the  generail  Import  tnide  for  the  year  1S87 ;  Pyritra,  94  per  centl:  nitrate  of  soda,  90 
per  oaut. ;  wool,  66}  per  cent. ;  oil-oakes,  77  per  cent. ;  tin  ore,  6b  per  sent. ;  tiarley, 
nl  per  eent. ;  molawee,  52  per  cent ;  Jnte,  Hax,  maize,  and  mineral  oil,  from  50  to  25 
per  eent ;  eiain,  iron  ore,  petroleum  oiJ,  less  than  25  per  cent. 

This  exjdalns  that,  by  taking  as  a  basig  the  tonnaze  of  goods  imported,  Dunkirk 
keeps  tbe  fourth  rank  in  France,  oomliif;  after  Manieilles,  Havre,  and  Bordeans,  the 
whole  quantity  of  goods  imported  iu  lHb7  amounting  to  1,360,000  tons. 

The  export  amounted  only  to  390,000  tone,  ooniiisliog  principally  of  sngar,  phon- 

£hate,  alates,  forage,  iron,  rails,  etc.  The  rails  are  exported  by  the  above-named  firms 
y  qnantities  increnstng  every  year,  as  the  oonlracts  passed  between  those  manufact- 
nrera  and  foreign  governments.  Itaty,  Spain,  Brazil  are  mora  important.  The  ex- 
ports, altbongb  regntarl;  increasing,  are  yet  comparatively  very  small,  and  will  not 
Set  the  deeirM  extension  until  onr  Northern  Railway  Company  feel  disposed  to  re- 
iica  the  high  rates  charged  for  carriage  of  goods,  and  thus  enable  this  port  to  com- 
pete with  neighboring  ports  in  Belgium,  wliere  the  railway  expenses  are  as  low  as 
ours  are  high. 

rAVORABLX  SBirPING  CONDITIONS  V>F  DUNKIRK. 

The  favorable  situation  of  the  port  is  not  only  doe  to  the  geographical  position  bat 
also  to  the  continual  efforts  mane  by  all  interested  parties,  chamber  of  commerce, 
oorporation  of  brokers,  etc.,  which  do  not  henitate  in  daily  imposing  large  sacrifices 
npou  themselves  to  facilitate  its  Improvement.. 

The  fact  is  that  they  are  not  only  trying  to  indace  merchants  to  get  their  goods 
sent  through  this  port  by  offering  them  all  possible  facilities,  lightering  ftee  of  ex- 
penses all  ships  arriving  here  with  a  draught  of  nater  which  does  not  allow  them  to 
enter  the  port  immediately  on  arrival,  whenever  atico  lightering  should  be  borue  by 
the  receivers  of  the  cargo,  by  exetiiptiag  from  taxes  the  goods  landed,  remaining  at 
qnay  as  long  as  practicable,  etc.,  lint  (hey  also  indtioe  foreign  ship-owners  to  give  a 
prefereoee  to  this  port,  where  theexpeDseaarecomparatively  lower  than  iu  any  other 
contineutal  port,  where  there  are  no  light  or  dock  dues  wbatever,  no  expenses  for 
waighlog  caroD,  which  Is  weighed  by  oQloial  sworn  weighers  belonnng  to  the  town, 
at  merdhants'^expeiise,  besides  which  all  ships  coming  here  with  Uie  custom  of  the 
port  to  discharge  get  the  most  satisfactory  dispatch,  which  never  exceeds  fifteen  rnn- 
Dine  days  for  largest  ships. 

The  consequence  is  that,  while  some  years  since,  Dunkirk  was  often  excladed  in 
oharter-parties,  I  am  now  aware  of  many  owner '  of  large  Tassels  haviog  agreed  to 
rednction  upon  tbe  low  freights  to  have  tneir  ships  sent  to  tbie  port. 

The  material  iu|iroveineut  of  tbe  harbor  has  been  snob  that  there  is  no  fear  eTen 
for  big  ships  ooniiDg  In  to  run  any  risk.  In  tbe  jrears  1866-'87,75  ships  drawing 
from  81.4  to  23  feet  (sonic  over  23  feet)  have  dooked-withont  lightering,  and  when  the 
Improvements  are  completed,  that  is  in  the  oonrse  of  the  next  two  years,  vessels  of 
Kuy  dianght  will  be  able  to  dock  at  onoe  on  immediate  arrival  without  lightering.

C<ntmrr«lal rivalry btbeemSiMen  and  Havre. — Thechamb«ra  of  eorameccelo  Fraoos 
exorofu  maofa  inflaenoe  over  legialatlon,  althougb  tfau  iutoreata  of  one  aeotlon  oftea 
oondlet  with  tboMOf  anolher.  ^aoh  kotrife  bos  existed  for  a  long  time  tietwaen  tbe 
port!  of  H»TT«  sod  Roneo,  Uie  former  »  coast  port,  tbe  latter  an  interior  port  aeeee- 
idbteby  tike  Seine.  Tbe  appropriatioDBfor  tbe  iiaproTement  of  theee  harbora  and  their 
approaohes  have  beeo  Jeatonaly  watched  by  tbe  bnaineaa  meo  of  both  oiUes.    The  re . 
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■alt  hu  bten,  wbkt  migbt  h»ve  be«D  expected  from  niah  a  poliov,  great  delay,  muoli 
loaa  on  acoonnt  of  aaflnlahed  work,  wasned  ftwaj  and  deetrojed  oj  the  element*,  and 
BftTlgation  more  or  less  Jeopardized. 

Havre  has  bat  one  ontlt^t  by  railway,  and  that  leads  to  Roaen.  Ronen  baa  diverg- 
ing lines  iu  ever;  direction  aoanectlDg  with  its  qna;e,  and  eqnal  faeilities  of  water 
oommaDicatJOD,  and  is  56  miles  nearer  Paris  thau  Havre,  and  veasela  can  oome  np  tbe 
river  as  qnickly  and  teach  their  docks  as  tbev  oan  enter  the  interior  basin  at  Havre, 

After  a  long  and  bitter  controversy  the  wjse  coDolnsion  has  been  airived  at  that 
there  was  plenty  of  business  for  both  ports,  and  »  modiu  Viseiidi  boa  been  adopted, 
whioh  providea  for  the  steady  and  proportionate  progress  of  the  borbor  improve- 
menta  of  each  port.  Hnch  of  the  credit  of  this  arraugemeot  la  dne  to  the  well- 
directed  efibrtB  of  the  pr^fet  of  the  Seine-Inf^ienre,  who  aoted  tbe  part  of  an  iD> 
lelligont  and  anprejadiced  arbitrator,  and  had  the  confidence  of  both  portiea. 

Harbor  improvenutiU.—The  Kcnernl  bill  provides  for  the  improvement*  of  tbe  porta 
of  Havre  and  Hoaen.  The  whole  bqiu  to  be  expended  is  96,150,000  francs,  of  whioh 
the  St-ate  <s  to  pay  72,113,500  fianos,  to  be  advanced  by  the  ohambera  of  oooiineree 
the  two  cities  proportioaally  and  repaid  in  Hfteen  years.  Tbe  city  of  Bonen,  in 
odditloQ,  snbscrilMg  100,000  fraNce,  tbe  chamber  of  commerce  3,547,180  iranos,  and  the 
general  assembly  of  the  deparCment  500,000  frauoa,  to  the  whole  project. 

The  improvements  of  tbe  Seine  will  consist  of  alterations  of  the  bed  and  repairs 
and  extensions  of  the  dikes,  and  dredging,  to  be  completed  in  nine  years,  and  provide 
fai  feet  of  water  at  neap,  and  ^J  feet  at  spring-tide  to  vessels  ascending  the  Seine. 

The  slip  of  90  meters  (29r>  feet)  in  length  wiTl  be  able  to  accommodate  a  veawl  of 
394  foet  in  length  and  will  probably  tie  completed  this  year. 

Tbepetrolenm  basin  is  nearly  completed  and  a  portion  is  already  available.  Tbe 
laying  of  rails  on  the  nn&y  follows  steadily  the  completion  of  each  section ;  8,470  feet 
liaveveen  iMd  on  the  right,  and  3,618  feet  on  the  leil,  bankof  the  river  ainoe  my  last 

nunewatone  and  steel  bridge  replaotDg  the  snspension  foot  bridge  between  the 
mailtlme  and  river  basins  was  nnisbed  and  thrown  open  to  the  pnblic  this  year,  and 
is  a  strong  and  well'flnished  etrnotore,  and  greatly  relieves  tbe  preasnre  of  trafflo 
hitherto  oenflned  to  one  bridge. 

S«rbm-  datt  and  emtottu  reoelpl*. — Tbe  chamber  of  commerce,  in  view  of  theae 
pTop(«ed  reforms,  has  modified  iU  tariff  as  follows :  The  mole  does  are  fixed  at  40 
"""*'""TS  (8oenta)  per  registered  ton  for  all  vessels  passing  Fatonville,  and  the  port 


has  fixed  it  at  35  centimes  (7  OHnto)  for  all  vessels  passing  the  ktlometriqne  . 
The  increase  last  year  in  onstom  receipts  amounted  to  4,556,084  francs,  exclusive  of 
navigation  does,  the  whole  amonnt  received  being  2^,T!M.41&  francs.  The  octroi 
dnae  were  3,91)4. 375  frauiM,  an  increase  orer  the  previons  year  of  10,465  francs. 

i'droItHtn.-^There  ban  been  an  apparent  falling  ofi  in  tbe  receipts  of  petroleum, 
bnt  in  reality  as  much  as  uaaal  has  arrived,  as  several  vessels  have  discharged  their 
oargoee  of  this  article  in  whole  or  in  part  at  Havre. 

The  freight  on  petrolenm  has  rnled  low,  varying  from  1>.  6d.  to  3i.  6d.  ster- 
ling per  barrel.  It  snddenly  advanced  to  5  shillings  per  barrel,  whioh  accounts  for 
the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  qnlte  a  nnmber  of  American  vessels 
have  arrived  and  are  en  ronte  for  Roaeu. 

BaortofhoTta  to  t\e  United  Stata.—Tlioi^  have  been  large  shlpmeDts  of  horses  for 
breediDgpnrpooBs  to  the  United  ijtates,  and  these  horses  have  been  unirormly  selected 
with  the  greateet  care  and  mnst  tend  to  materially  Improve  the  breed  in  America. 

Abnrd-bookof  thepnreNorman  breed  bos  been  recently  pnbllsbed,  and  otFers  facil- 
ities to  stock  purchasers  for  obtaining  this  most  vulnable  breed  of  oattle,  better 
adapted  to  many  parte  of  our  oonntry  than  many  others  whioh  receive  more  notice. 
A  eensns  of  horses  was  taken  dnring  the  year  In  the  department  of  the  >4eine  In- 
f^rieore;  the  total  number  was  85,9Ki.  There  were  in  the  aTTondiaseinent  90,144  and  . 
in  the  town  of  Ronen  2,623. 

hirOa  and  deathi.—Tht,  births  last  year  were  3,997 ;  deaths,  3,7b7 ;  marriages,  773 ; 
divorces,  36.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  less  than  in  the  former  year,  when 
the  diSereuce  was  1,083. 

Jfmi^dlion .^Emigration  is  very  small,  as  extreme  poverty  does  not  exist  to  any 
extent,  and  the  French  of  Normandy  do  not  care  to  leave  It. 

Cattle  food.— Samei  elTorts  were  made  to  introdaoe  American  preparations  of  oattle 
food,  but  were  not  followed  np,  as  they  shonld  be  to  insnre  snocess.  It  is  certain 
that  if  they  wonld  bear  investigation  they  wonld  meet  with  sneoess. 

C«tto»  indutry. — Tbe  cotton  and  other  industries  have  been  affected  by  the  flnetn- 
ktiona  tn  raw  materials  more  than  anything  else,  and  have  in  some  instances  been 
obliged  to  onrtail  norking  boors,  bnt  rarely  to  snspend  operations  entirely.  The  ef- 
fect of  the  partial  destmction  of  crops  in  Algeria  by  grasshoppers  is  sensibly  felt  iu 
this  market,  whete  a  large  supply  of  cotton  prints  are  [nnnutactnred  solely  for  that 

Crop*. — The  grain  crop  of  this  couHtilate  is  very  important,  and  has  been  alteoleil 
liy  the  cold  ami  wet  weather  whirb  prevniie<l  during  tlio  summer  months. 
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The  wiut«i  irhekt  w^en  thrSB^ed  will  •how  a  grain  abrivaled.  mi  mnoh  inferior 
in  qnalit;  and  qnantity  to  the  neaal  crop.  The  estlDiate  of  fthrlnkage  fa  dlffloult  (o 
dfltermiue,  and  stndlons  efibrta  are  made  to  and ereeti mate  it. 

The  root  crop  and  second  hay  crop,  as  welt  m  a  lartce  portion  of  the  Brat  orop  pm- 
served  hj  ensilage,  will  supply  in  a  greatmeasure  the  deaclenc;  caused  bjcontinuona 
rain-falls  doring  the  seasoD  foreathering  the  hay  crop. 

The  field  of  apples  is  tair.  The  area  devoted  to  orchards  is  very  large,  and  the 
orop  is  oonaidered  second  in  importance  to  no  other.  Very  few  apples  ai-e  cnltiTat«d 
for  the  table,  as  the  Fr^ich  remain  iu  blissfal  ignorance  of  the  adaptability  of  the 
apple  to  any  other  use  than  that  of  making  cider. 

Some  shipments  of  table  apples  were  made  fcom  Canada  and  Qie  United  Btatas, 
which  met  with  ready  sale  amouK  the  English  and  Aueiioan  lesidentA. 

J^Evfioa  of  Amtriean  pari;.— Efforts  are  oontluned  to  exolnde  American  pork,  and 
the  English  pork  is  so  closely  aoruttnized  to  detect  any  American  traiti  a*  to  intetfero 
with  its  sale.  Fork  ralgtog  ia  on  the  inoresse,  hnt  the  qnality  does  not  improre^  nor 
can  it  until  the  French  can  find  a  cheap  snbatitnte  for  onr  Indian  oom, 

BXPOKTa. 

The  exportation  of  hogs'  bristles  and  bmsbes  from  this  concnlar  district  Increases, 
and  1  can  not  aooonnt  for  this  nnlees  it  is  trae  that  inferior  flesh  prodaoes  snperior 
bristles. 

The  several  exports  from  this  consnlar  district  show  aelightiDcrease.  probably  owins 
to  greater  efforts  and  concssions  to  make  sales,  aa  this  disbrict  aopplies  only  a  smoO 
quantity  of  similargoodH  whicharafhmished  by  Qeimany,  England,  and  Beigiumto 
onr  oonntry,  and  none  of  whioli  ooold  not  as  well  bo  mannfootnred  in  the  United 
States. 

Indiam  oom. — The  additional  tax  upon  Indian  com  is  not  perceptibly  felt  at  this 
port,  where  the  arrivals  are  prinoip^y  for  distillation,  which  is  exempt  from  addi- 
tional dn^. 

Whit, — Thisport  ia  materially  affected  by  the  mptore  of  the  oommeroiat  treaty  of 
Francs  with  Italy,  as  many  carsoes  of  Italian  wines  were  lauded,  and  otheisreahipped 
to  Puis  for  mixins  with  French  nines ;  bnt  olreadv  a  sabstilnte  has  been  fonnd  in 
dried  currants  and  raisins,  of  whioh  many  cargoes  navearrived  from  Oreeoeand  the 
iaiands  of  the  Arohipelago.

Aa  an  Iniliefttlon  of  the  better  condition  of  trade,  Hi8  Majesty,  in  hid  reoent  sptMHili 
opeoine  ttie  Pnigeian  Diet,  pointa  to  the  iaoreasu  dnrine  tlie  year  1886  of  S0O,0O0,OOO 
luarkB  ill  tlie  BSTlnga-bankn  depoititt.  Befeiring  to  tlie  flnanoial  aituatioa,  tke  Empe- 
ror aayn  tbat  its  favorable  condition  iril!  enable  the  OoTemment  to  effect  a  farther 
reduction  of  taxation,  and  to  srant  other  Bnpplies,  the  oonsideratlon  of  wbloh  had 
heretofore  to  be  postponed.  These  symptomaofaniore  pronperona  condition  of  the 
trade  of  the  country  Vgan  to  manifest  themselves  in  the  beginning  of  the  seoond 
half  of  the  yearlH88.  ^Unays,  for  instance,  vers  onsble  to  meet  the  increased  (fe- 
mands  for  trAUsportation.  Cars  belonrinf^  to  foreign  companies  had  to  be  borrowed 
to  provide  for  the  pressing  need  besides  large  orders  wen  given  ibr  the  build- 
ing of  additional  ones.  The  rirer  and  canal  trafQo  has  been  pushed  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  transatlantic  steamers  have  been  so  aetlvely  engaged  tbat  it  became 
necessary  to  build  new  and  improved  steamers. 

This  additional  demand  for  aecomioodatian  ha«  been  due  to  a  certain  extent  to  the 
opening  of  trade  with  the  colonies  acqnlred  by  Oermaoy,  New  companies  and  Indus- 
trial undertakings  of  all  kinds  and  descriptions  bave  been  organized,  old  established 
linne  bave  been  converted  into  Joint-stouk  companies  or  have  been  remodeled  and 
furnished  with  additional  capital  for  the  purpose  of  extending  business,  and  the 
readiness  and  eten  eagerness  with  which  the  pnblJo  has  investeH  in  these  and  simi' 
lar  concerns  has  been  qnite  extraordioary.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  estimated  dividend  for  1888««s  lower  than 
that  of  1687,  and  the  explanation  of  Uiis  ia  that  the  avera£e  value  of  money  dariug 
that  ;ear  was  low.  In  connection  with  this  subject  it  may  be  of  interest  to  state 
how  the  Reu'habank  disposes  of  it«  availalile  prodta  every  year.  In  the  Gnt  place 
41  per  cent.  iH  paid  to  the  holders  of  share  certificatcH,  and  the  reuiaiudor  is  distril>- 
ut«l  In  the  following  mannur:  30  per  cent,  is  pi  need  to  the  reserve  fnnd;  40  per  cent. 
it  paid  to  the  state,  and  40  per  oeut.  to  the  sliarehoMers. 

The  total  capital  of  all  the  Berlin  banks  amouutod  to  475,000,000  marks  in  188;^, 
against  136,810,000  marks  in  ISB.'i ;  and  the  reserve  fund  waa  in  1888,  81,205,804  marks, 
aguluat  16,171,15:!  marks  in  1865.  The  income  of  the  Pruaaian  Budget  for  lBrJ9-'9(l  i» 
estimated  at  I,5i:i,8»4,879  marks,  against  1,410,738,721  marks  in  1»W-1869,  and  the 
expenditnres  at  1,43)1,403,483  marks  in  ia89-'90,  againat  1,363,133,667  marks  in 
l»-»->fB.  The  extraordinary  expenditure  for  ie89-WI  is  pnt  down  at  77,492,396  marks 
against  48,605,864  marka  in  1888-'89.  The  total  debt  of  Prnsaia  in  18^^  la  given 
at  4,457,183,070  marks,  againat  4,425,104,606  marka  In  lS»B-'89. 


While  it  ia  noted  that  in  nearly  every  branch  of  industry  in  Germany  there  has 
been  a  |;eneral  improvement,  the  agricnttnreof  the  country  seems  not  to  hnve  shared 
in  thia  proHpcritj',  for  the  general  complaint  heard  on  all  sidea  indicates  that  thecon- 
dition  of  the  farming  element  ia  bj  no  means  satisfactory.  The  law-makera  of  the 
conotry  wtrn  not  slow  in  listening  to  the  ap|ieals  of  the  agriciilliiriHts.  and  a  year  ago 
the  imjiort  duty  on  (iraio  was  raised  with  a  view  to  protecting  this  iutenwt  against 
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1  com  petition  of  lOw-prired  fon-ign  (rrain.  There  iaetiU  Bgrefttdeal  of  oppoBilfon 
Qerniany  to  this  taxBtioD  laid  upon  breiidstaffa,  and  time  Ja  tDUch  hot  discuiiaiim 
OD  tlie  BDbject  whenever  the  qnestion  of  the  welfare  of  tbe  farmere  Is  deliated  in  Ihe 
PrQHsiau  Diet;  the  opponents  claiming  that  it  is  the  reanlt  of  making  lilead  dalrer 
for  the  work  people,  while  the  supporters  of  the  Hyatein  maintain  that  the  dot;  has 
not  had  eooh  an  effect,  which  the;  endeavor  to  prove  hy  a  aompariMn  of  theprieea 
before  and  after  Xhf  duty  went  into  operation. 

la  a  recent  g-peech,  made  by  tbe  miniaterof  a|[rianltnrain  thePmmanDiet,  he  said 
that  "  ny  lo  tbe  year  1667  the  prices  had  been  declining,  ooneeqnently  there  ii  do 
question  of  breadstnffs  having  been  made  dearer,  nor  has  each  been  the  caae  Binee 
tbe  increase  of  the  duties  in  1B87.  Tbe  pricea  dnring  the  yean  up  to  1S79,  that  is, 
when  there  were  no  dutiea,  were  mnch  blffher  than  in  1^  under  the  protective 
duties  and  a  failure  in  oropa.  The  average  price  for  wheat  op  to  IbTSwasl^lmarhs, 
for  rye  169  marke,  while  tbe  prices  at  present  are  1B4  marks  and  1^  marks  respect- 
ively." From  the  above  argument  it  wontd  therefore  appear  that  the  farmers  bare 
not  been  benedted  by  Ihe  increase  of  the  duty. 

The  debates  at  present  in  the  Reiobstag  on  the  proposal  of  the  Soaial-Demooratio 
party  to  abolish  the  duties  on  grain  are  very  interesting,  and  it  may  be  of  anCHcient 
importance  to  give  herewith  translations  of  aome  extractji  from  a  few  speeebea  of  the 
opponents  and  napportera  of  the  mesenre. 

Brbrl  (Social-Ilemocrat) :  During  the  last  years  I  have  made  inqniries  at  100  dif- 
ferent places  and  received  repliPs  from  93.  In  these  92  places  there  were  11  In  which 
the  price  of  bread  bad  risen  I  pfeuaige*,Sl  in  which  the  price  had  risen  !{  pfennlge, 
29  ia  which  tbe  price  had  risen  2  pfennige,  17  in  which  the  price  had  risen  H  pfen- 
nige,  11  in  which  the  price  had  risen  'i  pfennige,  and  3  in  which  the prioebadrlean 
4  pfennige.  Tbe  annual  average  additional  oost,  tuking  a  rise  in  bread  of  1  pfennigs, 
amounted  to  15.20  marks  for  4  bread  consumers,  tn  2S.7d  marUa  for  H  consumers,  and 
to  31,33  marks  for?  consumers.  Taking  a  rise  in.  bread  of  S  pfennige,  the  additional 
cost  amounts  to  Si.lO  marks  for  4  bread  consumers,  to  46.60  marks  for  f>  oonsnTners, 
and  to  51.32  marks  for  7  consumere;  taking  a  rise  in  bread  of  3  pfennige,  the  addi- 
tional cost  amounts  to  36.T<)  marks,  5&.35  marks,  and  04.35  marks,  reepeotively. 

If  tbe  duty  on  grain  bad  not  eiisted  prices  conid  not  have  resohed  their  preaent 
height  in  spite  of  a  failure  in  the  crop.  It  can  be  reckoned  that  in  the  caae  of  many 
faniliea  the  additional  cost  per  annum  owing  to  the  duty  amounts  to  12  to  15  per 
cent,  on  a  total  income  of  600  marks.  This  additional  cost  may  be  oonsidered  M  a 
very  heavy  one.  It  has  always  been  maintained  that  the  wages  had  InerMWed  in 
eonseftuence  of  tbe  duties,  but  I  bave  no  knowledge  thereof.  The  statistioa  of  the 
"  UufallbsrofsgenosaenBcbaften,"  on  the  contrary,  show  that  laet  year  the  inoome  of 
the  laboring  ciaaees  was  3  per  cent,  lower.  It  is  a  fault  of  the  indirect  dnties  that  they 
are  always  borne  by  the  consumer.  Bread  is  tbe  principal  article  of  food  of  the 
family  of^the  work  people.  We  live  in  an  age  of  social  reform,  and  yet  the  moat 
necessary  article  of  food  for  tbe  workin^iuau  ia  made  dearer. 

The  laborers  in  tbe  country  are  said  lo  receive  higher  wages  eluce  the  introduction 
of  thedu  ties  on  grain,  but  1  require  proof  llrst  of  this,  audsbonld  it  beao,  thenltmnst 
be  also  shown  taat  the  rise  in  wages  bad  been  due  to  higher  duties  and  not  to  any 
other  causes.  The  wages  paid  to  tbe  country  laborer,  especially  in  the  East  Pnieaia 
pKtviuoea,  are  really  starvation  wages.  That  is  the  reason  why  annually  swarms  of 
>f  orkingmen  go  from  East  Prusaia,  which  alone  fomisbes  60  per  cent,  of  the  emigrants 
in  search  of  work  to  the  western  pro v luces,  especially  to  Saxony  (the  so-called  Saxon 
wandererB}.  Even  in  the  proximity  of  Berlin  tbe  wages  of  (he  oonntry  popnlation 
are  astonishingly  low.  The  dnty  on  grain  therefore  has  certainly  not  oontrionted  to 
the  impmvemeut  of  the  condition  of  the  conntry  laborers.  Even  among  the  land- 
owners tbere  is  onl;  a  small  minority  that  are  bptter  off  by  tbe  grain  dnty  than  for- 
merly. 

Not  less  tJien  the  workmen  have  this  class  of  land -owners  alao  suffered  by  the  grain 
duties.     At  least  four-fifths  of  the  entire  German  population  ore  interested  in  these 


benefit  tront  tbe  high-grain  dntiee.     It  Is  therefore  a  dnty  of  Justice  and  humanity 
that  Ihe  Reichstag  should  remove  these  dnties-     If  yon  really  intend  aerionsly  to 

{iractioe  social  reform  in  theQerman  Empire,  ycnmnst  devote  yourselves  to  a  reform  of 
egislation  on  taxes  and  duties.  You  show  yonrselves  here  as  warm  defenders  of  the 
conntry,  but  yon  impose  burdens  on  the  same,  especially  on  the  poorer  people.  It 
wonld  be  tbe  most  crying  contradiction  if  snch  a  system  is  to  be  upheld  any  longer. 
Von  Kardorff  (conservative  party):  "  The  pricesof  groin,  in  spite  of  tbe  dntlea,  are 
lower  to-day  than  they  were  when  there  were  no  dntlea.  Above  all,  it  is  neoesaary 
that  the  people  find  employment.  I  am  convinced  that  what  was  said  by  tlie  pre- 
ceding speaker  will  have  a  contrary  effect  on  the  conntry  popolation  to  what  he  ez-

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peots.  I  hare  not  risen  to  contradlot  the  preoeding  speaker,  bnt  simply  to  ancne  the 
cou<lltion  uf  our  BKriunltiire,  of  which  even  the  l^st  people  have  furiueit  erroneoua 
opiniona.  1  will  take,  fur  Instftnce,  a  lurge  fari^  in  order  to  illnetrtkte  the  condition 
of  things  in  general.  Baid  farm  yielded  formerly  »  jn^M  income  of  60,000  tnarks, 
with  expenses  of  manoigeiuent  ftmouuting  to  40,000  marka.  These  ezpensea,  as  every 
ftirmer  will  admit,  have  not  become  lass,  bnt  the  receipts  have  fallen  off  :£  to  30  per 
mnt.  The  groas  income,  tberefore,  amounts  to  now  only  from  43,000  to  4^,000  marks. 
Here  it  most  be  remarhed  that  the  latter  periods  of  calamity  have  rather  increased  a 
little  the  expenses  of  managf^ment. 

"  Besides,  I  am  not  making  any  allowance  for  farms  enonmbered  with  debt  or  for 
ooeasional  accideuta.  From  a  SUcHiaa  farmer,  I  received  the  information  that  only 
the  owners  of  woods  and  forexta  bad  been  able  to  realize  the  Hame  rents  as  formerly, 
but  that  other  ownnm  and  land  renters  of  his  district  have  had  heavier  loSHaa,  and 
be  oonld  say  the  same  of  neighboriug  districts,  than  any  one  conld  have  expected  a 
few  years  ago.  There  are  occurrences  in  which  owners  of  farming  laud  have  been 
compelled  to  oonvert  them  into  foresta  which  had  bpun  nnder  cultivation  for  the  last 
one  hondrod  and  fifty  years.  With  Huch  aoondition  of  things  existing  in  any  other 
branch  of  iudostry  there  would  certainly  be  appeals  maile  to  the  State.    With  no 


class  of  thspopalation  Is  the  diHtrexs  icrrHter  than  it  is  with  the  sgrlonltural. 

"  I  sineeiely  regret  that  this  ola«s  nbould  be  visiwd  with  a  fate  whinh  they  traly  never 
dcMrred.    The  peaaaot,  free  of  debt,  has  got  over  the  distress  best  of  all,  inasmnob

now  to  beaitate  before  sending  them  to  the  oommon  schools.  The  small  holder  fares 
alao  worse  than  formerly,  and  with  respect  to  the  agricultural  laborers,  their  position 
ia  beet  Illustrated  by  statietios  which  point  to  a  continual  movement  of  the  popula- 
tion from  tJie  oonntry  to  the  towns  aud  cities.  The  country  becomes  more  and  more 
depopulated,  while  all  the  tovms  aud  cities  are  being  overcrowded. 

"Hr.  Bebel  belie vee  that  the  removal  of  the  duties  on  grain  would  make  the  prices 
for  bread  oheaper.  I,  on  the  ooutrary,  believe  tliat  it  would  lead  to  a  further  driving 
of  the  pa'l>nlatiOQ  totbn  towns  and  cities.  The  desertion  ttoai  the  oonntry  haa  a  vei; 
aerious  meaning.  Id  the  discossion  npon  Bonday's  re^t  it  was  shown  that  from  year 
to  year  the  percentage  of  those  workmen  in  the  manufoctoring  districts  nnflt  for 
military  serrloe  waa  increaaing.  Tiiis  point  of  view  cornea  also  under  consideration 
here.  Only  snob  people  are  attcng  who  have  lived  rrom  early  youth  In  the  country. 
In  thia  reapeet  Eosala  baa  the  advaotage  that  ite  conmry  population  ia  conatantly  in- 
creaaing.  In  removingthedntieson  grain  yon  wonld  be  decidedly  aiding  and  abetting 
the  antisemltio  movement,  and  one  moat  be  really  convinced  that  such  a  movement 
is  at  strict  variance  with  the  principles  of  tolerance,  which,  according  to  my  oonosp- 
tion,  is  the  foundation  of  our  modern  life  of  society.  Tbe  consequence  thereof  has 
been  that  many  olaverand  conservative  Jewish  citizens  have  been  forcibly  drivi  n  into 
the  oampof  the  proBTeasive  and  social  democratic  party. 

"Thia  movement  Is  gluing  in  importance  from  day  to  day.  It  is  quite  wrongly 
aasertAd  that  capital  will  derive  I>ene6t  from  the  removal  of  tbe  duties.  Opposing 
Intarests  between  capital  aud  production  exist  JusL  as  little  as  between  omployciB  and 
•mploy<B.  Tbe  grain  duties  bare  had  bnt  a  small  effect  and  1  fully  concur  with 
those  who  m^ntaln  that  these  duties  have  by  no  means  yet  ImproTed  the  condition 
of  agriculture.  I  do  uot  mean  to  say  that  the  duties  on  grain  ought  to  beraiaed  still 
higher.  I  wish  onlv  to  remark  that  in  time  we  shall  arrive  at  other  means  to  aid 
apicnltnre,  bnt  aa  long  aa  we  do  not  possess  snch  other  means,  we  mnst  etf  ck  fast  to 
t&s  grain  daties.  According  to  my  idea  only  those  can  vot«  for  the  removal  of  the 
gnUn  dntiea  who  seek  an  interest  to  create  distrese  and  discontent  among  the  labor- 
ing papulation  and  to  give  strength  to  the  antiaemitic  movement," 

Sntdi,  then,  are  the  views  of  an  opponent  and  a  supporter  of  the  new  grain  dnties, 
Th«  ofBolally  pnblished  figures  show  that  the  average  prices  of  grain  were  higher  In 
1688  than  in  1&S7,  aa  wllllte  seen  from  the  following:

The  rise  in  the  prioea  of  rye  and  barley  in  1888  began  in  April,  with  whe«t  and  o»t8 
It  was  earlier.  The  maximum  vaa  rtacned  in  NoTeml)er,  and  in  Denvmbec  a  docline 
took  place.  Tfaia  upward  movement  of  the  prices  in  the  epriug  and  a  downward  one 
in  Decemherdid  not  only  tahe  place  in  the  year  18HS,  but  when  the  average  prices  of 
the  whole  period  of  the  paal  tenveara  is  taken,  itiaobeerv^d  that  thepriceeof  wfaFftt, 
rye,  and  oata  bfigao  their  npwacd  niovementH  in  May  anil  Jnne,  which,  "howevi-r,  did 
not  continue  till  November,  bntennk  conntdi-rably  between  thj#  period.  With  barloy 
the  movemeat  was  different ;  its  lowest  stand  ut  the  averse  tva  yean  was  in  July, 
and  ita  highest  in  October.

in  Itf87  was  not  vary  much  li  ^ 
Tated  In  the  preceding  year,  which  had  been  reilaced  as  much  as  possible  iu  order  to 
avoid  an  overproduction.  The  condition  of  the  industry  in  the  campaign  of  iee6-'87 
did  not  tnm  out  as  it  had  been  ho]ied  it  wonld  andno  It  was  again  thought  DBOesaary 
to  rednoe  the  prodnotlnn  in  the  following  campaign.  In  IB87  the  manufactnrers  not 
only  reduced  their  area,  but  also  made  smaller  c^onUucts  with  the  farmers.  The 
farmeTB,  therefore,  who  raise  beets  for  aal^,  that  Is  those  who  are  not  mannfaotnrers 
themaelve*,  planted  leas  because  they  were  unable  any  longer  to  realize  the  proflta 
which  they  bad  hoped  for.  The  production  of  beets  in  the  campaign  1864-^06 
Mnonnted  in  tons  to  10,409,688;  campaign  183a-'i%  to  7,070,316;  campaign  18a6~'H7  to 
8,306,671,  and  campaign  lt^-'88  to  6,963,9G0.  The  prices  paid  for  beeta  in  the  laat 
oampaign  ranged  from  IJfi  to  2.40  marks  per  100  kilns. 

The  technical  improvements  In  the  oampaign  of  I^^-'SS  in  beet  aagar  man D&otnre 
eonsiHted  in  evaporation  contrivances  and  filtering  processes.  The  improvement  in 
in  the  first  Instance  oonBlBtedinagreatersitviiig  in  the  neoof  waste  steam,  b;  making 
the  evaporation  spaoe  larger  and  the  heating  of  tbe  apparatus  more  than  formerly 
irlth  Indirect  steam,  whereby  a  material  savinc  in  heating  fuel  is  acoomplished.  In 
the  purifying  of  the  beet  Juice  sulphurons  acid  has  been  brought  more  into  nae  ; 
also,  the  repeating  treatment  of  the  Juice  with  lime  aiid  carbonic  acid,  with  the 
nae  of  the  nlteriDg  presses,  has  proved  satisfaotory.  A  new  separation  prooeaa, 
with  the  addition  of  carbonate  of  magnesia,  is  reported  to  have  worked  with  good 
rMnlta  In  the  Bhineland.

The  phases  of  tbe  bnaiuesa  year  18BS  hsr«  b«en  Ten  Bimilar  to  general  to  those  of 
IheneveralpnKMdiugTsaia.  Wull-Kronndod  hopes  of  the  revivaLof  trade  and  ooiu- 
iiierce  haTS  Deen  repeatedly  raised,  to  be  dispelled  aesin  by  tbe  ever  vary  lug  odid- 
lileilon  of  the  polltloal  situation,  alaiost  as  soon  as  ibey  couie  into  existence.  The 
market,  thetefon^  for  nearly  evnry  kind  of  manafaetare,  both  for  home  couHnmptioii 
and  for  export,  has  been  langui-'^liitig.  It  may  be  said,  as  a  rule,  that  fscMries  have 
Iwenkeptin  operation  maiul;  at  a  ssuiriKce,  and  cfaiefly  for-the  parpoge  of  giTinf 
eiuployuietit  to  skilled  work raen  ami  retaiQing  business  connections  of  toiii;  year^ 
Htanding,  which  are  formed  by  patient  endeavor  and  which  are  difllcult  to  renew 
when  once  severed. 

Ill  many  inatauccs  dnring  the  year  mannfactniors  were  compelled  to  rid  themselves 
of  snrplas  slook  by  selliiiK  at  prices  below  tbe  cost  of  production,  thus  depmssing 
the  oiarhets  at  home  and  abroad  to  a  point  where  reasonable  profits  were  uo  longer 
obtainable,  and  forcing  buj-cni  to  limit  tbe  coat  of  each  order.  Still,  lu  npite  of  the 
general  depression,  tlio  past  year  ban  witnessed,  without  doubt,  a  iiearur  ik;iprusiu»- 
tion  of  tbe  rational  relations  between  supply  and  demand  than  bas  existed  for  years 

Cast.  Production  at  thn  rautories  has  been  restricted,  and  stocks  at  tbe  trade  oenterA 
ave  been  reduced ;  so  there  is  realty  good  reasoti  at  priHieut  to  believe  that  the  cut- 
lation  point  of  the  general  lack  ui  prosperity  has  been  poaseS,  and  that  bettor 
times  are  approaohins.

still  continues,  and  slight  os  were  the  hopes  of  an  Improvement  ii 
uess,  ihcy  were  doomed  todisappointn-ont.  A.  review  of  last  year's  business  disco  vera 
ample  cause  for  fearing  that  one  of  the  chief  industries  of  this  district,  in  staple  arti- 
cles at  least,  is  entering  on  a  slow  but  sore  d,ecay,  unless  by  means  of  oommeroial 
treaties  more  favorable  than  those  now  existing,  Qenuaii  j  soon  succeeds  io  reopening 
a  portion  of  these  foreigu  markets  which  a  system  of  pruliibitive  duties  has  clotted  to 
her  for  the  last  decade.  Tlie  efforts  of  loaQy  of  the  neighboring  countries,  as  well  as 
the  United  States,  to  protect  and  further  tbeir  own  inilastrtrs  by  high  protective 
duties  have  been  generally  snooessful,  and  foreigu  competition  is  already  so  strong 
that  if  present  conditions  continne  much  longer,  German  wares  will  be  wh&liy  ex- 
cluded iTom  I  hose  mark  eta. 

The  manufacturers  of  tbe  Wiippertbat  have  made  the  unpleasant  discovery  that  the 
competition  springing  np  in  Austria,  BuHSia,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  England,  and 
America  is  TobbiUK  them  of  one  market  af^r  the  other  ;  tbercfore  theic  ingenuity  is 
continually  taxed  fur  something  new  In  the  line  of  triiniiiiugs.  especially  for  ladies' 
clothing,  in  which  article  a  period  of  businsas  has  commenced,  giving  the  gresteitt 
contldence  on  all  sides,  the  most  popular  style  in  whiuh  both  material  and  color  have 
a ''dead"  appearance.  Even  beads  arenot  enipluyed  except  for  cheap  articles.  As 
regards  fashion  Barmen  is  now  going  haod-iu-haud  with  Anusbcrg.  An  in  the  latter 
place  soutaohes  and  conls  are  oooe  more  being  ntilised,  so  in  Buriuen  a  great  number 
of  patterns,  more  partiealarly  liioords,bave  been  designed  and  perfectly  charmiug 
trimmings  produced  from  them.  Colored  triuunings  play  an  exceptionally  important 
rAle. 

As  opposed  to  soataches,  oordscan  be  mannfactured  in  all  kinds  of  plidtiags,  and 
whencombined  with  attraotiTe  staffs,  snob  as  mohair,  silk,  etc.,  can  be  employed  for 
producing  the  most  various  effects.  So  far  as  variety  in  design  is  conoerued,  dke  new 
patterns  are  surprisingly  good. 

In  the  manufactare  of  these  trimmings,  a  so-called  "crochet  machiue"bas  lieea 
vith  tbe   hand  and  power  looms.     How  very 


little  banner  Diauufactnrers  are  now  dependent  upon  (he  Parisi 
proved  In  the  season  jnst  passed.  After  tbe  Wiip|ierthal  manufauturers  bad  pro- 
dooed  almost  escliiHively  "  dead"  patterns,  Paris  brought  out  and  demanded  ouca 
more  articles  with  metal  effects.  ThiH,  however,  could  not  Induce  tbe  baauer  mana- 
flMtnrers  to  renounce  the  path  they  hwl  already  struck  oot  for  themselves.  They 
continued  calmly  to  desian  and  mannfaccure  "dead  "  patterns,  and  the  orders  which 
have  ooue  in,  partiuularly  from  abroad,  show  hovr  aconiately  they  had  oaleulated. 
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Cords  and  BontaclKH  are  at  prooent  the  articles  moat  In  clsinaii<l,  the  in1aii<I  and  above 
ftU  tbe  Saxon  manaluctarera  couniiiiliig  very  large  qnantitiea  of  them.  The  oon- 
Bnmption  of  amootli  wooleo  taoe  maintaiaa  Ita  aHial  naadard,  the  bnaineH  done  in 
tbia  article  being  qaiet  althoDKh  eiteneive.

Tailor's 
tresses  are  probabt;  the  finest  and  oooi^ratively  speaking  the  most  remoDeiative 
article  of  the  entire  atuffindnstr;  of  the  Wnppertbal.  Its  marks  dominate,  as  before, 
Ihe  marketeof  the  world,  and  in  tbit  respect  nil  the  prodnctive  activity  of  other  oonn- 
triea  has  not  sncceedad  Id  allertnt;  mncb.  The  so-called  "silk  Kalloon"  playsavery 
Imiwrtant  part  as  n  trimuiio^  for  iiinn's  attire.  The  town  of  Ronsdorf  takes  the  lead 
in  this  article.  A  slight  reaction,  bone  ver,  in  begiuninB  to  display  iu<elf  In  this  b»noh, 
preference  beine  shown  for  anperior,  more  enpi^cially  naif  silk  tressos,  called  "oash- 
niere  laces."  All  silk  treftscs  in  wbich  St.  Chamond  dominated  the  marketa  until 
wilhlD  B  short  time  ago  are  iHsginniDj;  to  be  produoad  here  of  a  qnalit;  qnlt«  equal 
to  tbat  of  the  French  goods. 

For  white  and  colored  trimmings  on  a  trhitegronnd  the  demand  Is  becoming  some- 
irhat  stronger,  while  on  the  otber  hand,  woolen  tsoe  is  only  being  sold  in  small  lota 
and  of  enperior  qnalitiee.  Towards  aotumn  there  was  mrach  inqolry  for  the  so-called 
"president's  braid,"  increasing  as  the  time  wore  on,  so  that  a  great  deal  of  new 
machinery  had  to  be  set  np.  A  fair  trade  was  done  daring  tbe  first  part  of  the  yuar 
in  linen  and  cotton  ribbons,  bat  it  bas  since  steadily  decreased,  probably  owing  to 
the  bad  crops,  as  tbis  article  has  its  chief  buyers  amoun  tbe  peasantry.  During  the 
early  part  of  the  year  manufacturers  were  well  occupied  with  woolen  lace  and  gal- 
loons, and  later  on  looms  were  Imsy  and  at  good  wages  for  galloons  worked  with 
gold  thread  destined  fur  finishine  luilies'  wear.  A  fair  amount  of  business  was  done 
III  cigar  tapes  all  the  year  around.  On  tbe  other  baud,  there  was  little  doing  and  at 
on  satisfactory  prices  in  silk  and  sllk-niiied  piece  goods.  The  trade  in  ribbonn  for 
gentlemen's  Iiats  was  suob  as  to  givtt  rise  to  many  complaints,  arising  chiefly  fhim  an 
'e  ofier  and  from  the  st«adil;  declining  prices  of  raw  silk,  wbich  exercised  a 


were  largely  employed  for  straw  bats  in  the  shape  of  cattlnga  from  piece  goods,  both 
dyed  in  the  pieces  and  calendered.  It  was  only  towsrds  the  close  of  tbe  year  tbat  a 
rise  in  tbe  price  of  the  rnw  silk  brought  about  a  favorable  change. 

As  regards  the  wire  thread  industry  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  business  referred 
to  in  my  last  gear's  report  oontinned  throughout  the  whole  period  under  review. 
During  tbe  beginniu);  of  the  year  tbe  sates  ot  tbis  article  were  still  on  a  large  scale, 
though  at  unsatisfactory  prices,  but  as  time  wore  on  the  demand  slackened  more  and 
more,  causing  atoppago  of  work  in  some  places,  short  lime  in  others. 

Wire  thread  shoe-etrioga  were  an  exception  to  the  rule,  being  ranch  In  demand, 
without,  however,  making  np  for  tlie  deficiency  in  other  artiolaa.  It  is  most  dJIDcnlt 
to  assign  reasons  for  the  diminisbed  sale. 

Fringes  far  tapeatry,  furniture,  and  deoiTation  were  in  good  demand,  as  in  the  year 

firevions.  On  the  other  hand  the  situation  of  woven  India-mbber  articles  Is  beoonl- 
ng  more  and  mora  difBcnlt.  Owing  to  the  increased  consamption.  the  low  prices  ao- 
oepted  by  mannfactnrers.  It  wasponeible  to  keep  tbe  factories  in  (nil  swing.  Unfor- 
tunately tbe  home  market  has  to  bear  (he  full  brunt  of  foreign  competition,  while 
tbe  greater  part  of  the  foreign  market  is  cloned  to  tbe  mannbctnrera  here,  who,  to 
make  matters  woiee,  are  obliged  to  pay  high  import  duties  on  the  raw  material. 
France  and  Anatria  in  particalar  are  levying  high  duties  on  the  German  produce,  and 
"  IB  inoambent  npon  the  Uovernment  to  t^  and  mend  matters  by  negotiating  new

....  ,  ug  satisfactory.    A  slight  steady  improvement 

baa  taken  place  In  the  mannfaoturu  ot  button  cloth.  Dyers  and  flnishera  of  piece 
goods  were  not  fully  occupied,  and  speak  disparagingly  of  the  year's  results.  Dyers 
of  cotton  were  fairly  well  employed. 

Compared  with  last  year,  basiness  in  cloth  bnttons  for  gentlemen's  wear  can  not 
tie  said  to  have  been  lavorable.  Whilst  manufacture  is  were  fairly  well  employed  np 
to  Angnst,  they  bad  to  reduce  work  by  one-fourth,  and  later  on  even  by  one-half. 
This  state  of  anairs  is  chiefly  due  to  a  great  many  of  these  to-called  ''staple  artlclea  " 
being  manufactured  in  prisons.  Cloth  buttons  for  Ia<lies'  apparel  were  neglected  on 
account  of  not  being  favored  liy  fashion.  As  regards  brass  buttons,  the  very  nnbvora- 
ble  state  of  affairs  that  has  prevailed  for  yenra  past  has  continued  even  to  a  greater 
extent  than  formerly,  yielding  the  moat  nn  satis  factory  results. 

Altogether  the  trade  in  buttona  offers  no  pleasing  picture.  Different  oaiuei  have 
contributed  to  bring  about  tbla  result.  In  tbe  firat  place  the  indnatry  of  the  Wnpper- 
thal  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  Bohemian  coiiipitiLiou  with  regard  to  patterns.     Let  alone 
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the  great  ad-Vkntage  enjo^CAd  bv  Bohemia  omnK  to  lower  wnf^en,  the  inaiinfaotnreTS 
in  tbia  place  hava  to  put  up  with  a  very  noeTen  treament  at  thuhandsof  tbn  Anattian 
eusUim- house  ofBoera.  Siucv  the  middle  of  October  mattera  hare  aomewbat  improved 
and  eveijthmg  poiota  to  a  brighter  future. 

Dyen  of  Turkish  red  ;ara  complaia  of  slack  trade  and  depressed  prices.  Particn- 
larly  the  demand  for  ludia  has  decreased.  Thu  faetoriea  prodncing  ITaDella  and 
half-wooleii  cloth  for  coals  were  fnlly  oocnpied  duriug  the  first  part  of  the  year, 
whilst  doric};  tho  latter  part  the  demand  alockeiied  andfulltimeoonld  only  be  main- 
tained tbroQj^h  oouoBSsions  on  the  price  and  working  on  stock. 

CARPBTe,  AKUJNK  COLORS,  KTO. 

The  carpet  factories  have  been  fully  occupied  at  satisfactory  priow,  and  the  ex- 
port trade  has  still  farther  developed  itself.  Dutliik  the  early  pact  of  the  year  busi- 
ness improved,  tbongh  dightl;,  in  aniline  colors.  The  demaed  increasing  steadily, 
the  manufaoturen  were  abli'  lo  make  a  profit,  althongh  the  margin  remained  very 
small.  I'ftter  on  the  demand  tell  away  and  prioen  dropped,  bo  that  it  is  only  as  re- 
gards the  volume  of  the  hnsinetiH  sutisfactioa  oau  be  felt. 

Soap  mannfoeinrers  have  caose  for  serions  oomplaints.  Owinr  to  a  reckless  com- 
petition this  branch  of  industry  finds  itself  in  a  very  bod  stale  indeed. 

Glycerine  mannfacturera  work  on  a  redoced  scale  since  dynamite  works  do  their 
own  refining.  ' 

As  regards  the  mannfaotnrB  of  eyelets  the  past  year  has  been  a  disastrons  one,  ow- 
ing partionlarly  to  the  axcessive  rise  in  the  price  of  copper,  wliich  has  been  caused  by 
the  syndicate  in  Paris.  The  manDfoetDre  of  gold  and  silver  plat«d  copper  and  fignn;d 
tombac  and  brass-sheets  was  induenced  by  the  unfavorable  state  of  the  brass-button 
Indnstry,  but  generally  speaking  business  woaou  a  normal  scale. 

Busineaa  In  colored  paper  has  been  unsatisfactory  atid  the  oomplaint  about  declining 
prices  and  Blackened  demand  wae  general.  On  the  other  hand  a  new  branch  in  tha 
•ame  line,  viz,  ohcomo-papei  and  ohcomo-cardboard  hoa  gireu  satisfootory  results. 


Baelnese  In  Iran  and  steel  wares  has  mach  improved,  thap^  to  the  aoDTentions 
entered  into.  Prices  which  had  at  the  end  of  last  year  sunk  to  a  very  low  level  have 
risen  ooustdetably,  maintaining  the  advance.  All  branches  were  fully  ooonpled  and 
monofkoturers  of  small  Iron  ware  were  especial  ly  busy. 

MAOHINX  FACTORIBS 

Were  more  employed  than  last  year,  portioularty  towards  the  cloee  of  the  year. 
Unfortunately  exports  are  diminishing  and  are  not  likely  to  increase  untU  the  duties 
are  abolished  both  on  raw  material  and  manufactures. 

BoIler-m>ikera  were  well  employed  during  the  fiiat  part  of  the  year,  whilst  work 
was  purtially  wanting  during  the  latter  half. 

Braiding  macliine-makersconipUinedof  adecressingtrode.  This  specialty,  whloh, 
during  the  years  1885  to  1867,  thanks  to  its  connection  with  the  lock  trade,  gave  wnrk 
to  neHrlj[  one-half  of  the  engineers  of  this  district,  had  already  in  1887  suffered  a 
resotion  in  consequence  of  the  sudden  enlargement  of  worksbcips  and  on  aooonnt  of 
overproduction.  A  great  number  of  hands  were  consequently  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  to-day  there  are  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  men  wurluag,  oompared 
with  1887. 

EMVBLOPSB,  OKQAKB,  KTC, 

Trade  In  envelopes  was  satisfactory  during  last  year.  All  hands  engaged  In  this 
industry  well  occupied.

Pianoforte-uiakem  were  only  fairly  well  occupied.  Complaints  ore  mode  of  in- 
creased import  duties  in  many  countries.

It  waa 
dnepl;  regretted,  however,  bj  Germans  more  than  once  that  not  only  in  OermaDj, 
bat  la  oOaDtries  from  which  the  OermauB  purchase  breadstuSs,  bad  harvests  in  grains 
prevftlled,  bad  both  as  to  qnality  and  qaantity,  Mannheim's  grain  trade  for  1888 
no  Jost  A  little  behiod  that  of  1887  b;  2,447,000  dr<iible  oenrners  againat  the  prevj- 
ons  year's  3,528,000.  Tliis  dropping  off  finds  a  rational  eiplanition  in  Ibe  foot  that 
iaoreaaed  i^uaatitieB  had  been  liooxht  and  stored  nhen  It  became  apparent  that  the 
import  dnties  on  oemalB  were  to  be  increased.  The  year,  for  the  grain  triule,  &lt 
thinga  considered,  may  be  ranked  aa  ft  very  favorable  one.  The  grain  trade  is  tbe 
moat  important  branch  of  Hanubaim's  oommerce.

HOPS.

Tbe  quality  was  by  no  means  what 
waa  desired  or  expected.  Tbe  npwnrd  movement  In  prices,  especially  foi  stock  held 
over  from  1B8T,  gave  eatlslactory  retnrus.  A  conjnnction  of  auavoidsble  oausei  re- 
•nlted  in  tbe  aeed-eiop  of  1SB8  being  almost  wortbleaa. 

BRAKDIE8  AND  DISTILLED  UQUORS. 
Bnsiness  in  brandies  and  distilled  liqnors  suffered  much  from  tbe  new  laws  aflbot- 
ing  Iheir  production  and  sale,  and  from  the  enormous  supplies  on  hand  "  laid  in  " 
toaotioipate  new  legislation. 

TEABTB,  MALTB,  STC. 

Bnsiness  in  the  production  of  yeasts,  malts,  etc.,  in  spite  of  a  oool  anmrasT  and  oon- 
aeqneut  small  ounsiimption  of  beer,  was  favorable.  The  business  in  beer  was  equally, 
if  not  more,  satisractory.  Trade  In  wine  waa  lively  thronghout  the  year;  the  mu7 
crop  finding  favor. 

iVade  in  sugar  was  affpat«dby  those  uncertain  movements  and  trade  cnrrents  which 
ftlways  affect  staple  arliclea  when  subjected  to  new  legal  enactments;  besides,  prioea 
bMan  to  drop  and  remsiui^it  uncertain  ontiltbe  new  eon  samp  tlon  tax  went  into  oper- 
ation and  more  certain  coiiditlons  began  to  prevail.  Bnainens  in  coffee  was  livelier 
than  In  1887,  but  tbe  profits  hardly  made  np  tor  tbe  increased  labor  and  anxiety. 
Trade  in  natiTe  tobacccws  was  slow,  heavy,  and  dragging.  Local  cigar- makers  real- 
ised profits;  although  foreign  tobaccoea,  u»ed  in  cigar-making,  werever^  dear.  Tlia 
Portland  cement  co m pan iea  realized  large  profits,  oonseqaenC  npon  the  increased  de- 
mand for  new  buildiuga  and  the  active  movement  in  erecting  new  edifloesof  allkinda, 
especially  dwelling- houses  and  fortifloatlons.

Coal,  thanks  to  the  favorable  condition  of  tbe  riven,  tor  a  large  part  of  the  year, 
enjoyedgood  profits ;  aud  looks  out  upon  tbe  new  year  with  hopes  of  realizing  larger 
ones.  The  iron  aud  metal  trade  waa  also  very  lively  and  very  profitable.  All  ma- 
chine-shops ran  on  full  time,  with  afnlloradded  to  complement  of  men.  Business  in 
groceries  was  very  active,  especially  dnring  the  first  few  mouths,  and  returned  fair 
profits.  Teobniosil  and  pharmaceutical  instrnmenta  and  productions  enjoyed  iuoreased 
prices  and  no  diminniion  in  sates.  Splcea  gave  profits.  The  wbotesale  chemical 
trade  had  a  good  year  and  has  bright  prospects  for  1889.  Trade  ip  analine  colors 
equaled  expectations.  Petroleum  bel'l  its  own,  the  Amenosn  still  leading  all  oom- 
petiton.  It  is  hoped  ibat  some  method  of  water  transportation  for  American  oil 
eheaper  than  tbe  present  may  be  devised  to  enable  our  oils  to  maintain  (heir  anprem- 
acy  over  Buaaian  oils.

Hannfaoturora  of  leather 
look  buk  npon  a  ptosperocu  year.  GommiBBioo  booses  and  Iboae  ennased  in  the  Im- 
mediate marketingof  leather  goods  came  out  with  nnall  profits.  The  ahoe  trade  was 
•omewhatbeltertCaninlnHT.  Tradein  wood,  tor  buildinspnTpo«ea.waa  not  good,  the 
exporttoHolIandfallingoffslowlybut  sarely.  SawandpUuilngmlltihadagoodyaar, 
with  eligbtly  advanoed  prices,  due,  of  oonrse,  to  the  active  moTement  in  bailUlng. 
Wood-pulp  maaufaetnres  are  still  eztendlog  and  give  promise  of  proBta.  Cork 
-iiiaiiufaotaren  were  afEeoted  by  the  oold  weather  and  ibi  inflnenoeon  bottled  beer 
and  miuerkl- water  ooosamptiou.

Bnaineas  la  stocks  and  aeourcties  developed  in  an  extraurdinary  manner,  so  mooh  so 
that  it  bordemd  always  on  the  safety  line,  and  one  time  got  a  alight  shock  that  sent 
it  back  inio  safer  and  quieter  conenla.

The  year  saw  a  new  bridge  projected  otci  the  Neokar,  new  railroada  opened,  a  new 
and  magnificent  braooh  post  office  bnilding  pnt  npand  opened  near  the  depot;  new 
watei-woiks  put  into  saccesaful  operation,  a  new  bourse  opened,  a  hnndrsd  or  more 
large  dwelliug-hansea  erected,  projected,  or  enlarged  ;  a  new  school-huuHe,  covering 
an  entire  square,  bnilt  for  primary  and  intermediate  pnrpoaea.  The  apirit  that  torued 
this  city,  once  a  court  city,  into  a  mart  of  trade  and  center  of  oommeroe  still  prevails.

The  year  ie6»  was,  on  the  whole,  a  favorable  one  both  for  growerH  and  mannfoct- 
nT«rs  of  tobacco.  Complaint  is  made  againstthe  duties  on  imported  leaves;  the  more 
so  eince  the  home  product  Heema  to  got  worse  and  worito.  Some  mannfaotureni  have 
found  that  it  pays  better  to  import  Java  leaves  for  wrappers  lU  eO  marks  tax  per  100 
hJloKTums  than  to  use  Palatinate  leaves  at  45  marlts  pur  100  kilograms  tnx ;  for  expe- 
rieuue  has  fully  shown  that  1,000  cigars  chd  be  oovured  with  4  pounds  Java  leaves, 
while  it  takes  8  pounds  of  the  iuferior  Falatiuato. 

The  number  iif  hectares  growing  tobacco  Inst  year  was  18,130  agniust  S1.46u  for 
I88T.  This  decrease  is  due  to  the  poor  quality  of  Alitatian  and  Bndeu  tobacco  coni- 
pared  with  foreign  products.  Gurmaii  tobacco  is  heavy  and  burns  hard.  Kvery 
effort  is  being  made  to  keep  up  and  get  back  lost  ground,  but  itseoniH  hardly  possible 
in  view  of  the  changed  tastes.  Uep  who  have  once  known  the  pleasures  of  smokiiig 
the  good  take  slowly  and  unkindly  to  poor  quality;  only  taxes  of  an  excluding  obai- 
Mt«r  can  sacceed  in  bringing  back  the  lost  trade. 
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This  braiicb  of  trade  had  no  canae  to  gmmble  except  OTer  inferior  quality  of  home 
tubitcco  aud  BoiDe  defecU  in  Sumatra  leavMaoLd  on  this  market.  The  sales  were  con- 
Btaut  aCid  at  pay  in  ^  prices.  In  behalf  of  emploj&iQcl|[arfactorle«  the  Buudeirath 
paaeeda  law  relating  to  the  aiEe  and  condiuuus  in  nbioh  rooniH  where  oigara  are 
made  mpet  be  kept.  The  law  or  regnlation  will  work  gome  hardBbiM  on  men  not 
ready  to  comply  with  its  Teqnirementtt ;  hot  good  innit  oome  o(  it.  I  was  one  day, 
a  few  weeks  ago,  in  a  oigar  factory  where.  In  a  single  room,  perhaps  30  by  :J5  feet,  HO 
XirlH  and  women  were  employed  making  oifara.  It  struck  me  at  tbe  time  that  itoiue- 
tbing  might  be  done  to  bett«r  their  ooudition.  Upon  inquiry  I  learned  that  these 
girls  mode  frum  .250  to  400  ci|;arB  a  dtiy  aud  got  from  33  to  60  oeats  a  day,  as  wages.

To  thiu  end  exporlments  on  larjce  and  smalt  scale  have  been  carried  on  on 
the  wide  plains  or  fields  anrroonding  this  city.  Theee  experiments  have  been  watched 
with  jealous  care ;  members  of  the  government,  nobility,  repreaentative,  foroieni,  and 
meiiibers  of  agricultural  olaba  giving  them  much  time  and  attention.  Connecticat 
seed  has  prodnced  the  best  resalts,  thus  far,  i^  all  those  experimented  with.

The  nine  crop  of  1888  took  ita  place  far  dona  omoDg  the  bad  odm  of  the  last  ten 
years.  FrevHilingraiiiaaud  cold  weather  kept  back  the bloomiiig  period  and  re(ard«d 
tbe  HUgar. making  iiciiod  so  lone  and  so  luach  that  the  few  sunny  days  of  Jnne,  Jnly, 
and  August  werci  powerteM  to  domoie  than  prevent  totaldestTuetion;  auytfains  like 
a  rich  crop  had  Wea  put  out  of  tbe  queation.  The  resalt'  was  mnch  acid  and  litlle 
sugar  in  tbe  entire  CTOp,  Artificial  menBiires  for  betleriop  the  product  had  to  be 
resorted  to  before  purcbasers  could  be  fouud.  Never  in  the  bistory  of  grape- growing 
ha<l  wiue  prwlueers  done  so  much  to  belter  tbclr  wine  by  scientific  nietbodB.  Pre- 
TAiliugpricea  were  for  wine  grown  on  the  higbmonntains;  180  to  260  marks  per  1,000 
liters.  On  the  inidille  slopes,  290  to  !>20  marks  per  1,000  liters,  the  joaut  included. 
The  yeat'a  business,  ontbe  whole,  was  mnch  less  satisfactory  than  in  1887,  -which  was 
not  a  satisfactory  year.  'Die  causes  operating  to  keep  dowu  trade  iu  1888  were  tbe 
bad  weather,  uufavorabie  to  exounjions  among  the  bills,  mountains,  aud  summer  n^ 
sorts,  and  the  periods  of  mouming  cousequent  upon  deaths  iu  the  royal  houses.  Tbe 
business  is  aaiil  to  have  suffered  aTso  from  Bpeoulatlon  in  wine  in  neighboring  prov- 
inces. liuaiiieKaiuforeign  wines,  especially  those  naed  in  mixing,  was  good;  especially 
in  wioes  from  Itaiy.  The  tariff  war  going  on  between  that  country  and  France,  by 
which  Italy's  wines  were  prnetically  shut  out  of  France,  forced  them  into  Qennau 
houses  where  thev  sold  at  fabulously  low  prices. 

Mannheim  alone  brewed  115,847  hecloliteni  of  beer  iul88S,  aa  against  114,776  hecto- 
liters hi  1S87.  The  beer  taxfls  brought  iu  iii  188B,  from  12  breweries,  was  686,073.56 
marks;  from  beer  iui  ported  from  Bavaria  auil  cither  provinces,  104,217.09  marks.  There 
were  90,803.02  marks  paid  back  in  drawbacks. 


The  year's  sugar  tt«de  waa  reporte^atisfactory ;  1888  started  oat  with  the  price  of 
sugar  at  "high-water  mark,"  the  selling  price,  wholesale,  being  tiSl  to  6!]  marks  per  100 
kilograms,  while  tbe  Uagdeburg  quotations  for  lirat  product  eurn  sugar,  with  baais 
92°  rendement  was  35.30  to  25.50  marks  nud  with  basis  88°,  24.10  to  24.40  marks. 
Bnt  the  start  was  not  maintained  ;  prices  fell  away  until  business  fii«giiated.  The 
campaign  of  18^ -'88  yielded  18,500,000  centner  of  raw  sugar  f^m  136,600,000  centners 
of  roots,  where  a  yield  of  171  was  expected ;  7.67  oeutiierBorroots  haayielded  1  cent* 
ner  of  raw  aagar  of  course  this  had  its  effect.  Business  was  still  further  affected  by 
a  resolution  to  cover  more  territory  iu  the  prodnction  of  beets;  at  first  Oermauy  waa 
to  increase  her  amount  by  at  least  10  per  oeut.  and  Austria,  Holland,  and  Belgium  the 
same  10  per  ceut.     Later  Oer many 's  increase  was  set  at  7  per  cent. 

In  Hay,  1888,  Magdeburg's  prices  ran:  for  9ir  reudemeut,^.50  to  22.85  marka  per 
100  kilograms;  88"  rendement,  --.1.30  to  21.60  marks. 

Tbe  price  for  reSned  still  remained  away  np  at  03).  In  October,  1688,  the  lowest 
price  for  com  sugar  was  reached:  92°  rendement,  17  to  17.15  marks;  8^  rendement, 
16.36  to  16.55.  Retiued  sugar  was  not  so  mnch  affected,  though  it  did  get  down  to 
60.  The  new  tax  on  sugar,  which  went  into  effect  October  1, 1888,  bad  rather  a  bad 
than  good  effect  upou  reUned  sugar,  fur  in  November,  IS88,  it  went  down  to  081  per 
100  kilograms.

iiome  cheaper  method  to  transport  American  oil  should  be  devised,  uulras  it  be  known 
that  snocessfnl  ouiupetitiou  is  a  sclentifio  impowtbility  ;  by  that  I  mean  nnlesa  it  U 
known  that  science  can  not  refine  Russia's  Article  down  to  our  grade  or  bring  it  up, 
if  Tip  is  the  better  term.  An  honr  after  1  bad  gotten  the  above  opinions  another 
man  told  me  Russian  oil  la  a  dangeroDs  rival  of  American  oil  already,  that  Wfirtem- 
berjj  baa  been  getting  Russian  oil  bj  way  of  Treat  and  Lilbeck  by  rail,  and  aome  from 
Antwerp  by  water  ;  that  a  great  deal  of  it  cornea  in  tank-ships  and  tank-oorB.  The 
Rnsaiau  oil  ia  reported  as  about  a  mark  cheaper  than  the  American  ;  and  Oermans 
like  cheap  goods.  The  qaality  of  the  American  is  acknowledged  to  be  better  than 
Russia's  best. 

Fetroteam  barreU. — A  scarcity  of  these  barrels,  DonHeqnent  upon  oil  coming,  now,  in 
tanks,  is  repoi'ted  and  prices  for  barrels  bavo  gone  np.  Besides,  the  drawback  oraer 
costs  now  almoot  as  much  as  the  barrel's  tax  ;  hence  importers  are  carelsss  about  ez- 
portiitg  the  barrels,  it  hardly  pays  time  and  trouble.  A  house  eogagwl  in  re-export- 
ing barrels  reports  that  iron  vessels  can  uevnt  snccesafiill^  fill  the  wooden  ones' 
places;  for  they,  the  iron  ones,  are  easily  injared  and  entail  large  loHBeB,20  to  :)0 

PLANT  OILS. 


The  year  1888,  in  those  branches,  was  a  very  satisfactory  oi 


valnes  of  plaQt-iacrea.<<ed  activity,  resulting  in  largtr  nndertakiugs  and  a  better  con- 
dition between  prices  of  production  and  sales.  T£e  principal  causes  of  this  favorable 
tnro  in  affairs  will  be  found  In  cheaper  raw  material  and  a  backward  niovement  in 
the  prices  obtained  for  plant  and  frnit  oil  competitors,  namely,  lard,  tallow,  pnlra- 
oil,  etc.  There  has  developed  in  this  industry  a  feeling  of  security,  and  a  belief  that 
the  plant  and  frnit  oiU  have  won  a  safe  place  in  pnblio  favor. 

Cotton-seed  oil  from  America  is  looked  upon  as  the  only  really  dangerous  conineti- 
tor  these  other  oils  have.  The  tariff  regulations  of  1879  knew  cotton-seed  oil  as 
an  oil  for  general  trade  porposes,  and  never  thought  of  it  as  a  food  oil,  and  hence 
put  it  under  the  class  of  oils  taxed  at  4  marks  instead  of  in  the  10-markclaw.  Amer- 
ican skill  has  succeeded  since,  however,  by  means  of  a  most  excellent  system  of 
cleansing,  in  producing  from  this  oil  a  aood  food  oil  and  one  now  boing  acknowledged 
snperior  even  to  olive-oil.  The  resnlc  is  that  the  import  of  this  enemy  to  home  prod- 
uct and  industry  grows  daily  more  and  more  ageneral  favorite,  until  clam  or  demands

This  oil  enjojB  anil  has  enjoyed  good  hnsiness  at  good  profitfi,  but  its  fntnre  gntwti 
day  by  liiiy  more  oncertaiu,  at  leut  in  hrniichea  where  it  \a  used  for  ameariug  pur- 
puHC*  ;  foreign  mineral  oils  are  bound  to  take  its  place. 

Prioeaiu  markafurrape-Beed  oil  for  1888,  per  100  kiloerams; 
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Palm,  oocoannt,  and  other  nat  oils  nsed  for  foods,  soaps,  and  in  other  branches  did 
A  thrivin^c  trade.  Butter  mode  ttoxn  oocoanut  oil  is  gainiog  rapidly  In  public  favor. 
It  is  regarded  a  good,  cheap,  and  healthy  article  of  food;  and  prejudice  onue 
removed  will  find  large  favor  among  classes  formerly  opposed  to  any  form  of  butler 
except  that  made  from  milk  oreom. 


The  textile  indoatrtea  had  a  ^ood  year,  althongh  the  bad  weather  of  t1 
and  spring  mouths  interfered  with  Bales  of  prints.  In  the  matter  of  outton  the  Prus- 
sian railroads,  ranuing  ttom  the  north  see-ports  inland  have  aoDounced  cert^n  re- 
dnotions  in  coot  of  cotton  transportation  to  aid  inland  mannfacturers,  andtooompAe 
with  the  oheap  water  rates.  Seports  oome  to  me  that  theconventious,  kartells,  etc., 
a  kind  of  organization  of  mannfactarers  to  regnlate,  supply,  and  keep  np  prices,  im 
lloding  a  corresponding  movement  on  the  part  ot  employ^,  who  are  combining  to  keep 
up  wages  and  regulate  honrs  of  lalmr.

Mr.  Hutchinson,  an  American,  head  of  a  large  rubber  house  llere,  told  nie 
lliat  the  admission  of  alcohols  and  Hpirits  used  in  bis  trade  to  his  works  Q'ee  uf  diit 
renders  It  possible  for  him  to  do  business  oheaper  here  than  at  home;  be  can,  i 
manufacture  here  and  export  to  the  United  Btates,  and  then  moke  money,

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CITT  TAXES. 


The  city's  Iund  tax  Is  raised  on  l&nd  valued  for  tax  gatherinf;  at  6,807,677  mArkii ; 
taxing  valne  of  hoases,  84,075,780;  of  manufaotnrea,  eta.,  125,905,700;  of  inoomea, 
30,852,400.  Such  is  the  valuation  for  1889;  for  1886  they  were  5,109,953,  78,152910, 
121,566,800,  and  S8,B63,3^,  in  the  order  of  land,  hoaae,  manufaoture,  and  income  valua- 
tion, an  increase  for  1069  of  some  12,000,000. 


The  rapid  increase  of  her  population,  the  poverty  of  her  aoil,  the  circnniBcribed 
limits  of  her  empire  force  Germany  to  seek  elsewhere  sustenance  for  the  teeming 
millions  of  her  active  people.  They  are  a  race  not  content  with  mere  livlns.  There 
is  a  movement  setting  in  stroiiger  and  strooger  current«  towards  getting  hold  of  as 
much  of  the  world's  commerce  as  possible ;  t«  this  end  steam-ahip  lines  are  being  eft- 
tablished  and  subsidiEed. 

The  newly- projected  line  of  steamera  to  the  East  Indies  oan  not  fait  to  benefit  0«r- 
man  macufacturerB  bero  in  Baden  as  well  ss  all  other  parts  of  the  empire.  The  text- 
ile and  cbemioal  braiicheB  look  upon  the  movement  with  especial  favor.  Mannbeiui 
sees  in  a  direct  line  of  steamers  to  Bombay  and  Calcutta  her  emancipation  (Vom  the 
thralldom  of  British  commission  bouses.  Olhers  see  iu  the  movement  no  prospect  of 
assisting  Oerman  trade.  Men  wlio  have  spent  maoy  yeara  in  the  import  and  export 
trade  with  India,  and  have  lived  many  years  in  CalcuCta,  say  competition  with 
En  til  ish  ships  is  simply  iinponsilile;  tbaishlpsgonowouty  half  loaded;  that  Euglieh 
vessels  make  special  arraiiKement«  to  pick  np  Qerman  goods ;  that  tar,  coweat,  and 
bulky  wares  go  now  by  Bailing  veasela  as  El«am  lalea  are  t-oo  high  for  such  commodi- 
ties, and  that  direct  linns  for  Oermany  will  only  be  poaiiible,  when  cargoes  can  be 
found  which  will  pay  for  the  long  passage.  Such  opinions  prevailed  when  Germany 
was  abont  to  subsidize  the  poat  steamers,  but  did  not  prove  true.  A.ny  way,  for  good 
or  evil,  the  die  has  been  cast,  Germany  Is  committed  to  the  policy,  and  hasgone  in  so 
deep  that  withdrawal  with  further  experiment  and  knowlea^e  will  not  belboiigbt  of. 

Oermany  in  all  her  busy  centers  is  interested  in  training  hrst  yonng  men  and  oon- 
Bu Is  especially  and  sending  them  abroad  to  drum  np  trade.  Perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant feature  of  all  this  movement  \a  that  which  aims  at  establishing  all  over  the 
world,  wherever  Germans  arc  engaged  in  business,  chambers  of  commerce  to  work  in 
conjunction  with  German  consols.  Their  object  is  to  furnish  the  consul  and  Ihrongb 
him,  the  mother  country,  with  valuable  couimeroial  information,  to  assist  in  Aevelup- 
iog  trade  with  people  at  home.

Thure  i«  Tery  little  to  report  on  this  faeail.  The  sole  articles  T«oelred  ftt  thii  voti, 
direct  from  tbe  United  Statas,  coaaiBt  of  5H,000  caeca  reBned  petroleum  and  SIS.OOO 
ttlKves;  boib  these  arttcleB  show  couBiderable  inoreaae  over  qnantlliea  received  in 
1837,  irbich  vere  3T,T4ti  and  60,000,  respectively.  Whether  the  increase  in  petroleum 
arises  from  a  less  quantity  having  been  smuggled,  or  it  jnat  happens  that  three 
arrivals  came  within  the  yearagainst  two  the  previous  year,  T  can  nut  asoertain  ;  the 
mouopoly  of  the  Qovernment  iu  this  article  continnes,  and  the  price  is  maintained 
the  same,  20  francs,  gold,  per  case.  Tlie  staves  continue  to  give  satisfaction,  and  I 
expect  the  quantity  will  go  on  increasing. 

Pleuty  of  other  articles  of  American  tnanufaoture  are  to  be  found  in  the  place, 
chiefly  aenioK  niacbinea,  clocks,  tinned  meats,  and  fruits,  etc.,  but  wbetber  tbey  are 
ordered  direct  oc  bought  in  other  niarketa,  I  can  not  9mj.

Ab  I  have 
poinli^  oat  in  other  reports,  to  make  a  cotupariiion  witli  previuiie  jeara  it  is  nocussary 
to  take  into  consideration  the  InToices  certified  at  the  consular  agency  of  Zante,  add 
I  bese  have  t>een  Iclndly  given  to  me  li;  our  agent  there,  and  show  the  value  of  exports 
to  have  been  |1T2,644.86,  consistingof  2,S5!)  tons  of  currants,  and  a  little  wine  and 
green  olive-oil  soap  of  the  valne  of  ^191.70 ;  it  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  total  qnautitj 
of  ciirrantoaent  to  the  United  States  from  Greece  snni  nji  te  I6,S10  tons,  by  far  the 
largest  quantity  ever  shipped  in  one  year.  The  shipments  in  16lj7  amounted  to  12,330 
tons  ;  the  next  largest  quantity  was  in  the  year  lB>ii,  1:1,917  tens.  The  great  increase 
In  the  quantity  h an  been  during  the  last  half  of  the  year,  from  the  crop  gathered  in 
July  and  Angust,  which  was  enceptionally  abnndant.  Indeed  the  largest  ever  pro- 
duced, aud  prices  consequently  moderate.  Fiice  opened  in  July,  for  what  is  ciirrentl; 
known  as  American  staple  at  equal  to  'lit,  per  hundred- weight,  cost  and  freight  to 
New  York,  but  soon  receded  to  17i.  6d.  per  huudted- weight,  cost  aud  freight,  at  abont 
whichit  was  maintained  until  the  end  ofAni^Bt,  when  it  declined  about  one  shilling 
per  hundred -weight,  and  varied  little  until  about  theiuiddleof  October,  when  a  fur- 
ther decline  to  about  15i.Sd.  per  hundred- weight,  cost  and  freight,  was  established, 
andasaln  toward  the  end  of  October  there  was  afreali  declineof  a  shilling  notil  about 
the  mrddle  of  November,  whentt  was  13<.  6d.  per  hundred- iveigbc,  cost  and  fceigbt, 
afterwbicli  some  few  invoices  were  presented  as  low  as  11».  M.  per  hnodreil' weight, 
cost  and  freight,  and  even  since  the  begiuning  of  the  year  as  low  as  10«.  6d.  und  lOi. 
per  hundred- weight,  cost  and  freight,  but  these  are  known  to  hare  l>een  speculative 
sales  in  anticipation  of  decline  on  thisaide,  which  cover  occurred,  the  price  herenot 
baviuK  been  lower  than  the  equivalent  of  I'ji.  6d.  per  hundred- weight,  cost  and  freight. 
At  tl>e  present  time  the  price  is  equal  to  abont  13*.  Gd.  per  hundred-weight,  cost  and 
freight.  For  the  betl«r  description  of  currants  considerably  higher  prices  have  roleil, 
say  3(.  to  Si.  per  hundred- weight,  according  to  quality.  Of  this  better  class  of  fruit, 
much  more  has  gone  to  America  from  last  season's  crop  than  In  previous  years,  and  it 
isevidentsome  purchasers  are  giving  more  care  to  the  quality  of  thefroit,  and  they 
are  quite  right  te  do  so,  for  aome  of  the  limit  shipped  to  America  has  had  aucl)  a 
qOantlty  of  rubbish  mixed  with  it  and  must  lose  sncli  a  deal  of  weight  before  It  can  be 
prepared  for  oonsumption,  that  in  the  end  the  price  must  prove  higher  than  a  much 
betterdescription  of  fruit  would  cost.  Even  the  newspapers  on  this  aide  did  Dot  re- 
Train  Iroui  crying  oat  against  some  of  the  wretched  stuff  that  was  shipped  to  America; 
even  charcoal  powder,  sand,  and  sea-water  were  freely  added  to  the  fruit  to  give  it 
color  and  weight,  purchasers  beini;  intent  ouly  on  cheapness  and  quite  regnrdTess  of 
ijnallty.  It  seems  pretty  certain,  however,  that  with  low  prices  Americacancouauaie 
oveikastill  greater  quantity  of  our''ants  than  she  took  last  year,  and  people  hen;  were 
Immensely  pleased  when  they  lately  learned  that  the  bill  admitting  currants  on  the 
free  list  bad  passed  Ibe  Senate. 


Rererring  now  to  the  trade  in  general  of  this  place,  of  which  Gnrranta  ar 
the  principal  article,  the  crop  wiU  prove  even  larger  Ihau  then  estimated.

and  it  ie  estimated  that  about  45,000  tons  still  remain  for  shipment,  some  4,000  lo 
5,000  tons  of  which,  however,  is  said  to  be  of  snch  inferior  quality  that  it  is  not  fit 
fur  shipment,  and  is  being  distilled  in  this  country.  A  very  disappointing  feature 
in  the  trade  of  currants  has  been  the  comparatively  small  quantity  taken  by  Franca 
from  last  season's  crop.  Vine-growers  there  have  become  alarmed  at  the  large  quan- 
tity of  wine  produced  from  curraute,  and  have  been  agitating  for  protective  duties, 
and  have  so  far  succeeded,  that,  although  no  increase  ofduty  has  so  far  been  imposed, 
very  restrictive  laws  have  been  iustitnted  prohibiting  the  sale  of  wine  made  from 
currauts,  excepting  under  that  deuomination ;  and  it  is  still  feared  that  at  any 
moment  a  heavy  increase  of  duty  may  be  imposed.

I  oooolnde  that  it  has 
not  Deen,  as  oorrantA  uned  for  this  purpose  aie  generally  shipped  In  bags,  tbe  cost 
being  lesa  than  when  packed  in  barrels  or  MMs,  it  being  of  oo  coDsequeDce  if  llie 
ftait  geta  somewhat  cmsbed  in  transport. 

ralMea.— This  crop  shows  considerable  Inorease  over  last  fear,  being  estimated  as 
followa:  Etolioo,  3,600  tons;  aobaia,  600  tons;  Uoonia,  4,200  tona;  total,  7,500  tons, 
■gainst  4,700  tons  last  ;ear.  EbipmenU  have  only  jast  commenoed.  qttaUty  is  falrly 
good,  and  price  about  £10  per  ton,  free  on  board.  Several  amall  sailing  veaaels  have 
b«en  ohart«ied  to  load  for  EDgland  at  30i   and  10  per  cent  per  ton. 

Oljrs  M. — Thia  crop  has  also  been  tairl;  abundant,  and  will  allow  of  abont  8,000 
tons  for  exportation;  price  about  £28  per  ton,  fr«e  on  board. 

Wins, — This  crop  waa  short  on  aocoant  of  the  dry  and  hot  weather  in  the  antninu. 
Tbe  exports  from  this  were  of  the  valne  of  $66,200  HKainst  t40,7UO  in  IStC ;  and  wuut 
chiefly  to  Hambtirg,  Amsterdam,  and  Rotterdam.  A  small  quantity  of  very  tine  fla- 
voMd  oognao  is  now  made  here  superior  to  many  of  the  Fieaoh  brands.  It  is  sold 
liera  In  retail  at  4  tenos  per  bottle, 
A  trial  has  been  made  of  champagne,  which  seems  likely  to  prove  sDOoeosfol. 

TotacM.—ThJi  eivp  oontlnnee  to  Increase  rapiilly  and  large  qnantlties  are  now 
■hipped  to  Turkey  and  Egypt,  bnt  as  It  Is  grown  principally  on  the  eastern  side  of 
the  country,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  get  many  particnlars.  I  hare  buwever  come 
aoroas  some  statistics.  In  fuur  mouths  in  188A  (from  September  1,  to  December  31) 
tbe  exports  to  all  countries  were  I, H68,&63  ponuda  of  the  value  of  |I30,2'J5.  In  eigbt 
montha  in  le67  and  18^8  tbey  vere  3,766,-414  pounds  of  the  value  of  $236,940,  and 
4,338,385  pounds  of  the  value  ef  $272,270,  respectively.

The  first  arrivals 
in  the  autumn  realized  very  good  prices,  aay  'ill.  Hd.  pec  quintal,  to  pay  cost,  insur- 
ance, and  freight,  and  19*.  6d.  and  int.  bd. ;  but  these  high  prices  induced  too  heavy 
•ODslgnmeDtB,  besides  there  were  alao  heavy  aiTlvala  at  tbe  neighboring  port  of  Zante, 
ao  that  the  markets  became  glutted,  and  a  great  deal  of  Ssh  bad  to  be  stored,  where 
it  still  remaiua,  and  it  will  now  scarcely  realize  12>.  per  quintal  c.  i.  and  f.

tracted, and  that  the  cost  will  be  incri'-ased  (o  60,000,000  francs,  and  that  the  uaiiai 
can  not  be  Uuiahcd  before  November,  \i'd\. 

/'rt(ra»  bfMttrBfcr.— The  dispute  betwoeo  the  corninltlee  and  the  contractors  bat 
been  arranged  b.v  giving  the  oontractors  50  per  cent,  more  for  the  work  than  pn^- 
vionsly  stipiilatrd  and  making  fresh  coutracia  for  tcDglh>iaing  the  breakwater  nnd 
making  qiiavx,  i>tc.,  whiuh  when  completed  will  make  a  good  port.

No  treaty  lietwnen  France  and  Italy  has  yet  tieeii  signed,  and  the  tariff  nar 
Ntill  contLuneH  betireen  the  two  conntrieB.  Great  diatress  b as  been  caased  among 
wiue-growern  io  Italy,  especially  in  the soutliea«teru  provinoea.  Hitherto  tbere  has 
been  nu  itnnienae  exportation  of  Iialinu  wines  to  France,  where  tfaey  were  mude  into 
no-called  French  wiops.  Tbe  tariff  var  bus  completely  stopped  the  exportation,  nod 
the  consequent  financial  distress  among  Italian  wiDe-growora  has  been  very  great. 

The  following  treaties  of  trade  and  couimerce  between  Italy  and  other  powers  have 
been  Htgnt-d  since  Joae  30,  lnii} :  A  treaty  with  Anstria  sigDed  DecembM  7,  1U0T ;  n 
treaty  wiih  Spain  eigaed  February  3d,  1888,  and  a  treaty  with  Switzerland  signed 
February  29,  IHUd.

Dnrin^  the  ;v(!iLr  1Sd8  a  very  Bcrions  criBiH,  both  commercial  and  flDaDCial.tTuverBeil 
tbe  nhoie  oi  this  island,  and  left  its  impresaion  on  the  Beveral  prodncta  of  the  soil  aa 
well  as  on  labor,  and  reducing  tbe  import  and  export  trnile  of  tbia  entire  conHolnr  dis- 
trict. Tbe  wine,  fhilt,  sweet-oil,  snmao,  and  Bulpbni  trade  bave  undergone  a  eonsid- 
erable  fall  in  prices,  and  even  at  low  rates  rDling  the  market,  consigaments  abrond 
have  been  difficult  to  place.  Tbe  overproduction  of  brimstone,  together  with  tbe 
local  speonlations  tending  to  a  fall  In  prices  and  the  abase  of  credit  in  the  marketing 
of  this  mineral,  have  cansed  much  barm  to  this  indnstry,  atone  time  the  most  im- 
portant and  Incrative  in  tbe  whole  island. 

The  fruit  trade,  owing  to  American  and  Spanish  competition,  is  also  In  a  state  of 
depression,  as  is  tbe  wine,  oil,  and  snmao  trade,  in  view  of  tbe  war  tariff  between 
this  country  and  France.  A  general  decline  in  fact  in  all  tbe  chief  articles  of  product 
has  been  felt  in  thin  district,  Veavin);  l>ebind  iu  many  oases  consequences  of  no  little 
importance.  Siicb  an  unsalutary  stale  of  things  has  now  lasted  for  aperiod  of  about 
font  years,  darine  whicli  it  baa  steadily  and  grndnall.v  become  more  and  more  aonta 
till  It  has  reacbeathe  preeent  orieie.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  economical  draw- 
baokH  are  also  t«  be  deplored  the  nnsatlsfactory  state  of  agricnlture  and  depression  of 
Enropeao  markets  in  general,  which  bave  caused  in  this  distriot  a  good  many  large 
failures,  givlns  rise  to  great  alarm  in  some  cases,  and  to  a  great  lack  of  commercial 
confidence.  Bauking  credit  is  now  limited  to  a  few  of  the  mercantile  bouses  of  the 
district,  towards  whicb  In  all  branohesof  trade  a  great  distrust  is  observed.  All  these 
oaneee,  added  ta  tbe  bad  sanitary  condition  of  the  wbole  dlsCTict,  which  was  Quite  ab- 
normal in  tbe  prevalence  of  cholera  and  small- poi,  have  do  donbt  contributed  greatly 
to  tbe  prevalence  of  dull  trade. 


The  most  important  import  trade  at  Catania  in  the  year  18@8  was  carried  on  with 
BnBSia  In  wheat,  from  wniob  country  some  20.000  tons  were  received.  India  oomea 
next  for  abont  7,000  tons.  Tbe  general  Import  returns  herein  annexed  give  the  sum 
of  18,511,930  in  last  year  against  (4,536,670  iu  18H7,  showing  a  decrease  of  tl,024,!MO, 
which  may  be  due  to  local  causes  as  already  stated.  From  tbe  United  States  tbey 
ftmoauted  to  tl.it(,4t5  against  ^/mfiW  the  previoas  year,  showing  a  decrease  of 
i9H,20G,  which  Is  not  much  as  compared  with  that  of  other  conn  tries,  assbownhy  tbe 
lollowiDg  table  of  imports :

Tliis  trade  as  regards  quantity  shows  a  small  increase  when  compareil  to  the  ex- 
ports of  tbe  previous  year,  but  as  regards  value  there  ia  adecliueof|l, 255,070,  which 
is  tberesDlt  of  tbe  low  prices  that  bave  ruled  tbe  articles  of  export  during  the  post 
year.  With  all  that  decline,  however,  the  export  trade  with  the  United  States  has 
grudnally  increased  for  tbe  last  three  yean  as  follows;  ISSe,  $615,746;  1887,^00,815;

This  trade  in  Sieilj  baa  ti«Ter  reached  BQoh  b  point  of  depression  sod  of  dullness 
as  at  present;  the  disastrous  conditiim  of  the  money  marketi  in  this  distriot  especi  ally , 
has  materially  oontribnted  to  ruin  this  very  important  branch  of  BioilisD  indostTy, 
and  antes!  some  provision  or  some  unforeseen  revival  in  the  trade  takes  place,  its  in- 
dustry will  no  longer  form  the  ereal  Tesoaroe  of  the  oonntry;  for  in  addition  to  the 
mines  already  closed  more  will  De  pat  in  the  name  categnry. 

Carious  enough,  however,  the  demanil  for  this  artioJe  from  forelKn  markebi  oon- 
tinnas  mnoh  the  same  as  in  forniur  years,  and  In  fact  the  port  of  Catania  exported 
lost  year  3,644  tons  more  tliaa  tba  preceding  year;  therefore  it  is  to  be  inferred  that 
If  there  is  reason  of  oomplalnt  for  low  prices,  tbocaaseie  to  be  foand  oo  tbU  side,  and 
it  may  bo  altrll)iited  to  great  deflcieuo^  of  oapitat  in  Sicily,  both  in  working  the 
mines  and  in  rogalating  tlio  market,  which  is  entirely  at  the  option  of  the  'rery  few 
epecnlators  who  can  impose  their  terms  on  the  hsrd-preesad-for  money  prodnoers. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  thnt  the  trade  In  qnestion  is  now  open  in  Sieily  to  (be  en- 
ter^riHO  of  any  capitalist  desirous  of  Urge  and  profitable  investments,  whloh  whilst 
reviviDfcthe  brimstone  industry,  might  at  the  same  time  derive  therefrom  eMential 
advantages  in  the  working  of  their  capitals.

QHKEN   FRUITS. 

The  fruit  trade  is  for  Sioily  the  second  one  in  importance  afl«r  tbe  brimstone. 

This  island,  which  oncesupplied  nearly  both  continents  with  this  prodaot.  Is  not 
what  It  osed  to  be  some  twenty  years  ago.  Owing  to  the  American,  HpanlBh.  Oceek, 
and  Archipelago  c6mpetition,  the  trade  is  now  reduced  to  the  lowest  state  of  depres- 
alott,  causing  loBses  and  failures. 

The  Province  of  Catania  is  estimated  to  contain  both  in  the  lower  and  Iiigber  land 
soma  1,741,120  lemon  and  orange  trees,  yielding  an  annnsl  produetlon  of  407,000,000 
of  fruits,  tbn  former  of  which  bear  all  the  year  around  :  the  crops  ore  called  the  fall, 
winter,  spring,  and  Hummer'H  cuts.  The  lemons  of  the  former  cut  ore  considered  to  be 
the  best  both  for  qn.ility  and  keeping. 

The  shipping  tnido  of  said  frnits  begins  in  thn  mouth  of  September  for  Austria,  Boe- 
sia,  and  Oermuny,  and  the  oranges  about  No  vombBT,  and  wtien  these  marketa  are  over- 
stocked, then  fihlpmenta  are  madefor  the  United  States. 
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JftanHT,  np  to  the  middle  of  ApriL 

HaTing  a  good  deal  of  knowledge  of  thle  trade  Imny.lnthe  Intertiat  of  American 
importen,  state  some  facts  which  I  have  seen  since  m;  occnpan 07  of  this  office.  It 
cam  not  be  denied  that  the  oranges  produced  lu  the  groves  of  AderDd,  Fal«i'ud,  Agiru, 
Bronte,  Soordia,  Leonfort^  Hineo,  Bsddusa,  and  Itiancavilla,  all  at  tUe  foot  of  Mount 
£liia,ln  thUprorlnoe.and  a  few  miles  from  this  city,  are  far  snperiur  to  any  oilier 
grown  in  any  part  of  this  whole  conntry  of  Sicily  for  taate  and  for  keeping,  In  fact 
all  the  oranges  shipped  at  Uessina  from  tbemootb  of  January  of  every  year  np  to  thu 
end  of  the  season  are,  with  a  few  eiceptions,  from  those  placea.  The  trouble  la,  how- 
ever, that  the  majority  of  the  producers  pay  very  little  attention  in  gatberius,  aelect- 
inK,  and  packtcg  the  iraita  in  shipping  order.  When  a  steamer  is  expeoteu  in  port 
and  good  returna  are  cabled  from  Amencayou  aee  them  gather  the  frn  its  with  ba»te, 
even  with  damp  and  wet  weather,  wbiob  is  absolntely  fital  to  the  frnit.  It  ia  not 
so,  however,  at  Meeaina  and  Palermo,  where  shippers  bave  very  large  packiug-houscs 
and  where  the  fruits  are  properly  selected  and  packed.  After  beiug  so  gathered  and 
so  badly  packed,  tbey  are  then  brought  to  this  city  for  sale,  wbeu  shijjpers  buy  nr 
commisaion  ageuts  advance  money  for  parties  iu  tbs  States.  No  wonder  that  owing 
to  the  miserable  condition  they  reach  their  destination  ia  a  rotting  stati,  canslng 
losses  «>  both.  To  maks  niatt«Ta  worse  the  tramp  steamers  go  all  amand  tlie  island 
in  eearoh  of  additional  car^,  delaying  twenty  and  thirty  days  before  they  sail  for  the 
port  of  destination.  In  this  city  tiiere  are  but  a  few  good  fruit  packing-houses,  all 
otbers  being  nnreliable. 

Upon  sucu  facts  I  consider  it  a  poor  policy  for  American  importera  to  advance 
money  on  fruits,  and  I  nonid  advise  no  one  to  do  bo,  Qnless  tbey  oonld  find  an  boncst 
agent  who  would  look  afCei  tbeir  intereeta,  and  to  advance  money  only  to  friiit- 
growera,  to  competent  packers,  and  to  honeat  dealers.  Therefore,  considering  the 
aboTe-stated  f»cts,  and  tbo  large  growing  produetion  in  Florida  and  California  with 
the  facilities  of  the  railroads  in  the  States,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  orange 
ti^e  will  in  the  course  of  ton  years  fall  considerably  nnlesa  prodncera  will  change 
their  minds  and  ship  from  this  district  the  oboicest  trait*  properly  packed.  The  fo)-. 
lowing  table  will  show  the  difference  of  the  fiLiit  exporting  trade  to  the  United  States 
from  1684:

This  product  ia  also  another  of  ths  most  important  one  in  the  whole  island,  and  es- 
pecially in  tbts  diatriot,  where  it  isgrown  in  very  great  abnudanoe,  although  none  is 
exported  to  the  Unll«d  States.  This  trade  and  caltore  which  once  gave  work  to 
man;  tbunsand  laborers  Is  now  reduced  to  a  deplorable  condition,  and  nnleas  soinu- 
tbing  is  done  to  revive  it  it  will  nndoubtodly  cause  general  calamity.  This  province, 
containing  a  very  large  area  of  many  heotarea  of  oulllvated  vine  landa,  yielding  an 
annnal  production  of  2.000,000  hectoliters  wine,  it  is  easy  to  imagine  bow  serinns  lbs 
loss  bas  been  felt  by  the  ))ubllo  In  general,  oansed  by  the  war  tariff  with  the  Freix^h. 
The  prodncers,  who  had  in  France  a  good  outlet  for  their  wines,  Unding  now  that 
market  entirely  shot  up,  sell  tbeir  large  stock  which  has  accumnlated  for  two  years 
at  extraordinary  low  prices,  which  can  not  cover  the  expenses  of  their  culture  and 
industry. 


Freights  kept  pretty  steady  daring  the  latter  nortion  of  the  year,  and  since  then 
improved  as  regards  Knzlitnd,  both  for  homeward  and  outward  tonnage.

:i.r>'l4  nero  Italian  and  S38  Britiuli,  an  increaao  of  17  English  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of 
17,300  mora  tlaan  last  yonr. 

The  Bo-c»lled  liini[)  or  time  cliarturs  have  for  the  past  year  entailed  serions  lomes 
lo  aliip-ownerti  in  England,  and  have  gone,  it  seems,  ont  of  nue.  A  single  owner  io- 
■:LiiTed  a  losR  of  about  $l^,()00  in  the  earlier  part  of  last  year  thcongli  one  of  the  char- 
ters cnunected  ivith  this  port.     It  seema  that  the  lesson  has  proved  effoetive  to  ship- 

Vcssela  entered  at  iIiih  poit  dnriug  the  year  were  of  all  nationalities,  except  one  of 
Aitittrican  colors.  Only  one  entered  on  (he  17th  of  last  Febcnaiy,  when  on  the  fore- 
mast of  the  Bteam-ahiu  Progriso,  of  New  York,  I  saluted  for  the  first  time  in  this  port 

the  proudflagof  the  United  States. 


Owing  to  the  fiviture  of  several  large  houses  and  to  the  nnsalisfactory  condition  of 
every  branch  of  iodustiv  and  trade,  tlie  credit  throughont  the  island  ia  mneh  ah^en. 

Tliu  "  Banco  Nazlonale"  and  the  "  Banco  di  Sioilio,''  wkicli  are  the  largAst  banlc- 
iug  iiistitiitiouH  iti  this  island,  have  greatly  redaoed  the  clisoonnt,  and  money  circu- 
lation has  liecotiie  very  difficult,  exercising  the  most  isSuouoe  on  general  commer- 
cial life. 

The  smnltor  local  popular  savings  hanks,  which  altliou^U  keeping  the  eKohange  at 
Ihu  high  rate  of  7  and  ti  per  cent,,  have  liaen  up  to  the  present  of  ^reat  help  to  trade, 
are  now  in  the  niost  critical  couditioi ;  for  on  oue  hand  thnir  oraiiit  has  been  consid- 
LTniily  reHlricted.  whilst,  on  the  other  tbny  are  compelled  to  protest  daily  lots  of  drafts, 
which  owing  to  the  present  crisis  can  not  be  paid.  The  consequences  are  felt  by 
every  class  of  people,  merchants  and  working  people,  and  every  day  old  and  honest 
lirma  ansiieud  payment. 

PUBLli;  WORKS. 

There  is  notliitig  worth  mentioning  in  this  branch,  which  continups  mnch  the  same 
as  stated  in  my  report  for  1S87. 

The  Circum  Utuea  railroad  line  will,  within  the  next  new  year  be  put  nndot  oou- 
strnction  and  will  bo  completed  in  two  years'  time. 


This  port  is  not  yet  completed  and  work  is  going  on  elowly,  on'aeoount  of  the  iiu- 
favonkble  financial  oonditfon  of  the  city.    The  works  to  be  erected  inforceof  theplan 

were :  A  malo  or  breakwater  of  1,250  meters ;  two  piers  thrown  ont  at  right-nugleu 
on  eit^e^  sides  each  60  meteis  long  and  15  wide ;  lastly,  a  quay  or  wharf,  includioe  a 
Hnpplemeutary  railway  station  of  525  meters  and  at  a  height  of  5  meters  above  tue 
lovid  (if  Ihe  Bca.     Such  works  were  to  be  accomplished  in  eigbD  years. 

The  stone  works  at  sea  oomiuenced  in  the  month  of  February,  ln74,  bnt  through 
some  dispute  with  the  contractor,  they  were  for  sevDrut  mouths  interrupted  and  re- 
enmcd  iu  the  month  of  May,  1876.  During  the  oou  struct  I  on,  however,  it  was  thought 
proper  that  the  original  plan  required  some  modiflcations  at  one  increase  estimated 
of  ti(iU,OUO  11  res,  which  wasdnly  sanctioned  by  the  Italian  Government ;  consequently 
the  total  outlay  came  up  to  8,157,448  lires,  or  about  |1,575,000,  of  whioh  amonnt  70 
per  cent,  is  borne  by  the  municipality  of  Catania,  'iO  per  cent,  by  the  government  and 
10  per  cent,  by  the  proviuce. 

The  works  completed  up  to  December,  1883,  were  ;  Natural  atone  blocks  at  the  sea 
for  the  boso  of  the  breakwater,  556,463  meters  ;  artificial  blocka  for  the  outside  part 
of  breakwater,  8,423  blocka,  ouch  of  10,050  meteni;  large  artificial  blocks,  placed  on 
the  surface  of  the  breakwater,  1,.^36  blocks,  each  one  of  ld,000  meters.  The  meters. 
together  with  others  of  niiuor  importance,  compriaed  an  outlay  of  5,467,300  lires. 

Thepreseot  area  and  accommodation  compared  with  that  of  twenty  years  ago,  ia 
Bu  increaaeof  aroaof  67.:t:l  hccturett,  conBialing  in  this  port. 

Iu  an  average,  some  5,516  vessels  (including  tiHhing  trade)  enter  the  port  of  Catauia 
yearly,  under  an  aggregato  tannage  of  1,565,156  tons.  These  vessels  ai'e  chiefly  em- 
ployed in  the  wine,  frnit,  and  sulphur  trade,  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  old  harbor,  on  the  completion  of  the  new  one,  will  chiefly  he  used  for  purposes 
of  the  coasting  trade.  The  accommodatiou  it  affords  liod  beoomo  quite  insnffioieat 
for  the  growing  importance  of  tho  trade. 
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.iDzmac 

mentioned  la  m;  uat  leport,  representing  the  McCormiok  HiirveBtiDg  MaehiDe  Com- 
IWDf  of  Ghloago,  111.,  has  already  iDtrodnoed  Mvea  more  of  aaid  maohinda  in  thin 
province,  and  no  doabt  othere  will  be  introdnc^d  in  this  isiaud  ia  thu  coarse  of  time. 

Atthereqaest  of  the  Agrarian  Committee  of  this  city,  Mr.  Beck  some  time  ago  gave 
a  trial  with  one  of  bis  maobiDes,  in  presence  of  many  farmers  and  agriiMilturiata,  whu 
were  surprised  to  see  it  working  to  perfection,  for  whilst  reaping  the  harvest,  it  faat- 
eued  the  bandies,  leaving  them  on  one  side. 

Seioittg-maehinei. — There  are  in  this  district  auU  uit^  several  sewloK-maohinBs  of 
differeuC  patenta  and  stjiea,  bat  the  American  machme  ia  the  leading  one.  The 
SiUK^i'  Company  have  of  late  remodeled  and  embGllished  their  well-located  establiah- 
inents  on  yia  Stesiooro  Ktnea,  and  which  have  hlted  oat  in  a  really  American  style. 
On  the  rigbt  side  entrance  of  the  store,  the  large  eqoare  show  window  ia  amply  filled 
with  all  toe  latest  improyed  machines  and  the  kind  of  all  embroidery  made  on  them 
attract  the  admiration  of  the  passers-by. 

The  said  maobines  are  also  sold  iu  -weoklf  aud  inoutUly  payments  as  in  the  Uuiteil 
Stataa. 

VITAL   HTATISTICS. 

The  offlcial  estimated  population  of  Catania,  uu  to  the  31st  of  last  Deoember 
amounted  to  IU7,I66,  with  5:1,833  males  and  53,31^  females.  There  were  during  the 
year  4,750  bii Ibu  of  a;3T6  boya  and  3,374  girla,  with  279  illegitimate.  The  nnmber  of 
deaths  was  4,  m5,  besides  216  still  births,  with  40  illegitimate. 

The  chief  fanites  of  death  were  as  follows:

coustitutionnl  diseases,  320;  nervous  diseases,  408;  bronchial  dlaeaaes,  747;  blood 
diseases,  163 ;  stomachic  diseases,  893;  all  other  diseases,  135;  total,  4,185. 

There  were  B55oontraotaof  marriage,  of  which  767  were  between  yonng  people;  37 
butneen  baclialors  and  widows;  7Q  between  widowers  and  young  women:  31  between 
widowed  persons.  Said  contracts  were  signed— 365  by  both  parties,  184  by  the  bride~ 
groom,  25  by  the  bride,  and  381  by  none.  During  the  small-pox  13,579  people  were 
vBcciuated,  There  were  also  41  twin  births,  and  one  triple ;  a  poor  woman  gavu 
birth  to  three  living  girla.  , 
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ODLTITATION. 


It  iDAj  be  of  some  interest  to  farmerB  in  the  States  raUlrif;  ceKftU  to  read  tha  fol- 
lowiug  brief  acDonnt  of  an  experiment  made  by  Mr.  Cbarles  Beck,  na  iotelligeat  ftgri' 
cultuiiBt  in  this  district,  in  the  lioe  of  oottivating  Ttheat  by  artificial  tnanore.  It 
seeruH  that  cultivating  with  that  compost  yields  a  good  d«ftl  of  profit  wbea«vertb« 
rules  ossignad  to  are  properly  performed. 

The  rules  would  be  the  foUowing;  (1}  Qood  plowing ;  (3)  sowing  in  straight  liae ; 
(3)  iDnoarlog  in  base  of  pbosphate. 

Tbe  experinieot  was  practiced  on  Ur.  Beck's  fbrm  on  three  equal  heetarea  of  land 

Erepared  with  the  ordinary  old-stvle  plow  ased  in  this  island ;  the  eowing  waa  done 
y  Qismacbiue  about  the  end  of  December,  1887. 

To  tbe  fii-sc  hectare  no  manure  was  given;  to  thesecoud,  1,300  pounds  of  phosphate 
of  calcium  and  600  ponuds  of  iiitrat«  of  soda  was  mixed;  to  tbe  tbird  only  1,200 
pounds  of  phosphate  was  administered.  The  veget^ion  turned  oat  good  on  hectare 
nrst ;  it  was  better  on  hectare  third,  aud  it  was  a  success  on  the  second,  whereto 
uirratehad  been  mixed  with  phosphate.  Th^  plante  sprouted  oat  splendidly,  and  on 
the  second  hectaro  every  bushel  of  wheat  coutained  15  aud  20  stnlks ;  but  the  wheat 
to  which  nitrate  had  \iecn  mixed  itrpToved  very  much. 

Tbe  crop  wos  retarded  by  a  had  season,  uotwitbiitauding  the  rollowing  results  were 
obtained,  viz  :  Hectare  first,  with  no  mannre,  gave  37  bushels  wheat ;  heotare  second, 
with  nitrate  aud  phosphate,  77  biisheta ;  and  hectare  third,  with  phosphate  alone, 
yielded  90  bushels.  It  is,  however,  to  he  observed  that  tbe  first  beotaie  gave  very 
litlle  hay  ;  the  third  an  ordinary  quantity,  and  the  socond  produced  loo  uiuoh  of  it. 
The  quantity  of  wheat  produced  by  heotare  third  is  an  evidence  that  cultivating 
cereals  with  that  process  is  the  most  profitable  one,  from  the  fact  that  mixing  nitrate 
to  phosphate,  although  it  produced  much  hay,  it  (ieoreased  the  production  of  grain. 
Several  farmers  sie  now  piactiNUg  this  method  with  the  hope  of  increasing  tUoir 
wheat  crops; 

AQKlGULTCItB. 

The  Province  of  Catania,  extending  over  60  miles  of  the  eastern  coast  of  the 
island,  and  including  tbe  shipping  towns  of  Acf  if  ale  and  Peiposto,  isesHeotiall;  agri- 
cuUuriil,  ithilst  its  chief  city,  Catauiii,  with  a  population  of  lt)7,0u0  inbabitanth,  is 
tlie  residence  of  a  largt-  number  of  landlords,  denving  their  revenues  from  the  HlO]>es 
of  Etim  to  the  north  and  from  tbe  fertile  lowlands,  stretching  to  Ihe  south  aud  wst 
wat-ered  by  tbe  river  Biuieto.  At  one  time  it  was  said,  to  prodnce  one-sixth  of  (he 
whole  ijiiaiiiity  of  wheat  grown  in  the  island,  in  addition  to  rice,  cotton,  silk,  and 
uumerouBolber  products. 

In  tbe  year  1865  at  the  time  of  high  prices  rating  in  cotton,  caused  bythe  civil  war 
m  the  United  Slates,  no  less  than  51^,000  faundreifweiKbt  of  cotton,  of  the  value  of 
111  tie  short  of  $3,500,000,  were  shipped  I'rom  Ctttania  to  MarsBllies  and  Genoa,  asshowo 
by  the  statistics  relating  to  its  exports  ancf  imports. 

Catania  is  tbe  ^ent  of  cooaidemble  conimeroial  activity,  bat  tha  great  fUl  Id 
prices  of  all  Sicilian  products  bave  within  late  years  checked  the  natural  growth 
of  agricultural  enterprise,  wbich  industry  may  be  said  to  lay  in  a  dormant  state, 
and  this  province,  ouue  famons  iu  other  times  for  its  corn-growmg  prod  not  inn,  at  the 
preiient  time,  owi><g  tu  tbe  completion  of  the  eastern  statesof  Europe,  the  oultivati on 
of  wheat  has  gradn. illy  diniinisbed  every  year  and  tbe  corn  fielile  have  been  turned 
inte  viTieyarils.  Wbat  advantages  landlords  iHay  have  derived  from  such  change 
it  is  difficult  to  ascertniu,  wberoas  it  has  been  such  that  wheat  forms  now  an  articln 
of  importation  intethe  country,  when  in  the  good  old  times  it  used  te  be  exnorteil 
Instead  to  continental  Italy  and  to  the  north  of  Europe,  at  very  remunerative  re- 
turns to  the  producuru.  On  tbe  other  hand  we  see  that  vine,  which  has  replaced 
com-growiug,  is  yielding  very  badly,  and  the  result  of  such  a  transfer  of  agriciilt.iirul 

Erodncts  ha»  brought  about  a  general  depression  iu  the  industry  of  both  of  these 
rsDchee  of  trade.  Such  being  the  general  features  of  tbe  State  of  agriculture  in 
this  district,' it  offers  very  licte  material  to  investigate,  aud  as  it  was  slated  in  my 
Inst  report  for  1H8T  cuncerniug  this  district  it  may  wl-U  bo  said  that  agriculture  here 
is  what  it  was  some  fifty  years  ago,  and  those  improvements  introdiiMd  by  moderu 
science  for  tbe  cultivation  of  the  soil  are  veay  little  known  in  this  section  of  the 
country. 

Last  yeur'e  general  harvBMt  iVas  a  very  bad  one ;  a  long  succession  of  drought  pra- 
veuti'd  the  due  developnieuC  of  vegetation,  and  in  consequence  the  crops  were  oiin- 
ferior  quality  and  tbe  yield  very  poor. 

The  province  of  Catani^  has  an  area  of  31,T3if  hectares  in  olive  cultivated  land, 
yielding  an  annual  produotion  of -2:13,415  he<!teliterB  of  oil,  with  1,741,120  onnge  and 
lemon  trees,  producing  467,000,000  frnitfl,  aud  about  2,000,000  hectoliters  of  wine,  be- 
sides beaus,  rice,  corn,  secda,  filberts,  almonds,  cotton,  sumac,  walunts,  and  other 
products  of  less  importance.     These  artioles  are  almost  all  exported  for  foreign  VUI):

Seoond  to  this  company  come  the  workH  botonging  to  Pletio  Harauo  and  UesBa. 
Alonzo  &.  CoDBoli,  which  are  provided  with-fouT  furnaces  for  reSDiiiR,  foarappara- 
tnaea  for  a iibli mating,  and  three  millsfor  grindiog,  worked  by  aiK)hor«e<power  Bt«am- 
engine.  The  same  eiujiloy  about  ooe  hundred  persons,  and  give  a  daily  prodaction 
of  31  tona  of  refined  brimstone  and  100  tons  of  ground  brimstone.  Another  mill  be- 
loDging  to  the  same  firms  is  worked  by  a  10  horao.power  engine,  and  can  give  only  60 
tons  of  ground  brimstone.  Up  to  this  day  thia  branch  of  indnatry  has  been  the 
monopoly  of  a  few  Catanese  honsea,  and  the  rubbish  ahlpped  as  gronnd  brimstone 
has  t>een  anything  hut  sulphnr.  Thia  fact  already  known  on  every  market,  I  would 
udviae  the  merohauts  of  the  Uniied  States  either  to  imprt  brimstone  In  balk  and 
grind  it  at  home,  or  before  giving  an  order  to  snbmlt  the  samples  oomlug  flcom 
Catania  to  an  exact  chemical  analjaia  or  test.

I'DHNITUBX. 

This  brauoh  of  indastry,  I  must  say,  haa  reached  the  highest  degree ;  eablnet  work* 
and  fnmitara,  as  regards  attistioal  taste,  Dne  finish,  and  solidity,  oan  compete  &vof> 
ably  with  those  of  any  oonntry.  The  numerons  class  of  cabinet  makers  have  Jnat 
assootated  themselves  into  a  co-operative  ooinpany  with  the  view  of  snpplying  fttrut- 
tare  of  any  kind  at  moderate  prices  and  exolnde  from  the  market  foreign  prodnoa. 
They  have  also  opened,  in  the  central  portion  of  this  oity,  a  ahow-magazine,  wfaei«  ia 
to  be  foond  a  good  slook  of  the  Onest  and  rieheat  pieces  of  furniture. 


The  Province  of  Catania,  once  rich  In  mulberry  trees,  had  a  prosperoua  silk  Indtu- 
try,  whoee  prodace  was  in  mat  demand  in  Sioily  and  all  over  the  late  kingdom  of 
NapISB.  The  present  decline  is  dne  to  the  decline  in  silk-worm  breeding,  vhloh 
ansed  the  malberry  trees  to  be  totally  so pplan tad  by  the  more  proh table  onltiTatloB 
'orange  and.  leinoa  trees.    But  this  industry  woula  prove  more  proAt^e,  at  l«Mt 
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for  the  eonntry  people  and  fumem,  abonld  it  be  again  developed.  Thia  oity  once 
poaMsaed  not  less  than  15,000  loomi,  wliioli  required  the  handwork  of  SO,OI>0  penons. 
Beglde  that  there  was  also  a  tribanal  called  the  "  Silk  Consnlar  Body,"  to  whose 
Jndgmeat  wereaobjeot  nea  uwl  mnttere  connected  vith  tfaeillkiDiinetTj,  and  which 
examined  the  qaalit;  of  the  eilk  ataBa  made,  and  decided  on  all  tb»  matter*  and  dif- 
ferenceB  botweea  workmen  and  principals.  Now  there  are  only  throe  factories  in 
which  silk  is  twisted. 

The  splendid  eetahlishmenta,  aapplied  with  the  best  inventions  of  science,  are  now 
iille.  The  indnstry  in  restricted  to  a  few  who  work  privately  at  home  on  small 
looms  and  give  Tery  ecanty  production*. 


The  ooUoD  textnre,  which  was  at  one  time  as  prosperons  as  the  silk  indnstry  and 
employed  700  loom*  and  10,000  persons,  hae  now  disappeared  and  is  rednoed  to  the 
production*  of  a  few  farm  women  who  work  on  hand  looms  a«  mnch  as  will  *apply 
tbe  Tcqnirementa  of  their  fkmiliee  in  cotton,  woolen,  and  linen  clothes. 

ALCOHOL. 

Owing  to  tbe  new  dnty  imposed  by  the  Italian  GoTemment  on  alcohol,  and  tb« 

Texinx  system  of  oollectln);  the  same,  and  the  competition  of  foreign  rnbbislk  coming 
nnder  the  name  of  alcohol,  the  distilleries  of  this  district  flud  wortciQK  tobenomore 
proStable.  A  comcoittee  sent  oat  by  the  GoTemment  to  inquire  and  report  on  tb« 
caaBes  of  the  prenent  sod  state  of  agricultnre  pointed  ont  that  this  new  law  on  alco- 
hol has  caused  the  decay  and  nearly  the  total  disappearance  of  this  indnstry,  which 
has  been  so  beneSclal,  especially  for  the  wine-Krowers  and  iudastriala  who  oonid 
dtilize  for  distilling  pnrpoaes  the  spoiled  wines,  dregs  of  pressed  grapes,  and  other 
anoh  lesls,  whilst  now  the  some  are  of  no  use  to  them  and  represent  a  total  loss. 

AGaoCOTTO. 

There  was  need  of  finding  an  ontlet  for  those  lemons,  which  not  being  in  sonnd 
atat«  for  long  voyages  and  not  fit  for  trade,  has  lead  to  the  device  of  sqneezing  ont 
the  jdIgb,  which  IS  exported  either  omde  or  concentrated.  Megsre.  Cncinotta  Brothers 
have  a  factory  workiogon  this  pecnllar  line  of  industry,  and  np  to  the  last  day  of 
April  give  work  to  seventy  man.  There  ore  several  firms  in  Catania  woi'klng  on  this 
same  indnstry,  and  give  work  to  abont  two  hondred  pemons. 

OAS  woBxe. 

The  gas-works  of  Catania  employ  not  Iras  than  sixty  workingmen,  and  are  |>rovlded 
with  a  steam-engine  and  snpply  the  illnmination  of  man;  lights  in  the  entire  city, 
whioh  Is  the  rioheat  in  the  island.  The  electric  light  and  telephone,  Introdaced  In 
workshops,  oSBoea,  dnbs,  etc.,  have  met  with  great  favor  and  ore  otaodil;  increasing 
in  namber. 

HATCHBS. 

The  honse  of  Elia  A>  Co.  baa  a  raonnfootory  of  wax  and  wooden  matches.  The 
work  Is  made  by  seventy  men,  and  the  prodnction  of  about  10,000  boxes  daily  Is  of 
good  quality  and  sUnda  well  the  oompetttion  of  any  other  fabrio  in  Italy. 

TAflNBRHB. 

The  dressing  of  skins  and  tanning  of  hides  in  this  province  has  been  ezeroised  fhra 
nnmber  of  yeara,  and  especially  in  Catania,  where  it  has  been  a  very  old  industry. 

There  are  now  six  tan-boDsfS  in  this  city,  worked  by  the  nse  of  water,  employing  in 
all  three  hundred  men.  But  the  one  owned  by  Mr.  Uario  Bnscemi  is  worked  by  a  dx 
hone- power  steam -motor,  and  it  is  considered  the  most  tm  important  one  in  the  prov- 
ince. It  haaBfty-sixrefleivoirs,  or  tnbs,  employs  thirty-six  workmen,  and  the  material 
need  for  tanning  iGnab-gall,  bark  of  oak,  holm-oak,  andsnmao.  They  work  only  eight 
months  in  the  year,  and  the  leather  is  sold  in  the  Island.

18^8,  tbig  oonealar  diatriat  wm 
m^e  to  embrace  the  pravincee  of  Florence,  Arezzo,  Bolouno,  Ferrara,  Forti,  Hoden a, 
RaveDoa,  and  Segeio,  contuinlnK  a  popnlatinn  of  it, 758,907  eonlH,  or  aboat  oae-teatb 
of  tbe  entire  population  of  tbe  Kingdom  of  Italy,  thns  forming  a  oompaot  and  hotuo- 
geiieoasdinnot  in  the  oenter  of  the  Kingdom  and  eubracing  the  moot  mdnstitaue  and 
fertUe  portion.    (See  Tabic  No.  1.) 

AORICULTCBB. 

Tb9  labors  of  tbe  rarruing  community  hare  goDerall;  proved  latiafaotory.  The 
prodnot  of  tbe  wine  harvest  in  quantity  was  greater  than  that  of  last  year,  but  in 
quality  it  was  much  Inferior,  owing,  donbtle««,  to  the  ezeeptlouallyoool  snnuner. 

The  crop  of  olives  just  gathered  appear  abundant,  the  not,  however,  being  abnor- 
mally large.    The  product  of  oil  ia  lees  than  that  of  the  previons  year. 

Wheat,  Indian  corn,  hay,  hemp,  fiai,  ohestnuta,  and  other  growing  crops,  were 
abonl  OQ  an  average.  Apples,  pears,  peaches,  apriiKits,  plums,  figs,  pomegranstea, 
cherries,  strawberries,  and  other  small  f^its,  were  plentiful  aud  cheap,  conducing 
greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  people.  I  can  not,  however,  leave  this  por- 
tion of  tbe  subject  without  having  a  word  to  aay  in  opposition  of  the  wholesale  des- 
truction of  the  small  iiisectiverons  birds.  The  little  iunocents  are  snared  by  thon- 
sands  und  almost  daily  hnwked  about  the  streete  for  sale.  No  bird,  however  small, 
escapes  the  meshes  of  the  fatal  net,  and  the  few  ioldi  secured  for  them  bnt  ill  repays 
the  peasant-farmer  for  the  loss  be  sustains  in  blemished  and  imperfect  fruit,  ravaged 
by  insects  oveimnning  vines  and  fruit-trees  in  the  al>sence  of  these  insect  destro^'era. 
Of  tbe  ftnlts  shipped  ttom  this  district,  less  than  one-half  the  entire  crop  is  repre- 
sented as  merohantable;  the  remainder,  iMiing  imperfect,  iasold  at  a  reduced  prioe  and 
utilized  at  home.

I  have  the  bonor  to  nnbmit  to  the  Department  my  annual  report  on  the  trade  and 
commerce  of  the  port  of  Leghorn  for  the  year  endinfc  December  31, 18S7.  The  cliam- 
'  ber  of  commerce  of  Legham  does  not  publish  the  annual  retarna  nntil  late  in  the  tol- 
lowiDg  year,  so  the  most  recent  returns  avftilable  of  the  general  trade  of  the  port  are 
tboae  of  the  year  1887.

Petroleum  shova  a  deoieaae  io  qnantity  of  Sl,100  Kallons,  knd  aa  inareaae  iu  valna 
of  t^,146.0a  aa  compared  irith  the  year  ltJ87.  The  dnties  on  tliia  article  are  uu- 
obanged,  viz,  about  35  oeDts  per  gafloa,  beiides  whloh  there  ia  an  octroi  tax  of  4 
eeote  per  Kalloa.  The  market  price  here,  dnty  puid,  isahont  (4.55  per  case  of  say  1(1 
KkIIoub.    At  the  clone  of  the  jear  IbH8  there  were  oaly  1,500  oasee  in  store  here. 

The  manioipality  of  Leghorn  hax  recently  granted  to  Messra,  Nobel  Brother*,  of 
Batoum  and  Bt.  Petsrshorg,  the  privilege  of  makiiig  a  tank  on  a  qaa;  in  thle  port  for 
the  depoeit  of  Raaaian  petroleoiii.  The  space  granted  comprises  aboat  2,S55  metera, 
and  the  annual  rent  ia  4,500  franca.  The;  have  already  commenced  the  construction 
of  their  works,  which  will  probably  be  completed  by  the  snmmer,  and  tbey  propose 
to  bring  their  petroleum  here  in  bnlk  and  to  make  on  their  premises  the  cases  and 
cans,  baving  already  oidereil  the  machinery  neoeaaary  for  the  purpose  in  the  United. 
States.  I  underatand  that  similar  works  have  already  been  eonatiucted  at  other 
Italian  sea-ports.  The  municipality  in  granting  the  above  privilege  reserved  (be 
right  to  grantslmilar  requests  to  other  companies,  and  it  migbt  be  well  for  oar  ex- 
porters to  adopt  the  aame  course.  At  all  events  it  would  be  wiae  for  them  to  give 
this  their  attention.  A.t  present  the  superiority  of  our  reflued  petroleum  ia  universally 
conceded,  but  the  differeoce  in  price  may  enable  the  Busaianato  obtain  a  footing  here 
from  which  it  may  prove  difficult  to  dislodge  them.  Besides  this  there  ia  a  great  deal 
of  mixing  the  oUa  being  done  here  which  ahould  be  looked  into. 

The  annual  exports  from  this  port  tu  the  United  States  are  forwarded  at  the  end  of 
each  fiscal  year,  in  compliance  with  the  new  consular  regotationa,  Form  No.  20. 

SAVIQAnOS. 

Daring  the  year  36  ateamera  and  13  soiling  vessels  cleared  front  thia  port  for  the 
United  Statea,  aa  follows :  Steamsra,  with  general  cargo.  23  for  New  York,  1  for  Hew 
York  and  Boston,  and  I  for  BoaCon.     One  in  ballast  for  New  York. 

Sailing  veaaels  (general  cargo)  :  18  lor  New  York  and  1  for  Philadelphia. 

During  the  aame  year,  23  ateamers  cleared  from  Hio  Marina,  Elba,  with  iron  ore, 
vie,  14  foe  Philadelphia,  13  for  Perth  Amtioy  and  i  for  Baltimore. 


Mr.  Bocoaocl,  the  oonsnlar  agent  at  Carrara,  reports  that  the  expiration  of  the 
commercial  treaty  between  France  and  Italy,  whiob  took  plaoe  on  Uarcb  1,  18H8.  and 
the  scarcity  of  vesoela  to  load  for  the  United  States  and  consequent  high  ratee  of 
freight,  have  oauaed  a  decrease  in  the  exportatlons  from  that  district  of  40,169  tons 
of  marble  as  compared  wirh  the  year  1U«7.  During  the  year  1888,  156,929  tons  of 
marble  were  produced  in  the  districts  of  Carrara  and  Mosso,  an  inueaae  of  3,737  tons 
over  the  previous  year. 


The  weather  throughout  Italydnringthe  past  year  was  very  favorable  for  allkind^ 
of  crops,  particalarly  grapes  and  olives,  of  which  the  yield  has  been  much  above  the 
average,  and  lower  prices  should  be  looked  for. 

TR4BK. 

TheoondltioDiBof  trade  bare  remain  the  same.  Most  of  tbepurcbaaesmodeby  onr 
metobants  are  made  through  commitision  bouses  (of  which  there  are  a  large  number 
here)  by  means  of  open  letters  of  credit,  the  oonHolar  invoice  and  bills  of  lading  serv- 
ing as  a  basis  for  the  draft.  During  the  past  year  there  were  several  heavy  failures 
among  the  bankers  here,  and  credit  was  a  good,  duul  shaken.  With  the  exoeption  of 
petroleum,  grain,  and  tobacco  such  of  our  manurucCuros  or  merchandise  as  find  their 
way  into  this  market,  filter  in  through  France,  Knglanil,  and  Germany.  As  I  have 
called  att«utiot]  in  my  previous  reporla,  I  believe  there  is  a  market  here  for  American 
goods,  but  to  effect  bnsineas  agents  with  samples  must  be  sent  ont. 

SLOX  IRON  UlNKS. 

The  contract  for  the  iron  ore  of  the  mines  at  Elbaexpired  on  June  30, 1888,  and  was 
renewed  by  the  Qovernmeut  for  two  yean  from  July  1,  I88d.  The  output  is  limited 
to  180,000  tons  per  annum,  of  which  only  one-half  can  be  exported,  the  other  being 
reserved  for  consumption  in  the  Kingdom  of  Italy. 

POPULATION  or  L£OHORN. 

On  December  31,  1888,  the  population  of  tbe  city  of  Leghorn  was  estimated  at 
10-2,(93  inhabitants.  There  were2,'^37  deaths  dnring  the  year  (1,112  males  and  1,1% 
femalea)  and  11,784  births  (1,439  males  and  1,345  females).    There  were  SSSmorrlagea.

it  is  DOW  held  tbat  the  experiences  of  the  post  year  have  removed  this  donbt,  aud 
•how-  tbat  twtb  syotems  can  very  irell  exist  and  prosper  siile  by  side. 

The  above  observatloas  apply  more  particDlariy  10  tho  year's  operatioDS  at  Rot- 
terdam, as  the  imports  at  Amstenlam  in  188H  have  not  fallm  off  as  compared  to  what 
they  were  in  18^,  bat  amonntfld  to  over  50,000  barrels  less  than  in  18tj6. 

The  vbole  imports  at  Rotterdam,  Aitisterdam,  and  Flnsbiug  came  np  to  about 
731,000  baraeU  la  1888,  against  ahont  790,000  barrels  in  1807. 
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COMMERCIAL  RELATIONS. 


The  bnaineaa  here  in  the  American  product  does  not  Bsem  to  have  beon  Moaibly 
iDjuted  by  the  inereulng  oompetilion  and  larger  importa  from  Rnssla. 

From  a  atatemeot  before  me  I  copy  that  tbe  imports  of  Amerioaa  petroleam  at  Am- 
Bterdam  were  in  1888, 903,000  barrels  aod  the  deliverieH  »49,350  barrels,  aa  against 
Sea,000  barrels  imported  and  238,000  barrelit  delivered  io  1887. 

The  Bueaian  article  bron);bt  here  has  b«en,  almost  ezoliisiTul;,  re-eiported  to  Ger- 
many, the  American  being  altogether  preferred  for  domestic  oonanrnption. 

At  the  same  tiraa  it  le  held  that  proitueers  and  exporters  in  the  United  Statee 
retjuire  to  be  cIobhIj  gnarding  theit  iutereats,  if  they  desire  and  intend  to  retain  the 
anpplying  of  the  Amsterdam  market  to  the  same  «xtoiit  aa  hitherto,  vhioh  it  is 
thought  oan  heat  be  done  hy  talting  aare  that  the  differeuce  in  the  priee  for  wbieh 
their  prodnot  and  that  of  the  Bnaaiftn  generally  sells  be  constantly  kept  down  to  the 
lowest  nosaible  flgnrea. 

The  KuBslan  oompetition  is  not  only  to  be  maintained,  bnt  will  prove  even  moM 
keen  this  year  than  it  has  ao  far. 

In  addition  to  the  Messrs.  Nobel  BrothsTB,  there  ia  nov,  and  haa  been  since  the 
eommeuoenientof  1889,  still  another  corporation  bringing  Bnssian  oil  into  this  market.

for  which  purpose  it  effected  temporary  arrangements,  which  are  calculated  to  be 
extended  as  time  permits  and  business  prospects  shall  Justify. 

The  inland  or  domestic  consumption  is  estimated  to  have  amonnted  to  about 
600,000  barrels  for  each  of  (he  last  two  years,  1887  and  1888. 


II  seems  a  peonliar  coinoldenoe  that  there  was  so  little  (tiffarenoe  In  the  emigration, 
via  the  port  of  Anjsterdaca  to  the  United  States,  dnriug  the  last  two  years,  consist- 
ing, as  it  did,  of  8,057  persona  la  1687,  and  of  8,117  peraone  in  1868,  orOOmoreiutbe 
latter  than  in  the  former  year.

8aK«  moDe;. 

It  is  paid  bytbebankto  tbe  different  ateam-ghipoompaDiMoarryiug  the  emigraiits, 
who  get  DO  part  of  U,  or  any  money  in  hand  paid. 

Tlie  amuaiit  paid  for  paasage  fiora  here  or  Rotteidam  to  Baenoa  Ayros  ia  abont  S4 
flurine  for  adnlttt,  42  dorius  Tot  ohildreu  from  three  to  ten  jeara  old ;  ohildren  nnder 
the  age  of  three  j'ears  are  taken  free  of  ohnrge. 

The  conditiooH  upon  which  the  paeaage  money  ia  advanced  are  atated  to  be:  a,  re- 
payment of  the  same  by  the  emigrants  to  the  Ooveminent  within  two  and  a  half  years; 
witli  i,  interest  on  the  amauDte  at  the  rate  of  6  percent,  peraaunm. 

If  tbe  debt  ia  liquidated  within  the  time  above  HpeciBed,  then  the  emigrant  attains 
the  right  to  oak  and  receive  from  the  bank  an  advance  or  loan  of  a  certain  amount  aa 
working  capital,  for  the  porpotie  of  settling  down  in  some  little  busiueee  (zaakje)  ofbia 

Tbe  privilege  of  partiotpation  in  tbe  above-stated  oSeni  and  arrangements  do  nut 
extend  to  or  iuclnde  nninarrted  persons. 

Tbe  largest  families  are  preferred ;  bat  the  age  of  th«  head  of  any  family  muat  b« 
nnder  sixty  years. 

Fanners  are  principally  wanted ;  bat  masons,  cnrpenters,  and  navies  are  alio  ac- 
cepted. 

On  arrival  at  BaenoB  Ayres  tbe  emigrants  are  lodged  and  boarded  for  the  first  five 
days  at  the  ex|ienM  of  the  Government ;  in  the  meantime  a  bareau  of  labor  supply 
will  endeavor  to  find  work  for  them. 

The  Hollandera  availing  themselves  of  the  proffered  chance  of  going  to  tbe  Argen- 
tine Repoblic  embark  almost  exclnsively  ftom  AmBterdani  and  Rotterdam  iu  the 
Bteamsriipg  of  the  NeCberlaod  American  Steam  Navigation  Cnnipany. 

The  Meamer  Zaandam  opened  tbe  traffic,  hy  this  just-estntilisbeil  new  line,  in  s.iil- 
iiig  from  this  port,  for  Baenos  Ayies,  on  tbe  5tli  of  lust  month,  to  be  followed  by  a 
departnre  eaob  month. 

Tbe  Zaandam  oarrled  away  abont  fbar  hnndred  and  eleven  emigrants,  of  whieb 
number  over  thre)  hundred  were  Hollander. 

Tbe  opportunity  to  emigrate  on  the  terms  above  described  ia  no  eagerly  seized  by 
nalives  of  this  country  and  otiiera,  and  by  tlie  cluHses  of  ]ieii|ile  wauled,  that  the 
steamura  np  to  Augost  next  have  already  ait  many  emigrants  ou  their  Us (s  as  they

Respeeting  the  rather  important  tTaDsactinUit  in  tbe  article  of  coffee  in  tbe  markets 
of  the  Netherlands,  I  subniit  several  statistical  tabular  slatement«,cnnUiuiiig  inter- 
esting and  comparative  inforinatiou  as  to  Ihe  Imports,  sales,  and  deliveries,  stock  on 
hand  and  ruling  prices,  oovering  each  of  tbe  years  from  187ti  to  1868,  both  inclusive, 
a«  follows: 
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ZiOuttt,  kighett,  and  doting  priea. 
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In  my  annual  report  ODBftniaiiQbject  for  1887  I  spoke  of  iultiatory  KtepsfaaviiiKbeeii 
taken,  both  at  Amsterdiitii  nsd  RuttJ^rilain,  for  tbe  purpose  of  oreatinz  in  both  pl»cea 
time  maiketa  with  oltoring  hoiiaes  (Tertnin-M^rkte  mit  LiquidationsKaueii). 

I  have  aov  to  state  that  sach  institiitioiis  Lave  been  est-abliBhed.  and  tbkt  the; 
hefran  operations  on  the  Ut  of  Hav  lust. 

The  volnme  of  their  transactions  in  roopeet  of  Java  and  Hantoa  coffee  afCKKK^*^ 
at  Amsterdam  742,200  baKS,  and  at  Kott«rdum  1,177,500  bass  from  Hav  1  to  December 
31,  IHSe. 

LarKcst  basineu  on  any  one  day— at  Amsterdam  on  December  B,  23,000  bags;  at 
Rotterdam  on  same  day,  30,500  ban  were  dealt  in. 

I  made  special  inquiries  into  what  is  the  probability  or  prospect  for  the  farther 
extension  and  progress  of  the  purely  specnlative  dealings,  of  term- business,  in  this 
country,  and  from  tbe  very  best  information  obtainable  upon  this  point  I  am  only 
enabled  to  state  that  the  feeling;  npon  the  subject  among  the  merchant  olaasas  is 
divided.  While  some  favor  the  transactions  fn  question,  others  look  npon  them  with 
dlslrast  and  disfavor  them. 

It  may,  honevet,  be  said  that  a  very  general  opinion  prevails  that,  nnder  existioK^ 
clrcntTiBlBuoes,  a  large  business,  as  is  desired  to  be  done  here  in  the  article,  can  not 
non'adays,  be  transitoted  without  a  term  market. 

It  seems,  therefore,  held  to  be  likel.v  that  tbe  "term  business"  here  will  remain  or 
become  a  permanent  institution,  and  Lbat  its  operations  will  increase  and  prosper. 
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riM  in  tb«  prioM  of  the  artiole  date*  back  to  the  Mine  period  of  time,  sod  it  wonid 
aeem  to  have  caused  certain  conditiosa  rendering  the  markets  of  tbls  conntry  less 
favorable  or  adTantageons  for  drawing  aapptiea  from  Ibr  trade  paiposea  or  ooimuiiip- 
tioQ  in  tbe  United  Btates. 

The  sbipmeiiU  to  oat  porta,  nearly  all  to  New  Tork,  from  the  consular  district  of 
Amsterdam,  amounted,  in  Talne— to  1692,570,  in  1865 ;  tB3&,350,  in  1S86:  1302,8^  in 
1807;  and  1516, 4S1,  in  1888. 

Crop*.— The  crop  of  Java  coffee  of  ie87-'88  it  stated  to  have  amounted  to  256,200 
plonla  for  the  Oovernmeat  and  172,500  pionls  for  private  parties,  ot  together  4*^700 
picnla,  aeainat  1,143,000  in  1986-'87;  719,000 picnU  in  ISSS-'elO,  and  l,31fj,000  pioulain 
18(M-^86. 

Tbe  present  crop's  estimate  is  placed  at  564,500  pionls  for  the  Government  and 
300,000  pionls  for  private  parties,  or  together  at  864,500  picnls. 

The  prospeotB  for  a  good  or  better  Java  crop  seemed  favorable  in  the  beginning, 
bat  lal«r  on  complainCa  were  heard  abont  the  aeason  being  too  dry. 

KAHI7ACTCBX  AKD   BXPORT  OF   CANDIXB. 

The  T)rodoction  of  stearine  candles  fonns  one  of  the  chief  manafactaring  Inlereats 
nf  Houand ;  there  being  tbme  large  factories  in  the  ooantry,  which  are  sitnated  at 
Amateidum,  Qoodo,  ana  Schiedam. 

I'he  raw  material  worked  ap  by  them  aunaally  auonnts,  rongbly  estimated,  to  abont 
14,000  000  to  16,000,000  of  kllofcrams,  and  consists  of  about  6u  per  cent,  paim  oil,  im- 

Krted  from  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  and  about  40  per  cent,  of  tallow,  which  oomes 
re  from  Australia,  Buenos  Ayrea,  and  to  some,  bnt  not  a  large,  extent  fh>m  the 
United  States. 

The  ontpnt  of  the  factories  Is  descrll>ed  to  me  to  coDHist  of  abont  61  per  cent,  stear- 
ineend  steariue  candles,  35  per  cent,  oleine,  fi  per  cent,  glycerine,  and  of  4  per  cent. 

Tbe  exports  of  stearine  and  stearine  candles  take  place  to  nearly  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and,  in  tbe  aKgregate  to  a  very  coDsiderable  extent ;  but,  np  to  the  present, 
shipments  to  the  United  States  have  been  nnimportant. 

Oleine  finds  a  market  in  Europe,  where  it  is  tamed  to  account  in  woolen  milla  and 
by  certain  silk  mannfactarem. 

The  glycerine  produced  finds  its  way  into  the  hands  of  refineis  of  the  article  in 
(Jermaoy,  Holland,  Belginm,  France  and,  tosooie  extent,  in  the  United  States. 

Tbe  trade  In  candles,  local  conBiimption  and  export,  thongh figures  representing  it 
for  1B68,  are,  m>  far.  entirely  wanting  or  nnavailable  is  neverthelese  ascertaiued  to 
have  l>een  greatly  in  excesn  of  that  of  the  preceding  year,  1""*

creasing  competition  Itirongh  gas  and  electric  light,  o: 
by  the  German  and  English  paraline  candles. 

In  1847  accordiug  to  the  ofBoial  trade  statistics,  the  e 
composite  candles  araset  down  as  having  ^mounted  tot 
and  in  the  same  nnniber  of  florins  in  value. 

Over  three  f'lurCha  of  this  fureign  trade  was,  and  nsnally  is,  with  Belginm,  Eng- 
land, and  Hamburg,  Germany,  but  small  Bhipments  are  recorded  to  a  great  many 
countries  in  nearly  every  part  of  the  world. 

In  satbeiing  data  for  preparing  this  paragraph  I  met  again  with  most  striking 
proof  of  liow  very  imperfect,  1  may  say,  of  how  confusing  and  misleading  are  aU 
official  commercial  statistioa  aa  published  in  this  conntry. 

Stearine  candles  are  the  only  kind  of  candles  produced  and  exported,  as  I  am  most 
credibly  informed,  whereas  tlie  oCfii^ial  returns  of  the  export^  from  Holland,  s;>eak  of 
wiix  sbiarine  spermaceti  and  composite  candles. 

Again,  the  valne  of  the  article  figures  in  the  statistics  of  exports  at  an  estimate 
qnite  ont  nf  proportion,  aboat  double  what  It  ought  to  be.  Tbe  100  kilograms  are 
valued  at  100  florins,  whereas  the  aotnal  value  of  such  quantity  is,  at  present,  hardly 
over  onc-balf  that  amonut. 

This  latter- mentioned  and  icreat  defect  and  difference  arises  from  tbe  fact  that  there 
exists  bere  a  system  of  arriving  at  the  valne  of  the  imports  and  exports  according  to 
astandard  or  maatstaf  which  was  adopted  manyyears  ago  aoa  which  isallowed 
always  to  remain  the  same,  is  never  changed,  no  matter  how  much  any  article  has 
since,  or  is  from  year  to  year,  advancing  or  declining  in  value,  or  price. 

BACON   AMD   LARD. 

In  a  "review  of  the  trade,"  issued  at  Botterdam,  it  is  stated  that  in  1888,  like  aev- 
erat  preceding  ^ears,  tbe  importe  of  American  bacon  and  lard  came  here  directly  sup- 
plying the  retail  tr»de,  and  this  to  a  very  limited  extent  only,  so  that  these  artiolea 
rraiain  lost  to  transactions  in  the  wholesale  business. 
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The  imports  of  Amerio&n  booon  have  been  very  trifling  in  19SB,  Mnoanting  in  *11  to 
only  aboDt  30,000  kiloftrams. 

Tbe  principal  leaaoa  for  this  ia  tliat  hoc-raising,  pork'iirodaotion,  in  the  HetheT' 
lands  is  so  largely  Inoreaiiing  that  itia  baring  the  nSeot  of  bringing  down  the  prices 


«  lively  demand  for  the  American  product.  To  meet  the  same  small  orders 
tTcre  given  or  pnrcbaseH  made  at  Azitwerp  ftnd  Liverpool  bo  that  the  imports,  direet 
nnd  indirect,  of  American  baoon  in  18U3  out  b«  eatimated  to  have  oonsiated  «f  aboat 

It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  in  tlie  month  of  April  aboot  tvro  hondied  caMS 
bftcnn  were  liroaght  here  from  Denmark. 

Tbe  article  ^ave  but  poor  satisfaotion,  and  oompared  very  unfavorably  with  tlie 
Amerioaa,  wliiohis  greatly  preferred. 

The  total  direct  iiaport«utAmeriean  lord  into  Holland,  daring  same  period  of  time, 
have  been  about  4UO,000  kilograms. 

This  ligure  is  also  far  below  what  in  former  years  represented  them ;  nor  have  thei« 
been  any  orders  given  or  oontraots  made  in  the  fall  of  the  year  fiwfulnre  delivery  of 
the  goods;  at  least  none  deserring  notice. 

Preeent  ind[caiiona  are  that  no  improvement  In  the  Imports  and  trade  in  both 
articles  can  be  looked  for  or  expected  daring  the  early  montliB  of  the  oarrent  year,  if 
afterwards.

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The  fboilitieB  afforded  me  or  at  hand  for  arriTln^  at  anything  like  a  tme  knowledge 
of  the  actual  state  or  condition  of  tbii  copsnlar  district  or  this  country  during  or  at 
the  close  of  any  year  or  other  period  of  time  are  not  of  suoh  a  character  as  to  Justify 
expectations  of  a  full,  accurate,  and  comprehensive  description  of  it. 

The  subject  is  so  large,  the  elements  which  contribute  to  the  aountry's^rogreas  and 
prosperity  or  otherwise  so  diversified,  as  to  make  it  next  to  impossible  to  eeoiiMi,  in 
official  or  other  quartan,  the  requisite  data,  material,  and  Information  to  baM  apoii 
tbem  BO  approximately  correct  atatement  of  the  country's  real  situation  reepecting 
auv  or  all  of  il«  principal  or  material  Inteiwte. 

The  accomplishment  of  the  task  might,  natorally,  be  greatly  aided  if  there  esisled 
in  thit  country  a  better  systom  of  statistics,  which,  as  to  its  commerce,  industries,  and 
stili  other  iutereeta,  wonld  compensate  a  study  of  them,  by  affording  looked-for  and 
■Imired  information. 

iDBteod  thereof,  and  as  it  is,  nearly  all  slatistios  published  in  Holland  ace,  on  ac- 
cnuut  of  the  peculiar  manner  and  form  in  which  it  is  neually  done,  or  in  oouaeqnenvn 
of  their  appearing  so  late,  rendered  unavailable  for  aaoh  prat^eal  pocpoM*  aa  I 
would  require  them  to  aeive  me. 
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I  woDld,  however,  here  rem&rk  tbst  a  moTomeiit  boa  been  set  on  foot  od  the  psrt  of 
the  QoTernment,  or  rather  b;  the  mlDister  of  iudastry,  &o.,  to  BeonrentBtititicBof  Che 
indDBtries  Kud  mannfactnieB  of  the  couutry.  A  step  Id  the  right  direotioQ  was  he- 
gun  aboDt  two  years  a^o,  aud  in  being  followed  ap  by  calliDg  into  requisition  the 
aervioes  of  the  provincial  ^ovemorB  (royal  coiumiaiiaries),  and  of  tbe  respective  idu- 
uicipal  authoriCiee  in  oansiDg  them  to  take  a  kind  of  ceuaiiH  or  aecore  ooojplete  eta- 
tiatica  of  the  indaBtries  and  maoufactures  within  their  MveralJurisdictioDs. 

Blank  forma,  to  be  Qtled  oat  by  all  pat-tiea  engaged  in  any  luaDufaoturiDg  ioduiitry, 
have  been  prepared  by  the  QoverninenC,  and  are  now  being  supplied  them  for  Chat 

Toe  officials  charged  with  the  task  will  nndonbtedly  do  their  best  in  laaking  them- 
•elvim  as  Dseftil  a«  passible  iu  the  matter,  bnt  how  well  they  will  saoceed  obd  only  be 
conjectiired,  and  whutover  the  maalt  of  their  efforts,  it  is  not  apt  to  be  attained  or 
avallalila  for  pnblicatiun  in  a  luug  time  to  oomo. 

The  Qovemmeot'a  intention  and  action  certainly  comports  with  the  generally  pre- 
vailing spirit  of  the  timea,  and  deservea  to  be  realized  and  to  succeed;  nevertheless, 
itiieeniBto  metobe  jastided  to  bn  observed  that  it  will  not  meet  with  much  eacooragt- 
ment  or  be  co-operated  with  with  much  alacrity  by  this  mannfactnrerB. 

Dutch  merchants,  manafactnrDrs,  and  other  men  of  basinew  aSaira  are  Inordinately 
reluctant  and  averae  to  supply  any  one,  or  even  their  own  Governmeut,  with  iuforma- 
tibn  containing  minute  particulars  relating  to  their  oommeroial,  maoufac taring,  or 
other  operations,  eepecially  when  at  any  time  calculated  or  desigoed  for  publication. 

Anything  whioh,  in  respect  of  such  matters,  seems  to  tliem  to  smaok  of  undue  onri- 
oaity  or  inqniaitivenese,  and  which  may  l)o  oonstrued  or  suspected  to  cause  any  new 
and  increased  conpetition,  from  any  quarler,  is  looked  upon  as  an  attempt  of  prying 
into  other  people's  private  affairs,  and,  therefore,  distasteful,  deteattd,  and  geuerally 
tabooed. 

I  write  thus  at  length,  and  forcibly,  npon  this  point  in  order  to  ilinatrate  my  dia- 
pleasing  experienoes  in  connection  therewith,  and  aa  in  extenuation  of  the  fact  of  not 
thmiahing  Information,  upon  commercial,  induslrial,  and  other  subjects,  more  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  or  deaire  aod  expectations  of  tbe  Department,  and 
more  important  and  uaefDl  to  oar  public  therein  interested. 

COMMXKCB. 

Holland'a  commenial  condition  during  tbe  year  1888  resembled,  in  many  respeoia, 
that  of  tbe  previona  year. 

Summarily  reviewing  and  contrasting  tbe  aitnatiou,  from  the  busineaa  point  of

that  the  years  18)M  uod  1885  were  oharacteriied  by  staeaatioB  and  general  depreeaion 
as  to  traoBaations  in  nearly  all  articles  of  oommarce;  that  the  year  1886,  particularly 
the  latter  half  of  it,  wea  a  period  of  transition  from  "  very  hard  times  "  to  "  much 


better,"  and  that  the  years  1887  and  188S  were  "  fairly  progressive  and  prosperons." 
I  would  further  qualify  this  statement  by  remarlriag  that  whatHver  the  difference 
between  the  lost  two  years,  it  obd  lie  said  to  havu  been  decidedly  in  favor  of  IcfW. 

Unable,  at  this  tlme^to  bring  under  or  show  by  any  figures  the  total  volume  of  the 
truile,  import  and  export,  of  the  past  year,  the  above  statement,  relating  to  the 
aaine,  ia  funded  npoa  iaformatlou  from  prominent  commercial  corporatiooa,  tirms, 
and  persons,  such  as  are  most  extensively  engaged  in  and  best  oouversant  with  the 
nature  and  extent  of  what  have  been  the  ye^s  tranaaodona  and  operations ;  and  it 
also  comports  with  my  personal  observations  in  the  oourse  of  the  year. 

TOBACCO  TRADK. 

Having  already  famlahed  Bomeiaformationielatingtothecropof  Sumatra  tobacco 
of  1087  atul  to  transaotions  in  the  article  in  this  market  dnring  the  first  nine  months 
of  tbe  past  year  (my  report  of  the  2d  of  October  last),  there  remaios  less  ioformation 
of  an  interesting  character  to  be  oommanicated  at  this  time  than  woald  other  wise  be 
tbe  ease. 

Now,  as  tbe  entire  product  has  paaaed  nnder  review,  and  out  of  the  "first  band," 
or  out  of  the  posaeation  of  the  planters,  original  importers,  oc  consignees,  it  ia  shown 
that  the  hitherto  Ctom  year  to  year  Increasing  remnnerativeiieBS  which  oiiaracterlKed 
tobacco  raising  in  Sumatra  has  experienced  a  more  or  lev  considerable  check. 

This  haa  not  been  cansed  by  the  crop  of  1887  having  (alien  off  in  qnanlity,  as  on 
tbe  contrary  it  was  larger  by  several  thouaand  bales  tnao  that  of  any  grown  in  any 
ouH  preceding  year. 

"  '  represented  to  be  principally,  if  nolsolely,  owing  to  tbe  fact  that  the  "average 
rd  "  of  the  aualitv  of  the  tobacco  nroved  to  be  at  ftom  bcinir  as  sood.  or  aanal 
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Ah  tbere  appeared  ao  slgne  of  any  dt  mi  nation  in  the  j^enersl  demand  for  the  goodn 
it  can  only  be  ascribed  to  deterioralion  in  ita  qnality  that  the  aTera^prloereatiEMl 
for  the  crop  of  1887  is  set  down  at  only  about  1  noiin  and  31  ceotfl  per  half  lei logram, 
as  nguinst  about  floria  1.55  for  tbe  crop  of  18d6,  and  aboot  florin  1.40  for  that  of 
18S5. 

It  aeeniB  aUogetber  to  become  more  and  more  manifest  thateven  the  oaltiTation  of 
tobaooo  la  Samatra  is  subject  to  Tioissitudes,  and  that  tbe  adage  of  "not  alt  is  gold 
tbat  glitt«r8"  applies  to  it  as  weU  as  to  so  many  other  cases. 

For  illustration  and  to  ehoir  the  above  remarks  to  be  in  place,  I  wonid  mention  as 
follows: 

The  Oost  8amatra  Tabak  Maatsohapp^  (East  Bnmatra  Tobaooo  Compauj),  or- 
gHDined  and  eetablisbed  at  Amsterdam,  within  the  last  three  years  or  less,  witb  a 
pald-np  capital  of  over  'JOI),000  florins,  having  concession  or  holding  leasei  of  largo 
tracts  of  laad  in  Sumatra,  which  were  snpposod  to  besnitable  or  oonld  be  made  to 
answer,  at  least  a  large  portion  of  them — for  the  cnltivation  of  tobMjco — baa  ex- 
perienced, as  it  DOW  appears,  an  ntter  failure  of  its  enterprise. 

At  a  meeting  nf  its  aharebolders,  called  by  the  director  of  tbe  company,  and  held 
in  this  city  in  November  last,  it  was  annonnced  iu  substance ; 

That  but  very  littleof  tbe  company's  land  is  realty  flt  for  tbe  cnltivation  of  tobacoo, 
and  Ihat  there  seems  to  be  no  prospect  of  success  in  converting  or  bringing  into 
proper  condition  any  considerable  portion  of  Its  lands  for  tbe  desired  purpose  that  |i 
flrst  effort  of  raising  tobacco  on  some  of  it,  in  19dT,  ptvved  extremely  nnfavorable, 
both  as  to  quantity  and  quality  of  the  product,  and  that  up  to  the  present  abont 
one-tbird  ot  the  company's  capital,  neoesiarily  expended  in  furtherance  of  its  Inter- 
ests, is  totally  lost. 

To  avoid  furtber  and  greater -losaes  It  was  proposed  to  llqaidate  the  company's 
affairs.  This  was  not  agreed  to,  bat  a  committee  appointed  for  the  further  investi- 
gation of  tbe  matter. 

I  am  also  informed  that  outside  of  the  residencies  or  districts  of  Deli  and  Lankat 
lobaooo-gmwing  resalted  generally  qaite  nnproBtably  in  1887,  aed  that  a  good  many 
of  the  planters  sustained  octnal  losses.  Tbe  great  decline  in  the  value  of  the  stock 
on  shares  of  tbe  principal  Amsterdam  ooropanies  engaged  in  the  tobacco  onltnre  in 
Sninatra  will  Ijest  evidence  my  above  statements. 

Deli  Moatschappy's  shores,  which  sold  on  the  1st  of  Jannary,  1688,  at  610  pereent., 
were  qnoted  in  Dtjcember  lost  at  701  per  cent. 

Deli  Satavia  HaatHcbappy's  shares,  worth  January  1,  1688.  395  per  cent.,  went  in 
December  of  sane  year  for  d66  per  cent. 

Amsterdam  Deii  Company's  shares,  selling  in  January,  1680,  for  560  per  cent, 
brought  only  !no  per  cent,  in  December  following. 

According  to  the  published  statemeut  of  a  sworn  broker  in  tobacco  tbe  Saraatra 
crop  of  1887  amounted  to  144,404  bales,  from  the  sale  of  which  were  Tealised  about 
36,500,000  florins,  as  against  138,2r>5  bales,  valued  at  about  32,500,000  florins,  for 
the  crop  of  1866. 

Excepting  13,0U0  bales  brought  to  and  placed  npon  tbe  market  at  Rotterdam  and 
4,8S6  bales  to  Bremen,  tbe  entire  remaining  product,  or  126,428  bales,  wan  consigned 
to  and  disposed  of  in  this  market  in  the  courae  of  the  year  1889. 

There  were  seven  sains  here  by  inscription  (sealed  bids],  and  tbey  occurred  on  H^ 
15,  June  6.  July  4,  Angust  1,  September  -26  and  27,  October  lil,  and  on  November  14. 

A  few  lata  were  Hold  at  ordinary  auctions  and  some  small  lots  at  private  sales. 

In  my  report  of  October  2,  lH6a,  I  remarked  that  rnniois  were  then  current  accord- 
ing to  which  the  product  of  oeitaio  plantaiions  in  Sumatra  will  in  future  be-con- 
signed  to  Bremen,  and  be  put  upon  the  market  there.  I  can  now  state  that  there 
seems  to  be  no  donbc  that  an  increased  quantity  will  flud  its  way  there  In  tbe  coarse 
of  the  current  j-ear,  say  about  15,000  to  2Q,0W  balen. 

Saaiatra  crop,  1886. — Nothing  positive  can  be  staled  about  it  as  yet,  only  this,  that 
reports  concerning  it  are  favorable  and  that  it  is  expected  to  tnm  out  to  be  larger 
than  the  orop  of  1887. 

Krports  U>  the  Lnilcd  Slatet. — The  exports  of  Sumatra  tobacco  from  Anisterdain  or 
this  consular  district  to  the  United  States  have  greatly  fallen  offiu  1898,  when  likened 
to  what  they  ran  up  to  in  1887. 

The  shipments  of  the  article  last  year,  1888,  amounted  in  i|uantity  to  25,321  bales, 
valned,  as  per  invoices  declared  to  at  this  cousulate,  at  f^l,827,980.90. 

This  shows  a  decrease  in  tho  exports,  when  compared  to  those  of  1887,  amounting 
to  9,951  bales  uud  iu  value  to  |1,997,846.57. 

Another  nolu worthy  feature  tlirrewith  connected  couHists  hereof  that  a  correct  com- 
putation exhibits  the  fact  tliat  thn  price  realized  in  this  market,  per  half  kilogram, 
as  it  is  invariably  sold — inclusive  of  all  charges — was  on  an  average  abant348|  cents 
Dutch  currency,  or  aboiit  Ui)  cents,  for  the  exports  to  our  country  iu  1886  as  agwnsC 
tjaurlDsandTlcenU,  or  11.081,  in  1687. 
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aimportsnt  diSbranoe  whsn  Tiewnd  In 
for  aad  the  HhlpmentB  to  the  United  81 
deairabte  and  best  tobacco. 

Java  toimeeo. — The  tobaooo  prodaot  of  Java  i«  always  and  entirely  oonaigned  to  the 
markets  of  thia  oonatfy  and  sold  here,  priuoipally  by  insoiiption,  same  aa  is  the  oaae 
with  Snmatra  tobaooo. 

The  crop  of  1867  footed  np  abont  138,000  bales  whioh,  sold  in  18dS,  bronght  on  an 
avera(B  ahantSS^oBnta  Dutch  onrrancy  per  half  kiloii ram,  from  the  gale  of  which  was 
naliied,  aooordio);  to  a  broker's  estimate  the  sum  oi  9,S^6,000  florins. 

Compared  to  the  preoedinf;  year'a  (16ti6)  orop  that  of  ISijT  exoeeded  it  by  about 
01.500  bales,  and  also  bronght  up  li  cents  more  per  half  kilograui. 

It  may  not  be  uninteresting  when  I  state  that  in  lti74  the  yield  of  Java  tobacco 
amounted  to  over  177,000  bales,  fetched  794  cents  Datch  currency,  per  oue-half  kilo- 
gram, with  an  estimated  total  value  of  22,500,000  florins. 

In  iuei  the  orop  was  even  larger  still,  as  it  came  up  to  nearly  196,000  bales,  but  it 
turned  ont  to  be  so  poor  in  quauty  as  to  bring,  on  an  arerage,  only  27  cents,  Dutch 
cnrrency  the  whole  prodnot  netting  bntlittle  over  a  million  florins. 

Again  it  may  also  deserve  mention  that  in  1»79  but  little  over  50,000  bains  of  to- 
bacco were  raised,  but  the  quality  having  been  extra  good  the  crop  was  disposed  of 
at  Ii6  cents,  DuUth  currency,  per  half  kibgram  whereas  iu  IS82  the  yield  .was  about 
74,000  bales,  bnt  the  goods  so  uusatiaiactoly  in  quality  as  Co  bring  only  28}  cents,  same 
weight  and  onrrency. 

I  furnish  the  above  inforiDatian  M  it  would  seem  to  shoar  that  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  In  Dntoh  East  India,  In  Java  at  least,  is  subject  to  radical  obauges  or  great 
nps  and  downs  as  regards  the  prodnction  of  both  qnaaLity  and  quality  from  year  to 
year  and  as  indicating  (possibly)  that  Snmatra  may  yet  share  the  same  fate. 

/■jNWti  oj  Amarican  iohaeeo. — Amsterdam  hss  not  been  a  market  of  any  note  for 
transactions  in  Amerioen  leaf  tobaooo  for  many  years.  Rotterdam's  imports  and  opera- 
tions in  the  article  are  of  somewhat  greater  impor'auce. 

The  aannal  imports  here  do  not  vary  very  materially  in  these  days. 

Last  year  they  consisted  of  2,849  hogsheadH  of  Maryland  and  Ohio,  196  hogsheads 
of  Kentnoky  and  Yirgiaia,  and  932  casee  seed-leaf. 

Inclosed  with  this  goes  a  tabulated  Biatement^  prepared  aud  published  by  nn  en- 
terprising broker  of  this  city,  which  conlnios  what  may  possibly  be  found  to  bis  in- 
teresting and  useful  information  relating  to  the  orop  of  Sumatra  tobacco  of  1897  and 
to  the  sales  of  same  at  Amsterdam,  Rotterdam,  and  Bremen  in  1B8S. 

The  statement  shows  in  the  flrst  oolnmn,  date  of  sales;  in  the  second  coIoDiD, 
nnmber  of  bales ;  In  the  third  column,  the  different  marks;  iu  the  fourth  oolumn, 
names  of  Brms  purchasing ;  in  the  BfUl  GOlumn,  the  price. 


At  Amsteidftm  and  od  the  river  Zaao  the  imports  of  all  sorts  of  grain  were  very 
Ifght  at  the  bsgluntoK  of  the  year,  being  restricted  to  the  aupply  of  pressing  wants, 
tMngh  prices  raled  then  qnit«  tow, 

Af&rwatds,  in  consequence  of  the  change  In  the  state  of  the  -weather,  ezoeeslTe 
rains  oontinmnK  up  to  harvest- time,  and  this  having  been  the  case  in  other  European 
countries  as  well  as  in  Holland,  a  rise  in  the  prices  amounting  to  f>om  30  to  40  per 
cent,  took  place  and  much  Uveliei  trade  resulted  therefrom. 

Later  on  buyers  became  again  mnch  more  reserved,  whilst  at  the  some  time  argent 
offers  to  sell  came  in  from  various  quarters,  causing  the  former  adrauoe  in  prices  to 
give  way  to  almost  the  same  low  ttgures  at  which  purchases  coald  be  made  in  the 
early  months  of  tbe  ^ear.  The  crops,  to  a  certain  extent,  caiiieinnioreor  less  injured 
by  tne  wet,  and  particularly  rye,  which  increased  the  demand  for  the  foreign  article, 
dry  sorts,  for  baker's  use. 

fPkeot.— The  imports  of  wheat  up  to  the  15tb  of  December  are  reported  to  me  to 
have  amounted  to  abont  16,000  lasts  as  against  2l,37fS  lasts  in  lti87. 

The  greater  part  of  it  was  imported  from  South  Bnssla,  bnt  little  from  the  Baltic 
ports  of  Dantxlo  nod  Eonlgsl>erg,  still  less  from  the  UoiMd  States,  and  this,  as  stat«d 
to  me,  because  the  higher  prices  ruling  there  prevented  it. 

Rjrs.— The  Imports  uf  rye  were  larger  in  1888  than  during  a  nnmber  of  years  lost 
past,  amonnting  to  about  67,000  lasts  as  against  only  40,588  lasts  in  1887. 

By  for  the  greater  part  came  from  South  Kussian  ports.  Dealings  here  in  the  article 
in  snpplying  the  home  demand  as  well  as  re-export  transactions  to  places  on  the 
Rhine  proved  very  satisfactory. 

£ar(<y.— The  imports  of  barley  ran  up  to  7,700  lasts  as  against  5,617  lasts  fn  the 
previous  year. 

In  proportion  to  the  prices  of  other  cereals,  those  of  barley  were  regarded  as  high 
thmughoot  the  year. 

UaUt. — The  high  prices  demanded  for  this  cereal  by  exporters  in  the  United  States 
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kgAlDOt  34,352  iMta  In  18B7. 
FUntr. — Th«  trade  here  io  American  irbe*t  floor  vu,  m  I  learn,  vmj  Todable  dur- 


ing the  past  year.  In  tbe  earl;  months  of  the  jat  rather  reitalar  annpliea  could  be 
brought  here  at  satUfoctorj' prices ;  and  at  about  the  beginning  of  Juy  Ada  jmdM 
of  flour  (baker's  flonr)  nere  even  offered  and  coold  1m  Impmied  fmn  the  United 


Statai  at  lover  prices  than  from  anywhere  elge.  Tbe  oonseqnenoe  wMthat  for  a 
nbile  the  imports  nnd  trade  in  tbe  article  gained  in  importance.  Snbeeqnent  nu- 
favorable  re^orln  regaFding  the  probable  wheat  crop  in  tbe  United  States,  the  aakinx 
of  higher  pnces  there  for  the  flonr,  resulted,  in  Angnstaud  September,  Inarednotion 
of  operations.  Added  thereto  there  set  in,  aboat  the  same  time,  a  renewed  and  eon- 
siderable  competition  fh>m  Hnngar;,  whence  rather  lat^  qnaDtitie«  of  floor  were 
reoeired. 

In  the  later  eonrsa  of  the  year  and  np  to  its  close,  on  acoonnt  of  flirther  advanees 
in  the  pricee  in  the  American  marhet,  opportnnities  for  tranaaotiona  were  totally  ont 
off;  WDllet  tbe  millers  uf  this  country  proonred  finssian  whent  of  qnality  and  prioe 
snch  as  to  enable  them  to  prodnoe  tbe  flonr  notably  oheaper  than  tbe  American. 

Soch  waethe  condition  of  tbe  flonr  trade  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  the  liMial  or 
inland  miUera  aimoet  entirely  loonapoiized  the  trade  here. 

An  improvement  of  the  trade  Is  oonfidontly  expected,  aa  It  is  supposed  the  demand 
will  increase  at  more  firm  prioee,  beoanse  all  countries  of  prodnetiou,  ezeept  Bnnift, 
harvested  more  or  lese  short  crops  last  year. 

In  "low  grades"  American  much  less  bnsineea  was  done  here  than  in  fimiMr  ycMa, 
certain  (crades  of  rye  flour,  at  lower  prices,  being  largely  anhstitntod  therefor;  the 
inon>  ordinary  qaalities  of  American  wheat  flour  commanded  at  home,  for  domeatio 
consumption,  better  prices  than  could  be  obtained  for  aame  in  this  market  or  oountry, 

Tbe  total  imports  of  wheat  flour  at  Amsterdam,  in  1838,  amounted,  aooording  to  a 
stnteraent  klndlv  fnmisbed  me  by  the  chief  revenne  otBoer  at  this  port,  to  13,71^034 
kilograms,  of  which  qiivntit;  I>,867,S66  kilograma  eatne  here  trom  the  United  States. 

Tbeimportsof  rye  flour  came  np  to  14,650,^1  kilograms,  none  of  which  was  brought 
here  from  the  United  Etates. 

J!lc«,— The  rice  traite,  as  isstated,  gave  occasion  to  dtsaatiafactiontothaM interested 
for  several  years  in  sticcfssinn,  until  the  past  ^ear,  especially  tbe  latter  balf  of  it, 
bronght  on  a  favnrable  change.  The  advance  in  the  prioee  of  tbe  Mtlole  waa  (M>n- 
■iderabln ;  amonnting  to  abont  30  per  cent,  for  all  sorts.  Dnring  the  flnt  six  montha 
the  market  was  calm  with  a  legalar  demand  and  sales,  as  regards  botb  home  trade 
and  export.  The  pricee  miiog  were  more  or  less  Arm,  regniated  by  conditions  of 
demand  and  BQpply.  In  tbe  month  of  Angnst  a  nottoeable  improvament  came  about. 
The  bad  weather  In  the  snmmer  and  the  therewith  connected  unfavorable  reporta 
regarding  the  then  growing  crops  attracted  attention  to  the  low  standard  of  the  rice 
piTces.  Bnt  to  this  the  ma^et  had  become  so  accustomed,  that  little  or  oo  belief  waa 
created  that  a  rise  in  the  prices  wonid  take  plaoe. 

In  September  the  real  aitnation  waa  more  fnlly  reaHaad.  Tbe  continned  rains  and 
the  encceeding  inandations  in  many  parts  of  Enrope  dnring  barveat  time,  oaiwed 
fears  that  great  damage  and  toss  won  Id  resnit  to  tLe  eereal  and  other  food  crops; 
this,  togetner  with  tbe  constantly  advancing  grain  priees,  reealted  in  a  very  lively 
trade,  and  in  a  rise  in  tbe  prices  of  all  aorts  of  rice. 

Afterwards  and  to  the  close  of  the  year  the  demand  for  "Java  Tafel"  remained 
wpll  sustained  and  very  firm  for  mora  ordinary  sorts,  witb  now  and  then  important

yeoia ;  being  represented  in  value  by  |^6,t)96.53  for  1886,  whereas  they  amounted  to 
bnt  U-2,338.4A  in  ISS7. 

CROP  vmrn-vn. 

Tbe  secretary  of  tbe  Holland  Agrioaltural  Association  baa  kindly  placed  me  in 
possession  of  a  ststemeut  relating  to  the  result  of  the  crops  of  the  Netherlands,  from 
which  I  am  enabled  to  quote  as  follows : 

The  state  of  tbe  neather  during  the  past  year  was  far  from  desirable.    Thongh  It

nearly  kII  crops  oaoiB  on  maob  I»ter  than  nanal.  In  September  the  weather  was  very 
fine,  and  most  fororable  fbi  the  bringing  in  of  the  oiops,  bat  the  damage  already 
done  oonld  hordl;  be  made  up  for. 

The  wheat  priMnot  is  apoken  of  as  baring  tnmed  ont  ratber  Batlsractorily,  BTer- 
agin);  abont3S  hectoliten  per  hectare;  but  as  to  quality,  espeoially  color,  it  was  not 
near  so  desirable. 

From  a  statement  b«fore  me,  emauating  from  another  snnice,  I  quote :  that  bnt 
Tery  little  over  about  10  per  cent,  of  all  arable  land  In  this  country  is  onlinarily 
nnner  wheat. 

Kye,  which  is  also  not  very  extensively  cultivated  in  Holland,  produced  about  30 
hectoliters  per  heotaie,  and  in  consequence  of  the  ezoessiTe  raiue,  was  fbnnd  in  most 
places  of  TeiT  inferior  quality. 

Barley  yields  40  hectoliteta,  more  orlen,  per  heetare,  bnt  was  in  great  part  only 
of  Inilifferent  quality. 

Oalt. — Of  all  oenal  crops,  oats  stood  beet  to  field,  and  yielded  from  46  to  60  hecto- 
liters per  hectare,  but  ae  to  weight  and  color,  far  leas  favorable  reealta  are  eiven. 

Home  and  pigeon  beans  snfferad  very  much  from  the  uDseaaonable,  cold  summer 
weather;  they  got  ripe  very  late,  so  that  !□  the  month  of  October  they  stood,  in  great 
p»rt,  Btlll  in  toe  fletd.  The  taw  wet  weather  had  it»  injarious  influence  also  upon 
die  onlttvat^ion  of  theee  prodncle.  The  beaoe  are  generally  Biealler,  poor  in  color,  and 
tbe  vield,  as  to  qnantity,  quite  indifferent,  In  many  inataaoee  leea  than  36  heotoliters 
per  hectare  were  obtained. 

Peaae  were  biongbt  in  late ;  their  color  is  here  and  Ihere  not  as  might  be  desired, 
their  qnallty,  otherwise,  fairly  satisfMtory.  The  yield  was  very  good ;  in  many 
places  it  reached  over  30  hectoliters  to  the  bectar.  Flax  It  is  reported,  did  not  grow  of 
tbe  uenid  and  desirable  length,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  crop  proves  unsatisfactory. 

Potatoes  suffered  very  mnoh  from  the  well-known  "disease," so  that  iu  oertain  sec- 
tions of  the  Gonntry,  on  many  fields,  over  one-half  of  the  product  was  lost,  and  the 
yield  can,  on  that  aoconntnot  be  estimated  higher  than  about  100  hectoliters,  per  hec- 
tare, on  the  average.  Ueadow  and  olcverlands  promised  well  early  in  the  spring 
and  cattle  could  be  turned  out  early  in  the  season,  bnt  the  aufavorable  cold  weather 
soon  injured  and  decimated  the  grass  supply,  compelling  mauy  furniere  to  bring  their 
"  Btooh"  onto  lands  intended  forthehay  crop. 

Later  In  the  summer  grass  became  more  abaudaot  again,  bnt  tbe  enrly  frosts  in- 
jured the  grass,  and  cattle  had  1o  be  housed  aarlier  than  oriliuarily  is  the  case. 

The  hay  lands  would  have  yielded  euffiotently,  had  It  not  been  for  the  constant 
rains  which  prevented  hay-making;  a  great  deal  of  mowed  grass  had  to  be  left  many 
days  upon  tue  ground  to  get  it  anyways  dry — thereby  tbe  qnallty  of  tbe  hay  became 
geoertJly  very  poor,  and  the  quantity  also  mnoh  reduced. 

Tbe  morefavorftblecondltiousrespeeting  the  weather  in  the  fall  of  the  year  afforded 
an  opportunity  for  on  additional  havoiop  (second  cut),  of  which  many  farmers  availed 
themselves ;  however,  and  m  stated  to  me,  tbe  qnall^  of  the  bay,  being  the  prodnot 
of  a  second  mowing,  is  qnile  inferior. 

Another  good  authority  on  the  subject  writes: 

"  The  result  of  the  cereal  orops  in  this  country  Is,  stated  in  few  worda,  for  all 
sorts  of  grain,  about  equally  defective  (mangelhaft).  Everything  suffered  fVoili  tbe 
excessive  rains,  and  turned  out  poorly,  both  quantitatively  aud  qualitatively.  Wheat 
Is  in  general  much  light«r  in  weight  than  usaally ;  and  rye  was  mnoh  damaged  on 
the  gronnd  from  the  wet  (viel  Answnchs)." 

Tbe  potato  crop  also  came  out  quit«  nnaatisfaotorily.  England's  crops  are  esti- 
mated to  be  abont  ti5  per  cent,  short  of  what  they  were  the  year  before.  Those  of 
(Sauce  fell  off  abont  'iO  percent  Both  conn  tries  will  have  large  deftclenoies  to  pro- 
vide for.  Germany  estimates  Ite  cereal  crops  (taking  100  as  a  Norm) :  "wheatat  85; 
iye,bO':  barley,  99.  Hungarian  reports  speak  of  110, 85,  and  S4,  respectively,  for  tl 
•ortsofgrainjuet  mentioned  ;  Bossia's  orops  have  also  been  less  prolific  than  in  tl

Anoffloerof  the  monaipal  f^oTernment,  than  vhom  no  one  is  better  acqnainted  with 
the  Btate  of  labor  or  ooudition  of  the  laborinE-olaaMS  of  this  oit;,  favored  me  with 
a  statement  upon  tbeaubjeot,  wliioh.tniueUted,  uootaiDa,  iuxubiitance,  the  following: 

Daring  the  period  of  the  year  when  ordinohl;  work  is  scarcest — late  in  the  fall  and 
early  in  the  winter — the  Hitnatioo,  in  tbis  respect,  was  much  improved  in  l!)U8,  ae  com- 
pared with  several  years  last  post.  Woric  in  some  of  the  indnitrial  establish rupnu  or 
trades  was  nearer  eafficlant.  and  in  a  few  of  them  more  workmen  oonld  tind  empioj-- 
ment  than  is  the  oase  under  ordinary  circuiuslaiioeB. 

Able  workmen,  as  a  rnle,  found  employment  at  good  wagea.  Snch,  howeTer,  as 
npon  their  own  volition,  without  prevjous  engagements,  oame  here  firom  the  prov- 
inces, found  it  far  more  difficult  to  oUUin  nork. 

It  was,  and  always  is — owing  to  them  that  last  winter,  and  generally  each  year, 
the  number  of  persons  out  of  work  (werkelooEeo)  was  iDure«sed  and  filled  np. 

In  the  building  trades  and  kindred  biauohes  there  was,  and  is,  more  animatiuo 
than  has  been  for  some  years. 

Lioensea  to  build  have  been  issuad  in  greater  number,  bo  that  stone-cutters,  brick- 
layers, carpenters,  paintem,  and  piBstcrers,  etc.,  had  little  or  no  diCBoulty  ia  gettiog 

On  acconnt  of  the  city  gOTernmeut  a  number  of  works,  of  a  more  or  leas  exieualve 
ohaiacter,  then  and  still  in  course  of  oouBtrnetion,  greatly  added  to  the  general  labor 
supply. 

As  good  proof  that  the  sitaatiou  is  much  improved  in  comparison  to  what  it  was  in 
1H87  and  before,  attention  Is  directed  to  the  records  of  the  Labor  Ijxohange  here,  the 
demand  and  supply  of  labor,  an  it  shows  comparatively  that  the  demand  was  in- 
oooaiilerable,  and  that  upou  calls  being  made  or  advertisenieiiis  published  for  oert-ain 
classes  of  workmen,  they  were  ordinarily  resjionded  to  by  bnt  few  workmen. 

Ah  another  proof  of  iuiptoveoieut  in  the  workmen's  situation  the  iact  is  mentioned 
that  the  figures  representing  the  values  of  goods  pawned  and  redeemed  in  the  pawn- 
brokers' sbops  of  this  city  during  the  year  lg6d,  coniroat  most  ravorably.  when  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  preceding  year,  when  already  they  could  not  be  regarded  as 
nn(a  vocable . 

Aguin,  it  iareruarkoil  that  the  deposits  in  theGoverumentpostal-BavinitBbanka,and 
as  weli  in  the  city  savings  bauks.are  steadily  increasinc.  (That  the InUoriugclasBea 
contribute  largely  to  this  result  is  mure  tbau  doubtful.)  It  is  also  stated  that  in 
eoDsequenoe  of  a  strike  o  earring  lost  suuimer  at  Haiiiliurg  quite  a  number  of  work- 
men, principally  carpenters,  went  there  from  here,  butnotbing  is  said  as  to  how  they 
succeeded  there  or  what  became  ol  them.  Beceuily  a  strong  inclination  became 
maniCwt  on  the  port  of  many  to  emigrate  to  the  Argentine  Republic,  wtkere,  as  it 
seems,  workmen  audlaborersof  different  cjoasee  are  ofltred  employment  at  favorabls 
terms.    Several  families  have  gone  tbere,  and  more  are  to  follow.

With  legard  to  the  import  Avni  the  United  Statea  to  this  port  there  is  nonew  feat- 
are  to  note.  The  artlclea,  anch  aa  afnHoDltnral  implenionta,  maohinea,  and  tools  are 
oomini;  tn  small  qnantitirB  only,  bnt  the  inoreiised  value  of  the  Busaian  paper  enr- 
rency  of  late  will  doubtless  tend  to  aasmeat  the  Import.  The  riaa  in  the  rate  of 
Bxohange  on  London  from  the  middle  of  Febraac; ,  when  at  its  lowest  point,  np  to  the 
preeent  dat«,  amonuts  to  abont  25  per  cent. 

The  railroad  fh>m  Riga  thronsh  the  Province  of  LiTOoia,  which  pnia  thia  port  In 
coDDectloD  with  large  gtalnand  flax-prodncinEdistrictaln  ^e  interior,  lanow  nearly 
flnlshed,  and  will  ahortly  be  opened  to  the  trafflo.

Tlie  valDeiD  1887  of  Importa  wbb  112,538,751;  exporta,  (26,138,305,  which,  oom- 
panul  with  1886,  importti  311,376,970,  exports  tnfiO&,iS7,  shown  an  iacreasc  of 
|l,ltS0,4Slm  jmportB  and  t9,132,77tj  exports,  from  whioh  it  will  appear  that  the  trnla 
frotn  thi«  port  ihiring  the  year  onderruTiaw  has  beeu  coasiderably  increased,  mostly 
dae  to  the  exceptionalJy  Eood  orop  in  these  distriots.  A  large  crop  of  graio  is 
expected  this  ;ear,  and  owltig  to  the  faillog  crop*  ia  BSTecal  porta  in  Europe,  thla 
country  will  be  able  to  cover  some  of  these  deSciencies,  and  in  coDaeqnenoe  a  Uuve 
export  busiDesH  this  antnmn  and  next  spring  may  be  sntlaipated  from  this  poet.  F^r 
Bax  and  hemp,  which  are  also  principal  export  slaplos  from  this  district,  the  proa- 
peotaof  a  good  orop  are  repotted.

IHPORTATIONB. 


Coffet  shows  aa  incnaae  of  468  tons.  The  importatloa  from  Porto  Bico  incressss  in 
proportion  to  the  annnal  loneriDgof  dntieti.  It  isatso  worthy  of  notice  the  increase  in 
the  importa  ttova  the  Philippine  Islands,  which  enjoy  the  aame  adv&ntagee  as  the  West 

Hard  eoal  shows  an  increase  of  35, 189  tons.  The  consnmptlon  of  coal  is  increasing 
with  the  progressive  use  of  ps  for  domestic  pnipoaes;  the  public  *ad  private  illamias- 
tions  dnnng  the  fntiTals  of  the  expoeitioD  coosiderably  increased  the  consnmption  alao. 
Two  exctnsive  qualities  were  imported  from  England:  Cardiff  coal,  twice  sifted,  to  pro- 
duce steam;  Newcastle  coal,  for  gas  and  beating. 

Jimbrr  md  lumber  incraosed  S,I)8B.000.  The  increase  casnal.  The  importation  from 
tlieT;DitedBtale8diditotekceedl,172,000pit«h  pine  and  fir,  for  boxes,  against  S,700,(X)0 
in  ISST.  The  timber  A«m  Canada,  Anstria,  and  Eoumaijia  were  also  less,  those  of  Fin- 
IwkI  haTinit  had  a  gieater  demand,  the  importation  of  which  has  been  this  year  56,224 
axainat  41,8U0  in  1887,  owing  to  the  cbeapness  of  freight  reanltint;  from  the  large  num- 
her  of  Swedish  and  Danish  ships  which  jremained  disposable  oa  account  of  the  non- 
transportation  of  alcohol,  which  formerly  gave  them  freight. 

Unrrfiaed  petroteunt,  black  romt,  and  dry  pitch  iocreflsed  6,773  tons,  coming  from  the 
TJniled  States,  siuoe  the  only  importations  which  took  place  iu  18ST  «aiae  froot  Btwia, 
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kod  were  enspended  owing  to  thedangerof  its  traaaportetloD  by  the  HedltarrBneaD,  on 
accoant  ot  its  eicasaive  inflkmrnabili^.  D17  roeln  it  imported  from  EngUnd  (S,500 
tons)  and  is  nsed  la  mixing  up  with  coal  diut  from  San  Juan  de  las  Abadeaas,  theiebr 
forming  ihe  mixture  into  a  kind  of  bricfc  to  bant  in  locomotives. 

There  has  been  a  diminntion  in  oils,  on  accoant  of  a  loceot  reform  in  costom-hoilM 
duties  (May  14},  so  tfaaC  oil.i  of  le-o  dea-tily  IfiW  below)  which  are  tbe  cheapest  and 
moat  Keaerally  used,  pay  more  duties  than  thane  of  more  density  [above  90(r).  This 
is  qnite  an  otetacle  to  ilo  importatioo.  Thesame  tbinx  happens  to  the  Talvoline  of  the 
United  States,  which  most  be  paid  for  at  the  same  nit«  as  the  oils,  which  beins  an  ar- 
ticle that  is  sabstitnted  iot  tallow,  it  wonld  be  more  logital  to  have  It  paid  at  the  same 
rate.    The  lesnlt  is  that  there  has  been  no  iniportdttoD  of  valvolioe. 

As  to  resinoQB  materials  there  are  considerable  qnantities  introdoeed  ftom  Fnutoe  and 
Endsnd  of  bitnminons  rcelitoes. 

Hemp  ahowa  an  increase.  Tbeintrodnotion  of  hemp,  belongiiig  to  the  class  for  featber- 
gcase,  loT  rope  making  and  "alpai^tus"  (a  kind  ofsaudal)  did  not  suffer  any  altera- 
tion Bieepting  jute,  which  was  imported  bom  British  India  in  large  qnantities  for  the 
mauiifactiire  of  carpets  and  mixing  with  other  goods. 

FattUa  tioTeli  shows  a  caanal  increase  of  806  tOD& 

Those  wbicb  were  dlmlnbhed  in  quantity  were— 

Wkeai  decreased  14.473  tons.  The  United  States  did  not  export  to  this  conntry  in 
1838  more  than  18,707  tons,  against  64,774  in  1B8T.     The  cause  of  this  decrease  was— 

Arrivals  from  Caodinl  de  C^tella,  the  effecta  of  the  abundance  of  the  last  crop  and 
of  the  lowering  of  the  price  of  transportation ;  arrivals  from  the  Black  Sea  and  Lower 
Danube,  UJ,000  tons,  ai^inst  63,000  in  1887;  the  Argentine  Bepnblic  also  oontribated 
7,2S7  tons  to  Chesnpply  of  this  place  (S,6ie  tons  in  IBST),  doe  more  to  the  lack  of  freights 
than  to  the  excera  of  production,  for  vej^els  which  bad  to  return  in  ballast  from  Ijk  Flats 
■eekiUK  cargoes  for  the  ports  of  Europe.  The  progTees  of  (hat  republic  in  the  onltnre 
of  wheat  nnil  wine  can  not  already  be  denied. 

Ftoar. — Theintroductionofwheat  Hour  from  France  and  Anstriadid  not  exceed  3,500 
tons,  including  those  tbst  come  bv  land.  However,  it  was  triple  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
vlooB  year,  thanks  ia  part  to  diminiobed  duties  of  entry  and  partly  that  onr  neighoon 
grant  to  exporteis  a  prime  of  5  per  cent  cash,  in  view  of  which  the  floor  industry  of 
Spain  is  asking  for  an  increase  on  the  duty  of  Importation  and  wlUch  is  already  believed 
wilt  be  tram  10  to  1'2  per  cent,  per  100  kilos. 

In  recapitalatiog  the  importation  of  flour  In  all  Spain  dnring  the  first  qnarter  of  the 
lost  three  years,  the  result  is;  In  1SS3,  9,000,000  kilograms;  In  1B8T,  20,000,000;  in 
1888,35.049,190. 

At  this  rate  it  is  very  evident  that  it  will  soon  eolipse  the  importation  of  wheat  not 
only  from  the  Black  S««  hat  Irom  the  United  States,  if  aame  reform  does  not  take  plaoe 
in  favor  of  the  Spanish  milleis. 

Corn  shows  a  decretise,  which  is  explained  by  the  complete  paralyzation  of  alcoholic 
indnstry  since  the  promnlgation  of  the  law  against  alcohols. 

Sugar,  7,008  tons  less,  in  consequence  of  which  there  is  a  scarcity  In  the  departs,  and 
prices  are  firm.  The  oonsamption  of  sugar  is  also  prejudiced  by  the  introduction  of 
"sacbarlna"  (mineral  sngar),  which  is  dally  on  the  increase,  applied  to  the  manuGtotare 
of  cordials.  Birupa,  sweetmeats,  etc. 

Alcohol  decreases.  The  arrivals  from  Germany  and  Sweden  eeased  completely,  even 
belbre  the  prohibition;  the  ezborbitiint  duties  proposed  upon  alcohol,  and  the  fe«r  of 
tho  importen  that  the  dntiea  would  be  made  retrogressive,  on  the  day  of  its  promulga- 
tion, upon  the  existing  deposita,  and  which  actually  oocurred,  even  with  national  pro- 
duction, was  the  cause.  TbispToccedingcauEedsomnchdisgnstto  the  alcoholic  industry 
and  to  commerce  that  many  cslsblisbmenta  were  cloMd  in  consequence,  io  various  parts, 
causing  much  discosdoD  and  opposition  to  this  unfortuoate  law,  and  which  may  be 
repealed,  since  the  income  to  the  treasury  Is  almost  ni7.  Whilst  no  modiflcatiou  is 
nude  it  will  be  impossible  to  give  this  article  a  start,  as  the  actnal  duties  will  prevent 
it,  and  consequently  what  is  on  sale  of  alcohol  or  strong  spirits  or  rum  from  Saiiliugo 
have  nooSbror  purohoser.  In  188J4the  ImportAtionof  tbe  latter  was  nut  more  than  H73 
tons  against  1,388  in  1887. 

Since  last  June  there  were  no  importations  either  irom  Germany  or  Sweden. 

The  culCivatora  of  wine  are  also  opposed  to  the  law,  on  acooont  of  the  preparation  of 
tbeii  wines  for  exportation. 

Oodfiak. — The  normal  consumption  of  this  article  is  fi,000  tons,  and  tbe  difCerence  of 
one  year  to  the  other  is  merely  casnal. 

ihatt  show  a  decrease.  This  year  them  were  no  importations  of  meat  from  Algiert, 
those  of  Mancha  and  Andalosia.  and  whichbavesnfferMl  a  great  redaction  in  price  from 
the  eifect  of  the  low  price  of  wool  and  akiiis  and  other  economical  circiimstaDcen,  being 
gr««tly  preferred. 
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Cotton  decreased.  The  iDtrodnetiim  from  the  United  States  wm  in  1888,  23,e»7  tons, 
■KBiDBt  30,342  in  1887.  Tbea  followed  the  DUtDa&ctariajt  aitaa,  whioh  mach  dimin- 
ished the  exportation  of  oottOQ  (toads  to  the  West  Indies  and  South  A.merica.  However, 
in  ooDseqaence  ol  the  smsll  quantity  in  flnit  haads,  the  price  of  cotton  hsa  improved, 
and  tbouKh  few  the  reqninitions  that  ma;  be  made  to  manubctare,  so  lat  as  can  be 
jndged,  prices  have  Improved,  and  the  rise  will  be  Srm. 

tSiareaal  decreased.  This  articie  contioaes  to  diminish  on  acconat  of  the  greater 
empIoymeDt  of  gas  for  heatin);  porpoece. 

Ume  and  eemaU  decreDsed.  Thia  article  has  again  retaroed  to  its  oormal  importo- 
tiou  demanded  bj  bnildiag  industry,  which  Is  atrant  10,000  tons  aannally,  not  havitiK 
been  so  much  in  demand  in  ISS8  aa  during  1887  on  amount  of  the  extra  work  of  the 
fatDte  ex  portion. 

Wroaghi  and  out  iron  decreased.  The  annual  conaumptioD  is  tntm  12,000  to  15,000 
tons  and  the  diQerenee  of  one  year  or  the  other  is  purely  casoat,  for  there  is  no  metal- 
Inrgiral  eetablisbmeDt  in  the  conotry;  consequently,  it  must  provide  itself  fromforei^ 
oonntries,  although  fram  Bilbao  they  are  beginninn  loobtain  b*n  and  sheets  which  ore 
preleired  to  those  of  BelKin  ro  by  tbe  rostic  dasaee. 

(I'uniu  less.  The  introdnction  of  tbla  manore  is  dimlniBhlng  in  coaMqaenoe  of  the 
increasing  consumption  of  the  chemical  nuuinre  coming  mostly  from  the  Bisqne  prov- 

Xahegany. — The  stores  are  well  supplied  with  the  Bmaller  cuts,  there  being,  however, 
a  good  aaaortment  in  depoeita  in  tbe  hands  of  speculators.  At  the  present  time  cedar  is 
somewhat  scarce,  and  Is  much  sought  after.  The  iutrodnctionof  mahogany  and  walnnt 
Yeoeeia  from  France  has  nlso  somewbat  diminished  on  account  of  tbe  quantity  in  de- 
posit and  also  for  lock  of  work  in  this  branch  of  indostry. 

Wax. — The  importation  of  wax  does  not  exceed  157  tons,  sisoe  that  imported  Ironi 
Oermany  ia  throwing  the  native  product  out  of  the  m.irket. 

The  total  imports  of  m.innrBCttired  articlee  in  1888  was  more  or  leas  equal  to  that  of 
the  previous  year,  being  51.862  tons  against  60,774  in  1887. 

It  appears  to  me  superUuous  to  enter  into  tbe  deacription  of  the  Infinite  variety  of 
small  articles  which  are  mannbctnred,  so  I  shall  limit  myself  to  thoeearticlee  of  greater 
consumption  with  which  commerce  supplies  iteelf  The  principal  articlea  imported  were 
as  follows:  Lithographic  stones  and  fine  slate  glassware  for  table  service,  tubes,  rulers, 
globes,  prisms,  siphons,  mBttreas«»,  retorts,  syringes,  ftmuels,  sheet-glass,  and  looking- 
glasseg,  etc,  wiodow-glaaH  fbr  buildings,  stone  slaba  for  pavements,  porcelain  and  Bint- 
ware  for  table  use  and  ornaments,  kitchen-ware,  irons  loi  ironing  of  cast-iron,  sled^e- 
hammen,  rivets,  screws  and  nails,  cooking-pans  and  forged  kitchen-ware,  iocksmitha' 
work,  etc. ;  coffee-pots,  tinware  and  sheet  tin,  cutlery,  knives,  razors,  needles,  pins,  etc. ; 
flre-arms  (revolvers,  rifles,  cartridges),  metallic  table  ware,  trays,  lamps,  gas  apparatUB, 
etc ;  types  for  printing,  capeules  and  sheet-tin,  varnishes  and  colors,  printing  and  writ^ 
ing  inks;  every  kind  of  chemical  produce  for  tbe  arts,  industrj.and  pharmacy;  dextrine 
and  glucose,  sulphate  of  copper,  bromide  of  potaasinm,  cblorhjdrate  of  aniline,  oxalic 
acid,  etc. ;  glue  and  albumen,  linen-thread  goods  and  stamped  wool;  every  kind  of  an- 
perior  goods,  carpets  and  pelta;  every  kind  of  paper,  Bristol,  Cartoline,  flns  pasteboard, 
wood  paste,  cnt  paper;  wooden  furniture,  curved  and  sti^ght;  tanned  aud  varnished 
leather,  motive  aud  industrial  machinery,  otl-cloths  for  tablea,  flooring,  lining,  and  pack- 
ing, starched  goods. 

To  conclude,  I  will  now  give  an  account  of  tlu  difiisrent  articled  imported  from  the 
United  Ststea:

AliinentaiT  RDbBlancee,  1888,  110.417  tout;  in  1887,  116,434  tons;  6.017  bma  l«n. 
Manaractared  goods,  in  18B8.  24,727  tons;  in  1887.  15.054  Iodh;  B.S73  tons  more. 

The  incieHBe  of  isw  material  is  sccoaated  for  by  larger  «iporls  to  the  oolonlea.  Italy 
alw  got  a  supply  of  old  iron  from  the  Northern  Bulroad. 

Id  tbe  slimentaiy  substances  may  be  noticed  a  considerable  increase  in  Uie  «zport»- 
tioo  of  oran^cen.  almonds.  olive'Oil,  and  brandy. 

iVina, — Notwithstanding  the  obstacles  which  the  French  cDstom-honM  opposes  to  tiie 
introdactiou  of  Spanish  wines  since  its  non-interoonrse  with  Italy,  the  importation  has 
not  diminished  in  France. 

To  these  difScnlties  is  to  he  added  Uie  cironmstonce  that  the  new  vineyards  in  France 
are  b^nninf;  to  prosper.  We  can  foresee  how  fitr  Prance  can  compete  with  Spanish 
wines.  On  the  other  hand,  the  caltfvatiDD  of  the  vine  has  been  gi«atly  developed  in 
Spain  in  consequence  of  tbe  handsome  profits  obtained  from  the  neighboring  nations, 
in  conseqaenca  of  which  the  deposits  of  wince  in  the  hands  of  the  cnltivators  is  very 
considerable,  and  they  conlinne  to  keep  ap  the  price  in  proportion  to  tbe  demand. 

Almond*. — This  prodnct  is  very  animated  in  the  localities  where  it  is  cultivated,  and 
well  in  demand,  aa  it  is  scarce  in  second  hands.  Feopleareconfident  that  tbe  next  crop 
will  be  a  very  enperior  one,  becanse  the  stormy  weather  having  snbsided  somewhat 
earlier  than  iu  previous  years,  a  most  favorable  season  is  anticipated  for  tbe  flower  and 
fruit. 

OliTC-«il. — The  progress  in  the  care  of  the  malcing  is  the  cause  of  the  increase  of  the 
exportation,  and  alxo  of  the  cultivation  of  the  olive,  being  enabled  already  to  calculate 
the  actnal  production  of  all  Spain  En  3.360,000  hectoliters. 

In  manuractured  gouds  there  was  an  Increaseof  9.674  tons,  principally  of  eartheoware 
floods,  soap,  and  candles  for  the  West  Indies  and  tbe  Philippine  Islands,  uid  other  places  of 
less  note.     The  exportation  of  cotton  goods  snOered  a  considerable  dimiUDtion. 

As  tootherarticlesntannfactared  Icwally,  Bucbasdgarette-paper.  corks,  leather  shoei, 
and  alpargataa  (a  kind  of  sandal  much  worn  here),  fans,  playing-cards,  andgoitais.  there 
has  been  no  variation  in  tbe  flgaree  oC  last  year,  and  tfaey  are  exported  with  invariable 
regularity  bo  tbe  Spanish  Possessions,  including  the  West  Indies,  Martinique,  and  Trini- 
dad, which  are  of  Frsnch  and  English  dominion. 

To  resume,  the  exportation  from  Barcelona  to  foreign  countriei  is  limited  to  wine,  olive- 
<ril,  (dmonds,  orangea,  lafp,  red  pepper,  and  saffhrn. 


Tberesnltin  1888  is  an  increase  upon  1887  of  132  vessels,  and  322,730  tons;  II 
iteamers  more,  and  68  sailing-vessels  less. 
The  entries  nitb  gpanisb  flag  Iiave  been  967  steameis.  1,684  sailing  vessels  of  902,S 
""  '  1,667  sailiDg-veseels  of  780,882  tons  in  1887. 
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I  liave  to  attribnte  this  liMMHe  to  tlia  mUoiuJ  and  oolmilal  moTetncoit  Cknaed  b^ 
the  OniTerakl  Etpadtion,  on  acoonnt  of  which  occasion  the  PoDinanla  and  West  Indies 
Mgnlai  transport  garvicia  vere  grcstl;,  but  by  no  meani  adequately,  Incraaaed. 

The  entriee  under  the  Itolian  flag  have  been  109  ateamen  and  173  sailing  veegeU  at 
£29,237  tana  in  plaoeof  50  Htuniera  and  163  salliDg-veoela  of  137,142  tons  in  1SB7,  on  in- 
crease of  50  BteamerB,  10  eailing-veaMls  of  92,086  tODS.  The  resnit  may  be  attrlbnted  to 
the  development  ol  int^rooaiae  of  the  port  ot  Genoa  with  the  rapnblicsof  La  Platamore 
than  direct  oommnnicatian  with  this  port  on  account  of  the  ei position. 

Whilst  44  steamen  of  1.300  to  2,600  ton*  each  left  Genoa  with  46,8: 
tonte  for  I«  Plata,  only  ST4  paMeogera  landed  at  this  port     Thenamberofpi  _.. 
that  followed  on  to  Amerioa  can  be  eetiouUed  at  45,949  pemons  bcaides  a  few  who  It 
Spain,  tlie  number  of  whom  I  conld  not  well  aauilain. 

The  French  &ag  had  an  increase  of  26  veeseli  and  S4,033  tons.  The  aiposition  can- 
tribnted  very  little  to  augment  the  movement  of  Cotte  and  Hmeillea.

The  Mngaine  expectations  of  an  abnDdant  winter  herrioK  flahery  were  not  realized, 
at  the  close  of  the  season  only  about  60,000  barrels  being  th«  reanit,  of  which  the  one- 
half  wu  salted,  and  the  other  half  ex  ported  toEnglaad  and  Holland  as  smoked  and  also  Id 
the  fresh  atato  In  Ice,  The  prices  may  be  quoted  not  above  4  kroner  per  hanel,  and  the 
whole  catch  nlaed  at  280,000  kronoT,  dqnais  (7,400,  against  325,000  kroner  In  1887. 

The  oQtats  and  preparations  for  the  laet  seuaon's  snmmer  herring  Gaheiy  were  made 
on  a  larger  scale  tlun  naoaL  It  commenoed  in  Anf^nst  and  lasted,  with  bat  few  inter- 
mptloiiB  along  the  wh(de  wideepresd  coast,  to  the  end  of  the  year,  with  a  final  resnlt  of 
about  700,000  barrels,  which  for  the  greatest  part  were  exportedin  the  nited  state,  bnt 
thereof  also  20,000  burels  smoked.  The  quality  of  the  herring  was  TCiy  good  this  asft- 
eon,  bnt  the  size  amallBT  than  ordinary.

The  great  Iiofoden  cod  fisheries,  which  were  carried  on  In  1688  In  calm  cold  we«thor, 
occnplwl  32,000  men  In  7B50  boats,  the  laigest  unmber  ever  assembled  on  these  Qsbiog 
RiouDds.  They  yielded  over  27,000,000  Osb,  22,000,000  of  which  were  salted  and  cored 
tor  exportation,  beiddee  ^000  hectoliters  of  liver  and  39,000  hectoliters  of  roe.  Sixty- 
one  thonsand  (me  hnndred  bectoliteis  of  cod-liver  oil  were  mannfactnred  for  medicinal 
patposss,  and  over  13, 000, 000  of  flsh-heada were  prepared  as  guana  The  fish  weremnoh 
larger  and  fhttsr,  yielding  more  liver  and  roe  than  in  1887,  and  they  broagbt  liigher 
prices  than  in  the  preceding  years.

Tbe  roe  of  cod-fish,  large  qtuntilies  of  which  are  osed  In  France  as  bait  fhr  the  sar- 
dins  fisheries,  bronght  poor  pric«e  in  1 688,  and  the  exporieis  of  cod-liver  oil  did  a  pom 
bnslneas,  owing  to  tbe  constant  fiUl  in  prices.  Tbe  Japanese  oil  has  lately  become  a 
rival  of  the  Norwegian  in  the  Qerman  market  The  United  States  imported  dnrlng  the 
paet  year  2,000  bamls  of  Norwsglon  oil  for  medicinal  pnrposes. 

Herring  were,  as  nsnal,  canght  on  all  pcdnts  of  the  extensive  coast  line,  bat  It  Is  very 
difflcnlt  to  give  reliable  data  as  to  the  result  of  these  fisheries.  The  winter  or  spring 
herring  fisherleslnSonthemNorway  werea  disappointment  in  1686,  and  yieldedsoucely 
half  of  the  catch  of  1687,  As  an  offbet  the  prices  obti^ned  were  mnch  better,  namely, 
3.64  kruner  per  measure  (a  new  barrel  tbr  fish),  to  1.87  kroner  in  the  preosding  year. 
This  is.  however,  much  loiter  than  some  years  ago,  when  herring  bronght  np  to  30.00 
kroner  per  messars. 

The  tow  prices  ol  the  few  past  years,  occasioned  by  high  datiee  Imposed  on  herring  In 
Knssia  and  Germany,  as  well  as  by  abandant  fisheries  in  Sweden,  an  hardly  snflitJent 
to  cover  the  losses  of  nets  and  wear  and  tear  of  the  fishing  tackle  snflered  by  the  fisher- 
men. Ten  or  twelve  larm  smoking  establishments  are  now  preparing  herring  for  ex- 
porlatlon  to  England.  Of  far  greater  Importance  was  the  herring  canght  In  the  nnrth 
daring  tbe  last  half  of  the  year.  It  was  large  and  Iht,  and  yielded  at  least  400, 000  bar- 
rels for  exportation,  besides  large  quantities  fbr  home  consumption.

The  match  factories  are  every  year  exporting  larger  gaaotitlee  of  these  prodnc(«  to 
fbreign  markets,  and  their  shippings  were  in  1688  eatinmted  at  4,800,000  kilograms, 
■galnat  3L177,0001n  1884  and  2,336,000  kllORrams  in  1881.  The  hnlk  of  matches  goes 
tolDdlMCUcnttaandHadraa),  and  a  small  quantity  of  the  so-called  safety  matches  is 
■old  to  China  and  Japan,  which  eonntries,  however,  have  lately  oommenced  to  compete 
with  Enropean  match-prod nceis.  English  capitalists  orenown^^tiating  tobnyalmoet 
all  themat«h  ftctoriee  in  Sweden  and  Norway  in  order  to  gain  the  monoply  of  this  article 
in  the  English  market.  Similarplans  far  baying  all  the  Norwegian  breweries  and  wood- 
pnlp  mills  with  English  capital  are  also  reported.

Fall  trGOSnrlee  and  low  ratM  of  interest  were  indncementa  to  new  commercial  entei- 
prtoes,  and  these  nnder takings,  combined  nitb  the  usual  contaKioQ  or  general  activity 
and  competition,  aeem  to  have  toned  basineae  np considerably  dnring  1888. 

Anlnoreaseddemandrortntnaportation  raised  the  price  of  freightsandcansedadditional 
liTelinesa  id  DSTigation.  Cusiom-bouse  receipts,  as  well  as  Ihe  tannage  of  the  vesRels 
urivingliere  from  forei^  ports,  was  much  greBt«r  than  the  lor^oing  jeai,  in  fact  the 
totinace  wu  tbe  Ini^est  ever  entered.  Exports  of  metal,  lumber,  plt-pr«pe,  matchee, 
fisb,  and  pork,  oil-cake,  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  cattle,  bnttri,  paper,  and  wood-pulp 
iocreased  in  comparison  with  the  year  before,  irbile  cereals,  machinery,  implemente,  and 
tar  were  tees  than  in  1887, 

Imports  of  wheat,  cotton,  ooffee,  rice,  raw  sngai,  salt,  tobacco,  leaves,  ooal  and  coke, 
hides  and  skins,  oil  and  pig-iron,  show  an  increase,  while  rye,  barley,  IndiaD  com,  wheat 
and  rye  fiour,  unrefined  sugar,  and  American  pork  decreofted.

In  direct  contnat  to  the  free  navigation  eipcrienoed  In  the  early  months  of  1S87,  the 
beginning  of  IS88  fannd  the  wat«r  approaches  to  Oolhenbarg  in  every  direction  ob- 
stTQcUd  by  an  almost  impregnable  ice  barrier  created  by  an  □nnsoally  severe  winter, 
and  which,  bat  for  the  powerfal  and  naremitting  efforts  of  the  Ice-breaUng  atasjner, 
constrncted  especially  for  the  parpoae  of  cutting  a  way  throngb  heavy  ice,  and  towing 
In  tbealeamars  plying  to  and  from  tbis  port,  Gotbeaban;'H  navigation  wonld  have  been 
closed  until  late  in  the  spriotc.  Freights  showed  no  perceptible  cbaom  aatil  aammer, 
when  they  began  to  rise,  stemlily  iacreasing.  notil  in  the  aatamu  they  stood  at  higher 
flgnres  than  lud  been  known  here  for  a  delude. 

ArriBola, — Daring  the  year  there  arrived  at  Oothenborg  from  loreiga  porta:

Iron  and  steel,  the  chief  exports  of  the  coautiy,  ahowed  an  increase  of  4,130,107 
kilogramai  thongh,  on  the  whole,  the  leBseoed  demand,  with  the  conseqnent  lower  jiTioea, 
mordeanotiierdnll  yenrfor  theirou  indnatriea.  The  canae  of  this  diminishing  reqaire- 
meni  of  the  flner  gradee  of  Swedish  iroD  is  still  attributed  maiulj  to  aew  methods  of 
w(H;ldiigin>n.  which  make  tbe  former  no  longer  so  necessair  for  the  pnrpoMa  for  which 
U  was  formerly  Indispensable. 

The  declared  export  of  iroo  and  steel  to  the  UnitAd  States  dnriuR  tbe  year  anoonted 
to  22, SOS  tons,  rained  at  (943,931.50,  as  against  40,931  tons.  Tolned  at  $1,141,101. 16,  in 
1887,  showing  a  decrease  of  18,366  tons  and  of  (197,169.65  in  volne. 

Matches,  which  may  also  be  reckoned  among  the  principal  exparts  of  Bweden,  alter 
having  fallen  off  somewhat  in  1887,  now  show  an  increase  of  753,914  kilograms. 

Wood  pnip  seems  tobefolfiUingits  promise  of  becoming  one  oi  tbe  leading  indostrisB 
of  Che  land,  29,6SU,II24  kilograms  having  been  exported  in  1868,  being  an  increase  of 
8,892,191  kilograms  over  the  preceding  year,  which  increase  alone  exceeds  the  eutiro 
amonnt  exported  a  few  years  ago. 

Bntter  is  also  one  of  the  steadily  increasing  exports,  having  found  an  appreciative 
market  in  England.  There  has  been  a  geiieral  moTement  to  prevent  the  monnfkctnni 
and  importation  of  oleomargarine,  as  likdy  to  damage  tbe  reputation  and  interfere  with 
the  sale  of  Swedish  btitter  in  the  foreign  marhete.  In  1882  3,542.232  kilograms  were 
exported.  In  1B8B  the  amount  was  6,903,452  kili%rams,  or  doable  the  flgniee  first 
qnoted,  and  998,981  kllogiatns  In  excess  of  1887.

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The  nw  material  for  this  textile  Indnatiy  is  almost  entirely  imported,  a  veir  Inslg- 
nlOcant  per  cent,  being  produced  in  the  ooantiy,  and  its  growth  may  be  shown  in  the 
importaHona  for  the  wlowing  dates:

The  Indiotlona  of  *  geneial  revlvftl  of  tbe  trade  and  oammerce  of  tlie  Uiigdom,  to 
which  Bttontian  was  called  in  the  laat  annual  cousnltu'  report  ftom  this  office,  iMve  been 
m«n  than  Terlfled.  Official  and  other  returua  dearly  show  a  decided  imprOTcmenl  In 
both  the  volume  and  character  of  the  ba^neas  done  in  1888  over  the  jeai  prerlona,  and 
this  incrasBed  pampaitj,  which  promtaee  to  oontinue  for  some  time  to  come,  ia  not  eoU' 
tloed  to  any  particolat  department  of  the  trade  oi  Indnstr;  of  the  Idugdom.  This  &ct 
ia  shown  bj  the  statistical  retnmB  hereinafter  given  of  eiportg  and  importo,  of  railwa; 
traffic,  of  agricaltoie,  of  flnance  and  shipping,  eepeciall;  when  snch  Btatistjca  are  for  the 
calendar  as  well  as  the  fiscal  year  of  1888;  and  it  is  encoaraging  to  observe  that  the 
pTOBperity  of  the  year  j  tist  ended  is  appSMntlj  dne  to  legitimate  trade  and  not  to  apecnla- 
tion;  this  improvement,  although  general,  is  more  marked  in  some  branches  i^  trade 
than  in  others.  This  is  notably  so  in  ship-bnllding,  the  total  tonnaKO  of  ships  bnilt  iu 
1888  never  having  been  exceeded,  except  in  two  instances,  in  the  wools  history  of  the 
indnstc;.  The  increase  in  the  vslne  of  imports  was  3}  per  cent  and  of  exports  4}  per 
cent,  over  the  year  previona.  The  accricaltaral  returns  for  1888,  althongh  not  as  satis- 
ftctoiy  as  was  anticipated  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  oonsldering  the  total  prodnc* 
and  price  obtained,  ore  better  than  those  of  1B87. 

LOCAL  OOTERNMBNT. 

The  local  government  act  for  England  and  Wales  was  the  most  important  l^ialation 
of  theye*r.  This  act  ia  r^ptrded  as  the  dtst  installment  of  local  administrative  reform. 
It  Is  Intended  to  bring  nnder  one  central  oonnty  anthority  all  local  matters.  Hitherto 
county  affiiira  have  bcMi  managed  by  Justices  of  the  peace,  appolntod  for  life  by  the  orown, 
thegovemment  of  iHgetowns  being  mostly  in  the  bands  of  (dectedconnoilorsof  a  mnnio-  - 
ipal  coipoiatlou.  The  act  creates  an  entiraly  new  elective  body,  to  be  called  the  connt? 
ooundl,  and  vests  in  It  the  administrative  (not  the  jndloialj  dntjee  of  the  jostloee  of  the 
peace — snch  as  the  levying  of  a  connty  rate,  the  maintenance  of  shire  balls,  Innatic 
asylams,  indnstrial  schools,  roads  and  liridges,  and  revision  of  the  Parllamentaiy  Beg- 
later.  Theconndl  will  also  take  additional  dnilee,  such  as  the  appointment  of  corooere, 
while  the  management  of  the  oonnty  police  will  be  veeted  in  a  joint  committee  of  the 
conncilandthejosticesof  the  pesoe.  Provision  is  made  permitting  various  imperial  an- 
tlioritiea  to  transfer  to  the  connty  oooncila  any  administrative  daties  of  a  local  charactar. 

T^  members  of  the  ccancil  areelectedfota  termof  threeyesrsby  theoocnpieisofany 
building,  or  of  land  of  the  annual  valne  £10.  The  councilors  elect  the  aldermen  for  the 
term  of  six  fcais,  either  from  Uieir  owu  body  or  without,  the  number  of  aldermen  not 
to  exceed  (me-tliird  of  the  number  of  conncilors,  one-half  of  their  number  retiring  trien- 
nlally. 

Inadditlon  totbeoonndlfbreaoh  of  the  flfl^-tworanntlea,  sixty-one  boroughs,  which 
have  a  population  of  60,000,  are  made  county  boroughs,  and  are  constitnted  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  connty  coondls. 

Hitherto  the  imperial  treasury  has  contribnted  to  certain  local  expenses,  snch  as  dis- 
bursing half  the  pay  and  clothing  of  the  police,  hut  the  ooimty  conncil  will  in  ftitore 
take  this  bniden,  and  to  meet  this  and  other  expenses  the  imperial  treasnry  assigns  to 
the  oonnUes  40  per  cent,  of  the  tax  paid  on  the  granta  of  probate  of  wills  and  leCtera  of 
administiatian,  also  therevennederivedlrom  liquor  and  other  licenses.  It  is  calculated 
that  this  arrangement  will  lighten  the  connty  rate  at  least  3}d.  on  each  £1  of  the  as- 
siased  valne  of  a  holding. 

Tbs  act  makes  London  a  connty  of  Itself,  with  one  hundred  and  eigbtaen  oonndlors 
■nd  nineteen  aldermen.    The  metropolitan  board  of  works  will  cease  to  eust  on  the 
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operation  of  tbe  Mt  (April  1,  1889),  and  tbeir  dnUea  will  be  perftnmed  bj  the  new 
oooacil.  The  set  deptiTee  tfae  oorpomlion  of  tbe  city  of  London  of  the  appointment  of 
MTeral  officiala,  snch  as  the  jadgen  of  the  city  elTil  eooite. 

The  oooucile  will  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  consolidatlDg  the  oonntj  debt, 
pnrcbaBlng  land  for  adminiatratiTe  bnildingn,  etc.,  end  permanent  worka. 

No  person  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  fornon-aoceptaaoeorofBoe,aahelsnDdertbemnnio- 
ipal  coporationa  of  laif^  towns.  It  ia  propoaed  by  a  anbaaqoent  act  to  make 'all  local 
aanitaij  aathoritiea  Hnbconuuitteea  of  uie  county  oonnciL

The  return  of  the  registrar-general  of  birttis,  marriages,  and  deaths  for  1P8T,  eom- 

Sletes  fifty  ;reaTs  of  registration.  The  act  establishing  civii  ri^gistratioa  of  hirtlis, 
eaths,  and  marriageH  cume  inio  oporatiou  Jul;  1,  1837.  The  historj'  of  this  sot  is  of 
interest.  It  was  not  passed  vithont  considerable  opposilioD,  eiiianatlng  chiefly  from 
tlie  clergy,  among  them  beins  the  then  archbishop  of  UsnterbnTy,  who  eon  tended  that 
the  uneaacated  clauses  would  be  led  by  It  t«  neglect  baptism,  hn't  wh:  were,  probbbly. 
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more  parLiuularl;  iDflueuoed  by  tbe  fact  tbftt  tite  feM  pajabU  for  oertiBoateg  uf 
bkpiiarus.  burials,  or  marriagM  would  heuoeftirth  be  divarMd  trom  tbe  guardiiuig  i>( 
the  psriHti  regiaters  to  tlie  gen'Tal  register  office,  or  the  local  Tegistran. 

On  ihu  ot&er  band,  the  medical  and  legal  profesaioDH  were  both  Jn  fiiTor  of  the 
mcaaure.  The  aDtioipsted  beneflts  llkelj'  to  result  from  the  registration  of  the  canses 
of  dralh  (o  ti  e  medical  professloD,  in  the  laaKnage  of  a  oiicalar  Isaaed  by  the  presi- 
deotaof  the  Royal  Colleges  of  FbjHiolaDa  and  of  sorgeoQeand  the  master  of  thesooiely 
of  apothacariea,  was  *'  a  more  accurate  knowledge,  not  only  of  the  comparative  pre- 
Tnleuce  of  varioDS  mortal  diseases,  as  regards  the  whala  of  England  and  Wales,  Itut 
also  of  the  looalUiee  in  which  they  respectively  prerali,  and  the  age,  sex,  and  eondiliou 
of  life  wbloheaeh  principally  afieets,"aad  it  was  through  knowlMge  thus  obtained  by 
the  aoonmnlation  and  cliaaincation  of  registered  foots  that  the  excess  of  mortality  from 
oeitain  forms  of  diseases  was  almost  invariably  associatod  with  certain  asoertainabie 
eitema]  conditions,  and  that  sanitary  reformers  were  able  to  devise  remedial  meas- 
nresand  to  Irrlng  them  to  l>earon  unhealthy  localities  with  such  precision  as  to  give 
a  fairobaDoe  of  saocass.  "But,"  the  rcgiBtrar-icetieral  says,  "  it  may  be  pointed  out 
that  a  far  greater  benefit  than  any  foreseen  by  the  medical  authorities,  as  fairly  to  be 
anticipated  trom  a  system  of  registration,  Iiaa  iu  reality  slreody  l)een  obtained,  from 
i1^  namely,  an  addition  of  more  than  two  years  to  the  average  span  of  life  of  the  in- 
habitants of  England  and  Wales." 

Tbe  act  commended  itself  to  the  legal  profession  because  of  the  faolUtlM  afforded 
in  cases  of  nnoertaio  or  dispnted  inheritance,  where  it  was  neoessMry  to  trace  baolt 
pedigrees  and  prove  tbe  occurrence  of  either  births  or  deaths.  Iu  oonflrmatioD  of 
this,  it  is  pointed  oat  that  in  18157  there  were  no  less  than  37,lt>a  searches  in  tbe  reg- 
isters kept  in  the  general  register  oOlce  and  ii7,110  certiUaatiiB  issued,  mostly  for  legal 
pnrpoees  and  that  each  of  tliese  searches  cost  tiie  searcher,  on  tbe  averaee,  only  ten 
minutes  in  time  and  It.  (25  vents)  in  money,  instead  of  "the  immense  delay  and  ex- 
pense of  going  all  over  the  Kingdom  to  find,  in  tbe  majority  of  oases,  tbe  search  to 
be  after  dl  nnsaooeesfal,"  as  an  eminent  lawyer  said  in  the  debate  on  the  act. 

The  birtba  registered  in  1887  nambered  8S6,3;)I,  and  were  la  tbe  proportion  of  31. 4 
to  1,(M>0  penons  living,  the  lowest  rate  recorded  since  registration  was  institated. 

The  deaths  numbered  530,758,  a  proportion  of  18.8  to  1,000  persous  living,  tbe  lowest 
death-rate  yet  recorded,  the  next  lowest  having  iieeu  18.9  in  ISUl.

Of  the  total  British  and  Irish  emigration  60  per  oest.  were  GnKlish,  IB  per  cent. 
Scotch,  and  '28  pei  cent.  Irish.  Of  the  whule  nnmher  of  British  and  Iriih  7)1  per  cent. 
went  to  the  Uiilted  States,  Vi  per  cent,  to  the  Australasian  ooloniea,  and  11  per  oent. 
to  British  North  Amerioa.  Of  the  English  emigration,  63.6  per  cent.,  and  of  Irish, 
87.6  per  oent.  was  to  the  United  States.

This  is  partioulwly  abown 
iu  the  Btatistics  givins  the  nambec  of  pertona  summarily  proceeded  against.  The 
total  number  for  England  and  Wales  was  eeS.Sbfr,  of  which  134,501  vere  aoqnltt«d, 
382,553  fined,  and  the  reniftindar  senteuoed  to  sborttermsof  imprisonment  or  sent  to 
reform atoiies.  Of  all  the  prisoners,  43,366  of  tbem  could  neither  read  nor  write,  116,- 
060  Eonid  re*d  or  read  and  write  imperfectly,  3,575  conid  read  and  wril«  well,  and 
116  were  of  "superior  education."  The  oases  of  dmnkennoas  show  a  oontinnanoe  of

''  The  BeuBon  began  with  an  eBtimnted  stock  in  Italy  and  on  this  side  of  4,000  to 
4,500  hogsheads^  The  low  prices  at  Ihe  close  of  the  previous  season  tended  to  lessen 
the  quantity  of  Bummei  flah  caught  and  cured  in  1)^7,  which  was  only  about  1,300 
bogsbesds,  and  sold  at)10.30  to  |I0.95  per  hogshead  to onrers.

In  the  annual  report  made  from  this  conetilate  in  18B5  a  check  In  the  deellne  of 
exports  hence  to  the  United  States  was  alluded  to  as  baving  come  abont  dorlngthe 
then  ouirent  jear,  and  a  slight  tendency  toward  upward  moTement  was  noted.  This 
proved  the  preoureor  of  a  turn  in  the  tide  which  was  marked  in  my  report  of  Aufciist 
17,  IBSP,  aa  possibly  then  about  to  take  place,  if  cot  having  already  occurred.  Ths 
snbseqnent  course  of  events  has  been  consistent  with  these  iadicatione,  and  report 
has  been  made  upon  their  proEresB  accordiuKly .  In  the  aanital  statomeDt  fur  last 
year  the  fact  was  adverted  to  that  the  reviTal  in  trade  continned  to  (cain  strength, 
and  that  extensive  changes  of  condition,  when  sndi  ehonld  come  about,  might  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  occur  in  the  direction  of  improvement. 

8uob  has  unmistakably  been  the  caae,  and  tne  ourrent  of  commercial  prosperit; 
■eems  now  to  have  set  forward  broadly  and  boldly  thninghont  England. 

Every  trade  has  begun  to  feel  the  stimulating  effect,  and  while  the  labor  etrikea 
taking  place  and  threatened  in  different  quarters  are  to  be  interpreted  as  evidence  of 
the  growing  belief  in  the  advent  of  better  limes  among  the  wage-earuing  cisesos,  this 
witness  is  strengthened  by  the  wide-spread  success  which  the  demands  of  the  work- 
Ingmen  have  met  with;  by  the  voluntary  advances  made  in  some  inutancea  by  em- 
ployers; and  also  by  the  difficulty  of  inducing  united  action  in  the  way  of  short  time

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A  notkble  featare  Id  the  eeaaral  biuinea  of  the  kingdom  hu  b««n  the  organizatioa 
of  Block  compaiiiea,  of  which  thB  creatloua  for  the  jreat  were  reported  last  mooUi  to 
have  reached  £t3(l,000,000siuoe  theflrstof  theyear;  an  iDoreaee  over  the  same  period 
uf  the  Tou  before  Aiuonutltig  to  ftboat  £53,000,000.  Farther  aotlvlt;  waa  then  ex- 
pected ;  n<»  haa  the  expectation  been  dlaappointed. 

The  oomp»ratlTebili^ce  of  the  harreat  la  commented  od  as  teodiog  to  increase  dis- 
trewamoDg  the  laboring  classes;  bnt  its  effect  will  probably  be  local  only,  and  be 
more  than  oompensated,  an  -xiit  the  mass  of  the  population,  b;  the  improved  con- 
dition of  the  ooDTertinK  trui.^j,  whose  inflnenoe  in  England  so  much  outweiehs  that 
of  the  agricultQral  iodustTiea,  The  Increase  in  the  prioe  of  grain  it«elf  will,  in  all 
likelihood,  more  than  make  np  for  any  deGelenoy  in  yield;  and  in  some  of  the  minor 
orop«,  indeed,  there  is  no  room  for  complaint  even  as  to  qnantity.  Oood  planting 
proapeots  for  the  coming  wheat  crop  are  announced,  with  the  possibility  of  inoreased 

Taking  the  prospect  as  a  whole  there  la  every  siKQ  that  England  has  fally  entered 
on  a  period  of^oommeroial  prosperity  whieh  is  well  founded  and  likely  to  coutinne. 
Valoes  bave  tonohed  bottom  in  land,  money,  and  products;  and  barring  the  malefl- 
oent  Inflnenee  of  nndue  epeeulation,  there  ahonld  be  a  series  of  good  years  for  all 
branches  of  indaatry.

TeiT  little  variation  6coDn«d  nntU  the  end  of  Hareh,  when  the  price 
fell  to  99  oente,  wUoh  waa  aboot  the  areraire  antil  the  end  of  Jnlv,  when  a  Mries  of 
increase*  oommenced  and  continued  nntil  we  6th  of  December,  wnen  it  was  11.77  to 
il.33,  which  waa  the  faighMt  point  reaohed  during  the  year,  the  price  at  the  doae 
of  tbe  year  being  «1.21  to  %1.2T. 

ZiMMdoafce.— Tbe  year  opened  with  linseed  eake  selling  at  |34. 06  per  ton,  and  oon- 
tinned  until  the  93d  of  February.  A  series  of  decreases  thee  commenced,  which  car- 
ried it  down  to  tS6.76-|37.9e  on  the  !i8tb  of  Jane.  An  advance  of  $L.^1  pet  t«u  oc- 
cnmd  daring  July,  (him  which  time  nntil  the  end  of  October  there  waa  very  little 
variation.  One  or  two  advances  in  November  carried  ittoS31.€tt,  which  was  the  price 
at  tbe  close  of  the  year. 

Baean.-^'Ibt  imports  of  bacon  and  hame  amonnted  to  3,409,447  owt,  and  eoinpared 
with  1886  exhibits  a  decrease  of  343,;ffi4  cwt.  The  following  table  ahowa  tbe  open- 
ing and  closing  prices  of  the  year : 
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Lari. — Tbe  total  import  of  lard  amonnted  to  636,66S  cwt.,  whieb  compared  with 
1886  ezbibils  an  incre.iae  of  45,608  cwt.  The  year  opened  with  the  price  at  18.63, 
which  fell  on  the  14th  of  January  to  {9.51.  Several  advances  then  oeonrred  and  con- 
tinned  until  the  llfh  March,  when  it  reached  $9.60.  Prom  this  time  nntil  the  begin- 
ning of  Jane  several  decreases  oocnrred  which  carried  it  down  to  |8.3S.  Very  lUtle 
variation  theo  oocnrred  antil  tbe  middle  of  October,  when  a  series  of  increases  com- 
menced and  oontinned  natll  tbe  close  of  tbe  year,  tbe  prioe  then  being  19.73. 

Coltoa.— The  total  Import  of  raw  cotton  amounted  to  14,301,406  cirt.,  and  com- 
pared with  1886  exhibits  an  increase  of  2T6,S01  cwt.  Tbe  year  opened  witb  good  de- 
mand at  hardening  rates,  middling  bo  weds  selling  at  10.77  cents,  good  fair  Dnollerah, 
8.11  cents,  and  good  fair  Egyptian,  13.18  cents.  The  hieheedpoiDt  of  the  market  for 
Ameriean  cotton  dnring  the  year  was  on  tbe  9tb  and  16th  of  Jane,  when  middling 
bowed*  was  quoted  at  12.17  cant*,  and  the  loweat  on  the  3d  of  Febniary,  when  it  wa* 
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qaot«d  mt  10.39  oents.  The  sTersEe  valneof  middling  boweda  for  the  year  wtM  11.16 
centi.  Thn  fblloirins  tmble  showH  the  average  valae  of  American  and  other  eottoiu 
dDCiug  the  years  1886  and  18S7 : 
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FetroUim. — With  an  exceptionally  Ion-  stock  of  refined  oil,  the  market  opened  in 
Jaunan  at  14.70  ceota  for  favorite  brande,  adrancing  before  the  middleof  the  month 
to  15.30  oenta.  and  thee  decliaitifr,  owine  to  arrivalR,  to  14.93  oenta,  and,  with  ftirther 
srrlvale,  at  the  end  of  the  mouth  to  14.19  cente.  The  enppl^,  however,  oontinned 
small  antil  the  end  of  March  and  this  price  was  firmly  maintained  nDtil  early  April, 
wbeu.the  market  Kftve  wayaad  deolined  to  11.91  cents,  reroaioing  thereat,  with  sliirht 
variation,  niitil  early  it)  May,  whea  a  farther  fall  to  11.66  cents  followed,  and  at  tliie 
the  market  remained  almost  stationary  for  four  months. 

The  improvement  in  the  Amerioan  market,  which  sot  in  in  Angnst,  soon  reacted  up- 
on this  market,  and  in  September  prices  advanced  to  18,04  cents,  declining  again  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  month  to  11  91  cents.  From  the  middle  of  October,  however,  when 
an  upward  movement,  starting  at  12,01  cents  was  commenced,  prices  coutinned  steadily 
to  advance  to  the  end  of  Ibeyear,  12.68  cents  being  reached  at  the  end  of  October,  IS.K) 
cents  during  the  tatter  half  of  November,  13.18  cents  early  in  December,  and  14.19  cents 
at  the  close  of  month.  Kniaian  oil  daring  the  year  has  ruled  at  from  1.01  cents  to  3.03 
cents  per  gallon  below  these  prioee.  The  whole  of  the  Runsiau  oil  imported  last  year 
waaearrlMinbDlk,  in  tank  steamers,  the  barrels  belngfiUedalougaide,  and  this  mode 
of  importation  is  now  by  thoee  in  the  trade  prononno^  a  complete  sacoees. 

A^nerUa*  tiMher. — The  imports  of  pitch-piue  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  yeai^y 
40  per  cent.,  hot  has  been  less  than  the  averaee  of  the  three  preceillDg  years  by  15 
per  cent.  The  consumption  kept  pace  with  the  import,  leaviug  the  market  moder- 
ately stocked.  The  year  commeuoed  with  light  stoclis  end  a  low  range  of  prices.  As 
tboaatumn  advanced  ebippots  made  a  determined  effort  lor  higher  prices,  which  was 
not  responded  to  nutil  great  activity  wee  developed  in  the  northern  ship-building 
centers  ;  this  resulted  in  nnmerous  sales  at  advanced  rates.  Deals  nod  planks,  lam 
informed,  ore  at  all  times  dull  of  sale  here  and  very  few  suffice  for  the  limited  re- 
giiireinents  of  the  market.  Oak  in  the  log  was  imported  to  a  larger  extent  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  consisted  chiefly  of  large  parcels  from  New  Orleans  and  Mobile, 
which  went  mostly  into  consumption  at  fair  rates,  though  considerably  under  the 
price  of  Canadian  wood.  Some  small  lots  imported  ftom  Baltimore  lieing  of  good 
quality,  realized  fall  prices. 

In  wagon  scantling  a  very  extensive  bnsinesa  was  done,  the  import  being  the 
largest  on  record.  In  the  early  port  of  the  season  the  demand  was  active  and 
prices  steady,  bnt  later  Hnpplies  became  eiceeaive,  and  prices  declined.  Of  wain- 
scot billetR  there  was  no  import,  the  demand  having  almost  died  out.  Walnut  was 
imported  to  a  moderate  extent  and  the  demand  was  fairly  steady,  and  most  of  the 
imports  werediBposed  of  wltbont  mncb  fluctuation  in  price.  Satin  walnut  (gumwood) 
was  imported  freely  aud  at  first  went  into  consumption  at  good  prices,  but  later  on 
the  supply  overtook  the  demand  and  prices  fell,  the  valne  at  the  close  of  the  year 
being  about  48  to  ,14  cents  per  cubic  foot.  Whitewood  was  imported  to  a  larger 
extent  than  in  any  previons  year.  This  wood  I  am  informed  han  cnnsiderably  in- 
creseed  in  favor  and  prices  have  been  fairly  steady,  raling  at  from  44  to  54  cents  for 
prime  large-sized  logs  and  40  to  48  cents  for  planks.  Ash  was  imported  to  a  limited 
extent  and  realized  abuot  42  oenta  per  cubic  foot.  The  jmport  of  clierry  wood  was 
small  and  very  little  in  demand. 

Tobacco. — At  the  opening  of  the  year  the  tobacco  market  was  very  depressed,  indeed 
almost  lifeless,  and  continued  in  this  condition  nutil  the  end  of  April,  when  a  ray  of 
hope  sprang  from  the  announcement  that  a  reduction  of  S  cents  per  pound  duty  would 
be  maae.  The  restriction  of  moistnre  in  the  manufactnred  article  to  a  masimuui  of 
35  per  cent,  was  also  encouraging,  ns  it  foreshadowed  an  increased  demand  for  the  raw 
material,  aud  besides  appears  to  have  met  with  the  general  approval  of  the  trade ; 
latterly,  however,  lam  informed,  there  appeared  signs  of  change  of  feeling,  owing  to 
tie  difficult;  of  manufacturing,  so  as  to  keep  within  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  as 
well  as  to  the  conatnut  iuspeotioue,  testings,  warnings,  aud  prosecutions  on  the  part 
of  the  excise.  The  following  table  showri  the  price  of  American  tobaccos  in  bond  (or 
the  post  five  yean  during  the  month  of  December  in  each  year; 
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March  34  to  3  per  cent.,  on  April  4  to  3^,  and  agaiD  on  April  28  to  2~per  ceot.,  .. . 
wbiob  rate  It  remained  ontil  Anicnst  4,  wben  it  increaeed  to  J  per  cent.,  and  again  on 
Sltttember  1  to  4  per  cent. ;  vbieh  was  the  rate  np  to  the  elose  of  the  year.

POPULATION. 

The  letam  of  the  medical  officer  of  henlth  shows  the  estimated  popnlation  of  this 
city  to  be  592,991,  equal  to  113.8  per  acre,  being  the  most  densely  populated  city  in 
Great  Britain.  Tbe  death  rate,  £).6,  was  tbe  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  was  2.6  per 
1,000  less  than  the  average  for  the  lost  ten  ynars  ( 1877  to  1886),  and  5.7  lees  than  the 
average  forthe  previous  ten  years  (1867  to  1876).  Of  the  14,006  deaths,  7,140  were  of 
males  and  6,866  of  females.  Of  the  18,414  births  9,462  were  males  and  8,052  were 
fismales,  making  the  total  birth  rate  of  the  city  equal  to  31. 1  per  1,000,  the  average 
for  the  previooB  ten  yean  being  36.5

with  the  previous  year  of  35,769.

The  last  moQth  of  the  year  nitnesBed  a  letaru  of  confidence,  partly  !□ 
coDseigaenceof  a  rise  of  other  articles  of  coDSumption;  prior  to  this  the  market  was 
weak.  The  trade  lo  its  fiaal  iBsne  on  the  yeftr  showed  an  chaDgeof  importance.  On 
the  whole  It  has  been  satisfactory  thronghoat.  The  following  table  shows  the  num- 
ber and  classes  of  wool  that  were  offered  at  aaction  duriDg  the  series  of  sales,  also 
those  of  ISHO: 
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The  first  serifs  took  place  from  tba  Vit\i  to  the  38th  of  Januarv,  when  32,653  bal«a 
were  catalogned,  of  which  11:1,800  were  sold.  The  sales  opened  with  a  good  attendanoe 
of  English  bnynrs,  but  there  was  little  demand  for  export;  prices  at  first  snffered  « 
declineof  .51  cent  to  1,01  cents  per  lb.,  but  this  was  fully  recnvered  later  on  In  the 
case  of  best  Joria  and  VicHUcer ;  Egyptian  and  Portngnese  ruled  firmly,  particularly 
the  latter  sorts.    The  Spanisli  were  all  withdrawn. 

The  second  series,  from  the  15th  to  the  24tb  of  March,  34,970  bales  were  oatalogned, 
of  which  34,700  were  sold.  There  was  a  good  English  and  American  demand,  aud 
prices  for  the  bulk  of  East  India  wools  ruled  on  a  pur  with  January  rates. 

The  third  series  was  held  from  the  17th  to  the  3(itb  of  May,  33,373  bales  being  cata- 
lo(;ned,  of  which  2S,0OU  were  sold.  The  Enst  Indian  sales  passed  off  with  guod  spirit, 
and  about  8,000  bales  were  taken  for  the  United  States. 

The  fonrth  sericH  was  held  from  tbe  19tb  to  the  3ath  of  July ;  33,^22  bales  wer« 
catalogued,  of  which  30,800  were  sold.  The  competition  was  good  of  tons  and 
ABserican  buyers  at  the  East  India  sates,  and  prices  were  on  the  average  about  the 
same  as  in  the  May  series. 
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The  fifth  Mrim,  hnld  from  the  SOth  to  39th  of  Septembei,  39,638  balea  being  oatft- 
loKaAd,  of  which  21,300  were  sold.

Trade  and  commerce  in  this  looallty  duriog  the  past  niuo  monthi  baa  uot  bnen  veir 
Mtive  gBiierall;,  Wheat  baa  beeu  imported  to  a  uir  exteut,  principally  from  Aineri- 
(san  ports.  The  timber  trade  coDtJnoea  to  be  larjceand  prosperous.  The  export  trftde 
to  United  States  ports  is  increasing.  Clay  and  areenio  have  been  shipped  to  k  cod- 
siderable  valne,  and  tootb  brnsbes  mannfactored  in  this  country  continae  to  find  a 
good  market  in  the  States.

HOUSE-nClfLDiNO. 

Hoase'bnildiog  contiDuen  to  a  large  extent,  from  which  jt  wonid  appear  that  a  very 
general  opinion  exists  tliat  the  population  of  the  place  will,  as  liitherto,  steadilj  pro- 
gress.    There  are  generallj'  from  three  hundred  to  four  buiidreil  houses  in  ooarse  of   - 
oonsCructioQ.     Builders,  however,  have  been  rather  hasty  in  building,  and  as  arusult 
seTerat  have  lately  failed. 

THK  HARVR8T. 

The  weather  during  the  past  summer  was  remarkable  for  min  and  want  of  snn- 
sbine,  so  that  some  farmera  liegan  to  doubt  whether  we  should  have  a  harvest  at  all; 
bnt  a  great  obanxe  for  tbe  better  in  SepMmber  has  gone  far  to  repair  the  damage. 

Wheat  ia  an  average  crop,  as  to  quantity,  hut  the  condition  is  somewhat  inferior. 
Barley  is  a  fair  orop  but  condition  nut  very  good.  Oats  below  an  average,  fair  as  to 
quality.  Potatoes  were  plentifully  grown,  but  they  are  very  small  geueratly,  and  far 
from  being  of  good  quality,  diseoAe  being  very  prevalent.  Thuy  were  plentiful  in 
quantity,  bnt  owing  to  the  heavy  rains  the  quality  is  very  infHrior.  Carrots  and 
turnips  are  a  failure  this  year,  owing  to  the  incesBant  raiu.  Mangold  is  an  average, 
crop.  Grass  being  still  very  pleutinil,  farmers  will  be  able  to  keep  their  cattle  oat 
of  doors  late  in  tbe  season,  and  there  being  plenty  of  straw,  fodder  is  not  likely  to  be 
■caroe  the  ensuing  winter.  Apples  ore  a  snort  crop,  Bmall  in  size  and  very  deBcient 
in  quantity. 

Beyerting  to  tbe  shipping  trade  of  tbis  port,  I  may  mention  that  the  largest  En- 
glish steam-ship  company's  vessels  call  here  to  land  or  embark  passengers,  mails,  and 
specie.  During  the  past  month  no  fuwer  than  tbirty-three  of  these  steam-ships  were 
timed  to  arrive  here  on  their  homeward  voyage,  without  mentioning  those  (leesnnmer- 
ous)  which  call  here  on  their  ontward  voyage. 


Mr.  OeorgeHingston,  UnitedStates  consular  agent  at  Dartmouth,  reportaaafollows: 

"  Tbe  trade  in  iron  has  been  small  with  tbe  exception  of  tbe  engineering  buHiueas 
carried  on  by  Messrs.  9iuipson,  Strickland  &  Co.,  who  have  been  very  bnay  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  although  not  quite  as  moch  so  at  tbe  present  moment.  They 
have  been  bnitdiuft  a  nnniber  ot  steam  launches,  and  one  steamer  for  Turkey,  which 
hss  been  sent  to  Couatautiuuple.  The  trade  of  the  other  shipbuilders  has  been  small, 
priucipally  repairing  and  fitting  out  yachts.  Tbe  Cape  mail  steamers  call  for  malls 
and  paaaengers  fortnightly,  the  Demerara  and  West  India  boats  everj  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  mail  steamers  for  the  Falkland  Islands  and  Souih  America  every  two 
months.    The  latter  are  Hamburg  steamern  of  the  Eosnios  lino. 

The  harvest  this  year  has  been  poor,  owing  to  the  wretched  summer,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  hay,  which  is  abnndant,  and  turnips,  which  are  fair.  The  imports  have 
been  small,  cotuiating  of  about  1,000  tons  of  valonia  from  Smyrna  and  a  little  timber 
from  Sweden  and  Bnssia." 

JBRBBT. 

Mr.  Thomas  Benouf,  United  States  couanlar  agent  at  Jersey,  states : 
"I  have  very  little  to  report  of  any  commercial  iutorest  during  the  past  nfn» 
mouths.  The  imports  of  Americun  products  and  loanufacturas  are  always  about  th» 
same,  the  exports  of  cattle  about  as  funuerly.  The  early  potato  crop,  which  forma 
the  principal  feature  ofagricnitare,  has  been  very  large  this  season,  althengh  toward 
the  close  disease  manifested  itsolf  to  a  great  extent,  nevertheless  the  exports,  olUefiy 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  yieldi:d  a  large  amount,  say  about  (1,.'>00, 000." 

The  farmers  seem  to  give  all  their  attention  to  the  growth  of  the  early  potato,  very 
little  wheat  and  hay  being  now  cultivated  on  the  island. 

QDERNSKY. 

Mr.  William  Carey,  United  States  consular  agent  at  Ouemsey,  reports: 
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Thongli  not  v«r;  aotive  geaarallf  trade  and  cDinmeroe  in  this  locality  ahows  a  dis- 
tinot  iuiprovenieut  oa  the  previous  jear.  It  ia  not  loerelji  maintaiuiDg  its  pogitton, 
bnt  there  are  indicatioDs  of  an  advance  in  the  right  direction. 

The  mail-boats  daring  th«  Tear  have  nnmbered  409,  of  whioh  335  were  home  and 
74  ontward,  am  oompued  nith  403  (319  homeward  and  H4  oatward)  in  the  preceding 

The  pnaaengers  landed  and  embarked  have  been,  roughly  estimated,  between '9,000 
and  IU,U0O.

In 
AngDBt  last  a  steamer  to  carry  4,000  tons  freight,  with  triple  expansion  engines,  ooiilrl 
begot  for  about  £;!T,000 ;  to-day  theprice  would  be  £:»,  000.  Sailing  siiips  have  ad- 
vanced from  £5.15  per  ton  to  £6.10.  The  rise  is  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  iron  and 
steel  and  of  wages.  Steel  angles  are  now  £16  12i.  6d.  per  ton,  steel  plates  are  £7  Isii. 
Sd.  and  boiler  ^ntes  £8,  an  increase  of  about  30  shillings  in  two  months.  Iron  plates 
are  now  £(j,  an  increase  of  10  shiillngs. 

Some  Qrni4  have  already  granted  an  increase  of  5  per  cent,  in  wages,  and  snob  an 
advanoe,  or  a  larger  one,  is  likely  to  become  general. 

There  is  no  branob  of  indnatry,  trade,  or  commerce  so  important  for  Glasgow  ae 
that  of  ship -building,  and  if  the  present  demand  is  maintained,  the  olty  will  enjoy  a

The  (lirect  importattons  of  bog  prodncta  have  be«D  ve^  small,  deklen  BDppl;iog 
their  wunM  Uom  Glasgow  and  Liverpool.  The  consuoiptive  demaod  has  bceu  aailer 
an  average.  Tlie  [niportauce  of  the  trade  is  not  what  it  was  a  fen  yoan  aeo,  and  fur 
this  there  are  Buvertil  caoses.  Notably  the  low  valuea  which  have  prevaJTed  of  late 
fur  bome-facl  beef  and  mutton  accompanied  by  an  economical  retail  iliatribiitioD  ;  and 
the  irregularity  in  quality  of  all  bnt  one  or  two  brands  for  which  prices  asked  are  ao 
high  that  it  is  nn remunerative  to  handle.  The  importa  of  dead  hogs  from  Sweden 
and  Denmark,  Bligbi.ly  sailed,  gutted,  but  bead  and  teet  on,  have  been  on  aconsideTK- 
ble  scale,  and  Ihia  new  source  of  supply  will  probably  develop.  Importations  fh>m 
the  United  States  might  be  increased  were  packers  there  to  pay  attention  to  ont  and 
care  of  their  meats  and  oonsult  the  taste  of  the  nlarket. 

aUTTRB. 

The  hatter  trade  this  year,  so  for  aa  it  baa  yet  gone,  has  been  quite  exceptional  as 
regards  prices,  which  advanced  and  declinnd  at'times  quite  unknown  before.  The 
prodaotion  everywhere  was  large,  and  prices  dnring  the  samaer  were  rarely  if  ever 
tower;  this  hod  the  effect  of  iucrcasing  the  consumption  oousiderablyj  to  (he  prrjn- 
dice  of  siibstitntes,  snch  as  Cbe  finer  grades  of  margarine.  Non  that  the  antniDU  ia 
approaching  the  impression  begins  to  prevail  that  the  supplies  are  going  to  be  short, 
and  there  is  at  preeunt  a  general  inclinatiou  to  lay  in  stocks  for  the  winter,  in  the 
espeotation  of  a  rapid  advance  in  price. 

The  qnality  of  Danish  butter  has  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory,  slthongb  there  ia 
a  pretty  generally  expressed  opinion  that  the  new  process  (centrifugal  sepamtar) 
may  produce  a  uniform,  bnt  at  the  same  time  not  a  keeping  quality.  A  good  deal  of 
Danish  hntter  this  summer  became  blue  or  moldy  in  a  few  weeks.  Ireland  produced 
largely  this  season,  aud  as  prices  were  moderate  there  was  a  considerable  bnainess 

American  aud  Canadian  creamery  and  ladle  packs  have  come  forward  very  spar- 
ingly, and  as  the  dealers  here  seem  lat«1y  to  be  prejudiced  against  them,  importers 
have  not  been  tempted  to  risk  large  lots  after  the  heavy  lasses  of  last  year. 

CHEKgE. 

The  preference  for  Canadian  cheese  as  against  Amerioau  has  been  still  more  marked 
this  season  tban  iu  anv  former  year ;  in  fact  almost  the  only  American  cheese  that 
have  come  to  this  market  have  been  western  goods,  and  tbey  are  wanted  to  snpply 
the  demand  for  a  cheaper  article  than  is  to  he  found  in  the  arrivals  ftom  Canada. 


In  laid  the  nnsatisfaotory  quality  of  "prime  steam"  has  so  favored  the  consumption 
of  "  relined  "  that  the  importa  of  the  former,  except  for  refiners'  use,  are  now  on  a 
oomparatively  small  scale. 

The  imports  of  flonr  to  the  present  time  have  not  been  so  targe  as  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  local  millers  and  foreign,  obiefly  Hungarian,  EonBes  have  regained 
much  of  the  ground  tbey  seemed  to  have  lost.  The  late  abnormal  advance  and  epeon- 
lation  have  pat  American  flours,  relatively,  it.  to  6i.  per  2U0  poonds  above  every

At  no  time  oan  it  be  said  that  manafaeturen,  aa  a  rule,  were 
bosy,  there  naTJDK  alwaji  been  [die  looms,  bat  ibe  Tolame  of  trade  hai  anbstatitlall; 
inoreaaed.  One  factor  in  this  leeolt  baa  nndoabCeiU;  beeo  the  largely  rednoed  de- 
mand tbr  worsteds,  a  elass  of  goods  not  made  to  aa;  great  exteot  in  the  diatriat,  bnt 
Mte  "''io^  when  fiMhtoaable,  materisll;  affecte  the  woolen  iodastry  of  tbe  Scottish 
border.  There  baa  been  aa  Inoreaaing  demand  for  what  are  knowa  as  ohetrioU,  tbat 
la,  goods  made  trooi  the  wool  of  the  breed  kaoim  as  Cbeviot  sheep.  These  goods  are 
roDgh  in  their  textnn^  are  geaerally  luoaely  woven,  andaia  the  moetpopnlar  fornnm- 
mar  and  autnmn  wear.  Ol  late  years  they  have  been  in  deniand  for  ladiea'  dresses 
and  oloaka,  and  from  tbeir  variety  of  pattern  and  ooloring  and  the  oomfort  of  their 
wear  are  oertaln  to  retain  their  hold. 

Daring  the  year  tbe  price  of  wool  rose  and  has  been  well  maintained,  and  thfsflrm- 
neas  bad  tbe  tendency  to  atiengtben  the  market  generally  in  sympatby  alio  with  the 
MDUal  trade  of  tbe  connby.  In  an  Industry  so  largely  depsuilent  upon  two  snob 
MeoMnta  as  fashion  and  climate,  mercbanta  are  slow  to  order  stock  suitable  oulv  for 
one  aeaaon  while  tbe  weather  proeitecta  are  auoertain.  Daring  tbe  year  tbis  couslder- 
atlon  has  militated  greatly  a^inst  tbe  prosperity  of  tbe  great  border  indiutry,  tbe 
manulkotare  of  the  world-wi<fo  known  "  Scotch  tweeds."

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The  spring  of  1888  was  a  most  nntoward  season.  Flook-maateia  ineorred  heavy  ex- 
penses in  providing  food  fortheirebeep,  and  the  death  rate  amongst  lauiba  wasmnoh 
above  the  average.  The  seeding  for  craiu  oraps  was  delayed  beyond  the  nsoal  period. 
A  cold,  snnleea  snmmei  followed,  and  an  almost  nnprecedentedly  late  harveat  Is  the 
oonseqnenoe.  Hay  was  a  heavy  eiop,  bnt  ooosiderably  spoilt  in  many  distrieta  by 
tain.

Of  ooorse  if  the  present  advance  in  prices  lasts  for  any  time  ihrmers  will  get  more 
money  for  any  fair  conditioned  lota,  bnt  this  will  nothing  like  oompeneate  them  fbr 
their  abort  qnantity.  Barley  generally  la  inferior,  bnt  there  will  be  a  large  qoantity 
of  good,  uaefnl  mailting  qaality,  provided  it  gets  safely  housed  now,  and  the  yield 
win  likely  be  a  full  average  our.  The  oitip  ofoats,  where  it  is  properly  ripened,  is  a 
vary  goodone— by  far  the  largest  crop  of  the  season.  Some  very  fine  lots  have  already 
oome  to  market,  while  a  considerable  qnantity  in  not  very  good  condition  has  been 
tltraahed  and  pat  on  sate.  The  condition  of  tamlps  varies.  On  dn,  warm  soils  tbey 
look  well,  but  they  are  a  ve^  indiSeient  erop  on  wet,  oold  clay.  Potatoesaro  under

Fot  the  paipose  of  comparison  with  the  aoatial  retoms  of  previons  j^eara  I  have 
oonpltodtbe  iDTegoiDg  retnros  in  precisely  similar  form,  and  for  same  periods  as  they 
hara  been  hitherto.  Nevertheless  the  importe  and  eTporte  ahown  in  Tables  &  and  B 
do  not  represent  the  entire  imports  and  exports  of  the  port  of  Leith  ;  the  variety  iu 
aaoh  case  is  mach  Kteater,  and  the  aegregate  quantities  are  correspondingly  so.  The 
artidlesandqaantiliessot  forth  on  those  forms  am  copied  from  an  extract  thereof, 
supplied  from  the  ofBoe  of  the  Leith  harbor  and  docks  commission,  and  are  correct  ao 
&r  aa  tbey  go ;  bnt  a  complete  list  or  abstract  of  the  kind  can  noB  be  obtained  from 
that  sonrce. 

In  illnstration  of  the  great  variety  aud  the  large  qnantltiee  of  articles  imported  Into 
Leith  and  exported  from  it,  I  sabjotn  copy  of  a  statement;  issued  by  the  commissioner 
for  the  harbor  and  docks  of  Leith,  for  the  year  ending  May  16,  1887  (the  latest  pub- 
lished), showing  the  articles  on  which  dues  had.  been  paid  doi'ing  the  year. 

The  very  nnsatisfaotory  nnjt  of  tons  in  reckoning  all  the  articka  in  eaid  statement 
)■  made  necessary  from  the  foot  that  the  only  record  of  imports  and  exporta  kept  by 
the  Letth  harbor  and  docks  commission  Is  estimated  in  tonnage.  I  deem  it  neoea- 
aary  to  aay,  further,  that  while  little  idea  of  the  qnantity  and  valne  of  certain  arti- 
cles oan  be  arrived  at  throngh  their  weight,  yet  the  unit  of  valae  of  many  of  the  arti- 
cles named  Is  correctly  given  in  tonnageonly,  and  thestatementaa  avrholeiaadopled 
as  the  only  available  means  of  conveying  the  information  desired. 

The  haroor  and  docks  commission  should  not  be  oonfoanded  with  thecuatoms,  aa 
the  customs  dnty,  or  tariff,  would  not  reanh  any  of  the  items  referred  to  In  the  state- 
ment except  tea,  coffee,  prepared  fruit,  beer,  spirits,  and  wines.

It  therefore  beoaine  abeolntdj  oMea- 
aarr  for&porCersofthiB  important  article  of  food  to  reoar  to  other  qnartenior  floor, 
and  London  nas  thoogbt  of  aa  possibly  the  nearest  and  most  ooiiTenient  marked 
Sinoe  then,  Iiondon  baa  ({iTen  Qlbialtai  the  nvateit  portion  of  its  anppUes  of  floor, 
and  eqaal  in  quality  to  the  best  Freucli  flour  g  ,  aod  at  leaa  oost ;  at  least  tida  baa 
been  the  ease  up  fa>  the  present. 

It  isdifficnlt  lo  aooonnt  for  it.  Every  effort  has  been  made  by  tbe  Uaneillee  people 
to  oompete  with  Iitmdon,  bat  so  far  without  snooees.  Why  London  should  be  able 
to  nndeieell  Maraeilles  I  oan  not  well  andetetand,  unless  the  English  milleia  oondnot 
their  business  on  a  more  exteQHive  soale,  and  with  greater  economy  than  the  Frenob, 
to  enable  them  to  fnmisb  supplies  on  better  terms.  Labor  mast  certainly  be  cheaper 
in  France,  and  the  freight  on  Sonr  is  about  the  same  frx>m  Manieilles  to  Gibraltar  aa 
from  London  to  Gibraltar.  Nuither  e&a  the  duty  lately  imposed  on  foreign  wheat 
landed  in  France  affect  the  cost  of  French  floor,  sinoe  a  drawback  is  obtained  when 
the  Soar  prodnced  from  it  is  exported  t«  foreign  markets.  Cao  it  be  Uiat  machinery 
ja  more  perfect  and  more  economically  worked  in  England  f 

The  ikct  remains  that  London  baa  now  neatly  monopolieed  the  Gibraltar  flonr  tnde 
.  for  qualities  equivalent  to  the  Uarseilles  g  ,  and  tO'.day  fionr  from  Uaraeillaaia 
almost  ezolndod  from  the  market.  Algeria  baa  alto  snapended  its  nsnal  sbipmenta  to 
it-  What  arrives  here  from  England  la  styled  English  flour,  supposed  to  be  the  pro- 
duce of  EaglJHh  mills,  bnt  I  doubt  whether  it  is  prodnoed  altogether  from  Eogliab 
wheat — probably  American  and  Indian  wheat  come  in  for  a  large  share. 

The  finest  qualities  of  flour  at  present  here  consists  chiufly  of  American,  bnt  even 
in  this  case  there  is  the  remarkable  fact  that  the  supplies  come  from  London  and  not 
from  New  York  direct  to  this  port.  I  am  Infornied  that  Loudon  can  land  flonr  at  Qib- 
raltar  at  cheaper  rates  than  if  imported  direct  from  New  York.  Xiow  rates  of  Ireight 
from  New  York  to  London  have  probably  enabled  London  shippers  to  aJtord  paying 
another  freight  from  London  to  Gibraltar.  It  ironld  seem  that  thia  donble  freight 
has  amounted  to  less  money  than  the  single  freight  from  New  York  to  Gibraltar. 

Lost  year  waa  an  ordinary  year  for  tfae  sale  of  flonrin  tbis  market ;  there  waadema 
only  for  the  requirements  of  Gibraltar  and  the  neighborhood  of  Spain,  to  a  moderate 
extent.  Portogal  do  longer  obtains  snppliea  of  ftonr  ftvin  Gibraltar.  The  general 
opinion  at  present  tends  toward  a  rovivwl  in  the  demands  for  American  flonr  and 
foiMgn  eereoia  in  general,  aa  we  enter  the  winter  eejwon,  as  the  wants  of  the  neigh' 
boring  Spaoisti  dieuict  ate  likely  then  to  increase  oooaiderably,  sinoe  recent  rains 
and  tbnnder  storma  bave  cansed  seriooa  damage  to  the  crops  in  the  eoutb  of  Strain, 
especially  in  tbe  provinces  of  Almeria  and  Qrauada,  several  of  their  distriots  having 
been  innodated  through  the  overflowing  of  rivers,  thereby  destroying  a  large  porlion 
of  tbe  crops  of  grain  and  fruits,  besides  oanslng  much  distress  thtonghoat  the  land. 

^^iMajp«frol#i>m.— ThedlflSoulty  which  haa  been  experienced  for  sometime  past,  at 
New  York,  to  ship  small  pnroels  of  reAoed  pettoleam,  under  5,000  cases,  by  any  one 
vessel  bound  to  this  port,  has  »o  far  enabled  two  of  tbe  priaoipal  dealers  here  to 
almost  control  this  market  for  tbe  sale  of  American  petrolenm,  which  has  induced  one 
of  tbe  largest  retail  grocers  here  to  look  elsewhere  for  his  supplies.  He  has  given 
bis  attention  to  Hussian  petrolenm,  and  basrecently  imparted  1,000  oasesdireot  f'vm 
Odessa  by  steam-ship.  Another  party  has  also  jnst  received  on  consignment  a  lot  of 
500  cases  from  tbe  same  qnarter,  intended  for  sale  here.  It  is  reported  that  this  par- 
cel comes  from  the  wells  of  Batonm,  said  to  be  oblefly  under  the  control  of  the  Hessrs. 
Botbschild,  who  are  eHtabllsbing  depots  wherever  the  article  is  salable  to  any  extent. 

It  is  pretended  that  this  Bnsaian  petrolenm  so  far  meets  the  wants  of  oansnmers  in 
a  satisfactory  manner,  and  at  a  fraction  nnder  what  American  deaoriptioos  ore  sell- 
ing at  present ;  admitting,  however,  that  the  article  is  not  ao  neatly  packed  as  that 
which  comes  from  tbe  United  States, 

Ecooooiy  in  freight  and  shipping  obarges,  together  with  tbe  facilities  offering  to 
ship  even  small  quantities  at  any  one  tirne  direct  to  tbis  port  from  tbe  Black  Sea, 
render  it  probable  that  these  supplies,  if  repeated,  may  in  the  Aitnre  somewhat  inter- 
fbre  with  American  importations  by  creatir<g  increased  competition  in  the  sale  of  the 
article  here,  to  the  prejudice  of  oar  own  production.  In  fact,  this  Kussian  petroleum 
has  lately  been  offered  at  fonr  pence,  British  currency,  per  imperial  gallon,  delirerable 
frma  ships'  tanks  in  this  port;  bnt  tbe  heavy  expenses  and  rigorous  police  restrictjona 
attending  the  handling  of  the  Mtlole  here  have,  ao  far,  prevented  any  operations  of 
this  nature  being  carried  ont. 

Propoted  dry-dock. — Tlsconnt  Sidmonth,  some  months  ago,  made  a  moUon  In  the 
Lords  relative  to  the  necessity  of  the  nation  possessing  a  dry-dock  at  OibraltM',  and 
be  pointed  oat  the  dlsaatrons  reanlta  which  might  arise  to  the  fleets  if  Qieat  Britain

A  conii'lerftble  qnaatity  of  oheap  oiftan  is  mada  bore,  and  aa  tbsy  are  required  to 
be  Btrong,  tobaooo  of  KsDtaoky  and  Virginia  growth  ia  tbe  most  adapted  for  chair 
use.  It  ahoald  be  dark  and  dark  chestnut  in  color,  and  not  le«s  than  two  or  tbrae 
jeare  old.  We  can  not  take  the  fine  fcrades  of  those  Btates  either,  as  tbe  cigars  have 
to  be  sold  Teiy  cheap,  beeoe  eveiy  economy  baa  to  be  aaed  in  manafso taring  them ; 
threo-fourth*  fillers  and  ooe-fonrth  binders  and  wrftppers  are  the  proportion,  but 
-when  leaf  ia  moderate  in  price,  mediDm  to  good  leaf;  lugs  are  tbe  most  remnoeiative 
to  import,  and  wbeo  low  class  fllleia  are  more  aboQdant  and  cheap  we  require  a 
lOKrer  proportion  of  commoD  leaf  to  mediam  wrapper. 

We  bod  a  oomparatlTely  large  stock  at  the  commencement  of  1868,  the  aoeaniala- 
tionsofpreTionsreceipts  which  woald  aooonnt  for  the  decrease  in  the  quantity  im- 
ported last  year,  oa  compared  to  that  7e.«ived  in  the  preceding  year.  Business  inieof 
tobacco  oan  not  be  deecril>ed  as  altogether  tatiBfoctory,  tha  demand  having  been 
slouk  and  prioea  lowthroaghout  lBd8.  Our  snppliea  in  IsHO  were  prinoipaltf  drawn 
flrooi  England  or  via  England  and  Franoe.  Onr  stock  at  present  ooosiHts  largely  of 
fillers  and  commoD  to  good  logs.
